Kingston, July 1—The Cubans are 
making a brave effort to keep Pando and 
7800 Spanish soldiers from joining forces 
with Linares in Santiago. General 

tios and a smail force of Cubans have 
make attack after attack on Pando since 
the Spaniards marched from Manzanillo 
towards Santiago. The attacks have 
delayed the Spaniards a little, but the 
losses are insignificant. 

A ragged, half-starved Cuban arrived 
at camp on Wednesday. He proved to 
be a messenger from Rios, bringing 
word to Genéral Shafter that the Cu- 
bans were unable to cope with the army 
of Pando. Reinforcements were asked 
for. Rios had made a desperate stand 
near Las Palmas, and had succeeded in 
checking Pando. Rios’ message said he 
could not hold the Spaniards back much 
longer. General Shafter decided that 
he would not send any Americans 
against Pando for the present. He re- 
quested General Garcia to dispatch a 
strong force of Cubans to the aid ofRios. 
Garcia promptly sent 2000 of his best 
fighters, place¢ tem under the com- 
mand of Generai Rabi, and ordered them 
to join Rios. Rabi and his men went 
to Siboney, where they were embarked 
for Serrado. From that place they 
went to Las Palmas. 

It is reported unofficially that General 
Luque with 9000 men has started for 
Santiago. This body of troops is made 
up of all the scattered detachments 
which have been garrisoning the small 
towns, the forts and the blockhouses. 

The American army is gradually 
stretching out across the hills on the 
eastern side of Santiago, within five 
miles of the cannon crowded hillside, 
which must be taken before the city can 
be captured. 

Meanwhile 5000 picked Spanish in- 
fantry are making forced marches from 
Manzanillo to relieve Santiago on the 
northwest side. To intercept this pow- 
erful force our army may’ have to turn 
—} to the left wing of what is now the 
Spanish line. This would make the 
whoie American line of action 12 or 15 
miles long. 

The barbed wire fences which General 
Linares seems to think would hold our 
troops back long enough for the in- 
fantry in the rifle pits and on the slopes 
and the old-fashioned cannon on the 
ridges to smash our lines, can be easily 
destroyed in a few minutes by the Amer- 
ican troops, for every man carries in 
his pocket a pair of wire nippers, 

It Is clear that General Linares and 
Admiral Cervera expect General Shafter 
to advance along the seacoast and cap- 
ture the railway bridge at Aguadores, 
storm Morro castle and allow Sampson's 
fleet to remove the mines and enter the 
harbor. It ls expected that our troops 
will advance against the city in four 
directions, moving from the northwest, 
northeast, east and southeast at the 
sametime. It is General Shafter’s plan 
not only to take the city, but he intends 
not to allow General Linares to escape 
with hisarmy. He has formed plans by 
which he is confident of capturing the 
largest Spanish force in eastern Cuba, 
and by which he will also enable Ad- 
miral Sampson to capture the best ves- 
sels in the Spanish navy. 

General Shafter left his ship Wednes- 
day and took up his quarters with Gen- 
eral Wheeler at the front. His appear- 
ance there gave rise to the rumor that 
an aftack on Santiago would occur at 
once, but the staff officers say it is im- 
possible to get the army in shape to

Te landing places are without in- 
gident. The hospital corps has finished 
‘ts camp, and several patients are al- 
ready undergoing treatment. There are 
quite a few cases of measles under the 
care of the physicians, but a majority 
of the cases of sickness result from the 
heat and the extreme hardships the men 
have undergone, principally,in waiting 
for shelter and food since the landing 
off Santiago. The fleet lies silent and 
grim, waiting for the moment to come 
when it shall finally measure its strength 
with the harbor batteries. All day 
Wednesday four American men-of-war 
lay within a mile and a half of Morro’s 
guns, but not a shot was exchanged. 
The sailors on board could almost have 
exchanged words with the _ soldiers 
ashore, and the fact that the Spaniards 
did not risk a shot or two is taken to 
Indicate that perhaps they are very 
short of ammunition. The Iowa, Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana and New Orleans 
could easily have been hit, as they lay 
almost motionless within easy range, 
but Morro might have been a country 
schoolhouse for all the hostile demon- 
stration it made. 


IN THREE WEEKS. 


Presideut McKiuley Looks For 
Results In Porto Rico. 

Washington July 1—President Mc- 
Kinley told a caller yesterday that Porto 
Rico would be in our possession within 
three weeks. It is believed that opera- 
tions there will be carried on with even 
greater speed than has marked the 
progress of events at Santiago, 

Major General Brooke, now in com- 
mand of the First corps at Chicka- 
mauga, has been selected to be gov- 
ernor general of Porto Rico, and he will 
have under ris immediate control the 
expedition which is now preparing. He 
has received orders to have his entire 
corps, numbering 30,000 men, ready to 
move within 10 days. Some of the regi- 
ments comprising the expedition are 
already boarding transports at Tampa, 
The others will follow as rapidly as 
possible. The selection of General 
Brooke for this important service is due 
to his own eagerness for service at the 
front, and to the great efficiency he has 
shown as commander of the Chicka- 
mauga camp. 

The entire corps will proceed at once 
to Santiago, and there it will be reor- 
Sanized so far as may be deemed ad- 
visable by transferring regulars and 
Volunteers from Shafter’s corps, the 
idea being that by this time aggressive 
military movements at Santiago will be 
atanend. Santiago will thus serve as 
a base for Porto Rico. It may be that 
most of the treops will not leave the 
trausports.

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FOULING IN THE RING. 


Northwest Champion Tried to Choke 
His Antagonist. 


Saw He Could Not Win by 
Fair Means. 


Hissed by the Crowd and Summarily Ejected 
by the Police. 


Louisville, July 1—Amid a scene of in- 
tense excitement the fight before the 
Kentucky Athletic club between Dick 
Case, champion lightweight of the 
northwest, and “Bobby” Dobbs, cham- 
pion colored lightweight of the world, 
ended in a fiasco, Dobbs winning on a 
foul. 

Ring followers having in mind the 
magnificent contest between these top- 
notchers five weeks ago flocked to the 
hall in droves. Both men were in fine 
condition, Case having the better of the 
weight by 10 pounds. From the tap of 
the bell Case began to foul the colored 
man, unheeded by the referee until the 
ninth. In this round he grasped Dobbs 
about the throat and literally tried to 
choke him to death. The referee at 
once gave the fight to Dobbs on a foul. 

No decisive blows were struck in the 
preceding rounds, though the fighting 
was very fierce. Dobbs worked his 
famous jabs throughout and looked like 
a winner. Case several times showed 
that he was In distress from the jolting. 

After the decision was announced 
Dobbs stepped across the ring and es- 
sayed to shake hands with Case. The 
latter spurned him, however, applied a 
foul epithet and swung heavily on the 
negro’s jaw. Case was hissed by the 
crowd and forced from the ring by the 
police. 


Blow Above the Belt. 

Wheeli#g, July 1—The Gardner-Mc 
Lelland contest in the arena of the Met- 
ropolitan Athletic club last night came 
to an unexpected finish In the 10th round, 
when the Pittsburger was knocked out. 
From the start both men had shown up 
well, and the honors were about evenly 
divided. In the 10th the fighting was 
fast, but, the end, seemed far away. 
Suddenly, Gardner landed with terrific 
force a left, short-arm swing on the pit 
of the stomach, and McLelland col- 
lapsed in an instant, and the fight was 
over.

Pettigrew (S. D.) vigorously criticised 
the committee for yielding the free 
home provision, which, he said, had been 
endorsed by the Republican national 
convention of 1896.

“Vast sums of money are collected by 
that party to be used in its campaigns.

It is dominated by the money power. 
Not only does this power supply money 
for its campaigns, but it elects Repub- 
lican senators, and after it has elected 
@ senator in one of the great states, 
the state Republican convention con- 
gratulates itself upon the infamy and 
deciares it ix glad of it.” 

Mr. Gallinger demanded to know 
where the proof for such a charge was. 

“Yes, there is proof,” replied Senator 
Pettigrew. “It is before the committee 
on priviledges and elections, and before 
the people of the whole country.” 

“The situation,” retorted Mr. Gallin- 
ger, “is like that of a case beforea grand 
jury that has not reported. The com- 
mittee on privileges and elections has 
made no report, which indicates that 
it has no such proof before it as the 
senator says it has.” 

“Well,’ replied Mr. Pettigrew, “I am 
willing that my statement should go to 
the country.” 

NEWS IN BRIEF, 

The Y. M. C. A. has now 50 men at 
work in Camp Thomas, Chickamauga. 

Official dispatches from McHenry, 
Miss., report one new case of yellow 
fever.

Victims of Typhoid. 

Washington, July 2.—General] Garret- 
son expects one regiment and half of 
another regiment to leave Camp Alger 
right away, and he has chosen the 
BKighth and half of the Sixth Illinois. 
The other six companies of the Sixth 
Illinois and the Six Massachusetts are 
to break camp not later than Monday. 

The fear of typhoid still prevails in 
the camp. A surgeon said that “one 
patient could put the whole camp on its 
back.”” The water supply is looked 
upon as the principal source of danger. 
Some of the wells are sunk to a depth 
of 65 or 70 feet, but it is said to be pos- 
sible for the germs of typhoid to reach 
that depth, owing to the sandy nature 
*% the soil. The surgeons making the 
wmvestigation say that if when their re- 
pert is made Chief Surgeon Girard per- 
sists in holding that the water is pure 
they will forward their report to the war 
department. 

A special commission has been ap- 
pointed to investigate conditions in the 
quarters of the New York cavalry, 
which now has five men at Fort Meyer 
suffering with typhoid.

A spirit of irreverence is abroad in} 


ence either for things divine or human 
that theré ought to be. God's name, 
God’s house, God’s word, God’s day, |

Millard Fillmore. 

Independence day is the one day on 

| which the red, white and blué is unfurled 
to wave gracefully in breezes that are pop- 
ularly supposed to blow in a more patriotic 
manner on this than any other day in the 
calender year. But there is one flag in 
Chicago which will not be hauled aloft on 
the Fourth at the end of a halyard, says 
the Chicago Tribune. It is too preciousa 
relic to be frayed by rude winds, and, 
moreover, it has served itsday. It isa 
flag with an honorable and revered past, 
all of which will probably never be told, 
| for the men who knew its minute history 
and of the scenes through which it passed 
in the stirr!ng days of 1776 have long since 
moldered into dust. 

The flag is a relic of the Revolutionary 
war and is an heirloom in the Fillmore 
family, lineal descendants of Millard Fill- 
more. Its present custodian is W. Henry 
Wilson, demonstrator of bacteriglogy in 
the Hahnemann Medical college in this 
city. Mr. Wilson’s wife was Miss Maude 
Stewart Fillmore, a daughter of Franklin 
B. Fillmore, first Neutenant Company I, 
Twenty-sixth Illinois Volunteer infantry. 
The flag was carried in the Revolutionary 
war by Nathaniel Fillmore, father of Pres- 
ident Millard Fillmore. 

The flag is 10 feet long by 534 feet wide. 
Its colors were originally the regulation 
red, white and blue, but the ravages of 
time have faded the red toadim brown, 
turned the once snowy white to an antique 
yellow and metamorphosed the blue into 
a tint which contains only a suggestion of 
the cerulean union on which the stars 
once stood out in bold relief. The field 
consists of 13 stripes, originally alternate 
red and white of equal width. The union 
was the blue and the depth of nine of the 
bars. In the center of the field are the 
fignres ‘*76,”’ crudely formed if gauged by 
the standard of art of over 120 years later, 
cut from linen and sewed tothe union. 
Over the figures ‘‘76’’ is an arch of 11 
stars, seven pointed. A star is also placed 
in each upper corner of the union, making 
13 starsin all. Every portion of the flag 
is hand woven, home spun and hand 
sewed linen. This is clearly apparent from 
even a cursory examination, but is proved 
conclusively by a microscopical test, show- 
ing a more uneven thread and texture 
than are produced by machinery. 


THE NATIONAL BIRTHDAY. 


July 2 Was the Day on Which the Inde- 
pendence Resolution Was Adopted. 
On June 11 Jefferson of Virginia, Liv- 
ingston of New York, Adams of Massa- 
chusetts, Franklin of Pennsylvania and 
Sherman of Connecticut were elected a 
committee Sy the Continental congress to 
draw up a fprinal declaration. Jefferson 
was elected chairman. On July 1 con- 
gress, in committee of the whole, took up 
Lee’s resolutions for independence, which 
had been introduced on June 7. Uhe reso- 
lutions were reported favorably to the full 
house on July 2 by the vote of 9 states to 
4. The same day the congress concurred. 
This day, July 2, seemed to the patriots 
assembled in Philadelphia the most mem- 
orable in history. They fully believed that 
future generations would celebrate July 2 
as Independence day. John Adams wrote 
to his wife: ‘‘The 2d day of July, 1776, 
will be the most memorable epoch in the 
history of America, to be celevrated by 
succeeding generations as the great anni- 
versary festival, commemorated as the day 


| of deliverance by solemn acts of devotion 


to God Almighty, from one end of the 
continent to the other, from this time for 
evermore. I am well aware of the toil 
and blood and treasure that it will cost us 
to maintain this declaration. Yet through 
all the gloom Ican see the rays of light 
and glory; that posterity will triumph in 
that day's transaction.’’ 

By one of those curious anomalies of 
which history is full the 4th of July, 
and not the 2d, is celebrated as the nation- 
al birthday.—New York Press. 


Signing the Declaration. 


When the gycutest document of human 
liberty since theday of Magna Charta was 
finally passed, it is related that John Han- 
cock, in signing the document ‘‘in letters 
large enough for George III to read with- 
out spectacles,’’ urged upon his comrades 
the necessity of ‘‘ hanging together in this 
matter.’’ ‘* Yes, indeed,’’ interrupted the 
facetious Ben Franklin; ‘“‘we must all 
hang together, or assuredly we shall all 
hang separately.’’ ‘‘When it comes to 
hanging,” said Harrison, the luxurious, 
heavy gentleman from Virginia (ex-Pres- 
ident Harrison’s great-grandfather), to the 
little, meager Gerry of Massachusetts, ‘‘I 
shall have the advantage of you. It will 
be all over with me long before you have 
done kicking in the air.” The glad news 
of independence was communicated to the 
throngs in the street, and a tradition as- 
serts that the old bellman in the tower 


| tolled the knell of tyranny and rang in the 


birth of a new nation, ‘‘great, glorious 


| and free,’’ amid the joyous acclamations 


of the crowd.—Exchange.

MERCHANTS KICKING. 


Apparent Violation of the War Reve- 
nue Law. 


Express Companies Bleeding 
the Public. 


Insisting That Patrons Shall Bear the Expenss 
of Stamps. 


Boston, July 2.—A special meeting of 
the board of directers of the Boston 
Merchants’ association was held yes- 
terday, and representatives of many 
large shipping houses were present. 
The meeting was called to consider the 
provision of the war revenue law re- 
quiring railroad and steamboat com- 
panies, carriers or express companies 
to affix a l-cent stamp to each freight 
receipt, bill of lading, ete. It wasstated 
that the large express companies had 
given instructions to their drivers not to 
sign for any parcels unless the shippers 
attached a l-cent stamp to each re- 
ceipt, whereas the smaller express com- 
panies are willing to comply with the 
evident intention ef the law and to 
affix stamps themselves. 

After a full diseussion of the subject, 
resolutions were adopted to the effect 
that it being clearly the duty of ex-| 
press companies to affix the stamps 
themselves, the merchants, if required 
to do so, would provide stamps under 
protest until their rights in the matter | 
were determined. A telegram was sent | 
to Secretary Gage, advising him that 
the express companies of this city re- 
quired shippers to affix, at their expense, 
revenue stamps to shipping receipts, | 


bills of lading, ete., in apparent violation |, 


of the law, and asking his decision as to 
who should affix and pay for the stamps. |

“T’ll see what I can do,” said the 
{amiable secretary and, ringing a bell, 
he summoned the head of the war de- 
partment having the matter in charge. 
When the matter was explained, the 
chief of bureau replied: 

‘But you know, Mr. Secretary, the 
rules require that ships of that class 
shall be named in honor of some naval 
battle in which the Americans have 
participated. So far as I know there has 
never been a battle of Monterey.’’ 

This rule has been changed since, but 
Mr. Scott, seeing the corner he was in 
as the matter stood, retorted promptly: 

‘*Yes, it is true that there has never 
been a battle at Monterey, but let me 
tell you a story. In 1846, when we 
were having our little unpleasantness 
with Mexico, an American man-of-war 
was lying in the harbor of Mazatlan.

Very Little Deviltry—Everybody

Many 
of the specials were in uniform, but 
there were scores in citizen’s dress and 
as one young American remarked, they 
were thicker than bees. 

The officers had their orders to keep 
the boys quiet until after midnight and 
in this they succeeded remarkably well 
but there was rather too much noise 
for a Sunday evening. Hardly had the 
last stroke of the hour of twelve died 
away, however, before the boom of 
cannon showed that young America 
was about, and for a time the air re- 
sounded with the reports of guns, can- 
non and crackers. 

Usually there is more or less deviltry 
carried on the “ night before ’’ but in 
City Square there was little or none of 
this kind of work. The enthusiasm 
had spent itself before morning and at 
daylight all was quiet, and the people 
who had been unable to sleep on ac- 
count of the heat were enabled to get a 
a little rest. 

The “night before the Fourth” at 
Wollaston was observed in an un- 
usually quiet manner at Wollaston. 
The expected did not happen, the 
destruction of the fence, neither was 
there much yandalism reported. Regu- 
lar Officer Frank Devoran of that beat 
had six officers to assist him,—Officers 
W. S. Lyons, Alfred Goodhue, John 
Bradley, John Newcomb, Jas.

Monday proved to be fully as hot 
aud uncomfortable as Sunday, and 
many headed toward the beaches in 
hopes of getting a little air, but asis 
often the case, it was fally as hot there 
as at home. 


Fourth of July Accidents. 

It could hardly be called a Fourth 
of July if someone did not get injured 
with firearms or explosives of some 
kind and it is therefore not surprising 
that several accidents were reported in 
Quincy. 

The first was Saturday evening at

Murphy, one of the clerks, was 
accidently shot by Eugene McAuliffe, 
another clerk. McAuliff was selling a 
revolver to a customer and was show- 
ing him how it worked. He held 
it in his hand pointed downward and 
was trying to load it. The cartridge 
did not go in easily and as he let the 
hammer down, it exploded. Just then 
Murphy came within range and the 


ball entered his ankle. Dr. Gordon 
was summoned and removed the 
bullet. The wound was not a serious 
one. 


Sunday afternoon Alfred L. Meade 
| driver of Hose 4 at Quincy Point had 
his hand lacerated by a large cannon 
cracker. He held the cracker in his 
hand and after lighting the fuse was 
about to throw it, when it exploded 
tearing a painful cut in the palm of his 
hand. He was taken to the centre 
where the wound was dressed. 

Miss Florence Newcomb while 
| setting off cannon crackers on Winter 
, street, Quincy Neck, had the fingers 
on left hand burned. 

Mr. John Endicott of Canton, a 
member of the Quincy Yacht club was 
quite badly injured about the shoulders 
and face on Sunday evening by the 
premature discharge of a small cannon 
while on board the yacht ‘‘Alice’’ off 
the club house. He was taken to the 

| hospital and treated.

Harmonicor —All Our Sailors Showed No

During the recent bombardment of 
San Juan the monitor Terror lay for 
half within 1,000 yards of the

euns whirring about her, burst- 
ing overhead and sending great geysers 
spurting in the air all around her. All 
the other vessels of the squadron had 
moved out to sea, and the little ironclad 
was alone, banging away at the bat-| 
teries, which had concentrated their fire 
on her. A shell striking the vessel’s 
open superstructure deck, where the} 
men were at work at the smaller guns, 
would have caused havoc. While all 
this confusion of battle reigned a sailor 
@pied a harmonicon lying on the deck 
close to one of the turrets. The con- | 
cussion of the guns had tumbled it from | 
its hiding place in the superstructure. 
The sailor watched ois chance, secured | 
the musical instrument and went danc- 
ing to the upper deck, playing a lively 
jig. 
‘*That's the kind of stuff our men are 
made of,’’ said one of the Terror’s offi- 
cers the other day as he related the in- 
cident. ‘‘As I stood there figuring that 
the shells were coming a little closer 
all the while, thinking it was about 
time for one to strike us and wonder- 
ing just what it would do when it did, 
that fellow came bowling by me blow- | 
ing his mouth organ as coolly as though 
we were in the harbor. Shells didn’t | 
bother him.’’ | 
But a little while before this tar of | 
the Terror accompanied the music of 
the Spanish shells with his hanrenning | 
the Detroit lay in the mouth of the har- 
bor right under Morro, defying its guns 
and pouring shot after shot against the | 
fort. A shell struck the water about 
100 yards abaft the ship. A few min- | 
utes later a second shot from the same | 
gun fell a little closer, a third was still | 
nearer, and the fourth narrowly missed | 
striking the mark. 
The officer in charge of the 6 inch | 
gun, as he watched the shot creeping | 
nearer and nearer, coolly remarked: ‘‘I| 
tell you, boys, that’s good shooting. Do) 
you see how that fellow up there is get- 
ting closer and closer to us? If he keeps 
up his good work, he’ll hit us. It’s cer- | 
tainly good shooting.’’ | 


But the Span-| 
iard failed to keep up his guod work. | 
From all accounts the sailors do not 
mind Spanish shellsa bit. They go into 
the battle heart and soul. They fight at | 
their guns vs though the enemy were at | 
arm’s length and the struggle were a| 
personal one. ‘‘Give it tothe Spaniards! 
That’sa good ’un! Another in the same 
place’ll make ’em sick!’’ That is the 
way they talk in the thick of the fray. | 
But when it is all over and the music 
of the shelis and the crash of the guns

“Did I ind it?’’ said a lieutenant 
the other night, speaking of a particu- 
lar San Juan shell. 

‘*Well, I was pretty busy at the time 
and couldn't give it much attention, but 
it did seem to me as though it went 
within about six inches of my head. As | 
I look back upon it now it seems that it | 
might have been at least 20 feet over 
me. But’’— He bit viciously at his 
cigar and solemnly shook his head. 

‘*Scared?’’ said an engineer of the 
Terror, speaking of San Juan. *‘ Well, I 
guess I was. It was awfully hot below | 
and we couldn’t see a thing, and the} 
concussion of the guns and the knowl- | 
edge that we were in arain of shells 
were mighty unpleasant. The cat and I 
were very badly frightened, I tell you. 
I guess the cat was worse than I; he | 
mewed and | don’t thinkI did. But} 
then, you know, the cat and I were the | 
only folks on board that minded it.’’— 
New York Sun.

THE JAPAN IRIS. 


Abundance of Water Recommended as Es- 
sential In Its Culture. 

The Japan iris is too stately and 
beautiful a flower not to be generally 
admired, but amateur gardeners some- 
times complain of difficulty in growing 
it. A correspondent of Vick’s Monthly, 
the source of the cut, gives some infor- 
mation about its culture which perhaps 
accounts for the annoyance mentioned: | 

A great many people fail with it sim- 
ply becanse they do not furnish the 
plant with its most important require- 
ment—water. As is well known, al- 
most all irises are swamp plants and 
are therefore great lovers of water, yet 
most of the species will adapt themselves

to almost ary condition, growing with 
almost equal vigor in water or on dry | 
land, as, for instance, the varieties of 
German iris, which flourish like weeds 
in our gardens. But my experience has 
shown that the Kaempferi iris requires 
an abundance of water during the grow- } 
ing season. 

My first attempt at the cultivation of 
this plant was with a collection of up- | 
ward of two dozen fine varieties. The 
plants when received from the nursery 
were strong clumps and were set out 
early in the spring and given the same 
care I gave the Germaniris. They grew 
finely and produced some magnificent 
blooms in June. The latter part of the, 
season was extremely dry, but I sup-; 
posed that the plants were all right, as 
droughts never seemed to injure the 
common gorts, but the next spring 
when they started to grow it was no- 
ticed that the foliage of nearly all of 
them was of a sickly yellow color and 
the growth very weak, a large portion 
of them dying in a few weeks, and 
those that survived made a very poor 
growth and produced only a few inferi- 
or flowers. 

I at.once concluded that what the 
irises needed was water and plenty of 
it, so L removed them to aswampy piece 
of land which could be flooded. The re- 
sults were surprising. The foliage soon 
assumed a dark green color and began 
to grow vigorously and by frost many , 
of the leaves were upward of four feet 
long, and such flowers as they produced 
the following June! Orchids could not 
surpass them.

Leaf Mold From the Woods. 


One of the best foundations for a bed 
in which to grow flower plants can be 
easily secured in most country districts 
by going to the woods and finding in 


; hollows or on the sides of old trunks of 


trees the mold that has accumulated by 
the rotting of forest leaves that have 
fallen after blowing over them. Only 
that which has been well rotted will be 
worth taking home. Last year’s leaves : 
have not decomposed enough yet. That 
which is found in deep masses, where 
the soil is wet, should be avoided, as! 
the fact that the land around it is wet | 
shows that it is sour. The very best of | 
all is found in the deep hollows of 
stumps. Here it has had only the rain! 
and snowfall of winter to wet it, and! 
there is usually an outlet beneath to! 
carry off all surplus water. The leaf; 
mold, though black, is not so rich as it | 
looks. It is besides too light to be used | 
as soil without some heavier soil being ' 
mixed with it. If some commercial ni- 

trogenous compound is used in the flow- 

er bed made thus, it will produce a 

wonderful growth and bloom.—Ex- 

change. 


Care of the Lawn. 


If the lawn is badly overgrown with 
chickweed, the intruding plants should | 
be scratched out with a sharp toothed | 
rake and a little grass seed sown in the | 
bare spots. The chickweed is very like- 
ly to appear in damp, shaded spots. A 
light dressing of nitrate of potash will 
encourige tie grass. Such weeds as 
plantains and dandelions must be pulled 
out bodily, roots and all. This is best 
done while the ground is soft aftera 
rain. Mouse ear is another troublesome 
weed in the lawn, and this must be 
scratched out with the rake The lawn 
would better be rolled, to settle uneven 
places and make it firm. Many persons 
still hole to the opinion that the first 
cutting of the grass in the spring should 
not take place until the grass is quite | 
long, when it is cut with a scythe. This | 
is a decided error. The long growth 
bleaches the surface and weakens the 
roots. The grass should be cut with the 
mower just as sooa as it is long enough. 
—Rural New Yorker.

Aphides, or Plant Lice. | 
The small, soft bodied, green or black, | 
mostly wingless insects that feed in | 
colonies on the leayes of orchard trees, | 
commonly called the ‘‘aphis” or ‘plant | 
louse,’’ are only too well known and/ 
need no further description. The surest | 
remedy is to spray the infested parts of 
the trees with diluted kerosene emul- 
sion. The aphides are usually on the| 
undersides of the leaves, and the emul- 
sion, to be effective, must be applied as

They formed themselves into companies, 
witb captains, drummer boys and color 
bearers, and paraded the streets just like 
the real veterans. Their guns were made 
of woed, but they handled them as care- 
fully and withal as dexterously as the real 
soldiers. 

The Fourth of July was the day upon 
which every boy felt that he had an in- 
alienable right to make all the noise he 
could. Every firecracker was to him a 
scream of joy that the veterans had tri- 


umphed and every rocket that pierced the | 


sky dropping a trail of sparks behind it 
was a shriek of delight that the carnage of 
battle was ended. Thirty years ago no 
boy in town wanted to lie in bed after the 
church clock had tolled the bour of 1 
o'clock ob that morning. Creeping out of 
bed in the darkness, boys dressed hurried- 
iy and silently made their way to the 


the air was a bit 
chilly. They were soon joined by groups 
of other boys, and together proceeded to 
the homes of companions who had failed 
to put in an appearance, and by throwing 
stones at their windows or by pulling 
strings that had been fastened to their toes 
awoke them. 

When the party was complete, they pro- 
ceeded through the deserted streets of the 
town firing guns and setting off bunches 
of snap crackers to arouse the sleepers. 
Several of the boys carried horns which 
they blew to their hearts’ content. A 
number of citizens who did not relish hay- 
ing their. morning naps thus rudely dis- 
turbed stuck their heads out of their win- 
dows and said uncomplimentary things to 


| them, but they only laughed and fired off 


more crackers. Their teeth chattered with 
excitement or cold, it is not certain which, 
but they did not mind it and kept up the 
merriment. 


With the first peep of day the bells in ev- | 


ery steeple began to peel out a sunrise sa- 
lute, while from the hilltop a cannon 
roared out a hoarse accompaniment of ex- 
ploding powder. 

By this time the city was awake, and 
the streets were soon filled with people. 
Excursion trains from distant points ar- 
rived every few minutes and added their 
human freight to the bustling crowds. 
Farmers from the surrounding country 
with their families loaded on ox carts and 
farm wagons drove into the public square 
and became a part of the multitude. At7 
o’clock came the parade of **fantastics’’— 
men and boys dressed in the most gro- 
tesque costumes imaginable and mounted 
on ancient nags or drawn in carts that 
had been ‘*decorated’’ for the occasion. 

At 10 o'clock the civic and military pa- 
rade marched through the streets to the 
music of innumerable bands. There were 
fire companies in red shirts and black hel- 
met hats drawing the hand engines, or 
‘*machines,’’ as they were called. ‘There 
were companies of Masons and Odd Fel- 
lows in their regalias, platoons of police- 
men in uniform, squads of cavalry with 
sabers clanking at their sides, regiments of 
soldiers with the guns they had carried in 
the field, wagons loaded with girls in 
white, representing all the states of the 
Union, floats upon which were represent- 
ed scenes in the pioneer days of the re- 
public, and carriages containing the city 
officials and distinguished guests. Thou- 
sands of people crowded the sidewalks and 
buildings on either side of the route of 
parade and added their shouts to the noise 
of exploding gunpowder. When the pro- 
cession reached the park, literary exer- 
cises, consisting of the reading of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, an oration by 
the local congressman, an original poem 
by a budding genius and the singing of 
“*America,’’ were held. 

When it was all over, the military and 
fire companies were fed at the expense of 
the city in a huge tent that bad been erect- 
ed on the common for that purpose, while 
the citizens patronized the booths that had 
been erected around the park. In New 
England baked beans and brown bread 
were the chief articles of dict on that day.

Shore Resort In New Hampshire

| Tornado Swept Everything In 
a Wide Swath. 


Several Killed In Buildings and Others Were 
Drowned. 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 
trophe visited Hampton Beach 
day afternoon which wlil never be for- 
gotten by the thousands who wére on 
pleasure bent at that place. With 
scarcely a moment's warning a terrific 
hurricane swooped down on the beach, 
and in less than five minutes had blotted 
out the lives of at least 10 people, de- 
stroyed thousands of dollars worth of | 
property and left a wide path of desola- | 
tion. 

lt was about 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
when a nominous looking cloud rolled up 
from the west, but most of the people 
who saw it supposed it nothing more 
than an ordinary thunder shower. Old 
marines and a few others shook their 
heads and were heard to mutter that 
there was wind, and lots of it, in those 
kind of clouds. These remarks were 
only too true, for with a swiftness and 
suddenness that only served to make 
it all the more deadly, the storm broke. 

First came several gusts of wind and 
a few drops of rain fdllowed by a dead 
calm; then with awful fury 
tore down the beach;

All kinds of furniture was thrown 
fabout, while above the roar of the 
breakers on the beach and the noise of 
the rain and hailstones came the 
screams and cries of the poor people in- 
jured in the ruins. 
sight. Hardy men turned their heads 
for a moment, while others looking on 
from undemolished buildings felt riveted 
to earth. Hundreds must be _ killed, 
everybody thought. The hoarse shouts 
of men and the wild cries of women and 
chilcren in the debris horrified in the 
excitement of the hour. 

The heaviest blow was on the dancing 
{pavilion, where the reproduction of the 
destruction of the Maine was in prog- 
ress. The falling timbers buried almost 
the entire audience of 250 persons, 
it is surprising that anyone escaped in- 
jury. Mme. Mora was fearfully crushed, 
and nearly every member of the com- 
pany was injured seriously. The pian- 
ist had his hands and head caught by a 
beam and was crowded against the 
piano so that it was not possible for 
him to extricate himself. 
ously hurt. 

The list of dead on shore was as fol- 
lows: Mora, the actress; Mae Prescott, 
‘Exeter; Samuel Cammett, Exeter; 
William F. Karlson, Exeter. 

There are others dead also, and these 
were members of a yachting party who 
twere celebrating the 13th wedding an- 
niyersary of a Kensington, N. H., couple. 
The yacht was in command of Captain 
Frank Nudd of Hampton, and nine per- 
sons were on board, seven of whom 
were drowned. The craft was directly 
in the path of the tornado and it cap- 
sized ‘without warning. The drowned 
are: Captain Frank Nudd, Hampton; 
‘Walker G. Hodgdon, Kensington; Mrs. 
'W. G. Hodgdon, Kensington; Ralph H. 
Hodedon, Kensington; Mrs. William 
Blake and child, Kensington; Eugene 
Jandrin, Kensington. Of the survivors 
of the party, John Lamprey was thought 
to be drowned also, but energetic work 
brought resuscitation. The ninth mem- 
ber was Alfred Scott of Exeter. An- 
other small yacht in the vicinity was 
alse capsized, but the party of four on 
her were rescued. 

Just as soon as order was restored and 
the removal of the wounded expsdited 
all available conveyances were s¢nt to 
Exeter and Portsmouth fo for surgeons. 


LARGE NUMBER DROWN ED. 


Excursion Steamer Wrecked In a Squall 
and Sunk, 

Salem, July 5.—The steamer Surf City, 
Captain Dalby, of the Baker's island line, 
was capsized in a squall off Bacon buoy, 
ebout two miles frem Beverly, at 5:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Seven 
bodies have been recovered. [It is not 
known how many more remain sub- 
merged in the wreck, as darkness put an 
end to the work of recovery. 

There are conflicting statements as 
to the number of passengers on board 
the steamer, and as a consequence it 
is impossible to make any intelligent 
estimate of the loss of life. It is pos- 
itively known that there are some bodies 
now in the cabin of the steamer, but hcw 
many cannot be stated. One man who 
dived down into the cabin reported that 
he saw one body. Another said that he 
saw four, while a doctor who visited tke 
wreck is positive that there are at least 
3¢ more bodies.

Stricken homes and 
sorrowed lives had been left behind, and 
many a brave boy lay sleeping, with the 
dark aews of death upon his beardless 
face and curling locks, while mother or 
sweetheart far away lay dreaming of 
him, all unconscious that he had given 
his life to his country. No fires were 
lighted, with the moonlight streaming 
softly down upon the scene of the day’s 
carnage. The men, most of whom had 
not touched food during the day, eat 
hardtack and raw bacon from their 
knapsacks and then, without blankets 
or shelter, threw themselves upon the 
bare ground and slept. During the 
night, fresh ammunition and food were 
brought up and distributed, but none | 
of the dead was carried off the field, and | 
the remains of many lying in the dense 
undergrowth ulong the line of the ad- 
vance will perhaps never be found, save 
by the buzzards. The wounded were 
carried back to the rear to receive the 
ministrations of the doctors, which, no 
metter how early it comes, is always | 
tardy. 

There are many evidences of disloyal | 
methods of warfare upon the part of the 
Spaniards Friday. One of their bat- 
teries was masked by a blockhouse over 
which the Red Cross flag was flying, 
and the road leading from General Shar- 
ter’s quarters to the front for two days 
was invested at various points by sharp- 
shooters, who fired deliberately upon | 
our wounded.

Hong Kong, July 5.—The United States 
dispatch boat Zafiro, which arrived here

{CUBA'S C ‘URIOUS CITY 


SKETCH Sw LIFE IN SANTIAGO, 
QUAINT AND MEDIAVAL. 


The Venerable City on Which All Eyes 
Have Been Fixed Is Far Older Than 
Any Other In North America — The 
Union League of Santiago. 


The bottling up of Cervera’s fleet in 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba is not 
the only claim to distinction possessed 
by that curipus old city, for, as the in- 
habitants never fail to remind the trav- 
eler, it has long been a disputed fact 
whether Columbus landed first at San 
Salvador or Santiagode Cuba. However 
that may be, St. Jago, as the Spanish 
call it, is far older than any city in 
North America. 

The peculiar narrow streets and the 
| facades of the houses remizd one of 


}some of the old towns in Italy, but 


there the resemblance ceases, for the 
houses of Santiago are nearly all built 
around 4 court, or patio, as they are in 
most Spanish towns. With their high 
barred windows and glaring plastered 
walls, on the outside they look more like 
prisons than like the American idea of 
dwelling houses. But go inside the patio 
and everything is different. There are 
palms and shrubs and flowers, and in 
some of the richer houses even foun- 
tains. Meals are often served in the pa- 
tio in pleasant weather. 

In Santiago as well as in other Cu- 
ban cities the proprietors of most of 


| the shops and warehouses live in the 


same building in which their business 
The shops open about 9 


till about noon, when they close up and 
everybody goes to the midday meal. 
After that everybody takes a nap in the 
heat of the day. The shops open up 
2 o’clock in the afternoon 
and remain open till half past 5 or 6. 
Go to an office in Santiago at half past 
8 in the morning and nobody will be 


| up; go again at half past 12 and every- 


body will be eating; go again at half 


| past ] and everybody will be asleep. 


In the evening the people sit arounc 
and take life easy and smoke, of course, 
for in Santiago everybody smokes, men, 
women and children. Even the waiters 
in the hotels and cafes pull out a ciga- 
rette and smoke between the courses. 
The porters and cabmen smoke at all 
times and seasons. The stevedores on 
the wharfs smoke at their work, and 
even the clerks in the dry goods stores 
roll a cigarette and take a puff between 
two customers. The senorita blows a 


| cloud of smoke from under the lace of 


her fascinating, mysterious mantilla, 
while negresses walk along the streets 
puffing away at huge cigars. Children 
of 8 and 10 may often be seen with 
cigarettes in their mouths, and it is ne 
uncommon sight to see men and women 
smoking in church. 

The country houses around Santiago 
are infested with mice and lizards. The 
latter are very alert and active and 


| quite unlike the sluggish lizards seen 


in northern climates. There isa curious 
kind of mouser whose presence is rather 
encouraged about Cuban country houses. 
mousers are not cats, as one 
might suppose, but large black snakes. 
As they are quite harmless nobody 
thinks of being afraid of them, and 
they come and go as they please, un- 


; molested. 


All the young bloods in Santiago 
wear white duck suits and straw hats, 
and they may be seen lounging around 
the city and the Club de San Carlos, 
looking cool and comfortable, and smok- 
ing, of course, for that goes without 
saying in Santiago. At the Club de San 
Carlos, which is the Union league of 
Santiago, the Spanish officers from 


| Morro Castle and the gilded youths of 


the city make their idling headquarters. 
It is a pleasant place in which to loaf, 
beverages, smoke and 
| gossip. The clubhouse is only one story 
high, like most of the buildings in the 
city, and in front is a little garden with 
a fountain and flowers. 

Opposite the Club de San Carlos is 
the Cafe Venus, where, an enthusiastic 


| traveler declares, as good a meal can 
| be had as at Delmonico’s. 
| wine drunk in Cuba than in most Latin 
| countries, but there is a native rum, 


There is less 


called bacardi, which is made from mo- 
lasses, and which, well mixed with wa- 
ter and cooled with ice, makes a very 
smooth sort,of beverage and a some- 
what insidious one. A quart bottle of 
this rum costs only 50 cents, and as a 
good deal of it is usually drunk at the 
midday meal it is not to be wondered at 
that a nap immediately follows it. 

Atall places in Santiago where drinks 
are sold, as well as in the telegraph of- 
fices and postoffice, one always finds lot- 
tery tickets on sale, and men and boys 
peddle them about the streets. These 
tickets vary in price from 10 cents to 
$10, and even more. 

Of all the cities of Cuba Santiago, 
with its 40,000 inhabitants, is by far 
the most picturesque and interesting. It 
is many years older than St. Augustine, 
and after walking for an hour or two 
through its medizval looking streets 
|the most matter of fact American is 
ready to believe any romantic story 
about the place which may be told to 
him, except, perhaps, the story of the

Two men were 
killed and five wounded. One woman 
was killed by the firing on the city. 
The refugees left Santiago in boats, 
being allowed to take no baggage 
Crowds surround the consulates in the 
beleaguered city, praying for permis- 
sion to leave. Flour is not obtainable 
in Santiago, beef costs $1.40 a pound, 
rice 50 cents a pound and lard $1a bottle. 
The refugees say they saw many persons 
lying on the piazzas in Santiago dying 
of starvation. 

It was announced officially in Santiago 
during the American attack on Saturday 
that Admiral Camara’'s fleet had bom- 
barded Key West.

SANTIAGO PROBLEM. 


Belief In Washington That Hard Work 
Is In Store. 

Washington, July 6.—Hard fighting 
looms before our men at Santiago. The 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet is only the 
prelude to desperate work ahead, and 
the administration is hurrying forward 
troops as rapidly as it can in order that 
they may be on hand at Santiago in case 
Shafter shall need them, as it is feared 
he will. It was anything but good news 
that came from the front yesterday, and 
which the cabinet had before it. The 
arrival of Spanish reinforcements at 
Santiago, coupled with the acknowl- 
edged inability of Garcia’s men to resist 
their advances, makes it possible for 
the garrison of the beleagured city to 
resist gamely any attempt te storm the 
works. Moreover, it appears that our 
forces are in no condition to carry out 
Shafter’s threat to bombard the town 
immediately. 

The conditions with regard to Santia- 
go are peculiar. We have already done 
everything there that we set out to do. 
The only object in sending troops there 
was to help Sampson carry out his in- 
structions to “capture or destroy the 
Spanish feet.” There had never been 
any intention of taking the town ex- 
cept with this end in view, and yet, now 
that the fleet Is destroyed, we find our- 
selves in a position from which we can- 
not retire without the moral effect ofa 
repulse. Strategically it would be to 
our advantage to let Santiago alone and 
not exhaust our troops or risk the lives 
of our men in seizing a town which can 
be of no benefit in the further progress 
of the war; but we are compelled to 
go on with the work which has begun, 
just as if the fieet had never existed, 
or, as if it had never been destroyed. 

As soon as official confirmation had 
been received of the fact that the Span- 
ish garrison had been reinforced, almost 
outnumbering the American army, it 
became necessary to know whether the 
co-operation of the navy could be 
counted upon. The matter was 
thoroughly discussed in a cabinet meet- 
ing, after which telegrams were sent to 
General Shafter and Admiral Samp- 
son directing them to confer, and decide 
upon the best policy to be pursued. 

There is said to no obstacle, so far as 
navigation is concerned, to the entrance 
of the harbor by the American fleet. 
The Cristobal Colon, which cleared the 
Merrimac and got out of the harbor 
Sunday, drew 23 feet, 3 inches, which is 
within seven inches of the draught of the 
Iowa, Indiana, Massachusetts and Ore- 
gon, and is greater than the draught of 
the Texas. Moreover, the navy depart- 
ment has known for the last 10 days that 
the neck of the channel was open, de- 
spite the sink’ns of the Merrimac, and 
that there was a clear seaway of seven 
fathoms through which any ship in our 
navy could sail. This removes all diffi- 
culty, except through submarine mines, 
or from the shore batteries. Little ac- 
count is taken of the mines since the 
Spanish fleet passed over them. The 
Spaniards are in the habit of using con- 
tact mines, so that there Is little likell- 
hood of their being mines operated by 
electric connection with the shore. The 
forts and batterles have been badly 
weakened by the constant fire of the 
fleet for many weeks past and, while 
still a factor, they are greatly disabled. 
Once up to the city the fleet and army 
could combfne in a terrific double fire. 
No less than 292 heavy guns would be 
trained from the American warships 
on the city, and at the same time the 
big siege guns, which it is believed are 
at the front of Shafter’s line, would rain 
down a torrent of steel from that quar- 
ter. The siege guns throw shells of 135 
pounds. Aside from them, there are 
four Morten howitzers and a large 
number of smaller howitzers. These 
are in the heavy artillery, while the 
light artillery embraces a number of 
guns of 3.2 caliber. Combined, this fire 
from land and sea would be terrific in 
its effect. 

The action of the foreign representa- 
tives at Santiago has been an additional 
reason for deferring the bombardment. 
It was known late Tuesday that one of 
General Shafter’s dispatches stated that 
these representatives had joined in a 
request to him to put off the shelling 
of the city for another brief period un- 
til their respective colonies could be re- 
moved. This accounts for the depar- 
ture of the foreign warships from San- 
tlago harbor, as they are bearing away 
the foreign residents in the period be- 
fore the bombardment begins. ‘The 
activity of the consuls at Santiago has 
led to no diplomatic complication which 
has reached the state department thus 
far, and the authorities feel that noth- 
ing of that nature will develop. 


Pursuit of the Colon, 
Kingston, Jam., July 16.—After a chase 
of 60 miles to the westward the Brook- 
lyn, closely followed by the Oregon,

Small Firecracker Caused a Destruc- 
tive Blaze In Bath, 


The Citizens Formed Bucket 
Gangs. 


Flames Stopped After Two Hours of Fierce 
Raging. 


Bath, Me., July 6.—As a result of too 
much Fourth of July enthusiasm, ex- 
tending over until yesterday, a largs 
portion of the southern part of this city 
was almost wiped out by fire yesterday 
afternoon. It took the combined ef- 
forts of the local department, hundreds 
of volunteers whe formed brigades and 
companies and two fire companies from 
Brunswick and Lewiston to subdue the 
flames, and success only eame after $100,- 
(00 worth of property was destroyed. 

The fire started in the stable of Isaac 
Crocker, and was caused by firecrackers. 
The flames rushed through this building 
with lightning speed, and within a few 
minutes the whole structure was not 
only doomed, but the fire had jumped 
across te the Methodist church. From 
the outset the fire had decidedly the ad- 
vantage, as the water supply from Lake 
Nequesset suddenly failed owing to a 
break in the pipes, and for a long time 
the department was on the defensive. 

The church was a mass of ruins within 
half an hour, while during that time no 
less than half a dozen smaller structures 
had caught and were burning fiercely. 
The citizens formed bucket brigades, and 
by the hardest kind of work succeeded 
in saving many of the more important 
structures, including the plant of the 
fron works. 

The great building of the Woodward 
Coal company was one of those which 
caught; but the crew of the steam yacht 
Eleanor, which was in the stream, came 
ashore and by most persistent efforts 
saved the property from going down 
with the rest. “The fire, however, kept 
on down the street, taking all dwelling 
houses until it was finally stopped on 
South street, after two hours of almost 
uninterrupted sway. 

Most of the buildings were occupied 
by workmen, nearly all of whom were 
unable to save but little of their per- 
sonal effects, so that their loss will un- 
doubtedly be severe. 

The loss on nearly all of the buildings 
will be covered by insurance, while the 
church was covered by a $12,500 policy. 
The fire departments from Brunswick 
and Lewiston arrived early, and assisted 
greatly in subduing the flames.

| its attendant evils. 


Mobile, Sunday, June 26, 1898. 

There have been five thousand 
soldiers here. They were all right up 
to last Thursday; then the paymaster 
came to town and the cireus began on 
his arrival. The boys received pay for 
five months. On that night those that 
couldn’t get leave from camp took it. 
About six hundred of them owned the 
town. 

Friday morning the corporals and 
guard came in from camp, to hound 
them up and get them back. What 
could not be loaded into teams were 
locked up ina big ice house, which 
stands near the depot. 

Friday afternoon the guards started to 
march about four hundred of the boys 
to camp, four miles distant. There 
was a picnic. They tore bricks out of 
the building and threw them at the 
guards and quite a number were hurt. 
The guards prodded them with their 
bayonets and clubbed them. Word was 
sent us for assistance. The boat below 
us and our crew turned out, armed 
with revolvers and irons. We marched 
up to the ice house and went in.% *2}% 

In twenty minutes we had a wagon 
load of the most disorderly shackled. 
They wouldn’t let their men touch 
them. It was quite exciting for a 
while but we got them all in line and 
marched them to camp. 

You could hear the’ people say 
‘*Look at the blue jackets! They mean 
business,’’ and ‘‘It takes the blue 
jacket to handle those fellows,’’ and 
such remarks. 

I went ashore in the evening with 
the port watch. Five of us went to the 
theatre, the only one in town, so I was 
told. It was more of a dive than a 
theatre. There were ten soldiers there 
that had not been caught, and the look 
they gave on discovering us had no 
love in it. In a short time one of them 
gave the rebel yell. That is what I 
was told it was called. I cannot put 
it on paper. It was the first time I 
ever heard it. It was a dandy. 

They all ran for the rear entrance of 
the building. At the same time a 
dozen guards came in _ the front 
entrance. They caught two of them and 
the wagon drove up and they were 
hustled in. A corporal and six men 
with a caravan and four mules paraded 
the street all night after the others. 

Saturday morning two of us went up 
the dock and got three bunches of 
bananas. I saw a gufird and he told 
us that the boys had all been captured 
and one regiment was to leave at 10 
A. M. They leave here one thousand 
at a time. 

The ladies here are very patriotic. 
Every time a regiment leaves they are 
at the depot with refreshments for the 
men. 

It looks very warlike here. I was at 
the train to see the Ist Texas off. They

COMMODORE SCHLEY. 


Mr. Berry, in speaking of his resolu- 
tion, said: “I propose that the officer 
to whom ¢he glory is due be recognized, 
Schley is the real hero of the incident. 
He and the brave band of officers and 
men under his immediate directions are 
the ones who achieved the victory, and 
all honor should be given them. Samp- 
son commands the fleet in those waters, 
but it was Commodore Schley who was 
in command when Cervera and his fleet 
made the plucky attempt at escape; and 
it was under Schley that every one of 
that Spanish fleet met its destruction. 
Schley and his men have performed a 
notable feat that will go down in history 
hand in hand with that during the 
forcing of Manila harbor by Dewey on 
May 1. Congress should be prompt in 
recognizing their services, and there 
should be no delay in tendering its 
thanks and those of the country to the 
real heroes at Santiago.” 


Emblem of Peace and Freedom. 

Washington, July 6—The debate upon 
the Hawaiian resolutions was continued 
in the senate Tuesday. Speaking in 
response to the contention that annexa- 
tion was not desired by the majJority of 
the Hawaiian citizens, Mr. Hoar said 
it was a case where congress would do 
well to follow the rule of the Quakers, 
which sought “the solid sense of the 
meeting” rather than the majority will. 
The character, intelligence and prog- 
ress of Hawaii wanted annexation, and 
their wish should be respected speedily 
instead of waiting a vain attempt to 
learn thg will of the ignorant natives 
and Asiatics. Mr. Hoar spoke of the 
war being the act of a great nation bear- 
ing relief to the oppressed people in 
accord with the spirit of a great nation 
that was actuated by a broader hu- 
manity than that which regards itself 
only. He said it would be a crime in 
the present war for the country to go 
further than the Sandwich islands, a 
matter substantlally decided upon by 
the people of the United States long be- 
fore the war was thought remotely prob- 
able. “The starry flag has no emblem 
of dominion,” he cried. “In time of 


peace let it not fly over conquered ter- | 


ritory. It is the emblem of peace and 
freedom.”

flag. Captain Cook of the Brooklyn 
went on board of her, and the com- 
mander of the Spanish cruiser came 
forward to surrender and was taken on 
board the New York, which came up an 
hour after the Brooklyn and Oregon had 
completed the capture of the Cristobal 
Colon. The latter was not seriously 
damaged, though she was struck sev- 
eral times by shots from the Brooklyn 
and Oregon. 

During the chase a clever maneuvre 
of Commodore Schley’s in heading due 
west to Cape Caney, while the Cristobal 
Colon had taken a more southerly di- 
rection with a much greater distance 
to cover, rendered the Spaniards’ escape 
impossible. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
Cristobal Colon, and perhaps the other 
three Spanish armored cruisers, would 
have escaped had it not been for the 
prompt action of Commodore Schley. 
The Brooklyn, his flagship, alone wasin 
a position to attack the Spanish vessels 
as they left the harbor, and the commo- 
dore steamed directly towards them and 
engaged all four cruisers, inflicting great 
damage upon them,

Pope and Queen Regent. 

London, July 6—The Rome _ corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle says: 
“The pope, it is rumored, has _ tele- 
graphed the queen regent begging her 
not to compromise the future of the 
monarchy by refusing to treat for peace, 
which, after the heroism displayed by 
the Spanish navy, could not be other 
than honorable. 


Cousulted With His Officers, 

Kingston, Jam., July 6.—Admiral Cer- 
vera held a consultation with his offi- 
cers before sailing out of the harbor of 
Santiago, and by a small majority the 
move was agreed upon. The minority 
said that destruction was sure, as many 
of the firemen had mutinied and the best 
men in the fleet were worn out by serv- 
ing the guns in the shore batteries. 
Early on the morning of the sortie care- 
ful observations were made of the sea 
east and west. Admiral Cervera de- 
cided upon taking the westward course, 
with Manzanillo, Cienfuegos, or, if pos- 
sible, Havana, the port to be reached. 
He would have gone east but for the 
sighting of a large transport fleet off 
Siboney and the assurance that a con- 
voy of war vessels was still with the 
transports. 

As a matter of fact there Is no war 
vessel larger than a converted yacht 
except the New York that could have 
obstructed Admiral Cervera’s escape 
eastward. Naval men here are sure 
that the Spanish vessels could have dis- 
abled or sunk the New York and es- 
caped had the eastward course been 
chosen. 


Feeding the Cubans. 
Washington, July 6.—The plan of feed- 
fing the starving Cubans is proceeding 


Systematically, de the attention 
which the author are obliged to 
give tothe war. These plans are being 


carried out by the commissary depart- 


ment of thearmy. Large consignments 
of food are being loaded at New York. 
These will be made up into rations and 


distributed over a wide territory to the 
Cubans. Thi but or several 
consignments, as the work of relief has 
been going on for several months, hun- 
dreds of thousands of rationg having 
been distributed. The supplies will 
now \acludg refrigerated and cold stor- 
age beef for Cuban troops and the recon- 
centrados.

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Dash and Bravery of Officers. 

Washington, July 6.—Considerable 
comment has been caused among the 
officials of the war department by the 
great American officers in the 
two days of fighting at Santiago. Of- 
ficial reports thus far received indicate 
that 58 officers were either killed or 
wounded, and the list is only partial. 
Adjutant General Cerbin said yester- 
day that a finer lot of officers than was 
with General Shafter’s corps in Cuba 
never wore shoulder straps. They were 
brave, aggressive and brilliant. Gen- 
eral Corbin did not forget the enlisted 
men in his comment, saying that the 
great majority of Shafter’s force was the 
pick of the regular army, strong, reso- 
lute, admirably disciplined and thor- 
oughly enthusiastic and patriotic. 

The heavy loss of officers is due to their 
dash and bravery. Instance after in- 
Stance has been disclosed of officers 
springing in front of their commands 
and leading them in brilliant sorties 
against the enemy. Naturally the Span- 
ish sharpshooters singled out the offi- 
cers as targets.

A Vertinent Inquiry. 

Paris, July 6.—The Times yesterday 
published a article headed “Peace is 
necessary,’’ during the course of which 
it said: “Perhaps the only service 
which Sagasta can now render to Spain, 
his party, liberalism and himself is to 
open negotiations for peace. There 
has been enough bloodshed, battles and 
destruction of ships, forts and lives. If 
Spain's honor is not satisfied when, in 
the name of heaven, will it be?” 


Te Keinforce Shafter. 

Washington, July 6—The second 
brigade, first division of the Second army 
corps, broke camp at Camp Alger yes- 
terday afternoon and started on its 
journey to Santiago to reinforce Gen- 
eral Shafter’s army. The brigade is 
composed of the Eighth Ohio, Sixth II- 
linois and Sixth Massachusetts, Genera’ 
Garreison commanding. The Sixth 
Massachusetts was the first to getaway, 
going aboard the cars at Dun Loring 
and leaving for Charleston shortiy after 
#0 o'clock. The other regiments de- 
parted before daybreak. 

Superfluous baggage was left behind 
and everything that could be Spared was 
discarded. Only six horses were allowed 
to a regiment. The brigade is in fine 
condition, and the men are enthusiastic 
und eager to reach the seat of war be- 
fore the end of the Santiago campaign. 
It is expected to have the troops off 
Santiago Sunday. When the soldiers 
left Camp Alger they were given aroyr* 
sendoff by the men left behind. 

Killed For Resisting. 

Pittsfield, Ills., July 6.—City Marshal 
Douglass, who had been ordered to ar- 
rest Henry Landrum at Hulls, shot and 
killed the latter when he resisted. In 
opposing the marshal, Landrum fired 
several shots, two ef which wounded 
members of the city council.

The Bostons Had No Difficulty In De- 
feating the Giants. 

New York, July 6.—Can’t play mar- 
bles; just about good enough for the 
Atlantic league,” and other expressions 
indicative of soreness of spirit, were 
used by dejected cranks at the polo 
grounds yesterday afternoon. The Bos- 
tons had just polished off the giants for 
the third successive game, and the New 
Yorks had just added another to their 
large collection of defeats.

Cromartyshire in tow of the Allan line 
steamship Grecian. Only one woman, 
Mrs. A. D. Lucasse of Plainfield, N. J., 
out of 125 on board, was saved. 

The disaster occurred at 5 o'clock in 
the morning, about 60 miles south of 
Sable isiand 
off this port. The Bourgogne had left 
New York for Havre on the previous 
Saturday, while the Cromartyshire was 
on her way over from Glasgow with a 
crew of 21 men. Although the trans- 
fatlantic steamers all have a_ definite 
course, the Bourgogne was to all ac- 
counts 40 miles or more to the north of 
the steamer lanes. 

The fog, as is usual at this time of the 
year, was very dense, and the big ship 
Was sailing along with reduced can- 
ivas and blowing her foghorn. Sudden- 
ly out of the fog rushed a steamer, and 
in a moment there was a fearful crash, 
the iron prow

and tore a great hole in the steamer, 
while the entire bow 
demolished.

into the fog again, her whistle crying 
for help and her rockets signalling her 
dire distress. 

The Cromartyshire rounded to, 
and her master, Captain Henderson, 
was considerably relieved in finding that 
she was in no danger of sinking. Off to 
the eastward could be heard the hoarse 
call of the sieamer, and as the fog be- 
gan to lift all the boats on the ship were 
launched. Half an hour after the col- 
Yision occurred the misty curtain went 
up, giving a clear view for miles, and 
then it was that those on the Cromarty- 
shire saw the fearful struggle for life. 


The steamer 


Was 


On board the Bourgogne the collision 
had come so suddenly and at such a 
time in the morning that few besides her 
crew were on deck, but the shock roused 
nearly everyone, and within a few min- 
utes the decks were crowded with 
struggling, terrified passengers. At 
first it seemed as if there was some at- 
tempt at discipline. A few of the boats 
were swung off and some of the passen- 
gers allowed to get into them; but as the 
steamer began to settle and list to port, 
the officers lost control of the crew, and 
what was probably a panic ensued. 
Passengers and crew fought for the 
boats and liferafts, and it was a fight 
to death In itself, while death in the 
waters stared everyone in the face. The 
strong battered down the weak, the 
women and children being pushed far 
away from any hope of rescue. Fists, 
oars and even knives were used by some 
of the demons to keep their places. The 
officers seemed to have been powerless 
before their own men, and only four 
were saved. 


The fight for life did not last long, Yor 
in a little more than half an hour the 
Bourgogne gave a long lurch to port 
and went down. As the ship sank be- 
neath the surfece the vortex of the 
waters sucked down everything on the 
surface within a certain radius. A 
couple of minutes later, when the suc- 
tion ceased, those still alive saw about 
200 bodies come up out of the water with 
a rush as if the sea were giving up the 
dead after having swallowed the ship. 
But the struggle for life still continued 
after the ship went down. Hundreds 
still floated about, grasping at rafts, 
boats, and wreckage in frantic en- 
deavors to keep above water. Even 
then many of those in the boats, if the 
stories are to be believed, showed their 
brutality by beating off many of those 
who attempted to climb aboard. 

By this time the small boats of the 
Cromartyshire had come up, and the 
work of rescue begun. The crew of the 
ship worked heroically and saved every- 
one who had managed to keep above 
water; but even then, scores fell away 
from boats, rafts and wreckage ex- 
hausted and were drowned. It was all 
over in an hour, although for some time 
after great pieces of wreckage came 
shooting up from the bottom, marking 
the spot where the great liner had gone 
down. 

But little attempt was made to re- 
cover the bodies of any of the ill-fated 
passengers or crew, and the battered 
hulk at the bottom of the ocean will 
probably be forever their tomb. Along 
in the affernoon the steamer Grecian 
was sighted coming from the westward, 
and a few hours after the Cromarty- 
shire was taken in tow and arrived here 
yesterday. 


The log of the Cromartyshire, signed 
by Captain Henderson, is as follows: 

On July 4, at 5 a. m., dense fog, posi- 
tion of ship 60 miles south of Sable 
Island, ship in wind on the port tack 
heading about W. N. W., though under 
reduced canvas, going about four or 
knots every hour. Our fcy horn was 
being kept going regularly every min- 
ute. At that time heard steamer’s whis- 
tle on our weather side or port beam, 
which seemed to be nearing very fast. 
We blew our horn and were answered 
by steamer’s whistle, when all of a sud- 
den she loomed through the fog on our 
port bow and crashed into us, going at 
a terrific speed. Our foretopmast and 
main topgallant mast came down, 
bringing yards and everything attached. 

I immediately ordered the boats out 
and went to examine the damage. I 
found that our bows were completely 
cut off and the plates twisted into every 
conceivable shape. The other ship dis- 
appeared through the fog. However, 
our ship was floating on her collision 
bulkhead, so there seemed no immedi- 
ate danger of her sinking. We set to 
work immediately to clear the wreck- 
age and also to ship our starboard an- 
chor, which was hanging over the star- 
board bow ani in danger of punching 
holes in the bow. We heard a steamer 
blowing her whistle on coming back 
and we answered with our fog horn. 
The steeamer then threw up a rocket 
and fired a shot. We also threw up 
some rockets and fired several shots, 
but we neither saw nor heard anything 
more of the steamer. 

Shortly after, or about 6.30 a. m., the 
fog lifted somewhat and we saw two 
boats pulling toward us with the French 
flag flying. We signalled them to come 
alongside, and found that the steamer 
was the La Bourgogne, from New York 
for Havre, and that she had gone down. 
We laid to all day and received on board 
about 200 survivors from amongst the 
passengers and crew, reported to be in 
all about 600. Several of the passengers 
were on life rafts without oars, and I 
called for volunteers from among my 
crew and the surviving French seamen 
to bring those rafts alongside of the 
ship. Some of the passengers and sea- 
men from the sunken steamer assisted 
us, and we jettisoned some 30 tons of 
cargo from our forehold in order to 
lighten the ship. 

At about 3 p. m. another steamer hove 
in sight bound westward. We put up 
our signal “N. C.,” “Want assistance.” 
Shortly after a steamer bore down to- 
wards us. She proved to be the Gre- 
cian, bound from Glasgow to New York. 
The captain of the Grecian agreed to 
take the passengers on board, and also 
agreed to tow my ship to Halifax. Ow- 
ing to the condition of my ship I ac- 
cepted the offer, and we proceeded at 
once to tranship the passengers and 
get ready our tow line. 

At 6 p. m. we had made a connection 
and proceeded in tow of the Grecian to- 
wards Halifax, having put a sail over 
the broken bow to take part of the 
strain off the collision bulkhead. There 
was at that time 14 feet of water in the 
forepeak. 

When Mehelini Secondo got on deck 
he found a raft with five men on it. The 
raft, however, was tied and chained fast 
to the deck, and no sailors were near to 
let it loose. None of the five men had 
knives. The shin sank rapidly, and

OUR WOUNDED HEROES 


All Doing Well In the Hospitals at 
Key West. 


Victims Intensely Hungry For 
More Fighting. 


Dramatic Incident of Bravery During Friday's 
Fighting. 


Key West, July 7.—The 324 wounded 
heroes of Santiago brought here by the 
Iroquois are doing well and none is in 
danger. They are distributed between 
the marine and convent hosplItals and an 
unused cigar factory which had been 
previously fitted out for such purposes. 
All officers and some of the men are 
quartered at the convent hospital, where 
the nuns are doing fine service. 

News of her arrival had brought to 
the dock a motley crowd of curiosity 
seekers, mostly Cubans. There was not 
a sign of enthusiasm, even among those 
very persons for whom the disabled 
soldiers had received their hurts, nota 
cheer nor a handclap. There was no 
gangplank, and the wounded men were 
obliged to clamber down the companion 
ladders ag best they could to get ashore. 

All the ambulances in the town had 
been brought into service, but despite 
their frequent and hurried trips, filled 
to the last inch, the provision was en- 
tirely inadequate. In consequence many 
of the men had to walk four blocks to 
the car line, on which they were jolted 
to the hospitals at the other end of the 
town. 

The sight of the stalwart fellows, 
blacked by the tropical sun, bruised and 
scratched by Cuban jungles and wrapped 
in bandages which covered, but did not 
conceal, their wounds, as they shambled 
and struggled along the roads, had in it 
much of pathos. It was 11 o'clock be- 
fore the last of those able to take their 
feet had been safely disembarked. Most 
of these suffer from rifle shot wounds in 
the arms or hands. About 35 others, 
who are injured in the lower parts of 
their bodies, had to be carried off-on 
stretchers. Fifteen who are suffering 
from a mild attack of measles were left 
on board the steamer and will probably 
be taken back to Cuba when the Iro- 
quois returns. 

Most of the men laugh at their wounds. 

They want to go back, for they have 
tasted real figNting and are hungry for 
more. It was learned that as they fell 
in the firing lines at Santiago the cor- 
Porals hustled them to the rear; but in 
nearly every case the moment make- 
shift bandages were swathed about their 
wounds they pushed again to the front, 
until it eventually became necessary to 
strip them of their cartridge belts, 
: All are loud in their praise of the fight- 
ing qualities of the Spanish troops, but 
say their losses must be enormous. Of 
our own dead and wounded extravagant 
figures are given by many, but wiser 
heads place the figures for the two days’ 
fighting at between 1200 and 1500, per- 
haps 300 of whom were killed. 


Question ef Peace. 

Madrid, July, 7.—Silvela, the conser- 
vative leader, declares that the present 
situation is more favorable to peace 
than to war, but the government alone 
can judge of what ought to be done 
under the circumstances, and he will 
Support the government in any determi- 
nation it may reach. 

The Republicans say the country is 
unable to withstand such misfortunes 
and that the time has come for a gen- 
eral settlement. The military party 
favors a continuance of the war, and 
militaay men say they think Spain could 
never have expected a naval victory, 
and that so long as she does not meet 
with disaster ashore she ought not to 
sue for peace. The Carlists are anxious 
for the war to coftinue, 

The government views are believed to 
differ. The premier says he is awaiting 
details of recent events from official 
Spanish sources, adding that he will 
see the effect which the loss of the Span- 
ish squadron has upon Spain before de- 
ciding upon his course.

PAUL REVERE OF 1898. 


How Otto von Hauck Is Emulating the 
Hero on His Bicycle. 

Otto von Hauck is the Paul Revere 
of the German-American regiment of 
Chicago. Emulating the hero who 
spread the Revolutionary slogan through 


Middlesex county, Mass., in 1775, Von 
Hauck mounted his bicycle and sped 
away early the other morning. His idea 
is to stop at every Illinois village and 
farm to recruit for the German regi- 
ment, which claims to be the only ex- 
tlusively Teutonic organization in 
America. 

Von Hauck isa South Sider and a pri- 
vate in Colonel Emil Bloch’s provisional 
regiment of German turners. When he 
learned that it was desired that the 
Germans of the country districts 
throughout the state be enlisted, he ap- 
plied to the commanding officer for a 
detail as HMinerant recruiting officer. 
His first report of progress ayrived re- 
cently at the regimental headquarters, 
79 South Clark street.

Camp Dalton, 
July 6, 1898, 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


Since arriving here an ander current 
has started and is fast becoming strong 
concerning the absence of aid from 
Quincey and adjoining towns. An 
article in Tuesdays’ paper stated there 
was no one in actual need. Since then 
a canvass has been made and several 
of the new members are found to be 
without sufficient under clothing, blue 
| Shirts and shoes. Two of them wear 
slippers which are not very good to 
walk a fast march through rain and 
shine. The government supplies such 
articles and has already supplied us 
faster than any other regiment, bat 
these small articles which are the most 
necessary for comfort are the last 
things to be furnished. 

There is no one wailing but as ot her 
towns have done so much it is reason- 
able that Co. K should look to Quincy, 
Braintree and adjoining towns for con- 
tributions. 

Several cities have gone so far as to 
pass acts through their councils which 
give their men from six toas bigh as 
ten dollars a month, 

The majority of the Co. K men have 
left comfortable homes and good pay- 
ing positions to take up arms for the 
country. The pay isa mere pittance 
and I think it is the duty of the people 
to see that they are provided with as 
much comfort as possible. It is not 
play standing the hardships of a sol- 
dier’s life, and no one who has lived 
as we will would “begrudge us any- 
thing. It is certain that under these 
circumstances no one enlisted for fun. 
It is patriotism and love of country 
which has brought us together. 

It is not right for Quincy to do it 
all, The adjoining towns are all repre- 
sented and should all work together. 
A committee of representative persons 
should be appointed and the work 
begun in earnest. Capt. Kincaide could 
be interviewed and a list of articles 
needed would be furnished if the com- 
mittee wished to purchase them 
Otherwise the money could be sent to 
Capt. Kincaide and then turned over 
to the treasurer of the company and 
would be used where it was most 
needed, 

When the first cal] for men came 
Braintree furnished the original mem- 
bers with shoes, socks and shirts, and 
Quincy furnished blankets. But the 
new members are the needy ones. 
Weymouth is represented by seven men 
and they were all supplied with shirts, 
socks, shoes, under clothing, belts and 
handkerchiefs. 

The prospects are that we will be 
away from here before the 11th and we, 
may get orders to leave at any time. 
Now is the time to do anything if it 
done. There are plenty of 
patriotic people in our towns who 
would give if they were approached. 
What become of the honorary 
members? 

Capt. Kincaide did not wanta 
off when his company left’ as he 
thought the money spent could be 
better spent later. Co. K and the Sth 
intend that the people shall be proud 
of them when they get to the front. 

Five dollars was received by the 
captain this morning from a man in 
Weymouth. Where is Randolph, Can- 
ton, Milton, Scituate, Weymouth, 
Braintree and Quincy? Who will start 
this noble idea.

THE OREGON’S WAR RUSES. 


Gunner White Describes Two Experiences 
of His Ship In Brazilian Waters. 

Gunner Robert W. White of the Ore- 
gon writes to his mother in Oakland, 
Cal., giving some interesting inside his- 
tory of that ship’s experiences in Brazil. 
The letter was dated at Bahia. He says 
in part: 

‘*When we left Rio, we had to leave 
the Nictheroy. The Marietta steamed 
out shortly after us and to our surprise 
did not bring the Nictheroy with her. 
As she is a sister ship of the Wheeling, 
our captain ordered her to paint her 
smokestack black—previous to this it 
was yellow—go into Rio, report as the 
Wheeling and inquire for the Nicthe- 
roy. She completely fooled the natives, 
and came steaming out next day with 
the Nictheroy.’’ 

Again, in the letter White says: 

‘*We called at Bahia to give our ship 
a final cleaning for battle. We gave out 
that one of our shafts was broken so as 
to get Bahia protection until we were 
ready to move. An official came aboard 
to see if the shaft was really broken, 
but the captain had given orders to heat 
up the shaftroom so hot that no one 
could stay there more than a minute. 
The official was conducted below, but 
soon came up dripping with perspira- 
tion. Rather than go down again he 
took our word about the broken shaft, 
and so we staid at Bahia as long as we 
pleased.’’—New York Sun.

CLEANING CARPETS. 


How to Rejuvenate Them According te 
British Factory Methods. 

The method employed in British fac- 
tories for cleaning velvet, moquette, 
Aubisson, etc., carpets is the simplest, 
as to means, conceivable. It requires 
great faithfulness; but, given a good 
carpet to start with, if done every six 
months it should preserve the fabric in 
good order for 25 years. 

By this passing of a quarter of a cen- 
tury the colors will be faded, but they 
will have faded so beautifully us to be 
more grateful to the eye and better than 
ever fulfill the carpet’s mission, which 
is to be a background to the furniture. 

Have two large pans of water, one 
clear and tepid and the other hot and 
soapy, made so by shaving ‘‘ white curd”’ 
soap, say two ounces of soap to two 
gallons of water. Have plenty of per- 
fectly clean, white cotton rags, free 
from thread ends and lint. 

Take asquare of the carpet at one 
time and wash the surface quickly with 
a clean rag and the soapy water. Take 
up as much of the soiled water as pos- 
sible. Then wring out this cloth into a 
third pan of tepid water. Take the 
other pan of tepid water and wipe the 
soaped and clean surface well, being 
careful as possible to rub over, not rub 
in. Then wipe this with clean cloths 
until as dry as reasonable in so short a 
time. Proceed with the rest of the car- 
pet until finished, guarding against any 
shadowy boundary lines by going back 
of each square as you continue. Change 
the water at every third or fourth square 
—more often if the carpet needs it.— 
San Francisco Examiner. 


How to Make Cough Mixture. 

Get tbree large, fresh lemons and 
boil them in already boiling water for 
about seven minutes. Then, when ten- 
der, slice them very thin, put the slices 
ina bow! together with a pound of best 
moist sugar and set the bowl on the 
stove for some hours, so that the con- 
tents may almost be said to have dis- 
tilled. Then take the bowl from the 
fire and let the contents cool for half 
an hour. Lastly, -tir in a tablespoon- 
ful of oil of sweet almonds and give a 
teaspoonful of the mixture ata time 
when the throat is irritated. 


How to Make Giblet Soup. 

Giblets from two chickens, or giblets 
from one chicken and one-half pound of 
lean beef; three pints cold water, one 
pint milk, two tablespoonfuls flour, one- 
half tablespoonful butter, one small 
onion, one tomato, one egg, salt and 
pepper, sprig of parsley, one bay leaf. 

Cleanse the giblets, cut up the beef, 
if it is used, and skin and chop up the 
onion and tomato. Pat all into the 
stewpan with thecold water. Let stand 
for about half an hour in acold place 
and then put over the fire and simmer 
gently until the giblets are very tender. 
Take out the giblets and meat, throw- 
ing away the latter, and chop the gib- 
lets to a fine mince. Then put them 
back into the water, which should be 
re-enforced with boiling water so as to 
keep it to original quantity. Add flour 
and butter, eto.

Clinging to the life line of 
a boat not far away he saw his mother, 
and he was forced to watch a man shove 
her into the ocean from which she never 
appeared. He says the man was saved, 
and he is almost sure he can recognize 
him, though he does not know the man’s 
name. 

Fred Niffier was the most jovial and 
contented of all the unfortunate pas- 
sengers. He lost all his money and 
clothes with the exception of a pair of 
trousers and a shirt, but he laughed, 
and now and again cursed the fiendish 
French sailors with passionate earnest- 
ness. He went to bed the night before 
the collision and slept well. He neve: 
heard a sound, but woke in the morning 
the same as he would any other morn- 
ing. He went on deck and saw the 
splinters. He asked the officer on the 
watch what wasup. The officer replied 
that it was all right; that the ship 
would not go down. Niffler, however, 
got into a lifeboat with others and re- 
mained there until he reached the water, 
when he thought it was time to leave. 
None of the sailors ever attempted to 
let the boat loose. He swam fora long 
time before he was picked up. He saw 
an Englishman attempt to get into the 
boat, but the men in the boat, who were 
sailors of the Bourgogne, hit him over 
the head with the butt end of the oar. 
He fell back and sank out of sight. 

Patrick McKeown of Wilmington 
Del., was on his way to Paris to turn 
out leather for a firm there. He was 
more fortunate than most of his fellow 
passengers, and got on a raft when the 
Bourgogne was sinking. He was the 
only passenger who could have walked 
through the streets of Halifax without 
attracting attention. One of the worst 
sights, he said, he ever saw was the 
murder of an American with whom he 
had become acquainted on board the 
steamer. This man, whose name he 
cannot recall, was from Philadelphia, 
where he has a wife and famfy. The 
Philadelphian was trying to get ona 
raft not far distant from the one Mc- 
Keown was on. A French sailor grabbed 
half an oar and beat him three times 
over the forehead. The murdered man 
was on his way to Paris to see a sister. 
From Paris he intended to go to Ireland 
to see his father and mother. 

Strangely enough, a Mr. Lacasse is 

the only man of the saloon and cabin 
passengers who survives, while his wife 
is the only woman of 200 not only of the 
first saloon cabin but of the whole ship 
who escaped. Mrs. Lacasse was 
aroused from her berth by her husband, 
who was on deck at the time of the 
collision. She threw about her the first 
article of clothing she could secure and 
reached the deck of the listing steam- 
ship, to find herself one of many half- 
dressed people who congregated about 
the boats. She saw the captain of the 
steamer on the bridge and some of the 
officers at other points, endeavoring to 
direct the efforts of the crew to launch 
the boats. There was little response 
to the orders of the officers. The crew 
seemed paralyzed to act. Matters were 
quiet and there was no panic at first. 
Golden moments slipped away, and the 
decks were becoming more and more 
crowded with frightened people, emerg- 
ing cabins and companionways. 
The steamer was listing and settling, 
and then a wild fear seized on the 
throng, and the people lost their reason 
and really went mad. Mrs. Lacasse 
Was separated from her husband in the 
scramble, and the steamer listed so bad- 
ly that she slid down the declivity of 
the deck and Into the water. She had 
taken the precaution, at her husband's 
direction, to put on a life belt before 
leaving her stateroom, and shortly after 
being thrown into the sea was seized by 
the arm and drawn upon the life raft. 
Her savior was her husband. A mo- 
ment later the ill-fated steamer dis- 
appeared, and a whirlpool encircied the 
spot where the noble craft had been. 
Everybody around the edge of the vor- 
tex was drawn in, and the unfortunates 
disappeared in twos and threes with dis- 
disapeared in twos and threes with des- 
on the edge of the maelstrom, but some- 
thing struck her and threw her outside 
the dangerous whirlpool, and the next 
she knew she was on the liferaft. A 
boat containing 40 women was capsized, 
and all went down in the whirlpool. 
There was not one man in this boat, and 
it was left fast tothe davits. Some of 
the women were trying to cut the ropes 
when the steamer careened deeper and 
capsized the boat. Mrs. Lacasse says 
a moment after the steamer was en- 
gulfed men, women and children rose on 
every hand from the whirlpool, and the 
sight of the faces and the arms and 
shrieks was so terrible that she will re- 
member them to her dying day. 

Several French priests stood on the 
deck during the sinking of the steamer 
without making an effort to save them- 
selves and gave absolution to a large 
number of passengers. There are no 
survivors who saved more than enough 
clothing to cover their nakedness. Near- 
ty all lost several years’ savings, and 
they were mostly working people bound 
home to European lands. Consul 
Francklyn has information that one 
smokestack of the steamer fell across 
a boat and smashed it as it was being 
launched. There were about 40 persons 
in the boat. McKeown heard of one 
woman having had her throat cut and 
being thrown out of the boat to lighten 
it. He could not verify the story. Ag

EXPECTS PEACE SOON, 


President Looks Fer It When San- 
tiago Is Taken, 


Probability of a Joint Attack 
on the City. 


Secretary Alger’s Scheme For Destroying the 
Mines. 


‘Washington, July 8.—Although he has 
mo information, directly or indirectly, 
from Spain, the president regards the 
probabilities as indicating that she will 
soon come to the point of asking for 
peace, although perhaps not until San- 
tiago surrenders. His expectation is 
that before the end of next week General 
Linares will have capitulated, if, in- 
deed, he does not sooner yield to the 
pressure upon him to surrender without 
further loss of life, or rather that Gen- 
eral Linares will be permitted to do so 
by his superiors. 

Lieutenant Colwell, our naval attache 
at London, who has kept in close touch 
with affairs in Madrid and Paris, tele- 
graphed to the navy department yester- 
day that he believed Spain would prob- 
ably sue for peace within a week, and 
also that Martin Campos would preb- 
ably succeed Sagasta as prime minister. 
Secretary Day said that the state de- 
partment had received no cgnfirmatory 
edvices, but Lieutenant Colwell’s pre- 
diction was undoubtedly taken as at 
least an indication of the way things are 
going at Madrid. 

The presitient may be disappointed, as 
he has been before in regard to Spain's 
intentions, but he fs sanguine that cir- 
cumstanges are likely to force the peace- 
ful surrender of Santiago, followed by 
an application for peace from Spain, 
Without further fighting. If peacecomes, 
the negotiations must be carried on di- 
rectly by Spain, and she must, of course, 
accept our terms, which will involve the 
surrender of Cuba, Porto Rico, the Phil- 
ippines and the Ladrones. The admin- 
istration sees that ieunnot allow Spain 
to remain in the West Indies, and that 
it cannot return to Spain the islands 
taken in the Pacific. It cannot de- 
termine now what will be done with 
‘Cuba and the Philippines, beyond the 
fact that they must be given up by 
Spain. 

A joint attack upon Santiago Satur- 
day is considered as among the proba- 
bilities. The navy department insists 
that the proper program is for the army 
to capture Morro castle and the shore 
batteries by storm, but Secretary Alger 
is unwilling to expose his men to the 
danger which this program involves. 
The secretary does not believe that the 
forcing of the harbor will be attended 
by such risk as the navy department 
fears, and he has under contemplation 
a scheme by which the army will clear 
a pathway for the ships of war. This 
scheme is unique, but will be adopted 
if General Shafter, who has been con- 
sulted by wire, agrees that it ts feasible. 

The idea fs to take one of the trans- 
ports now at Santiago and by protecting 
{ts vulnerable sides with bales of com- 
pressed hay, and also inclosing the pilot 
house with the same material, call for 
volunteers and make a dash through 
the harbor. It is believed that by equip- 
ping the transport with grappling Irons, 
the mines in the harbor, which are said 
to be so dangerous, can be dragged and 
removed as the ship goes through the 
channel. It is realized that the execu- 
tion of this plan is attended with some 
risk, but the secretary has no doubt that 
the mines will be proven to be far less 
perilous than is believed to be the case. 


Secretary Long has ordered Admiral 
Sampson to detach from his own com- 
mand immediately the vessels to be em- 
braced in Commodore Watson's eastern 
squadron and to direct the commodore 
to proceed on his mission. The vessels 
of the squadron will not be the same as 
those originally selected. for the reason 
probably that the recent engagement 
with Cervera’s squadron necessitated 
some changes. The new squadron wiil 
consist of the battleships Iowa and 
Oregon, the protected cruiser Newark 
and the auxiliary cruisers (carrying side 
armor) Dixie, Yankee and Yosemite, 
the colliers Averend, Cassius, Caesar, 
Leonidas and Justin, and the supply 
boat Delmonico. The Iowa, Oregon, 
Newark and Yosemite are all in the 
south with Sampson; the Dixie and 
Yankee are at New York, and the col- 
liers are at Hampton roads with the 
Delmonico. The ships are to set sail 
as soon as they can coal and supply. 

The order provides that each ship 
shall make her way across the Atlantic 
to a marine rendezvous, which will be 
designated in sealed orders, and which 
will be at some point off the Spanish 
coast. It probably will not be long af- 
ter that before the American squadron 
will be in full pursuit of Camara with 
his remnant of the Spanish navy. 
Meanwhile the gathering of the Ameri- 
can fleet off the Spanish ports is ex- 
pected to have a sobering effect upon the 
inflamed people. The number of col- 
liers accompanying the expedition is 
evidence that a long cruise lies ahead. 


General Miles, accompanied by the en-!

tire staff of army headquarters, left last

will embark for Santiago. On the eve 
of his departure the general expressed 
satisfaction in starting to join the 
troops. He spoke of the sacrifices and 
hardships they had passed through re- 
cently, and of those yet to come. The 
climate has operated severely against 
the general officers, and General Miles 
feels that he too is not entirely in- 
‘vulnerable in a country of heat, swamps 
and disease; but he has a strong phy- 
Bique, his muscles are as hard as iron, 
and he goes expecting to stand a good 
deal of knockabout service. General 
Miles himself has no other purpose in 
going to Santiago than to look over the 
military situation and to strengthen 
the hand of Shafter. There is no inten- 
tion on his part to take in any manner 
from the glory that Shafter has won or 
may wininthiscampaign. He will not 
relieve Shafter of his command unless 
the latter’s physical condition demands 
such action, . 


Pando Left Linares. 

Playa Del Este, July 8.—General Toral, 
the Spanish commander in Santiago, has 
been officially informed by General 
Shafter of the complete destruction of 
the Spanish fleet and that the American 
‘warships are now free to co-operate 
with the army in the reduction of San- 
tiago. He has been given such time as 
he may deem proper to consider the ad- 
visability of capitulation with his gar- 
rison. Although General Toral is ap- 
parently anxious to resist to the bitter 
end, the utter hopelessness of holding 
out against a siege by land and sea must 
be forcing itself upon him. His losses 
have been heavy. The reinforcements 
upon which he was counting have not 
arrived. General Pando has left him 
in the lurch and, it is understood, in| 
making his way across the country to} 
Havana. The food supply in Bantiane | 
is low and it is understood that the am- 
munition is running short. Our position } 
is being hourly strengthened. 


GENERAL PANDO. 

The desperate character of General 
Toral’'s determination to continue the 
struggle ig apparent when it is known 
that the Spanish soldiers have less than 
a day’s ammunition remaining. Had 
an assault all along the line been pushed 
on the second day of the fighting last 
week, as was contemplated the night 
before, it is probable that Santiago 
would now be ours. A lack of ammu- 
nition places a time limit at least upon 
the enemy’s ability to hold out. This 
lack applies to artillery and siege guns, 
as well as to smallarms. It is learned 
that the siege guns in the Lunette are 
seven-inch instead of five-inch guns, 
and that one of the batteries mounts 
two bronze guns of heavy caliber, one 
of which it is said now enfilades our 
first line of trenches, occupied by the 
Sixth and Sixteenth infantry. 

An examination of the forts, 
works and trenches about El Caney 
famazes our officers. They cannot con- 
ceive how it was ever possible to carry 
the town by infantry assault. The last 
stand was made in an old church which 
had been converted into a blockhouse 
with loopholes in the walls. A dozen 
soldiers were perched in the old belfry. 
This church is now used as a hospital 
fand prison for Spanish captives and 
wounded. The walls are spattered with 
the blood of the defenders of the town. 
One of the pillars is shattered, where a 
shell from Captain Capron’s battery 
exploded. The wounded prisoners are 
being cared for by our surgeons.

Moret Favors Peace. 
London, July 8.—Dispatches from the 
continental capitals still talk of Eu- 
ropean action in the Hispano-Amer- 
ican war. France is being represented 
as taking the initiative. By way of 
Berlin comes an intervew with Mr. 
Moret, former Spanish minister of the 
colonies, advocating that Spain should 
sue for peace “because it is ridiculous to 
suppose that she could tire out the 
United States,’ and because Spain “can 
only expect fresh defeats, placing her in 

a worse position than ever.” 
Moret said it was imperative that the

Outskirts and Waterworks Guarded 
by the Spanish, 


| Insurgents Discharge Fire- 


crackers as a Ruse. 


Rebel Gauntlet Run Successfully by an Es- 
caping Commander, 


Hong Kong, July 8.—There is no ma- 
terial change in the aspect of affairs in 
Manila. The Spaniards are strongly 
posted about the outskirts of the town 
and along the whole length of the con- 
duit of the waterworks, eight miles in- 
land. It is believed that they only hold 
the waterworks on suffrance, because 
the insurgents’ pickets swarm every- 
where and could easily raid and wreck 
the conduit. The insurgents are ex- 
tremely anxious to conciliate the neu- 
trals, and therefore refrain from caus- 
ing horrible privation, 

The insurgents have never employed 
cannon before Manila, but they are now 
bringing up 60 guns, with the intention 
of making a simultaneous rush upon 
the Spanish entrenchments at Santa 
Mesa, Santa Ana and Malate, thus ren- 
dering the other positions of the Span- 
iards untenable, and by a single coup 
drive the Spaniards inside the citadel 
with a minimum of danger to non-com- 
batants and property. It is expected 
that it will take a week to bring the 
guns along, as they have to make a de- 
tour through a difficult part of the 
country, and it is not desirable to hurry. 


Malabon, Caloocan, Francisco, Mar- 
quina, San Pedro and Paranaque are in 
excellent spirits and perfectly orderly. 
They are delighted with a successful 
ruse which they recently adopted to 
draw the Spanish fire. This method is 
by firing crackers In the darkness in the 
woods near the Spanish positions, The 
explosion of the crackers resembles the 
rattle of musketry and causes the 
Spaniards to open fire and waste their 
ammunition. The insurgents allege that 
they had only one rifle at the capture of 
Caloocan, and they say they similarly 
surrounded Guliguiguin at night and 
fired crackers and a few rifles, while 
their main force crept close to the enemy 
with machetes. The Spaniards, the in- 
surgents add, squandered their ammu- 
nition and then bolted. 

General Monet, the Spanish com- 
mander at Macabobo, has escaped from 
there in a canoe, bringing with him the 
family of Captain General Augusti 
from Macabobo, where the captain gen- 
eral sent them when the American fleet 
arrived here, believing that the natives 
of that part of the country were loyal. 
Monet had a terrible voyage. He ran 
the gauntlet of the insurgent troops 
along the river banks, and when chal- 
lenged replied by pretending to be in an 
insurgent boat conveying prisoners to 
Cavite. He was frequently ordered to 
Stop, refused @o do so, and was fired 
upon by sentries, was chased, and 
reached the open bay in a squall. He 
and his party were starving and nearly 
perished. The Spanish general alleges 
that he left his troops in a strong posi- 
tion, but that he wants reinforcements. 

The Spaniards are employing gangs 
of thieves armed with axes and machetes 
'to destroy the woods In the outskirts of 
Manila, under Spanish overseers with 
horsewhips. 

The authorities have declined to ac- 
cept the suggestion to declare Binondo 
ina neutral zone, and the inhabitants of 
that must defend their lives or 
sacrifice everything. It is hinted 
privately that it might be required to 
destroy the town for the safe of the 
citadel. The troops are properly pro- 
visioned now, and the distances be-

The fire 
started in the picker room and spread 
with great rapidity. 

A Beigian expedition of 100 men under 
Lieutenant Dubois was surprised by 
Congolese rebels, who killed 3] members 
of the expedition and captured a quan- 
tity of riflesand cartridges. Lieutenant 
Dubois was afterwards deserted Ly his 
soldiers and killed. 

The small Spanish schooner Gallito, 
loaded with lumber, hardwood, chickens, 
pigs and provisions of various kinds, has 
been captured by the auxiliary gunboat 
Eagle and brought to Key West.

Who Will Start It? 


It will now be in order for Brainiree | 


or Quincy to organize a provisional 
company to take the place of Co. K, as 
has been done in other places. Adju- 
tant General Dalton has issued the 
following orders for the information of 
cities and towns where armories, other 
than the so-called ‘‘ state armories,”’ 
are located ; 

Allowance of rent will cease July 1, 
1898, where companies have entered 
the service. Any city or town which 
has provided an armory for a pro- 
visional militia company will have the 
allowance of rent continued. Any city 
or town providing an armory after 
July 1, 1898, for a provisional company, 
if the company is located therein 
before August 1, 1898, will have rent 
of armory continued.

WHITE FLAGIS FLYING, 


Truce Ended, but the Firing Not Yet 
Resumed, 


Release of the Merrimac Crew 
Celebrated by Troops. 


Hobson Carried on the Shoulders of Enthusi- 


Guantanamo, July 8.—Firing was not 
resumed Wednesday, although the truce 
is supposed to be ended. Both armies 
have been informed that Washington 
and Madrid are negotiating terms of 
peace. The white flag still tiles over 
the Santiago lines. There have been 
no messages or flags of truce between 
the commanders since 3 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon, when Assistant Naval Con- 
structor Hobson and his men were ex- 
changed. They were received with 
frantic joy by the troops at Siboney. 
The troops carried Hobson on their 
shoulders to the steam launch of the 
flagship; while the band.of the New 
York played and everybody cheered un- 
til he was hoarse. 

If the young officer, whose home is 
in Alabama, had any race prejudice, 
he certainly forgot all about it as he 
passed through the lines of soldiers on 
his way to General Wheeler's head- 
quarters. He saw it was the uniform 
of the United States army, and he cared 
not for the color of the wearer, grasping 
the hands of the ebon-hued troopers of 
the Ninth and Tenth cavalry and ex- 
pressing his thanks for their patriotic 
welcome with as much heartiness as 
he displayed towards men of his own 
race. He and all of his men were com- 
pletely overcome by the reception ac- 
corded them, and tears rolled down their 
cheeks as the soldiers crowded around 
them. 

As Hobson and his party approached 
Captain Grimes’ battery, the men cried 
out on every side to have a salute fired 
in their honor. protested 
against this immediately and shouted 
to the artillerymen, who had also caught 
the infection, not to fire their guns. 
Some of the most enthusiastic of the 
men appealed to Colonel Astor, and the 
latter entered into the spirit of the oc- 
casion and told the men they need not 
obey Hobson's orders, as he was only a 
lieutenant; but the officers of the bat- 
tery prevented the men from firing the 
guns, as the Spanish might have mis- 
taken the report for the opening of an 
attack. 

“We conducted ourselves properly and 
simply forced the Spanish to treat us 
well,” said the lieutenant. “We knew 
nothing about the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet until told by our own peo- 
ple. Of course our confinement became 
very irksome, and I cannot tell you how 
great was the relief we felt to be free 
again. I cannot express my gratitude 
to our soldiers, who gave us such a wel- 
come when we came intothe lines. All 
of us are in excellent health and glad to 
get back to our boats again and see the 
war through to the end.”

Hobson 


The news from Santiago is to the 
effect that the suffering there increases 
daily. There is much destitution as 
well as hunger at El Caney, where a 
thousand refugees from Santiago are 
now quartered with the soldiers at the 
front. The men gave up half their 
rations Tuesday night to feed the un- 
fortunate people, but some other pro- 
vision must soon be made. 

Miss Barten and George Kennan of the 
Red Cross society offered to provide 
6000 rations if General Shafter would 
transport them. After consultation 
with the French consul, the general 
agreed to do so. The first pack train 
arrived yesterday afternoon and was un- 
loaded in the village square among the 
clamoring cries of thousands. The bet- 
ter class held back; while the ignorant, 
especially the negresses, pressed for- 
ward, frantically appealing for bread. 
Captain Finlay, who commands -the 
garrison in the town, saw to it that 
enough food was reserved to supply 
those whose delicacy and good breeding 
restrained them from begging. Many 
of the better classes have offered to pay 
any price for transportation to a foretgn 
port. It appears likely that some ar- 
rangement can be made to get them out 
of the country. ‘tA few of the best Span- 
ish families came to El Caney, but many 
preferred to share the fortunes of war, 
while others went off northward to San 
Luis and other places where they have 
villas and estates. 

Quite a number of the Spanish volun- 
teers who came out with the refugees 
and who were at first allowed their 
liberty are being gathered up and placed 
under surveillance. While it is known 
that most of them welcomed the oppor- 
tunity to escape, it is feared that some 
of them may be spies. It has been 
learned from the refugees that there was 
a regular meutiny among the volunteers 
in Santiago the day after the firing be- 
gan. The volunteers were loud in their 
demands that the city should be sur- 
rendered. It was also learned from the 
Same sources that Admiral Cervera was 
practically goaded into making his des- 
perate effort to escape from the har- 
bor. Both he and his sailors were as- 
sailed as cowards for not fighting the 
Yankees.Some marines were assaulted 
in the strets. 

There is no shelter for scores of our 
soldiers, but every member of General | 
Shafter’s staff is provided with an in- 
dividual tent, in which they may be seen 
resting in comfort by the neglected suf- 
ferers. If the actual condition of hun- 
dreds of eur wounded could be realized 
at home it would cause a thrill of in- 
dignation to run through the nation. 
The general army hospital here is in| 
miserable condition. There are only a 
few tents for the accomodation of the 
wounded, and the two large ones now 
available for the sufferers are filled with 
injured Cubans. Nearly all these men! 
were hurt while engaged in aimlessly | 
wandering around the field during the 
fighting on Friday and Saturday. 

It is felt here that there is ne excuse 
for these conditions, and suggestions | 
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for improving matters have been offered | 
by several Americans by whom the sit- 
uation is regarded as being unnecessari- 
ly hard. These suggestions are not re-| 
ceived with favor by those in charge of 
the hospital work, as was discovered 
by a newspaper correspondent.

“We Have Lost All.” 

Havana, July 8.—Admiral Cervera re- 
ported to General Blanco on the naval 
fight off Santiago as follows: ‘In com- 
pliance with your orders I went out 
yesterday from Santiago de Cuba with 
all the squadron and, after an un- 
equalled combat against forces more 
than triple mine, had all my squadron 
destroyed by fire. Teresa, Oquendo and 
Vizcaya beached and the Colon fleeing. 
I accordingly informed the Americans, 
and went ashore and gave myself up. 
The torpedo chasers foundered. Idonot 
know how many people were lost, but 
it will surely reach 600 dead and many 
wounded. Although not in such great 
numbers, the living are prisoners of the 
Americans. The conduct of the crews 
rose to a height that won the most en- 
thusiastic plaudits of the enemy. The 
commander of the Vizcaya surrendered 
his vessel. His crew are very grateful 
for the noble generosity with which they 
are treated. Among the dead is Vil- 
lamil, and I believe Lasaga (spelling 
uncertain), and among the wounded 
Concas and Eulate. We have lost all 
and are necessarily depressed.” 


Signed the Bill. 

Washington, July 8.—It was by a cere- 
mony of the simplest character that the 
resolutions annexing the Hawaiian isl- 
ands to the United States last evening 
were enacted finally into law. It oc- 
curred in the cabinet room of the exe- 
cutive mansion, and only six persons be- 
sides President McKinley were present. 

Alonzo S. Stewart, assistant door- 
keeper of the senate, arrived at the 
White House with the engrossed copy 
of the resolutions signed by Acting 
Speaker Payne and Vice President 
Hobart. George B. Cortelyou, assistant 
secretary to the president, receipted for 
the resolutions in the usual form, and 
then notified the president they had ar- 
rived. The president saig simply that 
he would sign the resolutions immedi- 
ately, and a few minutes later the act 
became a law. 


Organization Perfected. 

Boston, July 8.—The organization of 
the Manufacturers and Bottlers’ asso- 
ciation of this state was perfected yes- 
terday afternoon, the board of directors 
being made up of men prominent in the 
trade.

General Shafter has succeeded in get- 
ling his siege guns in commanding po- 
sitions at the front, and Sergeant Bor- 
rowe has his dynamite gun repaired and 
in position on San Juan hill. Our troops 
have also fortified themselves with pro- 
tected rifie pits, from which they will 
‘be able to do the enemy much harm, 
without themselves being especially ex- 
posed to the enemy’s fire. In addition 
to these advantages gained on land by 
General Shafter, he has arranged with 
Admiral Sampson for the fleet to par- 
Ucipate in the attack on the city. 

Not a night has passed without find- 
ing the American lines pushed closer 
to the beleacuered city. General Law- 
ton’s entire division pressed forward at 
least 500 yards Thursday night, and 
when morning came the Spaniards were 
astonished to see a new line of American 
intrenchments only 400 yards from their 
own lines. By this move one of our 
regiments has obtained a Position where

Somebody on the bridge shouted 
“What's that black thing coming out 
of the harbor?”, A moment later the 
Iowa was at general quarters and the 
Signal hoisted that the enemy's ships 
were coming out. In talking about the 
fight Commander Evans said: “The 
Cristobal Colon, being much faster than 
the rest of the Spanish ships, passed 
tapidly to the front in an effort to es- 
cape. In passing the lowa the Colon 
placed two 6-inch shelis fairly in our 
starboard bow. One passed through 
the dispensary, wrecking the latter and 
bursting on the berth deck, doing con- 
siderable damage. The cther passed 
through the side at the waterline with 
the cofferdam, where it still remains. 
As it was obviously impossible to ram 
any of the Spanish ships on account of 
their superior speed, the Iowa’s helm 
was put to the starboard; being abreast 
of the Admiralte Oquendo at a distance 
of 1100 yards, the Iowa's entire battery 
Was opened. The punishment was ter- 
rific. Many 12 and &8-inch shells were 
teen to explode inside of the Oquendo, 
and smoke came out through her hatch- 
es.

The Ericsson was sent by the flagship 
to help the Iowa rescue the Vizcaya’s 
crew. Her men saw a terrible sight. 
The flames leaping out from the huge 
shot-holes in the Vizcaya's sides licked 
up the decks, sizzling the flesh of the 
wounded who were lying there shrieking 
for help. Between the frequent ex- 
plosions there came awful cries and 
groans from the men penned in below. 
This carnage was chiefly due to the ra- 
pidity of the American's fire. Cor- 
poral Smith on the Iowa fired 135 aimed 
shots in 50 minutes from a 4-inch gun. 
Two shells struck within 10 feet of Smith 
and started a small fire, but the corporal 
went on pumping shots into the enemy, 
cnly stopping to say “They've got it in 
for this gun, sir.” Up in the tops the 
marines banged away with the 1-pound- 
ers, too excited to stop to duck as the 
shells whistled over them. One gun- 
ner of a secondary battery under a 12- 
inch gun was blinded by smoke and 
saltpeter from the turret, and his crew 
were driven off, but, sticking a wet 
handkerchief over his face, with holes 
cut for his eyes, he stuck to his gun. 


Another Steamer Destroyed, 

Key West, July 9.—An unknown Span- 
ish steamer was destroyed off Mariel 
Wednesday. Tuesday the Hawk was 
truising about 20 miles off shore, six miles 
west of Morro castle, when she sighted 
the Spaniard headed for Havana under 
flow steam with all lights out. The 
Hawk gave chase, but the stranger ran 
in toward the harbor of Mariel and 
rroinded just west of the enterance. 
It was a moonlight night, and the Hawk 
sent two boatloads of men, who were 
jriven back by rifle fire from the steam- 
tr. The men r@turned to the Hawk, 
which lay outside until daybreak.

I should not be 
satisfied to go away in the circum- 
stances, leaving the president without 
our support. We do not know what 
emergencies confront us, what dangers 
lie just ahead. If the army in the in- 
tense heat of a tropical sun can stay in 
the field we, in the midst of comfort, 
canremain here. It would bea reproach 
to the government If, after we had gone 
away, the president in 30 or 40 days 
should call us back, and I do not doubt 
that he will do so.”

Not Wanting From the Country's Busi- 
ness, and Confidence In Betterment. 


and contidence in a good business in the 
; fall still widespread. Business in 
' speculative circles is restricted. Rail- 
road earnings are showing the effect 
of comparisons with periods last year 
when the improved conditions mani- 
fested themselves, and the result is 
that gains now are of considerably 
smaller volume, the gain in gross earn- 
| ings for June this year over last on 45 
j/roads being only slightly in excess at 
1 percent against a gain in May of 14 
percent. The good showing made by 
the roads during the first six months of 
the year was due to the fact that the 
business handled by the railroads in 
this country during the first half of 
the year was the heaviest ever known. 

Wet returns for May point to the fact 

that economies in transportation have 

enabled business to be handled at a 

profit, gross earnings of leading rail- 

roads for that month increasing 14 per- 
cent over last year, while net returns 
increased by over 22 percent. The tone 
of prices, particularly for cereals, has 
shown a slight improvement for the 
| week. 

Rather less than the usual midsum- 
mer shading of pricesisindicated. The 
apparent net result indeed is toward a 
higher range of values, as reflected by 
the approximate index namber, but this 

due to exceptional movements in 
tea and rubber, the former of which 
being affected by the revenue tax, has 
advanced nearly 40 percent during June, 
while the latter reflects the growing 
world’s demand and inadequate supplies. 
Excluding tea and rubber there is a 
slight falling off in the general level, 
| but while 42 out of 104 articles deciined 
lin value, 37 remained unchanged and 
25 advanced. Comparisons with pre- 
ceding periods of late years are very 
favorable. Compared with Jan. 1, more 
than one half of all staple articles are 
higher, while compared with Julyl, a 
year ago, fully three-fourths of al! prod- 
ucts have advanced.

CHOICE CANNAS. 


Effective and Satisfactory Plants In Gar- | 


dens Large or Small. 


Cannas form the most showy plants | 


that can be chosen fora garden. They 
grow rapidly, multiply freely and are 
Lltogether satisfactory. In regard to 
varieties, both new and old, The Rural 
New Yorker advises as follows: 

In selecting cannas the habit of the 
plant must be considered and whether 
the situation demands a tall or dwarf 
variety. For a dwarf yellow canna El- 
dorado is our first choice. The color is 
very brilliant and does not fade out 
badly under a hot sun. Premier, a seed- 

| ling from Queen Charlotte, brilliant red 
| with broad yellow edge, is another good 
dwarf. Tarrytown, one of the new in- 
troductions, appears to be the ideal 
dwarf of its color. The flowers area 
bright cherry red, foliage green, growth 
extremely short and compact. The flow- 
er spikes are very dense and are pro- 
duced with great freedom. They stand 
summer storms admirably, seeming to 
be much firmer in texture than many 
other varieties. The flowers are pro- 
duced so freely and continuously and 
the habit of the plantis so neat and 
compact that it surely will be of great 
value planted alone in large beds or in 
borders where a solid effect is required. 
It will also be fine for edging a group 
|of taller sorts. No doubt a fine effect 
would be produced by using it to bor- 
der a bold clump of the: tall orchid 
| flowered variety Austria, with its gold- 
|en yellow blooms. 
| Franz Buchner, though not a new va- 
riety, hardly seems to be fully appre- 
ciated by amateur gardeners. This isa 
dwarf, though taller than Tarrytown, 
probably attaining a height of three 
feet. The flowers are deep orange suf- 
fused with scarlet, having a wavy line 
lof yellow around the edge. It is very 
distinct in appearance and very satisfac- 
| tory in growth. 

Alphonse Bouvier has always been a 
favorite among crimson flowered can- 
nas, but the drooping habit of the spike 
has sometimes been regarded as a disad- 
vantage. The newer Depute Ravarin 
gives flowers of similar color and type, 
but the spikes are held erect to a height 
of five or six feet. It makes a noble 
| looking plant either singly or in groups. 

Chicago, with large flame red blooms, 
and Flamingo, bright crimson, are both 
|too good to be set aside by the newer 
sorts. Black Beauty, with purple bronze 
|foliage and glowing red flowers, and 
Egandale, a standard among taller dark 
|foliaged sorts, are still among the best 
of the dark type. A worthy companion 
|is President Carnot, with dark foliage 
and scarlet flowers. 


Copper Sulphate. 
Weak Solution.—Copper sulphate, 1 
| pound; water, 150 to 200 gallons. 

Very Weak Solution.—Copper sul- 
| phate, 1 pound; water, 250 to 300 gal- 
| lons. 

The above weak solutions of copper 
| sulphate may be used late in the season, 
| when bordeaux mixture would spot the 
fruit. The first can be used with safety 
|upon nearly all crops, but for a few, 
such as the peach and bean, the second 
will be safer. Its action is equal to bor- 
deaux mixture, but as it is more read- 
|ily washed from the foilage than bor- 
deaux mixture its effect is not as last- 
jing. Like bordeaux mixture, these 
| preparations are for the destruction of 
fungous diseases, and they should not be 
| relied upon to destroy insects. —Ameri- 
can Gardening.

Mary promises well. It is rather soft, 
as are most berries of large size, but of 
good guality, form and color and ex- 
ceedingly productive, though I have 
failed to obtain the enormous crops de- 
scribed in various catalogues.

| Spain's Administrative Inefficiency and 


Pitiful Display of Armament Have Lost 
Her the Chance of Allies — Effect of 
Dewey's Victory In Hastening the End. 


The Spanish government and the 
Spanish people’ now stand confronting a 
military situation which they confess to 
be absolutely hopeless. As this was from 
the first a necessary preliminary to a 
treaty of peace its undoubted existence 
today may safely be said to make the 
prospect of an early end of the war 
brighter than most of us expected it tc 
be by this time. 

The truth is the collapse of Spain 
has been swifter than anybody could 
have foreseen. She has managed ta 
avoid bankruptcy so far, though her, 
finances are in ruinous condition, but | 
her frightful display of administrative | 
inefficiency and the pitiful figure her 
navy and fortifications have cut have | 
lost her the possibility of allies and} 
have bowed the Spanish people in hu- 
miliation and despair. A victory at the | 
beginning, or at least a semblance of 
one, was absolutely essential to the 
game Spain was playing. She not only | 
hoped for this, but she apparently had 
reason to expect it. Good judges on the 
continent and in England, who had no 
doubt of Spain’s ultimate defeat, 
thought and said that she might win 
the first successes. If we had rushed our 
raw recruits to Cuba to face Blanco’s| 
veterans, the story might have been dif- | 
ferent, but as all the operations s0 far | 
have been naval and as Spain’s nayal | 
power is turning out a ridiculous, al- 
most an imaginary, quantity the prick- 
ing of the bubble has come earlier than 
could have been predicted. 

We probably are not yet able fully 
to measure the great moral effect in 
this connection of Dewey’s surprising 
success at Manilla within ten days of 
declaring war. It was not simply the 
skill and gallantry he displayed, not 
simply the revelation he gave the world 
that the old traditions of the American 
navy had been worthily maintained. 
There was more in his victory than all 
that. His stroke not only laid low the 
Spanish fleet, but also laid bare the 
corrupt and feeble system of Spanish 
administration. Consider what the peo- 
ple had been told about the defenses of 
Manilla! The prime minister stated in 
the cortes that it would be found noth- 
ing had been neglected. On the very 
eve of the battle the minister of marine 
said that everything was as it should 
be in the Philippines, and that ‘‘very | 
shortly the splendor of victory would 
burst forth and illumine the country.’’ 
No wonder the rose colored vision of 
this official read a victory into the dis- | 
patches telling of irremediable disaster. | 
When the truth would out, and Minis- | 
ter Bermejo rose to defend himself in 
the cortes, he said that it was useless to 
lay down torpedoes in the bay of Manil- 
la, but that he had sent 150 good ones 
which were then on their way. | 

Such fatal lack of foresight, such ab-! 
solute unpreparedness for the war, such | 
dawdling incompetence in office, came | 
upon the Spanish nation like a thunder- 
clap, and the future historian of the) 
war will, as we say, doubtless attribute | 
to Dewey’s dashing victory a powerful | 
effect in breaking the Spanish spirit and | 
so hastening the end of the war. And} 
all that has happened since then has| 
but sunk Spain deeper in hopelessness. | 
The gunnery of her artillerymen at San | 
Juan and Santiago is about the poorest 
the world has ever seen. Even the un- 
skilled Egyptians, with smoothbores | 
and no range findérs, hulled the British 
ships 75 times at the bombardment of 
Alexandria. But our fleet, even when 
exposed to fire with apparent reckless- 
ness, has escaped practically untouched. 
As for Cervera’s squadron, on which | 
such high hopes were built, it is igno- | 
miniously shut in a harbor where sur- | 
render or scuttling is only a question of 
time. We mention all these reverses of 
Spain not to exult over the misfortunes 
of a weak antagonist, but to show how 
probable it is that this unbroken series 


| of disasters may now incline the Span- 
ish government to ask for the best terms 


possible. 

For our part, if we could now secure 
ting it would

Our gov- | 
ernment has shown by its conduct of | 
the war that it is both wise and hu- | 
mane—wise in looking for just such a 
breakdown in Spain as we are now wit- 
hessing and humane in determining not 

to risk one American ship or sailor or | 
soldier unnecessarily. By keeping onr | 
untrained levies out of Cuba our au- 
thorities have hurt Spain more than 
they possibly could have done by send- 
ing them. But the same wisdom and 
humanity that have marked the carry- 
ing on of the war thus far must surely 
lead the president and his advisers to 
welcome the first approaches of Spain 


with the aim of peace.—New York 
Evening Post.

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‘Armistice Over, and the | 


| Siege Prosecuted. 


Renewal Opened by Gunners on 


Spanish Side, 


Gen. Toral Willing to Evacu- 


ate on Conditions. 


Hopelessness of Defense Realized, and Loot- 


ing Already Begun. 


Port Antonio, July 11.—Hostilities were 
| resumed Sunday afternoon by the Span- 
jish because of the refusal of General 
Shafter to agree to Toral's conditions 
in accepting the American demand to 
}Burrender control of Santiago. The 
Spanish commander, in his letter Sat- 
urday, attempted to conceal his realiza- 
tion of his position, With 
boastful assurance, he called General 
Shafter’s attention ta the fact that he 
had received a large number of re-in- 
forcements, and declared that his en- 
tire garrison was strongly entrencned 
in a commanding position. He also as- 
erted that he had plenty of ammuni- 
tion, and expressed his firm conviction 
that the Americans could not take the 
city by assault without sustaining an 
enormous loss of life. General Toral, 
with fine sarcasm, referred to the fact 
that the departure of 20,000 refugees 
;from the city into the American lines 
had greatly diminished the consumption 
of tood within his own lines, and that, 
as a result, the Spanish soldiers had a 
supply that would enable them to hold 
;out indefinitely. In view of these con- 
citions, General Toral proposed that the 
Spanish army should evacuate Santfago 
unmolested, taking all of their cannon, 
arms and ammunition and standards, 
together with their sick and wounded. 

In support of his contention that the 
Americans would do well to accept these 
conditions, General Toral wrote that his 
;}troops were acclimated and that the 
|} Americans, on the other hand, would 
| suffer greatly from disease if compelled 
to endure the hardships of a long siege. 
“I shall never surrender the city except 
jon these terms,"’ the Spanish general de- 
clared. 

General Shafter, after receiving this 
letter, was helped into a carriage and 
was driven to the front. After consult- 
ing with General Wheeler, the American 
commander sent a reply to General 
Toral, in which hé refused to entertain 
the Spaniard’s proposition. General 
Shafter bluntly notified General Toral 
that nothing but the unconditional sur- 
render of the city and the Spanish army 
would be considered. 


helpless 


Before Shafter could give the signal for 
the attack, the roar of artillery was 
heard along the Spanish lines, and light 
guns began to throw shells toward the 
American entrenchments. This only 
hastened matters, and the signal was 
given to Grimes’ and Capron’s batteries 
to reply to the enemy’s fire. 

Our men were only eager for the word, 
and in a few moments they were pour- 
ing a destructive fire into the positions 
occupied by the Spanish batteries. The

fire on our side Was most effective. Auli 
along the line everything was in readi- 
ness for the attack. 

The truce of the last few days had 
been utilized by Shafter’s mien to 
|strengthen their positions and plant 
their batteries so that they would com- 
mand the Spanish lines to the best ad- 
vantage. Not only that, but every day 
saw them still further advanced to- 
wards the enemy's lines. They kept 
creeping forward all the time, and every 
morning the dazed Spaniards saw Amer- 
jean entrenchments much nearer to them 
than they were the night before. They 
evidently did not dare to resent this en- 
croachment by firing, but seemed to be 
giad to be let alone, 

The dynamite gun had been placed in 
& position where it could throw shells 
Into the city, and in alother place 12 
mortars were mounted in one battery 
in a position which commanded an im- 
portant section of the city. Three bat- 
teries posted on El Poso ridge were so 
placed that they formed a splendid sup- 
port for the Grimes and Capron bat- 
teries, In some places the field guns 
were so placed that they had to be fired 
over the advance American line, and 
careful instructions had to be given to 
avoid accidents in case any further 
advance by the first line of troops Was 
j hecessary. 

On the extreme left of the line was 
| General Bates’ division, which included 

General Duffield’s command and the 
Ninth Massachusetts. This division 
| had made a marked advance during the 

past few days. It was since the battle 

of San Juan planted along the edge of 

}a precipitous ravine, the walls of which 
j are about 80 feet high. This ravine 
| is about 700 yards long and about 400 
yards wide. General Bates moved the 
Twentieth infantry to the side of the 
|rayine nearest Santiago and placed the 
Thirteenth at right angles to tlre Iine 
}of the Twentieth. To the right of the 
line was the division commanded by 
General Lawton; this included the Sec- 
ond Massachusetts, Between the ex- 
treme ends of the line the American 
forces were disposed in a huge semi- 
circle, every mound or hill and every 
natural configuration of the landscape 
being utilized to give them all protection 
possible. Our forces were thus in ex- 
eellent condition to begin the attack, 
and the result was that soon after the 
Spaniards opened fire their gunshots 
began to grow fewer and fewer. 

Up to this time it was almost alto- 
Rether an artillery Quel. There was 
scarcely any musketry fire. Our ferces 
could therefore keep themselves well 
sheltered, and the result was that after 
we had silenced the enemy's guns we 
found that we had only thfee men 
wounded. General Shafter made no at- 
tempt to follow up with a general ad- 
vance, Having silenced the enemy’s 
guns he decided to walt until today 
for the finalattack. One reason for this 
was that reinforcements have just ar- 
tived, and Shafier wished @&*nave them 
properly placed and provided for. He 
also wished to perfect plans which he 
has arranged iooking to the complete 
surrounding and crushing of the enemy 
when he makes the final attack. Every 
road from the city will be guarded, and 
after the Spaniards find themselves 
hemmed in there will be no chance for 
them to escape from the city. 

Admiral Sampson is quoted through- 
out the army as saying that he will drop 
one shell into the city every five minutes.

Carlists Recommend Struggle 
to the Death. 


Spanish Sentimentalism Touched by Praise 
of Soldiers. 


London, July 11.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times, commenting on 
the growth of the peace sentiment, says: 
“Facts have begun to be recognized and 
calculations are published showing the 
losses of each of’ the warring parties. 
These statistics dispel all illusions and 
prove that the final results cannot be 
doubted. The only question remaining 
is as to the most opportune moment for 
opening peace negotiations. Silvela’s 
organ puts it very plainly in these 
words: ‘If there be anyone who still 
hopes that, after the destruction of our 
squadron, Cuba can be for Spain any- 
thing but an amphitheater where the 
martyrs of our army will astonish the 
world by their sufferings and heroism, 
Jet him say it aloud. For our part we 
know nobody who has any doubts on the 
subject. Some sanguine people still 
imagine that America may yet be sick- 
ened of war, but they have been re- 
minded that the Americans also have a 
national amour propre, and that if de- 
feated they will insist on taking their 
revenge before negotiating. In that 
case woe to the antagonist who should 
first be completely exhausted.’ ” 

The correspondent then refers to in- 
fluences counteracting the peace senti- 
ment, such as the feeling of the army on 
the subject, and says: “The Carlist 
organs recommend fighting to the death. 
All things considered, I should say peace 
is in sight, but it is still a long way off. 
As to its approaching or receding in the 
immediate future, much depends upon 
the attitude of the American govern- 
ment and press. Nothing has fostered 
peace tendencies here more than the re- 
cent generous recognition by the Ameri- 
cans in official dispatches and news- 
paper articles of the soldierly qualities 
of their antagonists. ‘After all,’ it is 
said by men who formerly used very 
different language, ‘these Americans are 
people with whom we can make war or 
even perhaps peace.’ ” 

Another dispatch says: ‘The fall of 
Santiago will convince the most san- 
guine of the hopelessness of the struggle 
‘and will give the government the de- 
sired opportunity at least to suggest an 
armistice for the discussion of terms. 
Circumstantial statements are already 
in circulation to the effect that the war 
is virtually en@ed, and that the govern- 
ment has actually opened peace nego- 
tiations, but they cannot be verified. 

“A detailed account has been pub- 
lished that Spain lost 21 warships and 21 
merchantmen as against practically no 
losses on the American side. The whole 
commercial and industrial interests of 
Spain are bringing strong influence to 
bear in favor of peace. Every day that 
passes without disturbances strengthens 
the peace party. 

“It is believed, however, that there Is 
a strong undercurrent in favor of con- 
tinuing the war and the attitude of the 
Carlists and republicans causes anxiety. 
A mysterious, black-edged, unsigned 
manifesto appeared in the leading 
squares of Madrid Sunday bearing the 
municipal stamp and headed: ‘Cleria 
victis,’ with an angel supporting a dead, 
naked soldier. The manifesto contains 
an eloquent appeal from Spanish moth- 
ers, calling for the reorganization of 
the country on the basis of the army 
and crying, ‘Down with bribed poli- 
ticlans and a bought press.’ Four 
million copies of the manifesto have been 
distributed throughout Spain, and it is 
attracting considerable attention.” 


Views of a Paris Paper. 

Paris, July 11.—A Madrid correspon- 
dent says: “The end is impatiently 
awaited; even the government no longer 
attempts to disguise Its conviction that 
after the fall of Santiago the time will 
have come for thinking about overtures 
of peace, especially as all the European 
thancellories advise this course. The 
meetings that are being held at Bay- 
onne in the province of Navarre and 
along the Pyrennean frontier are great- 
ly disturbing the ministry. The par- 
tisans of Carlos are making no secret of 
their intention to rise if the terms upon 
which peace is concluded should entail 
a loss of territory. 

“General Blanco cables that it will be 
impossible for re-inforcements to reach 
Santiago in time to aid in the defense, 
the duration of which will depend upon 
the supply of food and ammunition, 
unless the garrison attempts a des- 
perate sortie.” 

The Times, commenting upon the fore- 
xoing dispatch, says: “What should 
lecide neutral cabinets to give wise 
‘ounsels to Madrid is not only the fact 
that the latese developments of the war 
have entirely’ changed the complexion 
of the situation, which was already 
grave enough for Spain, but the further 
fact that there are trustworthy indica- 
tions of a beginning of a reaction in 
favor of peace in official circles.”

‘CHICKAMAUGA PARK. 


A Quincy Boy Writes of the 
Great Military Camy. 


Editors of the Ledger: 


Perhaps a few words from the great 
National Military Camp at Chicka- 
mauga Park in the northeast corner of 
Georgia would be of some interest. 

I have been here siace Friday, June 
24, and find the life quite easy after 
training in Co, K.

Acclimating is rather hard at first, «a 
number of the recruits in our company 
having dropped in the ranks, the air 
being some what rarafied, and the sun 
beating down almost directly overhead. 

The seasoned men, however, can do 
a skirmish drill across a half-mile 
open field in rushes of ten or fifteen 
yards, throwing themselves flat on the 
ground at the termination of each rush. 
It is no boys play, I assure you. The 
5th will not have the hardships and 
trials that the 8th has had. 

I will not attempt to enumerate them 
all; but take the matter of food at 
first. For ten days after leaving South 
Framingham the only food these men 
had was salt bacon or pork, dubbed 
‘*sour belly’? hard tack and green 
coffee, except for the time they were 
on the train when they had canned beef 
and roasted coffee. It made a pretty 
sick crowd of them for a while and 
no wonder, after such a sudden transi- 
tion from home fare, 

The food is very good now. Baked 
beans Sunday mornings, tomato soups, 
beef soups, liver, beef steak, boiled 
beef, potatoes and onions, bread, and 
coffee without milk being standard 
with each meal. Have had string beans 
twice since June 24, 

All drinking water in the Sth Regi- 
ment has to be boiled, and therein 
comes the worst feature of a soldier's 
life here. There is hardly an hour in 
the day during which the men do not 
suffer from thirst. The water after 
being boiled, is put into barrels, and 
naturally in this bot climate, seldom 
gets cool enough to drink. The water 
around here is not as good, anyway, as 
it is in the north. Last night I 
walked half a mile to the Ist New 
Hampshire camp to get a decent drink 
of water. 

The 8th Regiment, in common with 
most of the regiments on the field, has 
a canteen where is sold beer, tonic, 
rootbeer, cigars and cigarettes, with 
beer occupying the top position as to 
sales. As far as my observation has 
gone they are not responsible for any 
drunkenness or disorder, and I must 
say that for myself a cool drink of 
rootbeer in tbe evening brightens 
things wonderfully after a long thirsty 
day. 

Candles are used exclusively through- 
out the camp, even by the officers, the 
only exception being the Y. M.C. A. 
tent. The Y. M. ©. A. Army Christian 
Commission has put up the finest tent 
connected with the 8th Regiment, It 
is on aline with the regimental officers’ 
tents, and next to the canteen, which 
it will shortly put out of existence, the 
conditions imposed being that the 
Y. M.C. A. furnish distilled water 
free of charge. Money is needed to 
carry this out and the Secretary says 
it can be sent to Mr. F. O. Winslow, 
167 Tremont street, Boston. 

The place is well fitted out with 
long tables, and is well provided with 
reading matter, writing paper and 
envelopes free, in the evening there 
being a regular stream of them going 
over the counter, organ, singing books, 
games, checkers and carroms, and 
chairs, the last named being the only 
ones in the regiment. They also sell 
stamps and send money orders for 
the men. It is all heartily appreciated 
by the men, and no wonder, for they 
are doing all that practically could be 
asked by the most exacting soldier. 

It is an interesting sight to see, 
every night, twenty-five or thirty men, 
as many as the place will accommo- 
date, with the games, industriously 
writing to their friends at home. And 
last but not least we have the secretary 
in charge, Mr. William J. B, Oliver, 
a nephew of Miss Hubbard, the pro- 
prietor of one of Quincy’s best known 
stores. He has secured the respect of 
the men and I predict that he will 
prove himself the right man in the 
right place. The good that the Y. M. 
C. A. has done is noticable even in a 
week, but if time allows, it will be 
incalculable. 

One thing is especially noticeab le in 
this great camp of 60,000 men. It is 
the size of the men, The great 
majority are tall and well built and as 
for good nature it is absolute through- 
out. 

In the same brigade with us is the 
12th New York, a fine marching regi- 
ment and the 2ist Kansas, composed 
of tall angular fellows, but poorly 
fitted out at present. There are regi- 
ments from twenty-two states on the 
field, and as the men are true repre- 
sentatives from their section of the 
country, it is very interesting to 
wander round,

The 5th was probably 
the first regiment in the country to 
have them, having paid for them from 
the company’s treasury in 1896. They

| ana if that is not sufficient to do the 
work he will drop one into the city every 
two minutes. This fire, in addition to 
what the land forces will turn in, it is 
thought, will be sufficient to reduce the 
| Spaniards to a point where they will 
| surrender. 

| There is a possibility that the enemy, 
when too closely pressed, may seek to 
escape from the city and retreat to the 
mountains upon the north and west. 
| This could be accomplished without hin- 
Grance were it not for the difficulties 
involved in the carrying of supplies. 
The road by which the reinforcements 
marched in is the road by which the 
army could march out. General Shaf- 
ter’s army does not surround the city 
on the north or west. It is entrenched 
upon the south in the direction of Sib- 
cney and to the north and east as far 
as El Caney, but there is a distance of 
four miles between the latter place and 
Santiago which does not seem to be 
covered by our troops. Over a road in 
the direction of San Luis the Spanish 
army could move in the direction of 
Holguin. a town about five days’ march 
distant, but it Is mot easy to see how 1t 
would subsist in the meantime, as the 
country affords no opportunity for for- 
aging. If, however, it should manage 
to get away, leaving Shafter with noth- 
ing but the bag, so to speak, the situa- 
tion would be extremely embarrassing 
for our army. 

The attempt to follow the Spanish 
would present almost insurmountable 
obstacles. It has been hard enough to 
get supplies to the front of the line from 
headquarters a few miles in the rear. 
At times our soldiers have been com- 
pelled to go onhalfrations. It would be 
anything but a satisfactory experiment 
to try to move 25,000 men over @ 2ew 
country, with bad roads and with the 
enemy hidden in ambush all alon& the 
way, harrassing the flanks of our army, 
interfering with the supply trains and 
otherwise adding to the natural dangers 
and difficulties of the onward march. 

What became of Admiral Cervera’s 
treasure chest is a leading question 
among the officers of the American fleet. 
It is customary for the admiral of a fleet 
to carry enough cash to purchase sup- 
plies while away from home, and Ad- 
miral Cervera, when he left Cadiz, had 
$200,000 in silver and gold. Cervera paid 
a portion of this sum for coal delivered 
by British vessels near Curacao and for 
supplies bought at Martinique, but it is 
said that he still had $100,000 left when 
the fleet arrived at Santiago, and that 
the greater part of this sum remained 
untouched at the time the fleet dashed 
out of the harbor last Sunday. Cervera 
kept this chest on the flagship, and it 
was burned with the vessel. The hinges 
of the chest remain, thus showing that 
the fire was not hot enough to destroy 
the money. Nevertheless, the money is 
gone, and only $20,000 in silver can be 
traced. 

The Spaniards have already begun to 
loot the city. The officers permitted the 
soldiers to break into houses vacated 
by refugees, on the pretense of searching 
for food, but in reality to smash every- 
thing not of use to them, and to take 
whatever of value that wasfound. The 
refugees complain that they could take 
very little with them when they were 
forced to leave the city and seek refuge 
in the American lines. 

The road from Santiago to the coast 
is still lined with unfortunate women, 
carrying their children and big bundles 
of goods. Tugging at their dresses are 
hundreds of tots overloaded with little 
treasures and childish trinkets. I saw 
several youngsters carrying live pigs, 
and one boy was trying to make the 
best of the situation by holding ten- 
aciously to a bleating kid head in his 
arms. Many of the children among the 
refugees are sickly. It is a common 
sight to see refined women sitting by 
the roadside weeping and begging for 
food, wearing all of their finery, and 
making desperate attempts to maintain 
their dignity in distressing circum- 
stances. 


Hot Time at Manzanillo. 

Port Antonio, July 11. — Captain 
Adolph Marix of the converted yacht 
Scorpion and Captain Purcell of the 
Osceola had a hot time July 3 at Man- 
zanillo, where they had established a 
Blockade. Manzanillo had until lately 
been unguarded, and the Spanish have 
used it for a port of supplies. General 
Pando and his branch of the army being 
there, it was decided “‘to lock the stable 
door” last week, and July 3 the Scorpion 
and Osceola were before the place. Itis 
on a long, deep bay, and a close exam- 
ination by Captain Marix convinced him 
that its defense was one small fort and 
four gunbosgs. 


LIEUTENANT COMMANDER MARIX,

@ecided to goin after the gunboats, and 
so signalled to Captain Purcell.

We were hit frequently, and 
at last when a shot had cleaned gur gal- | 
ley and I saw that it was useless to risk | 
the men’s lives we moved out. | 

“The gunboats laid behind the hills in | 
& small cove, and we could not get them. | 
We moved out slowly, and the fire | 
ceased. The next morning we captured | 
a large lighter and a sloop filled with | 
provisions. No attempt was made by | 
Phe gunboats to come out to the defense | 
of these ships. The Spanish steamer} 
Purisima Concepcion, which had been} 
around the coast looking for a place to| 
Jand money and provisions, is in the} 
harbor and has discharged her cargo.” | 


Arrival of Prisoners. 
Portsmouth, July 11.—The St. Louis} 
and Harvard arrived Sunday with the; 
plod prisoners taken at the downfall of | 
Cervera. Ninety-one of the captives, | 
including several of the Spanish officers, 
are sick, some with pneumonia, but all} 
are expected to recover. The majority | 
of the cases of sickness was caused by 
exposure during the battle, when the} 
ren were obliged to jump into the sea} 
from the sinking vessels. 

All the officers of Cervera's fleet} 
signed paroles on board the St. Louis| 
and were given the freedom of the ves- | 
sel. The governor of Santiago, who was | 
among the prisoners taken, refused to 
sign, and is being held under a close 
‘guard. 

The prisoners were dressed in clothes! 
of every description, as most of them 
had very little clothing when taken, and 
what they are wearing was given them | 
by the officers and men from the Ameri- | 
can fleet. 

Admiral Cervera shook hands with the 
health officer and in good English said | 
he was situated very pleasantly on the 
boat, and had received nothing but the | 
kindest and most considerate treatment | 
from both officers and men ever since 
he had been taken prisoner. He had} 
not been feeling well for the past three | 
or four days, but expected to be all right | 
in a short time. He presents the ap- | 
pearance of a broken-hearted man, and 
keenly feels the loss of his fleet, con-| 
taining the pick of the Spanish navy. 

Admiral Cervera consented to talk 
with representatives of the press Sun-| 
day afternoon. ‘You ask me,” he said, 
“how I like America, and I answer you! 
that I have always liked and I may say 
loved your people, but this war has been 
aduty withme. I knew that the Amer- 
ican fleet clearly outclassed us, but it 
was a question of fighting either in the 
harbor or outside. I have many friends} 
in America and have only the kindliest 
feeling for them, but every man has| 
a duty to perform to his country, and 
all Spaniards tried to perform that duty. | 
There has been much feeling in Spain, | 
and I want all Spain to know the truth 
that every ship of my squadron fought) 
until the last, and when we could do 
no more we surrendered.” 


Portsmouth, July 11.—The cruiser 
Harvard arrived off Fort Constitution 
with 400 Spanish prisoners from Santi- 
ago last night. The prisoners were 
brought to the city this morning.

A Flag of Truce. 

Playa Del Este, July 12.—At 9:30 
o'clock Monday morning, after several 
range finding shots over the ridge pro- 
tecting Santiago from the sea, the New- 
ark opened fire into the city with her 
8-inch guns. The signal corps officers 
at the top of the ridge reported the 
effect of the shots. The New York, 
Brooklyn and Indiana participated in 
the firing at intervals of five minutes. 

The bombardment lasted for two 
hours, when General Shafter reported 
that the shells were mostly falling in the 
bay and doing put littledamage. The 
last shot, however, struck a prominent 
church in the heart of the city, which 
was heavily stored with powder and 
ammunition, causing a tremendous ex- 
plosion. The extent of the damage is 
not known. . 

When the warships ceased fire and be- 
fore General Shafter had begun a land 
attack, a flag of truce was seen coming 
from the city. The object of this was 
not known when the correspondent of 
the Associated Press left the front. In 
the afternoon General Miles and the 
Calumbia arrived. Rear Admiral

AT PATRIOT OFFICE. 
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Shipments of Wheat Equalled Only by a Single 
Showing. 


Washington, July 12.—The record of 
the most remarkable year in our export 
trade was completed Monday by the 
bureau of statistics so far as relates 
to the exportation of wheat, corn and 
other breadstuffs, pork, beef and other 
provisions, cotton and mineral oils. 
These articles form a large percentage 
of the total exports aside from manu- 
factures, The figures show in most 
cases a large increase in quality and 
value of the articles exported, though 
in some cases, notably mineral oils and 
cotton, the export price per unit has 
averaged less during the year than in 
the preceding year. 

The cotton exported during the year 
increased from 3,103,754,949 pounds to 
8,341,332,800 pounds, while the total value 
last year was $230,890;971, and that for 
the year just ended $229,907,477. The 
exportation of mineral oil increased 
from 973,514,946 gallons to 1,022,210,379 
gallons, yet the total value in the year 
just ended was only $55,171,001, against 
$62,635,037 in the preceding year. 

In provisions, including beef, pork and 
dairy products, the value of the ex- 
portations was greater than last year, 
being $154,454,074, against $137,138,084 last 
year. In wheat, corn, oats and rye the 
increase in both quantities and value 
was strongly marked. The exportation 
of wheat for the year (including flowr as 
wheat) amounted to 215,17,961 bushels, 
which exceeded the exportation of a 
preceding year, except that of 1892, 
which amounted (flour included) to 225,- 
665,812 bushels. The value of the wheat 
and flour exported during the year just 
ended amounted to $212,891,639, a sum 
only surpassed in 1890 and 1892, the total 
in 1890 being $225,879,502, and that of 1892 
being $236,761,416. 

In corn the exports for the year ex- 
ceed both in quantity and value those 
of any preceding year, the number of 
bushels (including cornmeal) being 209,- 
859,102 bushels, valued at $75,260,067. The 
largest exportation of corn in any year 
was 178,817,417 bushels in 1897, valued at 
$54,989,213, while in no year prior to 1897 
did the quantity of corn exported ever 
reach half of the year just ended. In 
cats, oatmeal and rye the exportation 
also greatly increased, the total in each 
case for the year just ended being about 
double that of the preceding year. The 
value of the exports of oats and oatmeal 
in the fiscal year 1898 was $22,339,752, 
against $9,827,547 in the previous year. 

The value of rye exported was $8,- 
795,820, against $3,667,505 in the previous 
year. The total value of breadstuffs 
exported was $324,706,060, against $197,- 
£57,219 in the previous fiscal year. 


Senator Cullom Chairman, 

Washington, July 12.—The American 
members of the commission appointed 
by the president under the act an- 
nexing Hawaii to the United States were 
in conference Monday. Senator Cullom 
Was chosen chairman. 

M. W. Blumenberg, one of the official 
reporters of the senate, was appointed 
reporter of the commission. It was de- 
cided that the entire clerica! force should 
be composed of employes of the senate 
in order not to add unnecessarily to the 
salary roll of the commission. It is 
impossible to fix a definite time of de- 
parture, but August was agreed upon as 
the approximate date for sailing from 
San Francisco. 


SENATOR CULLOM. 
Among the questions with which the 


commission will have to deal are the 
public lands, the elective franchise and 
fortifications. The members of the 
commission generally express the opin- 
fon that steps will be taken to protect 
the islands against all possible foes 
both by erecting fortifications and by 
maintaining a force of men sufficient 
for a probable emergency. The present 
land laws of the islands are quite com- 
plicated, and the chief end in view when 
they were formulated was that of in- 
ducing white immigration. The prob- 
abilities are that they-will be retained 
under the new system, in the main. 

The president's intention of continu- 
{ng President Dole as the governor of 
the new territory was discussed at the 
meeting as a matter decided upon, and 
was spoken of most approvingly. The 
commissioners favor a full territorial 
torm of government, with a delegate in 
congress and a local legislature.

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AN AWFUL FALL. 


A Wollaston Park Boy Fatally 


Injured. 


A sad accident happened at Wollas- 
ton Park Monday night which threw 
that usually quiet neighborhood into a 
fever of excitement such as it has not 
experienced since “the tragic death of 
the little MaDonald child early in the 
spring, who lost his life by being 
burned while playing about a grass 
fire. This time the victim was Worth, 
the nine year old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. L. MacIntyre who live "on Hamden 
circle, Wollaston Park. 

It appears that the little fellow in 
company with Ethel Marr the seven 
years old daughter of George Marr, 
entered a partly finished building on 
Hamden circle about 5.15 o’clock after 
the workmen had gone home. They 
ascended to the attic when the boy 
was attracted by the chimney hole in 
the roof and climbed up to get a view 
of the surroundings. The Mar girl 
told bim he had better come down, 
wherenpon she descended to the floor 
below. Just as she reached the second 
story she heard asbriek anda dull 
thumping noise. She barely caught 
sight of his falling body but realized 
what had happened. She quickly 
descended to the cellar where she 
found the limp and unconscious form 
of her little playmate lying on his left 
side. Unlike many little girls placed 
in a like situation, instead of running 
away frightened she hastened to his 
side and with heroic strength she 
raised his body and attempted to carry 
him from the celalr crying loudly for 
help. Immediately Mr. Fred Pearson 
who lives next door to where the acci- 
dent took place came to her assistance. 
Mr. Pearson conveyed the unfortunate 
child to his own residence while little 
Ethel awake to her duty summoned 
her mother and then hurriedly notified 
Mrs. MacIntyre who lives about two 
hundred yards away. The mother of 
the boy quickly appeared upon the 
scene and when realizing the full ex- 
tent of the injury to her only child 
her feelings can better be imagined 
than described. 

Dr. Record was summoned and in 
company with Dr. Bruce of Atlantic 
who happened along at the time they 
made a brief examination of the boy's 
injuries and ordered him to the Quincy 
City Hospital’where he was conveyed 
as tenderly as possible by Mr. Fay. 

Mr. MacIntyre arrived from the city 
on the 6.50 train and was met between 
the station and his home by a kind 
neighbor who broke the news to him 
as gently as possible. The heartbroken 
faher turned toward Quincy with tears 
in his eyes and was soon by the side 
of_his unconscious child. 

At eight o’clock the little fellow had 
not regained consciousness and the 
doctors Fin attendance gave no hope 

of his recovery, as is injuries were of 
a very severe nature. 

Beside a badly broken leg and 
ternal injuries, concussion of the brain 
was manifest. 

It is not known whether he slipped 
from when he was standing or lost his 

hold in coming down. Hs fall must 
have beer about thirty-seven feet down 
the chimney-way. 

The little sufferer died just before 2 
o’clock this afternoon.

ON SEAVEY’S ISLAND. 


Spanish Prisoners to Be Held There 
Until Given Their Liberty. 


Portsmouth, July 12.—One of the most 


| touching incidents of the day in con- 


nection with the debarkation of the 
Spanish prisoners at Seavey’s island, 
where they are to be detained, was the 
farewell of Captain Moreu of the Chris- 
tobal Colon. Few who saw the tender- 
ness with which the big hearted and 
jovial commander walked down the line 
and affectionately embrace each sea- 
man as if he was his only son could re- 
frain from tears, while the whole scene 
will be remembered by those who wit- 
nessed it as one of the touching examples 
of devotion and reverence in which the 
geaman of every ship holds his com- 
mander. 

The crew of the Colon had landed 
with the rest of the prisoners, and with 
them came Captain Moreu, who as- 
sisted Colone! Forney of the marine 
corps in his labors as mustering officer. 
This work took time, as each man’s 
name and description had to be re- 
corded, but at last it was over, and then 
Captain Moreu turned to the American 
officer and asked permission to say a 
few parting words to the men who had 
stood by him so nobly. Therequest was 
readily granted, but Captain Moreu, in- 
stead of making a formal and eloquent 
address to the long line, walked up to 
the man at the head of it, and taking him 
warmly by the hand, tenderly kissed 
the grim sailor on the cheek. When the 
men saw the action of the commander 
they wept as if their hearts would break, 
and as the captain walked down the 
line shaking each by the hand and kiss- 
ing each sun-burned cheek as if it had 
been that of the most beautiful senorita 
in Spain, each man threw his arms 
around his commander's neck and gave 
him a most hearty embrace. 

The first meal served to the prisoners 
showed the measure of hospitality of 
Uncle Sam towards his unfortunate 
enemies. It was far more generous in 
quantity and mere substantial in quality 
than many a hard-working man in our 
cities secures for his principal meal. 
The prisoners were drawn up in line by 
detachments, and eight cooks went past 
and served them roast beef, potatoes, 
onions, bread and coffee in utensils pro- 
vided for them. As a supply for this 
first supper of the men on American soil, 
there were 1000 loaves of bread, 600 
pounds of beef and 50 gallons of coffee, 
besides sufficient quantities of onions 
and potatoes. 

About five acres of the island wil 
comprise the prison yard of the cap- 
tives. The space will be enclosed with 
a fence eight feet in height. Outside 
this fence at a space seven feet from it 
a barbed wire boundary, eight feet high, 
is also to be constructed, beside which 
the sentries will be placed. At com- 
manding points also gatling guns will 
be placed, thus making escape practi- 
cally hopeless to the prisoners. In the 
southeast corner of the enclosure, and 
close to the water, are the newly 
erected buildings that are to be both 
living and sleeping quarters for the men. 
There are 10 of them in all, long, low and 
flat-roofed, and if need be each can 
shelter 200 men. The buildings are 18 
feet wide, 100 feet long, and are raised 
from the ground and thoroughly ven- 
tilated. Besides the prisoners’ quar- 
ters there are a hospital building, a 
cook house equipped with 21 ranges, and 
all necessary utensils 


Blanco’s Colored Report. 

Madrid, July 12.—General Blanco has 
cabled the governmentasfollows: “The 
proposal for an unconditional surrender 
of Santiago being rejected, hostilities 
were resumed at 4 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon. I ordered Santiago to defend 
itself vigorously. The enemy com- 
menced by a cannonade, setting fire to 
the wreck of the Alfonzo XII, which 
henceforth it will be impossible to save. 
The Americans also appear to threaten 
Jaturanao bay. 

“The cruiser which I sent with 30,- 
000 rations to force the blockade at 
Santiago was pursued by the enemy 
and abandoned its cargo. This attempt 


to revictual the town therefore has 
failed. 
“The enemy opened the attack on 


San Juan and Morro eastle at 4:15 by 
a brisk fusillade and by guns. Our 
troops maintained their positions, and 
the enemy abandoned their advanced 
trenches and those on the hill of San 
Juan, The firing ceased at 7 o'clock 
Our troops behaved admirably and our 
losses were slight.” 

Another Havana dispatchsays: “The 
Americans abandoned their positions 
at Santiago. The Spaniards had one 
cavalry officer wounded.” 

Captain Aunon, minister of marine, 
denies that Admiral Cervera had in- 
structions to leave Santiago bay. The 
government left it to his discretion to 
make an exit if he were unable to re- 
sist in the bay. 

An official dispatch from Iloilo, Phil- 
ippine islands, says: “Seven chiefs 
and 2000 rebels have made submission to 
the military commander.”

Shafter’s Revised Report. 

Washington, July 12.—Adjutant Gen 
eral Corbin has received from Generai 
Shafter a revised and corrected report 
of the casualties before Santiago on 
July 1, 2 and 3. It slightly increases 
the number of killed and wounded as 
given in his first report, and is as fol- 
lows: Killed—23 officers, 208 men; 
wounded—80 officers, 1203 men; missing, 
81; total, 1,595. General Shafter is or 
the opinion that the nurffber of missing 
will be reduced somewhat. 


Cabinet Goes Out. 

London, July 12.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times €ays: “Sagasta 
went to the palace Monday and tendered 
his resignation and that of the cabinet. 
It is said that he advised the queen 
regent to appoint a new cabinet, largely 
consisting of the military element, 
which would not necessarily mean the 
adoption of a warlike policy, but prob- 
ably the reverse.” 

It is generally expected that the res- 
ignation will be accepted; but the re- 
sult may possibly be merely a partial 
reconstruction of the cabinet. 

On leaving the cabinet council, the 
ministers declared that they had mu- 
tually engaged to maintain the strict- 
est reserve on the subject of their delib- 
erations. Duke Alemodvar, minister of 
foreign affairs, had an audience with the 
queen regefft, and subsequently an im- 
portant conference with the French 
ambassador. 

It is alleged that the cabinet resigned 
in consequence of irreconcilable differ- 
ences of opinion on the question of in- 
itiating peace negotiations. 


Matters Bostonian. 

Boston, July 12.—George Smith, allas 
Herbert Billings, pleaded guilty yester- 
day to an indictment charging him in 
two counts with breaking and entering, 
and was sentenced to state prison for 
a term of not more than 10 nor less than 
eight years. Smith has a bad record. 

Freeman Emmons, notary public and 
pension agent, and John P. Callahan, 
notary public and real estate agent, 
were arrested yesterday. There are six 
eases against Callahan, one of which 
relates to the fraudulent execution of a 
pension voucher and the other five re- 
late to the receiving of pension certifi- 
cates as pledges. Emmons Its charged 
with receiving certificates as pledges. 

Governor Wolcott considers that the 
exigency which required the presence at 
different points along the coast of the 
commonwealth of the First regiment of 
heavy artillery is now past. He has 
addressed a letter to the secretary of 
war, informing him of this fact, and 
thus placing the regiment absolutely at 
the disposal of the national government 
for any service that may be required 
of it. 


Senator Seriously Accused, 

Wilmington, July 12.—Senator Richard 
Kenney was put on trial Monday upona 
charge of aiding and abetting W. N. 
Boggs, who has confessed to robbing the 
First National bank of Dover, of which 
institution he was paying teller, of the 
sum of $107,000. The counts in the in- 
dictment, to which Semator Kenney has 
pleaded not guilty, involve about $3500. 

Ezekiel T. Cooper of Milford and 
Thomas S. Clark of Dover have been 
convicted of similar charges and are 
now serving terms of 18 months and five 
years respectively in the New Jersey 
penitentiary at Trenton. Boggs was 
the principal witness for the prosecu- 
tion in each case. His story was to the 
effect that the greater part of his steal- 
ings was expended in stock speculations 
and gambling, and that in the specula- 
tions the defendants were associated 
with him by participating in his deals, 
and that they gave him their checks 
when they had no funds in the bank, 
Boggs taking care of them from the 
bank's funds. 


Had Played With Matches. 

New York, July 12.—Philomena Caferia 
and Julia Partato, a child 5 years old, 
living in an Italian apartment house, 
were burned to death yesterday. Joseph 
Partato, the father of the child, and his 
wife went out, leaving their four chil- 
dren in the charge of Mrs. Caferia. The 
children were playing with matches 
and Julla'’s clothing took fire. In her 
efforts to extinguish the flames on the 
child, Mrs. Caferia’s clothing took fire.

Washington, July 12,—Admiral Am- 
men, whose death was reported Mon- 
day, was executive officer of the North 
Atlantic blockading squadron at the 
outbreak of the rebellion.

He com- 
manded the forces entering via Whale 
branch in the attack on Port Royal 
ferry, and was also engaged in the opera- 
tions against Fernandina. 


In 
May, 1864, he was ordered to Aspinwall 
in command of 220 seamen as passengers 
on board the California passenger 
steamer, Ocean Queen. Two days out 
from New York a well organized mutiny 
Was suppressed by him, aided by several 
officers and a few volunteers among the 
passengers.

WHAT SHAFTER WANTS 


Would Have the Warships Enter 
Santiago Harbor, 


Toral Sends Word That He 
Wial Not Surrender. 


Plans About Completed For Reducing the City 
When Firing is Resumed. 


Port Antonio, July 13.—Santiago has 
not surrendered, under the intermittent 
and ineffectual bombardmert of our 
army and navy guns since Sunday 
afternoon, and General Shaftew with all 
his reinforcements of guns and men 
sticks to the belief that Admiral Samp- 
son must force the harbor and attack 
at short range to make the Spanish 
commander yield soon, The president, 
on the advice of Secretary Long, has 
been unwilling to risk our ships by or- 
dering Sampson into the harbor, as 
General Shafter has before suggested, 
and Admiral Sampson, having been 
notified by the navy department that he 
Was not expected to take such a risk, 
has refrained from doing so, regardless 
of his own desire, and will await fur- 
ther orders. 

Tuesday General Toral sent out a 
reply to General Shafter’s second de- 
mand for the unconditional surrender 
of Santiago, made by the latter Sun- 
day afternoon. In his reply General 
Tora! referred to his refusal to accede to 
the American demand made on Sunday, 
and again reiterated his determination 
to resist. Notwithstanding this the 
American batteries did not open fire. 
It is hoped that all of General Ran- 
dolph’s batteries will be in position by 
today. The siege guns landed Monday 
will also be brought up as soon as pos- 
sible, 

The Cubans under General Garcia took 
Caimenes without opposition Monday 
night, and have entrenchments on either 
side of the road. The' Americans are 
now-in position to striye the enemy on 
the left flank and roll it up, making the 
Spanish entrenchments north of the city 
untenable. 

During the bombardment from the 
sea Sunday the army extended its lines 
and drew closer to the city, so that at 
noon Monday every trail leading out of 
the city was guarded and the escape of 
the Spanish soldiers seemed impossible. 
The only way they could get out of the 
city was to ferry across the bay to the 
western side of the harbor, and even 
then they could not get away without 
encountering American troops. During 
the time the warships were bombard- 
ing the batteries of artillery on the hills 
facing the city shelled the entrench- 
ments and received but a light response. 
The American sharpshooters also sent 
in a deadly fire, and the Spaniards fell 
back to their last entrenchments, of- 
fering but little resistance. A Spanish 
battery on the left of the town, engaged 
by Capron’s battery, fired only a few 
shots, but a battery on the right fired 
spiritedly until a guncotton shell from 
Wood's dynamite gun exploded directly 
in front of it, tearing up two trees and 
dismounting a gun. It was the last 
shot of the afternoon and was greeted 
with cheers. Two men in General 
Kent's division were killed by a shell 
and several were wounded. Sergeant 
Jefferson and Private St. Clair of troop 
B, Ninth cavalry, are among the wound- 
ed, 

Two ridiculous gallery plays were 
made by Spanish officers which excited 
amusement in the American line. Loud 
talking was heard from the first line of 
the Spanish entrenchments. An in- 
terpreter was called, and soon came in 
on a run to report that a Spanish of- 
ficer was addressing his men, urging 
them to stand fast for the honor of 
Spain, as the morrow would be the last 
day of fighting, for the American army 
would be wiped out the first thing in the 
morning. Faint cheering followed, 
much less distinct than the officer’s 
voice. The American sharpshooters 
ruthlessly fited in the direction of the 
Spanish line, and the hero who was 
going to wipe out the American army 
made a quick dive for the trenches, from 
which no Spanish heroes have yet 
emerged. 

A Spanish deserter who came to our 
lines for food said: “The Spaniards are 
as good fighters as the Americans, and 
if we had food and cigarets in abun- 
dance we would fight forever.” 


Many shells from the ships burst in 
the northeast part of the city, which it 
is difficult to see from the American 
lines. It is impossible to say what ef- 
fect they had. Several burst in the cen- 
ter of the town, with very great effect. 
One shell, of whose action a good view 
was had from San Juan hill, burst ina 
small street. When the atmosphere 
cleared it seemed as if the entire street 
had been blown out of existence. A 
large hole was torn in the ground and 
many buildings were demolished. If 100 
other shells could be landed with simi- 
lar effect they would destroy Santiago. 

General Shafter signalled Admiral 
Sampson to cease firing. Then the gen- 
eral sent General Wheeler into the Span- 
ish lines under a flag of truce with a 
message to General Toral, the Spanish 
eommander, reciting the fact that the 
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American ships had given complete 
demonstration that they could throw 
shells into the city and destroy it at will; 
that the American troops had the city 
practically surrounded, and that there 
were 18,000 Spanish and Cuban refugees 
starving to death at El Caney, and that 
our army had no means of feeding them. 
He demanded the unconditional sur- 
render of the city, and coupled this de- 
mand with the statement that unless 
General Toral acceded the assault upon 
the city both by the land and sea forces 
would be renewed at once. Several 
huors elapsed before any reply was re- 
ceived from Toral, and then he sent a 
message to the effect that the matter 
was of such importance that he had been 
obliged to refer it to the Madrid govern- 
ment. It was then late in the afternoon, 
and General Shafter gave orders to all 


the troops ‘to get as much rest as pos- 
sible and be prepared to resume the at- 
tack at any moment. 


Destruction of All, 

Santiago, July 13.—The four ships and 
two torpedo boat destroyers of Spain 
are totally destroyed. The only ship 
not burned or blown up is the Colon, 
but she has rolled over and the heavy 
surf is beafing her to pieces. One of 
the destroyers was blown up and shot 
fo pieces and went down in deep water 
within a mile of Morro. Several of her 
crew escaped. The other destroyer was 
riddled with shot from the Gloucester, 
and ran ashore at Cabanas, two miles 
from Santiago harbor. She was cut in 
two by the rain of steel, her stern wash- 
ing upon the reef and her bow piled 
up on the sandy shore. 


The Santiago Cable. 

Playa Del Este, July 13.—Captain 
Young of the Hist, commanding an ex- 
pedition composed of the Hist, Hornet 
and Wampatuck Monday, while off 
Santa Cruz, succeeded in cutting the 
cable connecting Havana with Santiago, 
via Cienfuegos, Trindad, Tunes and 
Manzanillo. Under cover of the night 
Captain Young went in, facing superior 
forces, and located the landing place 
ef the cable. He remained in hiding 
until daybreak and then cut the cable 
15 miles southeast of Santa Cruz in 10 
fathoms of water. Then he cut off 160 
feet of the strand and towed the ends 
in opposite directions, each for a couple 
of miles, 


Merriam In Control. 

San Francisco, July 13.—General Otis 
issued an order yesterday placing Briga- 
dier General Miller in command of all 
troops left at Camp Merritt and the

In Honer of Schley. 

Frederick, Md., July 13.—An enthus- 
fastic demonstration in honor of Com- 
modore Schley and his victory at San- 
tiago was held here last night. The 
commodore was born here in 1840, and 
many of those who participated in the 
celebration were his lif@long friends. 
After a procession in which several 
thousand people took part, a mass meet- 
ing was held in the city square. Res- 
olutions were adopted amid great en- 
thusiasm, congratulating Commodore 
Schley upon his splendid success. These 
were signed by the city officials, en- 
grossed and forwarded to the vice ad- 
miral of the United States navy. 


Canteens a Part of the Army. 

Chickamauga National Park, July 13.— 
General Brooke has received countless 
letters from ladies of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union in all parts 
of the country, urging the closing of 
canteens, the letters showing that most 
exaggerated statements are afloat in 
regard to the condition of regimental 
stores. The general, finding it impos- 
sible to reply to these letters and deem- 
ing it of general importance and due 
to the friends of the soldiers here, has 
made the following statement: “‘Noin- 
toxicants are sold in the canteens. Beer

RISK OF REVOLUTION, 


None Incurred by Spain In Abandon- 
ing the War. 


Sagasta Seeks to Avoid Hard 
Conditions. 


British Greatly interested In the” Probable 
Terms of Peace. 


London, July 13.—Madrid has taken 
the defeat of Cervera so quietly that 
peace is possible without risks of reyo- 
lution. Sagasta Is not willing to sac- 
rifice his political reputation by propos- 
ing peace under hard conditions. He is 
bent on having a convenient substitute 
incur the unpopularity. When peace 
has been made he will return to office 
and die in the harness, 

There is great interest here jn the con- 
ditions of peace which the United States 
may propose; and there will be gen- 
eral disappointment if a war indemnity 
based upon the Philippines be so meagre 
that either France or Germany can raise 
the money and obtain possession of the 
islands, 

It is believed here that the European 
powers will not intervene in any way 
unless a high indemnity is proposed. 
In that event the powers may use their 
diplomatic offices for obtaining a re- 
duction of the indemnity. Whether the 
indemnity be high or low, Spain un- 
aided will never pay it; but unless it be 
a substantial one, some European power 
will pay it and the United States will 
be empowered to withdraw from the 
Philippines, precisely as Japan has re- 
tired from the mainland of China, Eng- 
land eagerly desires America to remain 
permanently in the Philly es. 


All Have Resigned. 

Madrid, July 13.—All the Spanish min- 
isters have handed their resignations to 
the premier, who has explained the 
situation to the queen regent; but the 
difficulty is that nobody is willing to 
accept the premiership. Marshal 
Campos would accept it, but he does not 
command a majority in the chamber of 
deputies. 

While the military party urges war, 
a large proportion of the civil population 
{s desirous of peace. It is pointed out, 
however, that if the United States in- 
sists upon the cession of Porto Rico and 
the Philippine islands the general feel- 
ing will be in favor of a continuation of 
hostilities, many Spaniards believing 
that the situation in Cuba will enable 
Spain to prolong the struggle for a long 
time. 


Sagasta’s Laconic Answer. 

London, July 13.—The Madrid corre: 
spondent of The Mail says: “Mr. Sa- 
gasta, on being asked whether a decis- 
ion had been taken regarding peace, re- 
plied: ‘No, but what remedy can there 
be but to make peace?’ " 

The ministerialists assert that the 
regular army in Cuba does not object to 
a conclusion of peace, but that the 
20,000 volunteers are determined to con- 
tinue the war. 


Sent Out From Boston. 

Boston, July 13.—The state board of 
registration in medicine began its ex- 
amination of 205 applicants for regis- 
tration yesterday. The subjects were 
surgery, pathology and obstetrics, Of 
the 205 applicants 16 are women, and 35 
of the number have already failed once, 
or more than once, to get the average 
of 70 percent in all five branches which 
alone entitles one to registration, 

The subscription for 3 percent gov- 
ernment bonds in the district covered 
by the sub-treasury in this city closed 
yesterday afternoon, and Sub-Treasurer 
O'Neil reports the last day’s applications 
footed up to $202,850, and the total sub- 
scribed for in Boston as $2,527,326, 

The first session of the eighth Amert- 
can whist congress was held yesterday. 
The principal business was the adop- 
tion of the report of the committee on 
system of play, which recommended the 
long suit system as the most scientific, 
as it is productive of the highest in- 
tellectual pleasure and is the most suc- 
cessful in respect to trickmaking. 


Law’s Purpose Clear, 

Washington, July 13.—An assistant 
attorney general, in a ruling on the much 
discussed liability of common carriers 
under the war revenue act, says: “The 
purpose of the law is very clear. It 
was to tax the carrier and not the ship- 
per; and these provisions undoubtedly 
fix upon the express companies . and 
other carriers the duty of providing, 
affixing, and cancelling the stamp, and 
their failure to so provide, affix and can- 
cel such stamp subjects them to the 
penalties provided by the law. 

“It is suggested that some of these 
earriers are refusing to receive goods 
for shipment until the shipper pays the 
tax. While it is not in my province 
to advise as to the recourse which the 
shipper may have in instances of this 
kind, yet I am sure that the laws are 
ample to require public carriers and 
express companies to receive goods ten- 
dered for shipment, or suffer damages 
for such refusal.” 


Cleveland’s Disaster. 

Cleveland, July 13.—Repeated at- 
tempts were made Tuesday by rescuing 
parties to reach the scene of the explo- 
sion in the tunnel, but in every case they 
were driven back, almost overcome by 
suffocating smoke and gas. Fully 5000 
people surrounded the mouth of the 
tunnel all day, many of them relatives 
of the victims of the disaster.

GERMAN. WARSHIP

GRANDE ISLAND 


Admiral Dewey then Bombards 
and Captures the Island. 


‘Manila, July 13. — The insurgents 
reported to Admiral Dewey that the 
German War vessel Irene had prevented 
them from attacking Grande Island in 
Sebic bay.

Upon the appearance of the 
American vessels the Irene pulled up 
her anchor and left. The island was 
captured and 500 prisoners taken. 
Upon the return to Manila the Irene 
said that she intefered in the interest 
of humanity and offered to give up 
the refuges she had on board which 
Admiral Dewey refused. 


War Board in Session. 
Washington, July 13.—The war board 
is in session and it is understood is 
considering the question of the health 
of the army. The statement is made 
that no dispatches have been received 
today from either the army or navy.

Realizing that with 
the yearly increase of bathers and boat- 
ing at Quincy the danger of accident is 
always great it has purchased from the 
Humane Sociey of Massachusetts the 
lifeboat John Adams, together with 
all the life saving apparatus that goes 
with her. The boat was recently put 
into commission and is kept moored 
off the club floats ready for instant use. 
This is just the‘kind of thing that 
yachtsmen have learned to expect of 
the Quincy club, for it has a record 
that any club might well be proud 
of.

LATEST ! SUPcRLATIVE PRAISE 


French Major’s Deep Admiration For 
Our Soldiers, 


Buperb Body Individually and 
as an Army. 


World Has Not a Better Lot of Fighting Men 
Than Wears the Blue. 


Washington, July 13. — Major De 
Grandprey, military attache of the 
French embassy, has just returned from 
the American headquarters near San- 
tiago, where he was observing for his 
government the progress of military 
operations. “I have the most complete 
admiration for your men,” he said*to a 
reporter. “They are a superb body in- 
dividually and as an army, and I sup- 
pose not throughout the world is there 
such a splendid lot of fighting men. It 
is the fighting characteristic of the men 
which is most apparent. They are ag- 
gressiv, «ager for action, never need- 
ing the voice of an officer to push them 
forward. Another marked character- 
istic is the self-reliance of each man— 
what we call the character of ‘initia- 
tive.’ It is almost unknown in Euro- 
pean armies, where every movement 
and the move to meet each action of the 
enemy await the initiative of an officer; 
but with your men they fight to the 
front, meeting each emergency as it 
arises, overcoming obstacles by their 
own initiative. Such self-reliant fight- 
ing men make an exceptionally im- 
petuous army, for every unit contributes 
to the irresistible onward movement. 
The Spanish troops do not have this 
characteristic. They are more passive, 
more cautious. The impetuosity of 
such fighting material has the effect 
of inspiring a morale among the troops, 
making them feel that success is as- 
sured and at the same time carrying 
disorder and depression into the rank of 
the enemy.” 


Major De Grandprey said that the 
fighting about Santiago was something 
entirely different from the warfare of 
European and other armies of modern 
times. The dense vegetation and tangle 
of tropical vines made it impossible to 
observe the usual military formations. 
As a result there was little or no effort 
to fight in solid formation. Every man 
was fighting for himself, pushing for- 
ward through the shrubbery, vines and 
tall grass. It was impossible to see the 
enemy. There was no line of battle 
ahead against which the assault was 
directed. Only through the reports of 
the pickets and from the crack of rifles 
here and there ahead was it known that 
a fightin: force was there. This made 
the shooting irregular, as it was seldom 
possible to see one of the opposing sol- 
diers to get a distinct alimat him. The 
main result of this was to bring the two 
fighting forces close together gradual- 
ly, until they were fighting at short 
range. In this respect, Major De Grand- 
prey pointed out, it was a return to the 
fighting of 200 years ago, when the short 
range arms then in use compelled fight- 
ing at close quarters. 


As was always the case at close range 
fighting, the casualties were far greater. 
With the usual open field fighting of 
European armies, the range was long, 
and as a result the casualties were not 
so great in a given period. It had the 
effect also of allowing time for each 
side to gauge the strength of its adver- 
sary, and in this way decisive results 
were often achieved in long range fight- 
ing before a general assault had oc- 
curred. . 

The major spoke highly of the ef- 
ficiency with which the American troops 
and supplies were started on the ex- 
pedition and debarked in Cuba, This 
has come in for considerable criticism 
in this country, but De Grandprey said 
that, considering the brief time allowed 
for equipping the expedition, remark- 
able results were secured. European 
military expeditions, such as those of 
England or France to Africa or other 
points, he said, were planned six months 
ahead, which allowed ample time for 
working out the most minute details 
The first word of Cervera’s entering 
Santiago harbor was on May 16, and the 
vast military preparation was well un- 
der way and the expedition started early 
in the following month. This and the 
insignificant loss of men and animals 
landing, Major De Grandprey said, were 
an exceptionally good showing, judged 
by the best military standards. He 
stated that the foreign military observ- 
ers were more concerned with this mat- 
ter of embarking and disembarking 
troops, supplies and animals than with 
the actual maneuvers, as the moving of 
large forces constituted one of the most 
important problems of military science. 


Alleged Murderer Caught, 

New York, July 13.—Captain Mc- 
Clusky of the detective bureau has un- 
der arrest WilliamfMason, alias “big 
Bill,"" whom he describes as one of the 
most desperate criminals in the country, 
and who is wanted by the Philadelphia 
police for the murder of Major William 
C. Wilson, an aged librarian, who was 
found murdered in his book store in 
August of last year. According to Mc- 
Clusky, the police all over the country 
have been trying to arrest Mason, and 
a number of other crimes are sald to 
have been commitéed by him. With 
Mason three other eriminals were cap- 

tured—George, alias “red,” Spencer; 
Thomas Reilly and Jim Coffey. 


Lynching of a Villain. 

Charlottsville, Va., July 13.—John H. 
James, a negro, who criminally assault- 
ed Julia Hetopp on the public road near 
her home Monday, was lynched two 
miles west of the city by 200 armed men. 
The authorities started the prisoner to 
Staunton on a special train for safe- 
keeping. The train was stopped and 
the prisoner was taken off. Then he 
was hanged to a tree and his body rid- 
died with bullets,

No 
soldier is required to serve as salesman 
or in any other capacity in these stores. 
The articles sold mainly are cigars, to- 
bacco and light forms of food. The 
store is a regimental affair, managed by 
the regiment, and all profits go to the 
use of the company. These canteens 
are, by army regulations, a part of the 
army, and General Brooke has no au- 
thority to close them. He, however, 
ordered close supervision of all of them. 
Careful observation of the camp since its 
establishment has shown that there has 
been no drunkenness originating with 
the canteens, and very little from any 
quarter except as the moonshiners have 
made secret sales of whisky.” 


Most Satisfactory Showing. 

Washington, July 13.—Surgeon Van 
Reypen of the navy has received a re- 
port from the surgeons with the fleet, 
showing that in the many cases of 
wounded, some of them serious, not a 
rise of temperature or an accumula- 
tion of pus has appeared in any case. 
From a medical standpoint, this is said 
to be a marked advance from the con- 
ditions during the civil war, and it is 
attributed to the introduction of anti- 
septic treatment of wounds. It shows 
that no fever follows the wounds ,and 
that with the absence of pus the wounds 
heal rapidly without complications. 
Considering the great number of wounds 
to be treated, now and hereafter, this is 
regarded as a most satisfactory showing 
not only in medica! science but also in 
the alleviating of suffering. 

Mines No Lenger Necessary. 

Washington, July 13.—In cases where 
it is safe an effort will be made to re- 
move harbor mines instead of exploding 
them. Wherever there is any doubt 
they will beexploded. The action of the 
fea in some instances causes the dyna- 
mite in the ellipsoidal vessels to ooze 
out through the screw threads where 
the plug is inserted, and unless the 
greatest care is taken the removal of the 
plug may cause an explosion. It will 
be some days before the actual opera- 
tion of removing or exploding the mines 
tan be put in operation, and the ques- 
tion as to whether the interests of com- 
merce demand it will be left to the dis- 
eretion of the engineer officers having 
jurisdiction over the various districts,

Explosion Killed Eleven. 

New York, July 13—Two explosions 
which killed eleven men, wounded about 
20 others and wrecked two buildings, 
occurred at the plant of the Laflin-Rand 
powder works at Pompton, N. J., yes- 
terday morning. The first explosion 
Was in the house where guncotton was 
being made and the second, presumably 
superinduced by concussion, was in the 
drying house close by. Three men were 
in the mixing room when the explosion 
occurred, and they were blown to atoms. 
Chief Engineer Craig, who was in the 
engine room, had his head crushed into 
a jelly in the wreckage of the boiler 
house, the side of which was blown out. 
John Phillips was standing near a tree 
some distance from the drying house. 
His head was blown from his body and 
was picked up 80 feet awey. His body 
was frightfully torn by the force of the 
explosion, and his clothes were whipped 
from his limbs. The foreman of the 
drying room was also blown to pieces, 
and three {Italians who were digging a 
trench in the’ rear of the building were 
also killed. The most seriously injured 
is W. H. Emmons, a private of com- 
pany I, Third New Jersey volunteers. 
He was horribly torn by flying splinters. 
On one side of his head the scalp was 
torn away, and from the other side 
his ear was severed. Splinters were 
driven into his body and legs, and itis 
not likely that he will recover. 

After the explosion there was some 
talk of a Spanish spy being implicated 
in the attempt to destroy the powder 
mill, but the theory of the men con- 
nected with the works is that a grain 
of gravel or sand got into some powder 
which was in process of handling in the 
mixing room and that as it went 
through the machinery the foreign sub- 
stance came in contact with a metal 
surface and threw out a spark which ig- 
nited the explosive.

Won't Care to Go Home.

Some of the petty officers in confine- 
ment are doing a rushing business sell- 
ing Spanish coins as souvenirs to visit- 
ors who are allowed to land on the isl- 
and. Colonel James Ferney, com- 
mandantof the marines in charge of the 
prisoners, has named the camp “Camp 
Long,” in honor of the secretary of the 
navy. 

Tuesday afternoon Paymaster Loomis 
commenced the work of issuing the regu- 
lar uniforms to the Spanish prisoners. 
The result was that 150 of the men were 
equipped with hats, and were it not for 
the difference of features they would 
easily be mistaken fer Uncle Sam's own 
jackies. The prisoners are behaving 
finely, and the officers do not have the 
slightest fear of any demonstration. 


Searching For a Phantom Ship. 

Victoria, July 13.—In response to the 
request @f the United States consul of 
Vancouver, Admiral Palliser, com- 
mander of the Pacific British squadron, 
stationed at Esquimault, has dispatched 
H. M. S. Amphion, a second class cruiser 
carrying nine guns, and the sloop of 
war Icarus, mounting eight guns, ona 
cruise in the waters of the north to 
search for the Spanish privateer, which, 
according to reports that have reached 
the ears of the consul, is hidden in the 
vicinity of Dixon entrance, the passage 
for south bound treasure ships.

BULLETIN ON CROPS. 


Abundant Yield of Hay, Plenty of Oats, 
and Apples Short. 
July 13.—Weather 
Smith reports that so far comparatively 
little damage has been done, but the 
point has been reached where a con- 
tinuation of the dry weather will entail 
serious injury to grain, potatoes, vege- 
tables and fruit. The soil is too dry for 
cultivation in many southern sections, 
Hoeing, however, in many sections is 
completed. The weather has favored 
haying, which has been pushed with 
great success. The light frost of the 
6th nipped the more tender vegetation 
in the lowlands of the northern States. 
The hailstorms of the 4th in the south- 
ern states was of sufficient violence in 
Some sections to injure crops, especially 
in Connecticut. In parts of Rhode Isl- 
and and Connecticut the drought has 
ruined pastures, the grass being as “dry 
as hay” and feed becoming short. The 
cool weather of the closing days of the 
week has restrained somewhat the ruin- 
ing effect of the drought. 

In parts of Maine, notably portions of 
Cumberland county, large crops of 
barley and oats are assured. There is 
still some complaint of oats rusting in 
Connecticut and western Massachu- 
setts. With few exceptions corn is 
growing rapidly and is improved in 
color. All agree that this crop is back- 
ward from 10 days to two weeks. 
is nearly ready for the reaper. 

The ideal weather for hay has been | 
productive of most beneficial results. 
Haying has progressed with arush and | 
the grass has been gathered and housed | 
in excellent condition. The warm, dry 
weather has fully matured the crop and | 
the quality will be exceptionally fine. 
Capacity for storage is being taxed to 
the utmost on account of the generally 
large yield, with little or no loss. More 
than half of the crop is yet to cut in | 
Maine. 

The apple crop as a whole will be 
short. In some sections of all States | 
the trees are full of fruit, while in others 
there is practically none. The dry, 
warm weather is considered favorable, 
though in some orchards the apples con- 


tinuetodrop. Other fruits will be fairly 
plentiful.

Peremptory Order Sext From Washing-

Washington, July 14.—The administra- 
tion at last has taken the matter into 
its own hands decisively, and has di- 
rected that parleying be ended and that 
the work of subduing the Spanish gar- 
rison and compellir its surrender be 
proceeded with at once.

A few days ago it was stated that the 
president would insist upon uncondi- 
tional surrender, but it appears that 
conditions had been modified. This was 
done from a desire to avoid useless 
bloodshed, for General Toral’s army, 
removed to Spain, would be harmless to 
prevent our further operations in Cuba, 
and would serve as good a purpose as 
would the destruction of the Spanish 
army.

This desire has been materially 
strengthened by the appearance of yel- 
low fever within the American lines. 
It was at first supposed that the men 
were falling ill with malaria and cli- 
matic fever, so the cases were reported 
as simply suspicious. Now, however, it 
is the final admission that they are 
genuine yellew fever, the war depart- 
ment making public the following state- 
ment concerning the condition of things 
in the hospitals near Santiago: ‘On the 
llth of July a telegram was received 
from Lieutenant Colonel Hope, chief 
surgeon of Shafter’s army, informing 
the surgeon general that there were 14 
cases of yellow fever in the field hos- 
pital which had been established for 
the care of such cases. Since that time 
information has been received that a 
number of additional cases have oc- 
curred. Every effort will be made to 
arrest the progress of the disease by the 
establishment of isolation hospitals, in 
which the sick will be treated by im- 
mune surgeons and cared for by immune 
hurses.”” 

The appearance of fever at this stage 
does not surprise the medical officers of 
the department. They made every 
preparation that science can suggest to 
vrotect the American troops from the 


siege 


fever, but it 1s fully realizea that men 
working in trenches half full of mud and 
water, soaked for 24 hours at a time in 
tropical rains, recklessly disregarding 
the advice of the medical corps in the 
matter of drinking unboiled water 

It is not doubted that General Shafter 
has done all that is possible to prevent 
close communication between the sol- 
diers and the refugees for sanitary 
reasons; but in his efforts to assist the 
poor people he has been obliged to make 
use of the quartermaster’s department 
to deliver supplies to them, and from 
the exposure thus resulting the 14 cases 
reported found their origin, as the latest 
dispatches say that nine of the cases 
were among the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment employes and five among refugees. 
The cases are regarded as mild. The 
promptness with which the sick men 
have been isolated and the thorough 
precautions adopted to secure for them 
the best nursing and medicine, com- 
bined with the improved methods of 
treatment of fever that have been de- 
veloped by the United States marine 
hospital service and adopted by the 
army, would seem to warrant the con- 
fidence expressed by medical officers 
here of the ability of the surgeons to 
prevent any extension of the fever. The 
presence in the camp of Dr. John Gui- 
teras of the university of Pennsylvania, 
one of the most famous yellow fever ex- 
perts in the world, is an additional 
source of confidence in the proper man- 
agement of the situation. 


JOHN M. GUITERAS, 
According to the best information ob- 
tainable by the navy department there 
has been no sign of contagious diseases 
among the men on any of the vessels of 
Sampson's fleet, nor among the marines 
at Guantanamo, the first of the Ameri- 


ean forces to land in Cuba. The ex- 
emption of the latter from disease, al- 
though they have been camped out in 
the tropics for over a month, is un- 
doubtedly attributable to the ability 
of the marine officers to enforce very 
much stricter conditions upon their 
men than are possible of observance 
among volunteers and regular soldiers. 

General Duffield, who is ill in front of 
Santiago, is down with the yellow fever. 
The dispatch to the war department an- 
nouncing his illness does not make this 
Statement, but it says that he has been 
isolated. No other construction can 
therefore be placed upon the telegram. 
His condition is said to be serious, It 
will be remembered that General Duf- 
field’s brigade was stationed at Siboney, 
the town which General Miles ordered 
burned because it was the nucleus of 
infaction. 


Turning to the far east, it was refresh- 
ing to receive good news again from 
Dewey. In fact it is beginning to be re- 
marked that that officer is usually able 
to make felicitous reports. The ad- 
ministration is very much pleased with 
the readiness shown by the admiral in 
meeting, as he did, the grave issue pre- 
sented to him at Subic bay. Naval of- 
ficers too were not a little gratified at 
the speedy retirement of the German 
Irene after the appearance of the 
Raleigh and Concord. A comparison of 
the ships shows that the Irene was much 
superior to either of the American ves- 
sels, and in tonnage was almost as large 
as the Raleigh and Concord together. 
From this it is inferred that the retire- 
ment of the Irene was from motives of 
general policy rather than from any in- 
disposition to try conclusions with the 
two American ships. .

Hong Kong, July 14.—Letters received 
from Cavite under date of July 9 say 
that while the Spanish steamer Fil- 
ipinas was hiding in the river near Subig, 
the crew mutinied and killed the officers. 
They handed the steamer over to the in- 
surgents, who armed the vessel and 
dispatched it to Subig for the purpose of 
making an attack an Grande island. 
The Germans interfered, and it was not 
until the Raleigh and Concord shelled 
the place that the Spanish commander 
made submission and gave up his sword. 
The 600 men comprising the garrison 
were made prisoners and their rifles 
were taken from them. Forty thousand 
rounds of ammunition and one hotch- 
kiss gun were also captured.

DUSTING FURNITURE. 


How Best to Do It and the Proper Ap- 
pliances to Use In the Operation, 

All furniture should be carefully 
dusted at regular set intervals, and if 
freated in this way will last much 
longer than that which is allowed to 
become dust clogged before it is dusted 
and is then only cursorily dusted or 
wiped off with a damp cloth, says the 
New York Tribune. A soft thick paint- 
brush is a good article to use in dusting 
out the interstices of carved furniture. 
After thoroughly brushing out the 
carved work wipe off the plain surface 
of the wood and usea little kerosene 
on another paintbrush to clean out the 
dust that cannot be brushed out. Rub 
off any oil left with a soft cloth or thin 
chamois skin. A chamois skin is better 
than any cloth todustthe piano. When 
the keys of this instrument have become 
yellow, the best authorities advise open- 
ing the instrument in front of a sunny 
window and allowing the sun to bleach 
the keys white. While the instrument 
is better fof being closed at night, it 
shouldbe opém at least for a short time 
every day. 

A feather duster isan article which 
should be abolished, with the mop and 
several other utensils which seem to be 
invented for the use of slatternly work- 
ers. The bamboo whip, on the contra- 
ry, like nearly all household devices re- 
ceived from oriental lands, is thorough 
in its work. It is light, and therefore 
easy to wield. It is not good for uphol- 
stered furniture, as its blows are likely 
to reduce part of the filling to powder 
and then drive it out. There is there- 
fore no use in beating upholstered fur- 
niture. Covers that can be removed as 
well as rugs and hangings should be 
beaten with bamboo whips, but not up- 
holstery. All that can be done where 
the upholstery is tufted is to brush out 
the tufts with a stiff whisk of broom 
corn or of stiff bristles, and afterward 
brush off the smooth portion of the cov- 
ering. The feather duster simply re- 
moves dust from one portion of the 
room or of the furniture to another. 
What should be done is to gather up the 
dust, and this can be done with a soft 
cloth better than with almost anything 
else. The cloth should be taken out of 
the window frequently. Only where 
the dust isin crevices and cracks must 
it be brushed out instead of gathered 
up.

Accused of Getting Away 
With $33,000. 


Crime Committed In 1897 In a Town In the 
Province of Ontario.

H., and Montreal, and of the Pinkerton 
detectives, the almost forgotten burg- 
lary of the Dominion bank in Napanee, 
Ont., on the morning of May 28, 1897, by 
which that bank was robbed of $33,000, 
has been solved. Three persons are un- 
der arrest and one of them is behind the 
doors of Boston's city prison—Caroline 
Saucier in Montreal; Edward Pare, 
alias George Belanger, her brother, in 
Manchester, and William H. Holden in 
this city. Of the money stolen, the po- 
lice have recovered within a few dollars 
of $10,000. 

The burglars gained an entrance to 
the bank through a woodshed that was 
in the rear of the bank building, anda 
hole was broken through, allowing @ 
person to gain entrance to the hall of the 
bank building. Here the bank burglars 
worked the combination and then forced 
the heavy vault boxes with jimmies. 
They obtained by this haul $23,000 in 
Canadian money and United States gold. 
The other $10,000 was in Dominion $10 
bank notes, which did not bear the 
signatures of the cashier of the bank, 
E. H. Baines, Jr. 

For a long time there was no clue to 
the robbers, although shortly after the 
robbery the teller of the bank was ar- 
rested on suspicion. He was after- 
wards discharged, and the matter was 
apparently dropped until three months 
ago. The bank officials, however, had 
called to their aid the Pinkerton agency, 
and men from the offices in New York 
and this city have been at work on the 
case forsome time. The appearance in 
April of the $10 Dominion bills with the 
forged signature in various parts of the 
country and Canada proved an incentive 
to the work, and the officers at once be- 
gan to run down various clues. A greater 
part of these bills turned up in Mon- 
treal and Manchester, and after a 
month or more of hard work Caroline 
Saucier was arrested July 7 in her cigar 
store in a suburb of Montreal. In her 
possession were found 103 of the Do- 
minion bills, three of which had the 
forged signature of the cashier. It was 
learned then that the Saucier woman 
had a brother named Pare in Manches- 
ter? He was arrested on the morning 
of July 9 in his house. He refused to 
make any statement and denied all 
knowledge of the robbery. None of the 
stolen money, at least none of the Do- 
minion bills, was found on his person, 
but as it was known that he was an ex- 
pert carpenter and machinist, a most 
careful and thorough search was made 
of the premises. Every room in the 
house was gone through, the carpets 
were taken up, every chair was pulled 
apart and the rest of the furniture de- 
molished. Finally a toolchest was found 
in a sleeping room, and that, too, was 
carefully enspected. In it were burg- 
lar’s tools, and after taking out the trays 
and pulling the sides to pieces, the sup- 
ports on the four corners of the chest 
were taken out. The bottoms of each of 
these supports were found to be plugged, 
and when the piece of wood was re- 
moved the officers found that the center 
had been hollowed out and contained 
96 of the stolen Dominion bills. Of 
these, 57 had the forged signature, while 
the balance were unsigned. A further 
search in the woodshed brought to light 
a box under a lot of coal, containing 218 
of the unsigned bills, 

By some means the officers traced an 
associate of Pare, one William H. 
Holden, and a photograph of the latter 
was shown in the vicinity of Napanee 
and identified as that of a man who left 
there about a year ago for Boston. 
Word was then sent to this city request- 
ing that Holden be looked up, and after 
considerable difficulty he was finally 
located last week living on Hunneman 
street, Roxbury. Although a quick 
search was made after his arrest no bills 
were found on him. In the room at the 
time were his wife and daughter, the 
latter about 11 years old. Mrs. Holden 
denied having ever seen any of the Do- 
minion bills, but while the officers were 
making a search of the premises she 
was seen to throw a package hastily 
into the fire. By quick work the pack- 
age was snatched from the stove and 
found to contain 19 of the Dominion 
bills. They were somewhat charred, but 
were readily identified.

victory gives the Americans Control of 
Subig bay, a Spanish strategic point, 
| and frustrates the Spanish plan to pro- 
| long their domination in the Philippines. 
The Spanish were endeavoring to pro- 
tect it with submarine mines, and to 
make it ready for occupancy of the 
Spanish fleet supposed to be on its way 
from Spain. 

The Spanish prisoners, in spite of 
their protests, were handed over to the 
insurgents with the captured arms and 
ammunition. The Germans, it appears, 
fraternize with the Spaniards and Ger- 
man officers are often seen in the Span- 
ish trenches. 


Agitation In Spain. 

Washington, July 14.—Mr. Thiebaut, 
secretary of the French embassy, called 
at the state department yesterday and 
made inquiry as to some dead and 
wounded sailors of Admiral Cervera’s 
squadron. ‘The families of the Spanish 
sailors are deeply agitated, as no exact 
list of the saved, dead and wounded has 
reached Spain thus far. The relatives 
of the seamen are besieging the Spanish 
authorities, and the inquiries are in turn 
made through the French authorities 
here, who, with the Austrian officials, 


have charge of Spanish interests. The 
puthorities here are giving every pos- 
sible facility to the relatives of the Span- 
ish seamen, and in addition to furnish- 
ing identification lists facilities will be 
given by which the friends of the sailors 
can send them money and supplies. 


Gatlings on Seavey’s Island. 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 14.—The St. 
Louis did not sail from this port for 
Annapolis yesterday afternoon owing 
to the boisterous weather. Everybody 
was on hand at the sailing hour. The 
11 Spanish officers who were landed for 
a second time yesterday have been com- 
fortably housed on Seavey’s island, near 
the enlisted men. There are four lieu- 
tenants, three surgeons, two chaplains 
and two ensigns in the party. These 
officers also retain their body servants. 
All the officers who so desired were per- 
mitted to send messages to Spain. 

Every possible effort is being put forth 
to make the enclosure secure. Gatling 
guns are mounted on all the bridges, 
and at several points on the island. 
Colonel Forney has taken this precau- 
tion in order to relieve the anxiety of 
townspeople over a possible escape of 
prisoners. 

Admiral Cervera has quickly felt the 
beneficial effects of the New England 
climate, for while indisposed since his 
arrival, he is reported to be in his usual 
health. He is very much pleased with 
this port as a visiting place, and desires 
to return a little later if our government 
will permit him to do so.

For Uniform Practice. 

Boston, July 14.—At a meeting of the 
judges of probate and insolvency for 
the several counties of the state the 
recent United States bankrupt act and 
the stamp act were discussed, and for 
the sake of uniform practice through- 
out the commonwealth, the following 
conclusions were ordered to be promul- 
gated: 

1—It is not advisable that petitions, 
either voluntary or involuntary, should 
be received under Massachusetts laws 
after July 1, 1898, during the pendency 
of the United States bankrupt act; and 
if any have been so received no assign- 
ment of the debtor’s property should be 
made before it is legally determined 
that our courts have jurisdiction. 

2—No power of attorney upon a claim 
presented after July 1 should be voted 
upon without a United States stamp 
having been first affixed. 

3—The registers should be advised 
that they do not seem to be obliged to 
Stamp checks made by them in the dis- 
tribution of estates in composition 
cases, 

4—No official paper or certificate made 
by the judge or register 
stamp. 

5—All bonds of executors, adminis- 
trators, guardians and trustees require 
a 50-cent stamp. 

6—Where such bonds are signed bya 
Surety company, additional stamps to 
the amount of one-half a cent on each 
dollar or premium received by the com- 
pany are required. 

7—No stamp is required on the jurat, 
upon petitions for administration, etc., 
or upon accounts, 

8—-No stamp is required on certificates 
of value of estate, or the sufficiency of 
Sureties, upon the back of bonds.

Looking back over the record of these 
two weeks, it is seen that a great iron- 
clad squadron has been destroyed, that 
nearly 1000 Spanish sailors have been 
frowned or killed by shell and flame, 
und that an untold number of Spanish 
soldiers have died in the trenches of 
Santiago. On the other hand about 
£50 American soldiers have been killed, 
and in round numbers 2000 more have 
been sent to the hospitals from wounds, 
fevers and other ailments. Our fleet 
has had a remarkable exemption from 
disaster in the many engagements it 
hes had with the forts at the entrance 
of the harbor and with the Spanish 
Squadron. 

The surrender not only means the 
fall of Santiago, but the whole eastern 
end of the island falls into the hands 
of the United States without firing a 
shot, together with all the Spanish 
troops at Santiago, Guantanamo, Caim- 
anera and Sagua, composing the Fourth 
corps of the Spanish army. The ter- 
ritory surrendered includes about one- 
third of the province of Santiago. The 
western line as described by General 
Shafter begins at Asseradures, a point 
on the southern Cuban coast about 25 
miles west of the city of Santiago, and 
runs almost due north 50 miles to Dos 
Palmas, thence northeast to the city of 
Sagua, on the northern coast. It com- 
prises something like 5000 square miles, 
with a popuiation exceeding 15,000 when 
the country is in its normal state. It 
includes the important cities of Santia- 
go, Guantanamo, Sagua and Baracoa. 
It is exceedingly rich in minerals, sugar 
and coffee. The large iron and copper 
mines at Juragua, Baiquiri and vicinity 
are owned by American companies. In 
the Guantanamo district are extensive 
sugar plantations. Baracoa carries on 
an extensive fruit trade with the 
United States. 

It appears that on Monday General 
Shafter did not again demand the un- 
conditional surrender which General 
Toral had refused on Sunday, but he 
offered, as an alternative proposition, 
to accept the capitulation of the enemy, 
and to transport the Spanish officers and 
troops to Spain, they to leave all their 
arms behind and he to accept their pa- 
role. It was this proposition which 
General Toral declined Tuesday. 

Tuesday morning it was decided to 
hold a personal interview with General 
Toral. General Miles and his staff, ac- 
companied by General Shafter and his 
staff, rode out to the front under a flag 
of truce. A request for a personal in- 
terview with the Spanish commander- 
in-chief was made and acceded to, and 
at about 9 o’clock General Miles, Gen- 
eral Shafter, General Wheeler, General 
Gilmour, Colonel Morse, Captain Wiley 
and Colonel Maus rode up, passed over 
our entrenchments and went down into 
the valley beyond. They were met by 
General Toral and his chief of staff, un- 
der a spreading mango tree, at the bot- 
tom of the valley, about half way be- 
tween the lines. The interview that fol- 
lowed lasted almost an hour. The situ- 
ation was placed frankly before General 
Toral, and he was offered the alterna- 
tive of being sent home with his gar- 
rison or leaving Santiago province, the 
only condition imposed being that he 
should not destroy the existing fortifi- 
cations and should leave his arms be- 
hind. This latter condition the Spanish 
general, who does not speak English, ex- 
plained through his interpreter was im- 
possible. He said the laws of Spain 
gave a general no discretion. He might 
abandon a place when he found it un- 
tenable, but he could not leave his arms 
behind without subjecting himself to 
the penalty of being court-martialed 
and shot. His government, he said, had 
granted him permission to evacuate 
Santiago; that was all. Further than 
that he was powerless to go. 

Without saying so in words, General 
Miles said the tenor of General Toral’s 
remarks betrayed his realization that he 
could not hold out long. When General 
Shafter explained that our reinforce- 
ments were coming up; that he was com- 
pletely surrounded, and that new bat- 
teries were being posted, General Toral 
simply shrugged his shoulders. “I am 
but a subordinate,” said he, “and I obey 
my government. If it is necessary we 
can die at our posts.” 

General Toral is 60 years of age, with 
a strong, rugged face and fine, soldier- 
ly bearing. His brave words inspired a 
feeling of respect and admiration in the 
hearts of his adversaries. Nevertheless, 
the Spanish general's anxiety to avoid 
further sacrifice of life in his command 
was manifest, and he did not hesitate to 
ask for time to communicate the situa- 
tion to Madrid, although he dubiously 
shook his head when he spoke of the 
probable response, 

During the course of the interview 
General Toral said the bombardment of

PEACE FEELING GROWS 


Commercial Circles Anxious For the 
Waz’s Termination, 


Fear of Inordinate Demands 
the Only Check. 


Statesmen of Spain Maintaining Strict Silence 
About Their Purpose. 


London, July 15.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: “The 
feeling for peace is growing dally, es- 
pecially in commercial circles. The 
chamber of commerce has received tele- 
grams in this sense from Cadiz, Vigo 
and other towns. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, that the desire is for 
peace at any price Peace with honor 
and without great territurial sacrifices 
more accurately describes the move 
ment. Inordinate demands might 
easily arouse the warlike spirit of the 
people to such an extent that the gov- 
ernment would be compelled to go with 
the current regardless of the 
quences, 

“The government itself maintains the 
greatest reserve. I believe that Duke 
Almedovar, the foreign minister, only 
desires authentic information of what 
the American government intends to de 
mand in the way of territorial conces- 
sions. There are various channels by 
which this might be privately ascer- 
tained without employing the good of- 
fices of any foreign government. For 
example, it is no secret that in one or 
two European capitals the Spanish and 
American representatives have re- 
mained on friendly terms. Whatever 
channels it employs the result will have 
great influence. It must seriously af- 
fect the attitude of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, because, however desirous 
ministers may be to spare their country 
further sacrifices, there are certain con- 
cessions suggested in the American 
press which public opinion would not 
allow them to make. Spain's colonial 
empire may be diminished in area, but 
it must not be destroyed. The question 
of pecuniary indemnity has not yet oc- 
cupied public opinion in this country. 

“Some persons who were supposed to 
be well acquainted with official and un- 
official opinion in the United States de- 
clare that President McKinley will be 
very moderate in his demands, but his 
insisting upon the unconditional sur- 
render of the garrison of Santiago does 
not seem to indicate a conciliatory 
spirit. The manner in which the first 
advances on the part of Spain are met 
will have great influence on the subse- 
quent course of events, because the 
Spaniards, who are themselves a most 
courteous people, are inordinately 
sensitive about matters of form to which 
more practical nations are compara- 
tively indifferent. 

“The minister of the interior is quoted 
as saying that he could not deny thata 
portion of the cabinet was in favor of 
peace; but, he added, ‘peace is 2 very

@ good many Spaniards there. I don't 
know how many, but there is a great 
squadron laying off here and 14,000 
troops have been landed besides 7,000 
Cubans. 

The first troops were landed under 
the guns of the New Orleans at a place 
13 miles from here. It was the 
greatest sight I ever saw. The 
Spaniards pulled down their flags and 
got into the trees on the sides of the 
hills where they could shoot down on 
the boat, but we soon fixed that —by 
shelling the hills. They then waved 
white flags and set the town on 
and got out. There were a thousand} 
Cubans to meet the troops. It was the 
first time I have had a chance to 
what a tropical forest looks like. It is 
very handsome, I would give a good 
deal to get in there and get some fruit. 
We could see cocanut and banana trees, 
but that was all the good it did us. 

I should like a good feed. I don’t 
believe there isa prison in the State 
that feeds as poor as the United States 
Navy does. We lived for about three 
weeks on stale hard tack brought over 
from England, stale canned beef, 
coffee, with bean soup twice a 
for aluxury. We haye potatoes and} 
onions now, so it is mot so bad. I am 
all right only my stomach don’t like 
the grub any betterthan Ido.

How to Whip Cream 

Put one pint of thick cream in a stone 
bowl. Then with an egg whip beat the 
cream till thick, taking care not to beat 
it too long; in that case it will turn to 
butter and be ruined. Set the whipped 
cream for several hours on ice or ina 
cool place. In serving take the cream 
from the top, which you will find quite 
firm and will float on chocolate quite a 
while. If you wish to use gelatina, put 
one teaspoonful of granulated gelatina 
in a cup with one tablespoonful of cold 
water. Let it stand five minutes. Then 
set the cup in a pan of hot water on the 
stove. Stir until the gelatina is dis- 
solved. Let it cool off and add it slow- 
ly to a pint of whipped cream while 
beating constantly. Place for one hour 
on ice or set in a cool place. 


How to Make Glass Icing. 

Take a cup of, light brown sugar and 
two spoonfuls of water, a very small 
spoonful of butter und a few drops of 
lemon extract. Boil eight minutes and 
pour over the cake while hot, spreading 
it evenly. 


How to Cook Spiced Rics. 

The evening before using wash thor- 
oughly and put in a double boilera 
pint of rice. Cover it with warm water 
and Jet it soak until morning; then 
fill the lower part of the boiler with 
boiling water and pour boiling water 
over the rice. Boil until the grains 
are tender and drain off any sur- 
plus water there may be. Add to the 
rice a tablespoovfal of cinnamon or nut- 
meg, same of salt, butter the size of an 
egg and a teaspoonful of milk. Let it 
cook a few minutes longer, stirring 
carefully, and serve with cream and 
sugar. 

How to Cook Eggs Hindoo Style. 

Boil bard, cut in half lengthwise, re- 
move yolks and mash them fine with 
grated ham, butter, pepper, salt and 
mustard to taste. Refill each half, 
brown in the oven and serve hot on 
toast.

SUPPLIES FOR CUBANS 


——_—— 


Successful Landing of the War's 
Largest Fxpedition. 


Difficulty In Evading the 
Watchful Enemy. 


Earthworks at Las Tunas a Mass of Blood- 
"stained Dust. 


Key West, July 15.—Those champion 
filibusterers, the Florida and the Fanita, 
under convoy of the little auxiliary gun- 
boat Peoria, have landed the largest and 
probably the last expedition sent to the 
aid of the Cuban insurgents. It wasa 
task beset with peril and difficulty. 
Captain Nunez, brother of General 
Nunez, was killed; Winthrop Chanler of 
New York was shot through the right 
elbow, and five Cubans suffered trifling 
injuries. How many Spanish lives 
answered for this will never be known, 
but there were enough to more than 
balance the score, 

The debarkation was effected July 3 
at Palo Alto, on the southern coast of 
Cuba. Fighting occurred before then, 
but the consummation of the job was 
without mishap. To the Peoria, one of 
the newest of the acquisitions to the 
mosquito fleet, and until lately a pilot 
boat in Philadelphia, goes the full glory 
of the achievement. The Florida and 
the Fanita left Key West June 25, under 
convoy of the Peoria, commanded by 
Lieutenant T. W. Ryan. On board the 
steamers were 650 Cubans under Gen- 
eral Nunez, 50 troopers of the Tenth 
United States cavalry under Lieuten- 
ants Johnson and Ahearn and 25 rough 
riders under Winthrop Chanler, brother 
of Colonel W. A. Chanler. The cargoes 
were enormous. There were the horses 
of the cavalry and 169 sacks of oats and 
216 bales of hay to feed them. Topping 
the list of arms were two dynamite guns 
with 50 30-pound porjectiles to fit them, 
and two full batteries of light field 
pieces, 10 three-inch rifles of regular 
ordnance pattern, with harnesses that 
go with them, and 1500 cartridges. In 
the matter of infantry rifles there were 
4000 springfields, with 954,000 cartridges, 
and 200 mausers with 2000 shells. Fifty 
of the Cubans aboard were armed with 
mausers and the others had _ spring- 
fields. For the insurgent officers were 
provided 200 army colts and 27,000 cart- 
ridges. Two hundred books of United 
States cavalry and infantry tactics 
translated into Spanish were taken 
along. In the expedition were also 1475 
saddles, 950 saddle cloths and 450 bridles. 
For the Cuban soldiers there were 7663 
uniforms, 5°80 pairs of shoes, 1275 blank- 
ets, 400 shirts, 450 hats and 250 ham- 
mocks. There were the commissary 
stores, calculated by pounds: Bacon, 
67,275; corn meal, 31,256; roasted coffee, 
10,200; raw cOifee, 3250; sugar, 2425 
pork and beef, 9600; corned beef, 24,000; 
beans, 18,900; hardtack, 1250; 
corn, 1250.

The expectation was that the landing 
would be effected at San Juan point, on 
the south coast of Cuba, midway be- 
tween Cienfuegos and Trinidad. This 
place was reached Wednesday evening, 
June 29. A scouting party put off ina 
small beat and pulled towards shore, 
but had made only half the distance 
when there came a lively fire from what 
had been taken to be an abandoned 
blockhouse near the point. The men 
were called back, and the three ships 
moved to the eastward. About4o’clock 
the next afternoon they arrived at Las 
Tunas, 40 miles away. Four miles west 
of the town, at the mouth of the Talla- 
bacoa river, stood a large fort built of 
railroad iron and surrounded by earth- 
works. The Peoria ran boldly in and 
fired several shots from her three 
pounders, but brought no response and 
no signs of life. Here was thought to 
be the desired opportunity, and another 


scouting party was organized. This 
was made up of 15 volunteers under 


Winthrop Chanler and as many Cubans 
under Captain Nunez. The Peoria took 
a position within short range of the fort 
to protect a landing or cover a retreat, 
and the small boats headed for shore, 
They reached it 500 yards east of the 
fort. The boats were beached and their 
occupants cautiously scrambled toward 
the brush; but at almost the very mo- 
ment they set foot on the sand the fort 
and the entrenchments around it burst 
into flame, and shot and shell screamed 
about the little band of invaders. Cap- 
tain Nunez was stepping from his boat 
when a short struck him between the 
eyes, and he went down dead. Chanler 
fell with a broken arm. The others 
safely gained the thicket and replied 
with a sharp fire directed at the en- 
trenchments. 

Meanwhile the Peoria set all her guns 
at work and rained shelis upon the fort 
until the enemy's fire ceased. The mo- 
ment the gunboat slackened fire, how- 
ever, the Spanish fire was renewed with 
fury, and it became evident that their 
forces were too large to allow a landing 
there. A retreat was ordered, and the 
party on shore rushed for the boats: 
but volley after volley came from the 
shore and they were compelled to throw 
themselves into the water and paddle | 
alongside the boats with only their heads | 
exposed until the ships were reached. 
The Spaniards had the range, however, 
and five Cubans were wounded, though 
none seriously. Returning to the Peoria 
the men reported that a vicious fire had 
come from a grove of palms to the east- 
ward of the fort. The Peoria opened 
her guns on the place indicated and 
must have killed many Spaniards, for 
her shells dropped into the smoke and 
flash of the adversaries’ fire, silenced it 
at once and forced them to send up 
rockets for help. A number of volleys 
were sent at the Peoria with a view of 
disabling her gunners, but they were 


| badly directed and fell against her side 


and into the water. 

When the small boats reached the ship | 
it was dark. Then the discovery was 
made that besides Captain Nunez, whose 


| body was left on the beach, there were 


missing Chanler, Drs. Lund and Abbott, 
Lieutenants Agramonte and two Cu- | 
bans. It was reported that Chanler had 

been mortally wounded and was kept | 


ailoat in the bushes along the shore by 
the two doctors. Rescue parties were 
immediately organized, composed of 
volunteers, and no less than four were 
sent ashore during the night.,Toward 
morning Lieutenant Ahearn, in charge 
of one of these, found Chanler and his 
companions. Chanler’s wound proved 
to be in the right elbow. After sunrise 
Agramonte and his Cubans were dis- 
covered and brought off. 


The next day the Helena, under Cap- 
tain Swinburn, arrived, and Friday 
morning she and the Peoria steamed in 
towards Las Tunas, which the Span- 
jards had been vigarously fortifying. 
Tunas is connected by rail with Sancti 
Spiritus, a town of considerable size and 
reinforcements, and artillery had been 
rapidly coming in. Range buoys had 
been placed in the bay, but, avoiding 
these, the ships drew in to close range 
and opened fire, the Peoria at 1200 and 
the Helena at 1400 yards. The Span- 
fards had several field pieces of three 
or four inches mounted on earthworks 
along the waterfront, and they began a 
vigorous, but ill-directed reply with 
shellandshrapnel. The fire of our ships 
Was most accurate and terribly de- 
structive. The Spanish gunners had 
not fired more than 15 or 20 shots before 
their guns were flying in the air, their 
earthworks a mass of bloodstained dust 
and their gunners running for their 
lives. Both the Peoria and the Helena 
were struck several times, chiefly by 
shrapnel, but no one on either ship was 
injured. As they withdrew several 
buildings on shore were in flames. 

That afternoon both ships again 
turned their attention to the fort and the 
entrenchments at the mouth of the 
Tallabacoa river, and for half an hour 
poured a wicked fire upon them. The 
Spaniards had been largely reinforced 
during the day, and some field pieces 
had been mounted near the fort. These 
replied to the American fire, but with- 
out effect, and the shells of the two ships 
speedily silenced them. The iron block- 
house was struck repeatedly and the 
earthworks were partially destroyed. 
No damage was done to the ships, and 
they again withdrew. That night the 
Spaniards burned a large wharf and the 
adjacent buildings, evidently expecting 
a landing in force the next day. 


It was learned from various sources | 


that reinforcements were pouring into 
Las Tunas from all directions, a news- 
paper from Sancti Spiritus saying that 
2000 men had been dispatched from the 
nearest trocha. It was determined to 
proceed during the night with the land- 
ing expedition to Palo Alto, 50 miles to 
the eastward, the Helena remaining at 
Las Tunas to confirm the Spaniards in 
the belief that an attempt was to be 
made toland there. At10o0’clock Satur- 


day, July 2, while the Helena lay off 
shore making lively play with her 
searchlights toward the shore, the 


Peoria, the Florida and the Fanita, with 
all lights out, slipped silently away. 
Palo Alto was reached at daybreak. 
There was not a Spaniard to be seen, and 
the men and cargo were put ashore with- 
out a single obstacle. Gomez, with 2000 
men, was known to be in the vicinity, 
and scouts hurried tohislines. On July 
4 the old warrior appeared in person at 
Palo Alto. An awning was spread over 
the end of the abandoned wharf, and a 
conference was held. The veteran 
commander-in-chief said he was greatly 
pleased at the successful result of the 
expedition, which he thought would 
exercise an important influence upon the 
war. He outlined a plan of campaign, 
which he later submitted in writing to 
Lieutenant Ryan for transmission to 
President McKinley. 

The Tenth cavalry has dubbed the 
Peoria “the little Dewey,” because of 
her valor. She had arrived from the 
north only a few days before taking out 
the expedition, and this was her first 
war experience—under fire four times in 
48 hours. Her batteries are four Hotch- 
kiss three pounders, two Hotchkiss re- 
volving cannon and one Colt repeating 
rifle. 

When Chanler fell, Drs. Lund and 
Abbott carried him into the brush, and 
all three sank up to their necks in a 
swamp.

A mule 
ambulance, filled with refugees, which 
attempted to cross the river, was car- 
ried 200 yards down the stream to Caney, 
where the passengers were rescued with 
difficulty. 


TO PRESS ADVANTAGE, 


Aggressive Action Against Porto Rico on 
the Boards Now. 

Washington, July 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley, who is delighthed with this 
prompt fruition of his hopes, proposes 
to press the advantage thus gained, and 
has ordered the Porto Rico expedition 
to start next week, and the eastern 
squadron to leave by Monday for the 
Canaries and the coast of Spain, and to 
destroy Camara’'s fleet. 

The administration fears, however, 
an artful request for an armistice by 
Spain, to stop our further proceedings, 
with plausible offers of peace designed to 
compel protracted negotiations, which 
might or might not result in a treaty of 
peace, and is determined, on receiving 
the expected intimation from Spain 
that she desires to treat, to demand that 
she shall m*ke promptly and definitely 
a proposition that can be disposed of 
without delay. 

Madrid had no opportunity yesterday 
to make the clever move for delay ex- 
pected of her, because the surrender of 
General Toral was not announced in 
time, but it would not surprise the ad- 
ministration if Spain’s request for an 
armistice for peace negotiations should 
come today or Saturday, and it is re- 
garded as certain to arrive before Ad- 
miral Sampson and General Miles and 
yeneral Brooke can get to Porto Rico, 
or Commodore Watson can get to the 
Canaries, unless the surrender at San- 
tiago arouses a feeling in Spain which 
would make it impossible for the Span- 
ish government to even go through the 
form of proposing peace. 


McCalla Meant Business, 

Playa Del Este, July 15.—A French 
gunboat of about 2000 tons displacement 
attempted to go into the harbor about 
dusk last night without permission and 
met with asurprise party. Captain Mc-

Washington, July 16—Amazement 
and chagrin took the place of satisfac- 
tion, when a dispatch was received from 
General Shafter, that he and General 
Miles had been deceived by the Spanish 
commander at Santiago. Instead of an 
unconditionaj surrender, Miles and Shaf- 
ter find that the Spaniards intended a 
capitulation on terms which they should 
be allowed to dictate themselves. At 
least this is the interpretation put upon 
@ message from the front, the way for 
which had been prepared by an earlier 
message announcing that the commis- 
sioners appointed to arrange details had 
been unable to agree. It is inferred 
from the words of Shafter’s dispatch 
that Toral has repudiated the agree- 
ment which both the American generals 
believed was fully understood. The les- 
Bon is a hard one, but it is not without 
its value, for it forces home upon the 
administration the value of Spanish 
promises and the folly of undertaking 
negotiations with them except at the 
point of the sword. 

It has been the president’s intention 
to continue hostilities in this spirit, and 
to give Spain to understand that we 
shall negotiate only as we fight, and this 
experience at Santiago will strengthen 
him in this intention. It will have the 
effect doubtless of preventing anything 
like an armistice, pending negotiations 


for peace. Of course, the episode can 
defer the inevitable for only a short 
time. As General Shafter says in his 


dispatch, “It cannot be possible that 
there will be failure in completing ar- 
rangements,” but the very fact that it 
was possible for him to write that sen- 
tence shows how far apart the Ameri- 
cans and Spanish commanders were in 
their interpretation of the terms under 
which the surrender was to take place. 


GENERAL TORAL 
General Miles understood that the sur- 


render was absolutely without condi- 
tions except the single one proposed by 
this government, that our ships should 
transport the Spanish garrison to Spain. 
Toral seems to have madea saving 
clause in his own mind that he should 
be allowed to lead his men out of the 
city in such a way that their departure 
would look like a voluntary evacuation, 
without the humiliation of acknowledg- 
ing defeat. It may be that the com- 
missioners will be able to arrive at an 
understanding today, but this under- 
standing must be in line with that of our 
generals. Anything less than this will 
involve a renewal of the assault upon 
the city, and a forcing of the Spaniards 
to our terms at the mouths of our guns, 

It is only too plain that the object of 
Genera! Toral in consenting to a sur- 
render was to defer if possible the in- 
evitable fali of the city, to compel our 
troops to continue their weary vigil in 
the unhealthy trenches, where they 
have been lying for a fortnight, and if 
possible to bring about a condition of 
affairs which would be more gratifying 
to the Spanish idea of honor. He will 
be mistaken in this, and doubtless Miles 
and Shafter will be able to convince him 
of the seriousness of his mistake. The 
ultimate result will probably be less 
satisfactory to him than it would have 
been if he had acted in good faith from 
the beginning. 


It does not appear that our generals 
are in any way to blame for the unfor- 
tunate terms of the negotiations. Their 
understanding with Toral was clear and 
explicit, and with representatives of | 
any other nation in the midst of war it 
would have been final, but they evi- 
dently failed to take into account the |

No Cause For Alarm. 
Portsmouth, N. H., July 16.—The 800 
prisoners on the Harvard, which reach- 
ed here yesterday, were subjected to a 
rigid examination in the afternoon for 
traces of yellow fever. The physicians 
found that there was nothing more 
serious on board than malarial fever, 
which could be more effectively treated 
than was possible on board ship as soon 
as the patients could be landed. After 
& consultation it was thought best not 
to take the men ashore until today. 
Naval Physician A. C. Feffenger said 
“I have no cause for alarm, as the cases 
on the Harvard are exactly like those on 
the St. Louis. But you see, these men 
are half starved and wer= nearly dead 
when captured, and in addition to this 
they have been crowded aboard the 
Harvard, and the conditions under 
which they lived are worse than those 
on the St. Louis.”

THE MUSKMELON. 
A Growing Demand For the Smaller 
Varicties—Insect Enemies, Etc. 
All things considered, there is proba- 
bly nothing grown in the garden that 
surpusses muskmelon as a delicacy. 


While the demands of city markets are 
met by shipments from the large melon 
growing districts, average town, coun- 


try and village homes are usually with- 
out this fruit. It is to create, if possi- 
ble, more interest in the melon and to 
increase its production that the New 
Hampshire station furnishes data ac- 
quired in itsown experiments, in which 
occurs the following: | 

The selection of varieties seems to be 
one great pointof error. Weare usually 
disappointed in the fruit offered on the 
menus of hotels. It isalmost invariably 
inedible. Possibly the size of the fruit | 
may have some bearing on the subject. 
It is quite evident at the fairs that size 
rather than quality is sought. With the 
melon more than any other fruit in- 
crease in size beyond the average is ac- 
companied by a corresponding decrease | 
in flavor. At present, however, the mar- | 
kets are changing in this respect, and 


there is a growing demand for the} 
smalier varieties, which are sold in| 


half bushel baskets, about 16 melons to 
the basket. The ordinary peach basket 
was first used, but the market basket 
with a handle is rapidly displacing it. 
Insects are sometimes very trouble- | 
some. Those causing the greatest trou- 
ble were the small yellow leaf beetles— 
the striped cucumber beetle (Diabrotica | 
vittata), yellow with black stripes, and 
the spotted cucumber beetle (D. 12 punc- 
tata), yellow with 12 black spots on its 
back. These insects live over winter

ance. By liberally spreading tobacco |

We 

have tried nearly everything, and this 

seems to be the most effective. The oth- | 
er insect liable to be troublesome is the 

common squash bug. The best remedy 

is to hand pick and destroy it in the 

cooler portions of the day. If boards are 

placed about the hills, the bugs will 

take refuge under them. The eggs, 

which are usually laid in clusters on | 
the leaves, are also easily destroyed. | 
Worms and insects do more or less dam- 

age by working into the melon where | 
the fruit comes in contact with the 
ground. This is easily overcome by 
placing something under the fruit— 

small pieces of board, stones, etc. Fun- 
gous diseases are quite prevalent in mel- 
on growing sections. The remedy is to 
spray with bordeaux mixture.

[EN ROUTE TO SANTIAGO. 


Terrible Strain on the Men Who’ 
Fought at El Caney. 


LITTLE SLEEP FOR THE TROOPS. 


Many Commands Lost Their Way, and the 
Men Were Ordered Back and Forth. 
Difficulties In Caring For the Wounded. 
Sad Plight of the Injured — Gravedig- 
gers Ordered to the Front—Fortitude of 
the Wounded. 


Writing under the date of July 2

Santiago as follows: 
The taking of El Caney yesterday, al- 
though at terrible cost, made it possible 


| today to concentrate all the fighting on 


the breastworks east of Santiago. Gen- 
era] Jacob F. Kent’s division, the First, 
accomplished an important forward 
and the night was 
spent in intrenc ried the positions gain- 
ed in the day. Shovels and picks were 
sent to the front after dark, and the sol- 
diers dag industriously until dawn. 
Their pits were usually about three feet 
deep. The commissary worked hard, 
and by means of pack und wagon trains 
managed to get large quantities of beef, 
bacon, hard tack and coffee to the front. 
About 12:20 o’clock this morning the 
artillery that yesterday was stationed 
on a hill to the left was moved to the 
valley road and forward. It had been 
thought that sufficient headway had 
been made by the infantry to warrant 
placing the cannon well to the front. 
At daybreak it was found that 
salculation had been made. The 
Spanish intrenchments were only 500 or 
600 yards away, and the fire was 
so effective that the position of the ar- 
tillerymen was untenable. Several men 
were killed and wounded, and there 
was nothing to do but to hitch up the 
horses and retire. This was done under 
a constant rattle of musketry. The tired

The road had dried 
fairly well a few hours after the sun 
eame up, and the marching was not 
bad. There was a constant stream of 
the wounded returning to the rear. 
These had had their hurts dressed at the 
first aid station and were going to the 
hospitals in the rear. Some had only 
slight wounds and were able to walk 
alone. Some were carried ‘on the shoul- 
ders of two men. Big army wagons 
with four or six mules were used to 
transport some. On the occasional rough 
parts of the road the jolting in the 
great, rude wagons was terrible. A few 
Red Cross wagons were in use, but not 
many. Some officers were carried on 
litters. This was the most comfortable 
method, but it was exceedingly hard on 
the litter bearers. Half a dozen field 
hospitals or dressing stations were scat- 
tered along the road, but the chief hos- 
pital was four or five miles from the in- 
trenchments. The number of litter bear- 
ers was far too few. In addition to the 
regular divisional corps the r®usicians 
were called into service. Even for four 
bearers it wasa hard task to carry a 
wounded man in the hot sun for several 
miles. Every soldier whose injuries did 
not positively forbid it was made to 
walk to the rear. In some instances this 
was cruel, especially when the wound 
was 24 hours old and serious if not 
mortal. But it wasa choice of evils, 
and the litters and wagons were kept 
for those shot in the legs or in some 
vital part. 

One man rode on a horse, curiously 
wounded. Both his feet were bandaged 
and bleeding. Doubless a shell had ex- 
ploded near him. Another, also on 
horseback, was wounded in the head. 
He seemed barely conscious. One man 
led the horse and another supported the 
wounded man as well as he could. But 
most distressing of all was an artillery- 
man whose face had been struck by a 
piece of shell from the side. The center 
of his face was merely a great hole. He 
had no medical attention yet. In spite 
of the terrible appearance of his wound 
he walked alone, a comrade on either 
side of him. There was a grim interest 
in studying the uninjured part of his 
face. His brow was smooth and calm. 
He looked from side to side as if actual- 
ly concerned in what he saw. Two sol- 
diers thought they knew the man, al- 
though so little of his features were left 
that they could not be sure. Finally 
they agreed it must be Gates.

“OLD ABE.” 


An Eagle That Went to War and Was 
Present at Thirty-six Battles, 

Almost as famous as the president 
after whom he was named, **Old Abe,”’ 
the great battle eagle of the war be- 
tween the north and the south, still 
perches in the National museum at 
Washington, though he died 17 years 
ago. This celebrated bird, of which the 
accompanying picture is a faithful like- 
ness, is a bald eagle and was captured 
in Wisconsin in 1861. He was given to 
Company O of the Eighth regiment of 
Wisconsin volunteers. He went to the 
war with his régiment and was present 
in every battle in which the regiment 
fought—36 in all. ‘‘Old Abe’’ was car- 


ried into battle on a perch beside the color 
bearer, but would soon spread his wings 
and soar above the smoke and strife, 
hovering over his regiment and scream- 
ing at the top of his voice. When the 
battle was over, he would return to his 
perch and rest contentedly. He was 
wounded several times, and on a num- 
ber of occasions he rendered valuable 
services to the army by announcing the 
approach of the enemy long before the 
scouts had time to reach headquarters, 
itissaid. After the war he was pre- 
sented to the stateof Wisconsin. He be- 
came the chief attraction of the national 
army reunions, and became perhaps the 
most famous bird in history. He died 
at the age of 20 asthe result of injuries 
received in a fire. —Chicago Record.

It was during | 
one of the lulls that occasionally occur 
on battlefields, when the men of their 
own accord stop firing in order to let 
the smoke clear away and to catcha 
breath of fresh air. The Spaniards had 
made a charge and had been repulsed. 
The Americans bad pursued them, and 
one man was left in front of the Ameri- 
can line when the United States sol- 
diers retired to their original position. 
This man was wounded, and near him 
was a Spanish soldier who was thought 
to be dead. It developed that he was 
not. He saw the American, and slowly 
brought bis gun to his shoulder and 
fired, the ball striking the United States 
soldier in the leg. The American an- 
swered with his gun, and for several 
minutes the fire was kept up, six or 
| seven shots being fired on each side. 
| The Spaniard was killed and the Amer- 
ican was brought back to the line, 
where he received the plaudits of his 
companions for his bravery. The man 
| who related this story did not know the 
name of the American engaged in this 
duel, but he vouched for the accuracy 
of the account given by him. 

Chaplain Dwight Galloupe of the 
Ninth cavalry is one of the men brought 
to Atlanta from the battlefield. He said:

The Official Gazette publishes a mem- 
orandum from the president of the coun- 
cil to the queen regent explanatory of 
the royal decree suspending the con- 
stitutional guarantees, and briefly 
sketching the military situation. It 
dwelis specially upon the fact that the 
command of the sea is now completely 
in the hands of the enemy, and that the 
probability is that an American squad- 
ron will soon appear on the Spanish 
coast. The memorandum draws the 
conclusion that “The time has arrived 
when the administration should 
strengthen itseif.” 

The Gibraltar correspondent of The 
Daily News says: “Spain cannot con- 
tinue to struggle, yet peace will be the 
signal for revolution and European in- 
tervention. The government, through 
The Epoch, advocates direct peace ne- 
gotiations with the United States. 

The Vienna correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says: “I learn on re- 
liable authority that the Austrian court 
was informed that Spain was prepared 
to cede Cuba and to pay indemnity, but 
not to abandon Porto Rico. Mr. Sa- 
gasta trusts to be able to retain the 
Philippines as a Spanish possession, the 
powers preferring the islands to remain 
in Spanish rather than American 
hands.” ,

Bradsireet’s Weekly Report. 

| New York, July 16.—Bradstreet’s says

jthere exists a quiet, mid-summer con- 
| dition, accompanied, however, in most 
cases by price steadiness and  con- 
fidence in a promising outlook for fall 
| trade. Some of the favorable condi- 
tions experienced during the first half 
of the year seem bound to be duplicated 
during the second half. Export trade 
j returns for the fiscal year just ended 
have fulfilled most sanguine expecta- 
tions, and, swelled by record-breaking 
shipments of breadstuffs and provisions, 
with large forwardings of raw cotton 
and mineral oils, furnish a total of $180,- 
000,000 larger thanin any year. Imports 
on the other hand were $14,000,000 small- 
er than last year, which was one of the 


; very heavily reduced totals. The re- 
| sult is a total of exports twice the size 
of imports and net imports of gold 


running close to $100,000,000, in this par- 
ticular also exceeding previous records. 
Swelled by large exports of corn and 
oats, the breadstuff exports for the 
fiscal year just ended were $25,000,000 in 
excess of previous records. 

The heavy volume of the country’s 
business, despite midsummer influences, 
is shown by the total bank clearings for 
this week, aggregating $1,294,412,000, 2 
percent smaller than last week, but 16.6 
percent larger than in this week a year 
ago. Though reflecting the sharp re- 
| duction in the domestic grain movement, 
a feature of the June trade, railroad 
earnings for that month surpass re- 
cently preceding records in a total for 
112 roads of $42,356,158, 6.5 percent in ex- 
cess of June of last year, which month 
marked a progressive gain over previous 
Junes for three years past. The total 
earnings of 111 roads for six months, 
with 100,000 miles of track, aggregate 
$278,609,157, 13.7 percent in excess of 
| last year, and furnishes the largest to- 
tal of earnings reported since the boom 
| period just preceding the 1893 panic.

Across the plaza was drawn up the 
Ninth infantry, headed by the Sixth 
cavalry band. In the street facing the 
palace stood a picked troop of the Sec- 
ond cavalry with drawn sabres, under 
command of Captain Brett. Massed on 
the stone flagging between the band and 
the line of horsemen were the brigade 
commanders of General Shafter's divi- 
sion, with their staffs. On the red 
tiled roof of the palace stood Captain 
McKittrick, Lieutenant Miley and Lieu- 
tenant Wheeler; immediately above 
them upon the flagstaff were the il- 
luminated Spanish arms and the legend 
“Vive Alfonzo XIII.” All about, press- 
ing against the veranda rails, crowding 
to windows and doors and lining the 
roofs, were the people of the town, prin- 
cipally women adn non-combatants. 

As the chimes of the old cathedral 
rang out 12, the infantry and cavalry 
presented arms. Every American un- 
covered, and Captain McKittrick hoist- 
ed the stars and stripes. As the bril- 
liant folds unfurled in a gentle breeze 
against a freckless sky, the cavalry 
band broke into the strains of ‘The 
Star Spangled Banner,” making the 
American pulse leap and the American 
heart thrill with joy. At the same in- 
stant the sound of the distant booming 
of Captain Capron’s battery, firing a 
salute of 21 guns, driftedin. When the 
music ceased from all directions around 
our lines came flying across the plaza 
the strains of the regimental bands and 
the muffled, hoarse cheers of our troops. 
The infantry came to “order arms” a 
moment later after the flag was up, and 
the band played “‘Rally Round the Flag, 
Beys.” 

The formal sanction by the Madrid 
government of the terms of capitulation 
Saturday unravelled the tangled skein 
of demands and counter-demands be- 
tween the opposing commanders which 
threatened to end the negotiations and 
compel a return to arms. After nu- 
merous conferences had resulted in the 
agreement already sanctioned by Gen- 
eral Blanco, Genera! Toral decided that 
the approval of the Madrid government 
was necessary before he would leave the 
city. 

General Shafter maintained that such 
approval was not necessary; that when 
General Toral agreed to surrender the 
province of Santiago and General Blanco 
sanctioned it, the agreement became an 
accomplished fact. He insisted that 
General Toral had either surrendered 
Thursday or acted in bad faith, but doc- 
umentary evidence bore cut the fact 
that General Toral mentfoned that he 
only capitulated subject to his govern- 
ment’s approval, and the six commis- 
sioners by whom the articles were signed 
at 2:10 Saturday afternoon so ruled. 
The whole matter was cleared up Sat- 
urday morning, however, when General 
Yoral received the necessary sanction 
from Madrid. 

The agreement consisted of nine ar- 
ticles. The first declares that all hos- 
‘ilities shall cease. pending the agree- 


shivering miserably about the sputter- 
ing camp-fires, or searching for dry 
places for their blankets, the great mass 
of troops seems little like a victorious 
army. The men do not complain, but 
accept the rain-soaked hardtack and 
wet shelter tents ‘with cheerfulness, 

The news that the surrender of San- 
tiago Was an accomplished fact was 
wig-wagged Saturday morning from the 
signal station at Aguadores to the New 

York. Acting on General Shafter's 
message Thursday, which stated ab- 
solutely that Santiago had already sur- 
rendered, Admiral Sampson abandoned 
all preparations for entering Santiago 

harbor and a further bombardment. 
When General Shafter said Friday that 
a hitch had occurred and the city might 
have to be taken by force of arms, ft 
was believed that the navy'’s work would 
have to be continued and the harbor 
forced, and the arrangements already 
in progress for the campaign would be 
seriously interfered with. The removal 
of this contingency rendered the news 
of final victory doubly welcome. 

The open handed generosity of Amer- 
fean seamen was shown when a sub- 
scription was opened on Commodore 
Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, for the 
benefit of the young wife of George H. 
Ellis, the only man killed on the Amer- 
ican side during the battle with Ad- 
miral Cervera’s fleet. The men eagerly 
cffered their money, and many whose 
salaries are $17 or $18 a month gave $20 
and $25 readily. The subscription soon 
amounted to $907, and one seaman who 
had a silver coin taken from one of the 
Spanish vessels offered it for sale for the 
benefit of the fund, and it was bid in by 
another seaman for $25. Lieutenant 
Commander Mason offered a 5-peseta 
piece from the Infanta Maria Teresa, 
end its auction brought $60 more. 

Since 4 o’clotk Sunday morning a 
stream of refugees has been pouring into 
the city, some naked, and all hungry and 
footsore. Many had fallen by the way- 
side. Santiago presents a disma! sight.

Paris, July 18.—The arrival of the 
Touraine from New York at Havre 
with the survivorg of the wrecked La 
Bourgogne was the occasion of a sad 
scene and a sensational demonstration 
on the part of a great crowd which had 
assembled. The tears and sobs of the 
relatives of those who were drowned 
when they found that the lasthope was 
gone were heartrending, contrasting 
markedly with the transports of joy 
of the friends of those saved. The sur- 
vivors of the disaster were extremely 
reticent, and their storles failed to de- 
velop any new detail,

HANDS, ARMS AND FEET. 


Spanish Bullets Showed a Preference For 
Them—Souveunirs of the Wounded. 

The transports Iroquois and Cherokee 
brought 450 wounded men from Santia- 
go to Tampa. At daylight the long 
train of hospital cars was thrown open 
for the reception of those who were sent 
to Fort McPherson, and 223 men were 
placed aboard. Eighty-seven were sent 
to the general hospital of the Fourth 
Army corps, and the surgeons there had 
their first experience in dressing war 
wounds. 

While the sufferers lay upon the 
rough pine table they gave an account 
of how the wounds were received. In- 
variably they said when the bullets 
struck them they were knocked down, 
but suffered little. The holes seemed to 
have been neatly drilled through the 
flesh or bone, making no laceration. 
Only one man was unable to walk, all 
the others having sufficiently recovered 
todo so. The wounds were mainly in 
the hands, arms and feet. Men with 
their feet bundled in white cloths and 
their arms in slings were in abundance. 
They talked good naturedly of the fight 
and spoke highly of the enemy. Many 
of them have souvenirs, such as ma- 
chetes and Mauser bullets, some having 
retained the bullets that wounded them. 
—Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. 


Bet $1,500 on Cervera, 

The defeat of Cervera’s fleet at San- 
tiago has wrought up the Spaniards of 
Mexico toa high pitch of excitement 
and has added to the intensity of their 
feeling against Americans in Mexico. 
The news of the defeat was at first not 
believed by the Spaniards, and one en 
thusiastic Spaniard of Mexico lost $1,- 
600 which he bet with an American on 
the result of the fight after the first re- 
ports that it had taken place.—New 
York Sun.

How a Bay State Man Would Create 
Harmony. 


Opposition to a Large Army 
and Navy. 


Considers the Extension of American Bounda- 
ries Highly Impolitic. 


Boston, July 18.—‘“State rights, local 
self-government and individual liberty 
_as against centralized federal despot- 
ism. That is the banner which will lead 
us to a victory of peace quite as glorious 
as that of war; and the first victory is 
jto be won here and now in Massachu- 
setts, where Republican centralization 
is just as hard at work as itis at Wash- 
ington. Can we not sink our differences 
and unite our efforts in a cause as noble 
as has ever appealed to the people of the 
state?” This is the closing paragraph 
of an appeal to the Democracy of Mas- 
sachusetts,issued ny Gamaliel Bradford, 
to subordinate everything to the one 
issue of opposition to the doctriae of ter- 
ritorial expansion. 

“The real object of the war,” Mr. 
3radford says, “is not the defeat of 
Spain, not the independence of Cuba, 
nor even the conquest of territory. It 
is to keep the Republican party in 
power. After the Civil war, its object 
having been accomplished, the army 
was dismissed to private life, but with 
lightning rods thrust out into the Pa- 
cific, whether at the Philippines or even 
in Hawaii, the cry w be raised that 
unless we have an ¢ y and a navy 
equal to those of Eu , we shall be 
constantly in danger, ynly of attack, 
but of defeat. The appeal to patriotism 


and support of the government will be] 
| dent is considering the problem of ap- 


We 
shall stand before the world in the much 
lauded position of having ‘taken our 
place among the nations,’ that is, those 
whose people exist only to support the

Revenue Rulings. 

Washington, July 18.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has held that 
receipts used as checks to draw money 
from banks are subject to the stamp 
tax. It is said that several banks, in 
order to avoid the stamp tax, are ac- 
cepting receipts for cash, which, accord- 
ing to the letter of the law, are exempt. 
The commissioner, however, has de- 
cided that under the circumstances re- 
ceipts to all intents and purposes are 
checks, and therefore must be stamped. 

In estimating the amount of special 
tax required to be paid by a bank, based 
as the law requires upon capital and 
surplus, the amount invested in United 
States bonds is not to be deducted. Itis 
held that there is no provision of law 
which warrants such deduction inas- 
much as the tax is not upon the bonds, 
but upon the business of banking; the 
capital and surplus, which may include 
bonds, are taken as a basis for fixing 
the amount of the tax.

Bay State Wounded. 

New York, July 18.—The Olivette,which 
arrived Saturday night with 272 
wounded soldiers from Cuba, put into 
the dock in Brooklyn Sunday. As the 
steamer was being wharfed rousing 
cheers went up from those assembled 
on the pier, and along the docks and 
yards in the vicinity. These cheers were 
answered by the heroes on the Olivette, 
and there was a general waving of 
handkerchiefs on the main and upper 
decks of the vessel as she was being 
made fast to the pier. - 

Out of 100 men sent to the marine hos- 
pital last night, 90 were suffering from 
gunshot wounds. There were five cases 
of malarial fever and three of prostra- 
tion from heat, and other causes. None 
of these cases is considered dangerous, 
and in fact the surgeons and doctors 
who had charge of the men on the 
Olivette assert that, with good care 
and treatment, none of them will suc- 
comb. 

Four of the Massachusetts men were 
sent to the Long Island college hospital. 
They all belonged to the Second Massa- 
chusetts. Private G. B. Bennett of com- 
pany G Is suffering from typhoid fever, 
which he contracted on board the trans- 
port, and he had not a chance of touch- 
ing Cuban soil. Private Frank Roepall 
of Springfield had both lungs perforated 
one bullet, which passed through 
from his left to his right side. He is 
doing remarkably well. Private H. 
Ariel of company L received a bad shell 
wound in the left leg, from which some 
of the muscles were torn away. The 
only one of the wounded who had sig- 
nified his intention of going back to 
service at once is Private Blackner of 
company L, 
which temporarily incapacitated him. 
He will return to duty in the hospital 
corps. Corporal W. Paradise of com- 
pany M expects to go to his home in 
Adams ina few days. He hasa painful 
gunshot .in the left shoulder, which he 
received at El Caney.

Hill's Trenchint Criticism, 

New York, July 18 —Ex-Governor Hill 
gives this opinion of one of the measures 
enacted last week at the special ses- 
sion of the general assembly: “The 
Black law is not only insolvent and dis- 
honest as a whole, but some of its pro- 
visions are unprecedented and positively 
dangerous. The deputy superinten- 
dents—700 in all—are permitted by sec- 
tion six of the act to visit and inspect 
any house’ 
The words, ‘visit and inspect,’ are broad 
words and confer vast power. The ex- 
tent of the visitation and inspection 
is not defined and there is no limitation 
upon it. ° 

“Its real object is to intimidate and 
humble unlettered Democrats living in 
tenement house districts, and prevent 
their registration and voting. This 
power of ‘inspection’ is nothing more 


or less than a right of ‘search,’ and vio- | 


lates that constitutional provision which 
declares that the people shall be secure 
in their houses against just such un- 
reasonable searches. This infamous 
statute contemptuously treats the whole 
city of New York as an infected city 
subject to inspection; 
people as lawbreakers and opens up 
their houses to the ‘inspection’ of a 
horde of Republican partisans; it makes 
it a crime to refuse to answer any or all 
of their inquiries;and it is madea felony 
for any citizen to refuse to ‘assist these 
deputies.’ " 


A Decrease In Aliens. 


Boston, July 18.—The immigration to | 


this city through this port shows a de- 
crease of 947 allens over last year, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Im- 
migration Commissioner Billings. The 
total number of aliens was 12,725; of 
American citizens who returned there 
jwere 4027, an increase of 931 over last 
year. The immigrants for Canadian 
ports showed an incréase of 338 over last 
year. Three-fourths’ of all the immi- 
grants came from England, Ireland and 
Sweden. Other statistics show that 7519 
men and 6638 women came in, and 69 
were deported. The inspectors super- 
vised the passage of 52,142 passengers 
through this port during the year coy- 
ered in the report.

FORTY THOUSAND MEN 


That Number to Be Sent to Invade 
Porto Rico, 


Vanguird of the Expedition 
Already Started. 


Landing to Be Effected Under the Guns of the 
Warships, 


Washington, July 19.--Secretary Al- 
ger, as he left the white house at mid- 
night, announced that the vanguard of 
the Porto Rican expedition had started 
from Cuba, Orders were sent to Gen- 
eral Miles by Secretary Alger and to 
Admiral Sampson by Secretary Long to 
start for Porto Rico as soon as possible. 
The Yale, carrying General Miles anda 
part of the expedition, and other trans- 
ports carrying the remainder of the 
troops of General Shafter’s command, 
destined for Porto Rico, will proceed to 
the landing place agreed upon under 
convoy of Admiral Sampson's vessels. 
Upon their arrival a landing will be 
effected under the guns of the warships. 

Large forces will be hurried to Porto 
Rico from the United States. The 
troops at Charleston, which have been 
ready to leave for several days, are 
under orders to start at once. Unless 
delays that are now unexpected should 
occur, all of the troops will have em- 
barked before su3down today. 


VIEW OF THE SAN JUAN FORTIFICATIONS, 

The regular troops now at Tampa will 
be hurried as rapidly as ships can carry 
them. It is the expectation of the sec- 
retary of.war that within 10 days 40,000 
American troops will be on Porto Rican 
soil. 

The question of transports for the 
Porto Rico expedition and that of pro- 
viding subsistence for the army which 
fis to go there occupied the attention of 
the officials of the quartermaster’s and 
the subsistence departments of the 
army during the entire afternoon. 
Ample transports are scattered along 
the Atlantic and gulf coasts and at San- 
tiago, and these will be concentrated as 
rapidly as possible at the embarking 
points. Subsistence stores also are 
abundant at some of the points from 
which the troops are to start, and these 
will be supplemented by additional sup- 
plies as fast as they are nee ded. Avast 
‘uantity will be shipped from Newport 
News. Officials studied the map of 
Porto Rico with a view among other 
things of determining the most available 
port at which to land the army and sup- 
plies. They would not say, however, 
which one had been selected. It was 
suggested in some quarters that the 
army might land on the southern coast 
near Ponce, to the southwest of San 
Juan. 

General Hawkins’ Commission, 

General Hawkins on crutches, with 
his wounded right foot, the first of the 
general officers to arrive from Santiago, 
got his major general's commission at 
the war department Monday. He and 
other officers from the front, with Count 
Von Goetzen, the German military ob- 
server, gave Secretary Alger additional 
details about the fighting. Count Von 
Goetzen was particularly complimen- 
tary to our officers and men, 


GENERAL HAWKINS. 

It is believed by the administration 
that after Porto Rico is taken and the 
Spanish coast is attacked by Commo- 
dore Watson, Spain's pride may become 
sufficiently humbled to accept the in- 
evitable without waiting for the cap- 
ture of Havana, postponed until the 
close of the rainy season, but which the 
xdministration hopes will never have to 
be made by ships and troops.

Spanish government wnicu our govern- 
ment can consider. 

It has been decided that none of the 
troops who participated in the actual 
fighting before Santiago shall be em- 
ployed on the Porto Rico expedition. 
There are two reasons for this, first the 
men have suffered severely from hard- 
ships, the climate and from fever, and 
are entitled to a rest; second, it is 
deemed to be very bad practice to allow 
the soldiers who have been exposed to 
yellow fever to be brought in contact 
with those fresh from the United States. 
There is also still another reason, a 
purely military one. Ten thousand 
Spanish troops are at Holguin, Man- 
zanillo and other points within striking 
distance of Santiago, and they might 
not lose an opportunity to recover the 
ground lost at Santiagoif the place were 
left insufficiently protected. There- 
fee Shafter’s entire army Is to be kept 
on guard on the high hills tn the rear of 
the town until the men have stamped 
out the yellow fever. Then they will 
take a turn at the Spaniards if they can 
be found, and it may be that Shafter’s 
march will end at Havana. He will 
work as far from his base as possible 
after his army is thoroughly refreshed, 
hunting the enemy wherever they are 
liable to be found, 

Work of the Navy. 

The part which the navy is to take In 
the assault against Porto Rico has been 
fully matured. The several transport 
fleets will have with them one or two 
auxiliary craft, carrying strong second- 
ary batteries of six or eight six-pound- 
ers. The report that three monitors are 
on their way from Key West to San 
Juan is unauthorized. It is the general 
understanding, however, that the navy 
will rely mainly on armored ships for the 
bombardment of San Juan, as the big 
battleships and monitors aWord the best 
means of offensive warfare, while their 
armor belts protect them from such fire 
as the San Juan batteries can bring to 
bear. The fortifications there are much 
like those of Santiago, with a castle at 
the entrance of the harbor and a number 
of lesser fortifications leading up to the 
city. These, however, are viewed with 
less awe since an examination of the 
promontory batteries at Santiago has 
shown them to be antiquated and cap- 
able of little effective resistance. 

The movement of the ships from San- 
tilago to their new fields of action will 
begin at once *, and it is probable that 
bome of Sampson's ships were detached 
yesterday and proceeded with General 
Miles’ first expedition towards Porto 
Rico. They will be needed to cover the 
debarkation of the troops. The others 
will follow as soon as the full army ex- 
pedition is ready to make a landing, 
when the attack will begin simultane- 
ously on land and sea. 

For the Government of Santiago. 

By direction of President McKinley 
a state paper has been issued Which 
provides in general terms for the gov- 
ernment of the province of Santiago, and 
is the first document of the kind ever 
prepared by a president of the United 
States. The paper is not only an au- 
thorization and instruction of General 
Shafter for the government of the cap- 
tured territory, but also a proclamation 
to the people of the territory of the in- 
tention of the government of the United 
States regarding them and their inter- 
ests. It marks the formal establish- 
ment of a new political power in Cuba, 
and insures to the people of the terri- 
tory over which the power extends ab- 
solute security in the exercise of their 
private rights and relations, as well as 
security to their persons and property. 
Among other things it says: 

While it is held to be the right of the 
conqueror to levy contributions upon 
‘tthe enemy in their seaports, towns e&% 
provinces which may be in his military 
possession by conquest and to apply the 
proceeds to defray the expenses of the 
war, this right is to be exercised within 
such limitations that it may not savor 
of confiscation. As the result of mili- 
tary occupation the taxes and duties 
payable by the inhabitants to the former 
government become payable to the mili- 
tary occupant, unless he sees fit to sub- 
stitute for them other rates or modes of 
contribution to the expenses of the gov- 
ernment. The moneys so collected are 
to be used for the purpose of paying the 
expenses of government under the mill- 
tary occupation, such as the salaries of 
the judges and the police, and the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the army. 
Private property taken for the use of 
the army is to be paid for when possible 
in cash at a fair valuation, and when 
payment in cash is not possible, receipts 
are to be given. 

All ports and places in Cuba which 
may be in the actual possession of our 
land and naval forces will be opened to 
the commerce of all neutral powers, ag 
well as our own, in articles not contra- 
‘band of war, upon payment of the pre- 
scribed rates of duty which may be in 
force at the time of the importation. 


Uncertain of Their Ground. 

Santiago, July 19.—The residents of 
the city seem to be uncertain of their 
ground, moved alternately by regret 
that the Spanish sovereignty has ceased 
to be potential in Santiago province and 
by a feeling of happiness that the Ameri- 
cans are here to feed them and to keep 
the Cubans in leash, 

As arule the residents are well dressed, 
the men wearing brown duck clothes 
and the women being attired In light 
fabrics, tastefully patterned. All ap- 
pear to have money and to be willing to 
spend it liberally for food. 

Absolutely nothing is left in the city 
except wine, so that the residents for 
athe present must be dependent upon the 
Americans for supplies and upon the 
Red Cross staff for medical attendance. 


Brought In Two Prizes. 

Key West, July 19.—Monday prize 
crews brought in the Three Belles, a 
schooner, and the Pilgrim, a sloop, 
seized July 6 near Manzanillo. They 
encountered suicide and Spanish bullets, 
and, buffeted about by hostile winds, 
drifted helplessly about in strange seas 
‘until well nigh hopeless of ever reach- 
ing shore. Both prizes were under the 
British flag, bound from Kingston for 
Manzanillo with food supplies. The 
Belles’ captain, an Englishman, jumped 
overboard after a debauch, 


Several Gunboats Grouuded. 
London, July 19.—A special] dispatch 


- ~ - > - 
from Havana dated Monday says: 
“Seven American warships heavily bom- 
barded Manzanillo thismorning. Three 
steamers of the Mendez line were set 
on fire. Several gunboats in the har- 
bor issued for the defense of the town, 
but were stranded. The result of the 
bombardment is not yet known here.” 


All of the Prisoners Landed. 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 19.—All the 
prisoners in the sick bay of the Harvard 
were landed Monday afternoon and 
taken to the new hospital building near 
the other fever-stricken patients. 
While the condition of the men in the 
hospital, speaking generally, is improv- 
ing, the critical cases are still likely to 
result fatally, two deaths having oc- 
curred yesterday. At 5:30 these bodies 
were given burial with the usual honors. 

Orders were received allowing the 
transfer of six Spanish nurses from the 
stockade to the naval hospital, but as 
their officers refused to vouch for their 
safe return, Colonel Forney had them 
returned to the stockade. The health 
of all the men inside the stockade is ex- 
cellent. 

The Harvard took on board supplies 
of water, coal and stores, while the 
Massachusetts Volunteer Aid associa- 
tion sent on a barge load of food and 
clothing which is to be forwarded to 
the men at the front. 

The arrangement of the guard and 
battery at the «amp now makes escape 
out of the question. Captain Russell is 
quoted as saying: “You cannot drive 
these Spaniards outside the stockade, 
They are just beginning to find out what 
life is.” 


Not Recognized by Dewey. 

London, July 19.—The Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“United States Consul Wildman in- 
forms me that as the German cruiser 
Irene was passing Mariveles, off Manila, 
the other day, the Hugh McCulloch was 
sent after her toask hertostop. Asthe 
Irene refused to obey a shell was sent 
across her bow and a small boat went 
to discever what she was doing. The 
German admiral protested and insisted 
that German ships had a right to enter 
the harbor without being searched, a 
claim which Admiral Dewey declined 
to recognize. 

“It is reported that Admiral Von 
Diederichs, who is in command of the 
German squadron at Manila, inter- 
viewed Captain Chichester of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Immortality as to what he 
would do if the Germans interfered 
with the bombardment of Manila, Cap- 
tain Chichester replied that only Ad- 
miral Dewey knew himself.” 


Fainted at Seeing Blood, 

South Framingham, July 19.—Eight 
companies have now been vaccinated, 
and it is expected that the remaining 
four companies forming the third bat- 
talion will have been inoculated by to- 
night.

Buffalo to Be Made Useful. 

Washington, July 19.—There is yet 
some dispute over the final disposition 
of the Buffalo, formerly the Nictheroy, 
now at Norfolk. The bureau of con- 
struction has reported that to put her 
in first-class shape would cost $250,000. 
The department refused to expend such 
an amount, and for a time it was sup- 
posed the Buffalo would not become a 
cruiser. Commander Hamphill, who 
will command the Buffalo if she is con- 
verted into a’cruiser, informed the de- 
partment that with a crew he could 
make the repairs deemed necessary, such 
as tearing out the woodwork and replac- 
se; it with ironwork, and getting rid of 
slow fever germs that may be lurking 
pinch the ship.

BOOTLESS INTERVIEW, 


An Emissary of General Aguinaldo 
Dickered For Peace. 


Asked Spanish Ruler to Agree 
to a Republic. 


Americans Were to Be Persuaded to Withdraw 
Ships and Men. 


Hong Kong, July 19.—An important 
interview has just been held between 
General Aguinaldo’s secretary, Legarda, 
a prominent white man, and the Span- 
ish commander, Captain General Au- 
gustin. The insurgents’ representa- 
tives urged General Augustin to sur- 
render the city, asserting that 50,000 in- 
Surgents surrounded Manila and were 
able to enter it at any moment. Thus 
far, they added, the insurgents had been 
restrained with difficulty, but if the 
Spaniards continued stubborn the re- 
sult would be that the insurgents would 
be compelled to bombard and storm the 
city, “with the inevitable slaughter, un- 
paralleled in history, because in the ex- 
citement of battle they cannot discrim- 
inate.” Continuing, the captain gen 
eral’s visitors advised him to disregard 
the official fictions regarding alleged 
Spanish victories in Cuba and reinforce- 
ments coming to the Philippine islands, 
and proposed a reconciliation between 
the Spaniards and the Philippines under 
@ republican flag and a joint endeavor 
to persuade the Americans to abandon 
hostilities in the Philippines. Finally, 
the representatives of the insurgents 
proposed an appeal to the powers to 
recognize the independence of the 
Philippine islands. The captain gen- 
eral replied that he must fight, how- 
ever hopeless the Spanish cause. Le- 
garda then returned to Cavite, taking 
with him the white man, who is a 
paroled prisoner, 

The natives inside the city say they 
received a fortnight ago a concerted 
signal to prepare for storming the walls 
A second signal, fixing the date of the 
assault, has not yet been issued, and 
they are tired of waiting and are losing 
faith in Aguinaldo. The latter, it is 
alleged, finds it extremely difficult to 
capture the town fortifications. His 
previous successes, it is pointed out, 
were easy, because of the nature of the 
defenses, which suited his skirmishes. 
It is further alleged that the principal 
points captured by the insurgents were 
obtained possession of through treach- 
ery. The insurgents are now bringing 
artillery around by sea from Malabon, 
which is tedious and troublesome work 
They are also obtaining detailed reports 
of the condition of affairs from the in- 
side of the city. 

Admiral Dewey is establishing a more 
strict blockade, lest it be invalidated by 
permitting neutrals to visit Cavite and 
Malabon and send and receive mails, 
enclosing surreptitiously Spanish dis- 
patches, He has threatened to station 
warships opposite the city, which might 
precipitate hostilities, as the Spanish 
officers declare they will certainly fire 
on any American within range, regard- 
less of the consequences, 

The second installment of American 
troops is expected here daily, and the 
last detachments are booked to arrive 
here early in August. Probably mill- 
tary operations will be deferred until 
the September dry season, when it is 
cooler, and possibly then bloodshed may 
be unnecessary. 

A Spanish steamer, the Filipinas, has 
just been brought in here in the hands 
of the insurgents. It appears that she 
was on the northern coast and escap- 
ing to China with a native crew on 
board when the latter revolted, killed 
the Spanish officers and brought the 
vessel to Cavite. 

The Spaniards are daily employing 
convicts to fell trees and burn huts on 
the outskirts of the town, and fusillades 
continue; but otherwise the position ts 
unchanged. The stock of flour is prac- 
tically exhausted, but the supplies of 
rice and buffalo meat will last for 
months longer.

Mayor Quincy of Boston wants to es- 


tablish a country week of his own by 
which the great mass of boys of the 
city who have no chance for a vacation 
ean know the pleasure of such an out- 
ing under the auspices of their city, 
to which they must be responsible. He 
has proposed to the board of aldermen 
the establishment of a free camp on 
Long Island, in Boston harbor, where 
there is a stretch of beach for bathing, 
and ample room for drilling and for 
sports. The land is owned by the city 
and city boats make daily trips to and 
from the island, so that transportation 
would be practically free. A small sum 
would equip the place for a camping 
ground and the cost of maintenance has 


been estimated at two dollars a week 
So the mayor asks for 
to try the experiment. He 
would send one hundred boys at a time 
to the camp for one week’s stay, the 
company changing each week for the 
remaining six weeks of the school 
vacation. This would give to six 
hundred boys an outing such as they 
would not otherwise have, and it 
would give such an opportunity to 
show those boys what proper living and 
proper restraint are as seldom comes 
into their lives.

| YELLOW JACKIN CUBA 


| DR. DOTY TELLS Ls HOW TO CARE FOR 
OR SICK SOLDIERS. 


He Thinks They Ought to Be Brought to 
New York—Many Reasons Cited to Show 
Why It Is the Best Place to Deal With 
the Disease. 


Dr. Alvah H. Doty, health officer of 
the port of New York, said recently in 
relation to the dispatch announcing that 
there were a number of cases of yellow 
fever now in the field hospital near San- 
tiago: 

‘I have no official information re- 
garding the report that yellow fever 
has appeared among our troops at San- 
tiago, and I sincerely hope that it is not 
so. As near as I can remember, during 
the past ten years there have been two 
rather formidable outbreaks of yellow 
fever in Santiago—one in 1890-1, 
which, it is said, was introduced by 
Spanish workmen who had contracted 
the disease in Porto Rico while on their 
way to Santiago. At that time there 
were about 300 cases, about 30 per cent 
of which were fatal. In 1895 another 
outbreak occurred, not quite as formida- 
ble as the qnein 1890, but the mortality 
was greater. Since that time a few cases 
have from time to time been reported. 
Therefore it would not be surprising if 
the disease had broken out again, and, 
although every precaution has been tak- 
en by Surgeon General George M. 
Sternberg to prevent an outbreak of this 
disease among our troops, still there are 
factors over which the general and his 
assistants would have very little con- 
trol. lLlrefer to the extreme heat, the 


| froquens wettings which our soldiers 
| are 


subjected to, the great nervous 
strain, irregularity in eating, etc., 
which are conditions extremely favor- 
able to the propagation of this disease 


| if it should appear. 


“That prompt action was necessary 


| in taking Santiago before yellow fever 


appeared among the troops was evident- 
ly fully appreciated by the commanders 
of our army in Cuba by the vigorous 
and rapid manner in which they have 
pushed forward to Santiago. It is fortu- 
nate that the medical department of the 
United States army is under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Sternberg, whose great ex- 
perience in yellow fever eminently fits 
him for the direction of the medical 
officers now with our troops at that 
place. He has left no stone unturned to 
instruct his assistants how to protect 
our troops at the front, and he has en- 
deavored to secure the services of nen 
who have had experience with yellow 
fever, and there is no doubt that the 
danger from the disease among our sol- 
diers will be reduced to the minimum. 
“If it be true that yellow fever is 
present, it would seem to me that troops 
on their return should be brought north 
instead of being landed at southern 
ports within the yellow fever belt. The 
maximum period of the incubation of 
yellow fever is five days. Therefore 
troops brought from Santiago to Flor- 
ida or some other southern ports would 
reach there within that period (five 
days), and it would probably be deemed 
necessary to hold them at some station 
until the full five days had elapsed be- 
fore sending them north. If during 
their detention cases of fever, etc.,

| long experience in this work. Therefore 


which might be regarded as suspicious, 
should occur, it would probably be re- 
garded as only safe to hold them for an 
additional period. This might be kept 
up indefinitely, until it would be hard 
to say when the men would be released. 
In addition, it must be remembered that 
we have recently had yellow fever in 
the south, and it is possible that it 
might, in some way, reach the deten- 
tion camp and infect those who were 
held for observation. 

*‘On the other hand, if the troops are 
brought directly north, say to New 
York, the voyage would take about 
seven days, which more than covers the 
period of incubation. Therefore, upon 
the arrival of these troops, if after a 
close inspection they were found to be 
free from infectious disease, there is no 
reason why they should be detained 
longer perhaps than to perform disinfec- 
tion. If the disease should break out on 
board, the case or cases would be care- 
fully isolated by the surgeon in attend- 
ance, and there would be little danger 
of the remaining soldiers becoming in- 
fected. On the arrival here the case or 
cases would be removed to Swinburne 
island and the remaining troops placed 
for observation on Hoffman island, 
where we have accommodations for be- 
tween 2,000 and 8,000 persons at an 
hour’s notice. 

‘‘This work is nothing new to us at 
this quarantine, as during the past two 
or three years we have had a great 
many cases of yellow fever coming from 
infected ports, and during the outbreak 
at Panama last year nearly every steam- 
er arriving from Colon during a certain 
period brought cases of yellow fever to 
this place, but in no instance did the 
disease pass quarantine or secondary 
cases as a result of this infection occur 
jn the city or vicinity. Dealing with 
merchant ships carrying crews and im- 
migrants, which are subject to compar- 
atively little discipline, is much harder 


| than with vessels bringing trained sol- 


diers under the care of competent and 
vigilant medical officers. We are con- 
stantly dealing with people in large 
numbers, sometimes 4,000 or 5,000 a 
day, and my officers and men have had 


it would not be very much more than 
our ordinary duty, and I have no fear 
that this arrangement would be follow- 
ed by any unpleasant results. 

‘‘In my mind it is the logical and 
practical way to deal with the matter. 
In addition it must be remembered that 
we are outside of the yellow fever belt, 
and there is very little danger that the 
disease would extend if it were brought 
here. I am fully prepared for any emer- 


gency and shall co-operate with General 
Sternberg in every possible way if it) 
should be decided to bring the troops.

ALTON BOY’S LETTER. 


One of the Rough Riders Writes of His 
Experience In Battle. 

Harry Van Treese, son of Rev. F. M. 
Van Treese of Alton, Ills., wrote the 
following letter to his parents after the 
first fight near Santiago, in which the 
rough riders, of which he was one, were 


ambushed: 
Iy Camp, June 2. 

Dear PAPA AND ALL THE FoLks—Well, I 
have been under fire and came out with bullet 
holes in my clothes, but no wounds. First to 
organize, first to embark, first to land, and 
now the first battle of this campaign. We 
landed without any difficulty and took up our 
march to Santiago, the rough riders about four 
miles in advance of the army. We engaged 
the Spaniards in battle, about 4,000 of them to 
800 of us, but we stood like rocks and fired 
volley after volley into them. They had forti- 
fications built of stones, but we charged them 
and drove them like sheep. They had some 
artillery with them and rapid fire guns. We 
opened the battle, and after an hour's hard 
fighting we had four troops of dismounted 
cavalry re-enforcements and one squadron of 
colored cavalry from the Seventh regulars. 
But Colonel Wood's regiment made. four 
charges after fighting two hours and a ‘half, 
and the Spaniards fled, carrying their wound- 
ed and part of their dead. We killed as many 
as 200 of the Spanish and wounded as many 
more. Our regiment suffered 9 dead and 90 or 
40 wounded. Our captain was shot down 
about ten feet from me, and many more 
wounded. 

The bullets sung and spit around mé like a 
ewarm of bees, and God only knows how I got 
out alive. But, do you know, I like the sound 
just to get a whack attheSpaniards. We have 
become the pride of the army, and if I should 
fall at Santiago remember that your son fought 
in one of the most difficult and historical bat- 
tles ever fought, and camped right on the spot 
where we sent them below, and’ not above. I 
have seen nine of our bravest men fall, and 
have seen Colonel Wood ride to the front of 
the firing line, dismount under the heaviest 
fire and lead his horse up and down the line in 
front of the enemy, his horse cropping grass 
as he walked, giving orders. Don’t you think 
if such men as that can face the enemy I can 
afford to fall? My opinion is we shall have a 
hard time taking Santiago. What the papers 
said in regard to misery here is all true, and 
the Spaniards are as cruel as said tobe. We 
gaye no quarter to any of them. In three 
days from this date I will be either in Santiago 
or in some other place. The regulars and vol- 
unteers are determined to take the city. Our 
fleet has razed the fortifications at the front of 
the harbor, and, it is said, can go in at any 
moment. Goodby. Your son, HARRY.

LITERARY ROUGH RIDERS. 


Chicago Press Club Will Go to the Front 
if More Men Are Needed, 

A regiment of rough riding literary 
men will be mustered in if there isa 
third call for troops. The Chicago Press 
club has declared that the sword is 
mightier than the pen by unanimously 
agreeing at its meeting the other day to 
adopt the regiment of cavalry formed by 
Jobn A. Logan early in the war and 
more recently under the command of 
Colonel J. Paddock. 

The idea of forming a regiment of 
cavalry among the writers, artists and 
men of kindred nature originated with 
Major Elliot Durand. Major Durand 
was one of the first to join Logan’s 
troops, and when the latter abandoned 
the regiment the major, being an old 
newspaper man and a member of the 
Press club, thought it would be a good 
idea to give the men of penvils and 
paste a chance to show their patriotism 
in a material way and suggested to 
Colonel Paddock that the regiment be 
turned over to the Press club and be nam- 
ed the Chicago Press Club Rough Rid- 
ers. The matter was brought before the 
club at its recent monthly meeting and 
a resolution adopting the regiment was 
passed amid such enthusiasm as the 
Press club has not seen in many a day. 
Major Durand was elected lieutenant 
colonel. The idea is to have the regi- 
ment filled, as nearly as possible, with 
members of the club. Only officers with 
acknowledged military ability will be 
chosen, and they will be selected from 
among the members of the club so far 
as practicable. 

Colonel Paddock, the commanding 
officer, is an old regular army man with 
a long experience in the west and In- 
dian fighting. He has been shot a score 
of times and is now retired on full pay 
because of physical disability. Itis said 
that no such regiment of scldiers has 
ever before figured in a war. Several 
members of the club have already en- 
listed in the new regiment.—Chicago 
Post.

by the Farming Population. 

Boston, July 19.—Last week's rains 
were not very copious, yet they re- 
freshed the earth in Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and eastern Massachusetts, 
producing @ noticeable effect in the 
fields. The absence of moisture is 
felt elsewhere in New England, though 
the crops have not begun to wilt so 
as to cause alarm. Frost did consider- 
able damage in the north. 
Maine—Observers in the various 
counties describe different conditions. 
There is perfect agreement as to 
hay, of which there is a large crop 
every where. Grain in Androscoggin 
is rusting badly, while at Washington 
and Penobscot the condition is most 
promising at present. Potatoes are 


-good in Washington and Aroostook; in 


Kennebec, Oxford, Somerset and Waldo, 
on the other hand, drought and beetles 
are affecting the plants materially. All 
crops are growing wonderfully in Knox. 

New Hampshire—Belknap potatoes 
are poor because of the drought, but 
grain is generally good. Drought is 
injuring Carroll crops generally. Rain 
is needed for Cheshire potatoes, corn 
and pastures, and apples are falling. 
Showers have improved Merrimac crops, 
but apples will besshort. In Rocking- 
ham hoed crops need rain; pastures 
still good; haying soon finished. Corn, 
potatoes and small fruit are suffering 
in Strafford and Sullivan. 

Vermont—From all counties come re- 
ports of the desire for rain, the want 
of which is beginning to be felt, though 
the crops are in fair condition. Po- 
tatoes are rusting badly in some sec- 
tions of Addison, and corn is below the 
average. Dry weather is rolling corn 
and damaging potatoes in Bennington. 
In Grand Isle apples will be less than 
half a crop. An unusually large crop 
of hay has been half secured in Rut- 
land. Windsor will have a large crop 
of fine quality hay. 

Connecticut—Corn is doing finely in 
Fairfield and Tolland and poorly in New 
Haven Apples will not be abundant, 
while the reverse condition is true as to 
the “apples of the earth.” Small fruits 
and vegetables will be abundant in Fair- 
field. In New London a second crop of 
clover is starting well. 

Maksachusetts—Franklin and Middle- 
sex report the only indications of a 
good yield of apples, and in all counties 
potatoes are thriving and other crops 
in a state to furnish little ground of 
complaint save cranberries in Plymouth, 
where the dry spell has been injurious, 
Hay is as plentiful as in the adjoining 
states. Hampden will have a plenty o 
berries. 

Rhode Island—Rain gave new vigor to 
the crops, which are looking well 
throughout the state. In Kent oats 


Worcester, July 19.—Senator Hoar has 
received a reply to his speech in de- 
nunciation of utterances imputed to 
Professor Norton of H&rvard, in which 
the latter says: “You assail me for 
words which you say you have seen 
quoted as addressed by me to ‘the youth 
of the university’ where you and I were 
classmates more than 50 yearsago. If 
you saw them thus quoted you were led 
into error. No such words were ad- 
dressed by me to the youth of the uni- 
versity. They are garbled sentences 
from an account, in a western news- 
paper, of an interview with me dis- 
honorably obtained and incorrectly re- 
ported.” 

The senator makes public a letter in 
which he remarks to Professor Norton: 
“Whether they were literally reported 
or not, they are in general accord, I am 
sorry to say, with the sentiments I am 
constantly in the habit of hearing of as 
coming from you, both in public utter- 
fance and private speech, and of the 
style with which I used to be not un- 
familiar when I occasionally met you. 
All lovers of Harvard and all lovers of 
the country have felt for a long time 
that your relations to the university 
made your influence bad for the college 
and bad for the youth of the country. 
It was high time that somebody should 
say what I have said. I could easily, 
from my own memory and from the re- 
port of persons who have met you on 
social occasions, point out many utter- 
ances quite as deserving of severe re- 
proof as those to which I have adverted. 
I am afraid that the habit of bitter and 
sneering speech, about persons and pub- 
lic affairs, has so grown upon you that 
you do not yourself know always what 
you say.” 


Providence People In Trouble. 

Providence, July 19.—Three more per- 
sons who are alleged to have been con- 
cerned in irregularities in the drawing of 
pensions have been arrested. James H. 
Nolan, a notary public, is accused of 
ante-dating pension vouchers. Re- 
becca Reynolds and her daughter, 
Hattie Reynolds, are under arrest 
charged with drawing a pension for 
Mrs. Reynolds, to which she was not en- 
titled. The woman had been married 
twice, her first husband being a veteran. 
After marriage the second time she 
claims to have found that her new hus- 
{band was not legally married to her by 
reason of another marriage, and she 
then applied for a pension on account of 
her first husband’s service. The goy- 
ernment claims that her second mar- 
riage was a legal one. 


Duel Not Sanguinary. 

Paris, July 19.—A duel arising from 
the Zola trial was fought yesterday noon 
at St. Cloud by Paul Deroudode, an 
essayist and poet, and Gustave Hub- 
bard, a member of the chamber of dep- 
uties. The latter seized his adversary's 
sword with his left hand, whereupon 
the seconds stopped the duel, declaring 
that Hubbard had disqualified himself. 
Two duels between well-known journal- 
ists growing out of the trial are im- 
pending. 

World's Record Lowered. 

Washington, July 19.—W. Fred Sims 
pf Philadelphia established a new 
world’s record in the one mile handicap 
professional race. He was the scratch 
man and finished the mile in 1.59 4-5, 
clipping two-fifths off the record made 
a few weeks ago in Baltimore by John- 
son,

It is realized that the 
present situation is full of difficulty, 
and the future is dark owing to the dis- 
position evinced by the Cubans to ignore 
or refuse to be bound by the amenities 
of modern warfare. 

This first symptom of friction has sug- 
gested to the officials innumerable dif- 
ficulties that will arise in the future. Of 
course it would seem to be only politic 
now to avoid an open rupture with the 
Cubans, provided they can be kept in 
leash and not involve the United States 
in the disgrace that would follow the 
sacking of helpless communities; but it 
begins to appear that for some time to 
come and even after the conquest of 
Cuba is complete the United States 
Must maintain a military government 
in order to meet the responsibility which 
it has assumed to the civilized world. 


A MADRID REPORT. 


Blanco and Toral Authorized to Negoti- 
ate For Peace. 

New York, July 20.—Today’s Sun con- 
tains the following from Madrid: “The 
council has unanimously agreed to seek 
geace. The responsibility for capitula- 
tion is left to Captain General Blanco 
and General Toral solely. Itis sig- 
nificant that the censorship raised no 
objection to the dispatch announcing 


that the cabinet had decided to seek 
peace.” 


MISERABLE SANTIAGO. 
Yellow Fever Cases Few, but City Ripe 
For an Epidemic. 

Santiago, July 20.—A thorough inspec- 
tion of the sanitary condition of this 
captured city has been made by direction 
of General Shafter. The work was done 
by Dr. Goodfellow, of the general's 
staff, and by a civilian physician, Dr. 
Dwiker. They find that al- 
though there are at present but six 
cases of yellow fever in the city, in ad- 
dition to two suspects, the town is ripe 
for an epidemic. Santiago and Rio 
Junerio are considered the greatest fe- 
breeding centers in the world. The 
town lacks every sanitary feature at its 
best, and now, after two months’ siege, 
leaving the city dirty and repellent, it 
is a veritable pest hole. The awful 
stenches that arise from the streets 

sser and choke one. No cordial in 
Santiago has the power to wash out 
this odor from one’s throat. 

The city of Santiago is a typical trop- 
ical place. with narrow, crooked streets, 
l-story dwellings and stores. Many of 
the houses are stuccoed and painted 
with startling sky-blue and 
vivid shades of green predominating. 
These, with the red tiles of the roofs 
and the quaint verandas, show evidence 
of past picturesqueness, This is now in 
dilapidation and decay, and 
the city is but a shadow of its former 
self. The majority of the hous¢s are 
absolute ruins, and public squares, once 
green, with fountains playing in their 
center, are now utterly neglected. The 
iron fences are broken and rusted, while 
the fountains, on account of dearth of 
the water supply, have long been dry. 
Hiere and there, through the open doors 
of more pretentious dwellings, one meets 
with the vision of an open court filled 
with palms, brilliant pouchianos and 
other tlowering plants and trees. 

There is nosewage system. The city 
drainage is all from the surface into 
the harbor, and the lower part of the 
city, through which much of the drain- 
age runs, especially from the people's 
quarter around the buil ring, to the 
northwest of the city, is the seeding 
center’ of malarial, typhoid and other 
fevers. 

The squalor in the streets was fright- 
ful. The bones of dead horses and 
other animals were bleaching in the 

streets, and buzzards, as tame as spar- 
rows, hopped aside to let us pass, The 
windows of the hospitals in which there 
were over 1500 sick men were crowded 
with invalids who dragged themselves 
there to witness our in-coming. In 
one square, a relic of an old merrygo- 
round told of happier days, but on every 
side there were evidences of the piti- 
less siege and of starvation. 

There are four hospitals in the city, 
the civil hospital, presided over by the 
sisters of charity, and the military, 
Mercedes and Conchas hospitals, In 
these four hospitals are 1747 patients, 
which is a comparatively small number, 
considering the lack of food and long 
siege; but it must be remembered that 
the reconcentrados were never admitted 
to the hospitals, and when the notifica- 
tion of the proposed bombardment by 
our batteries was received, every pa- 
tient who could stagger out was driven 
into the streets. Twenty lepers who 
were in the civil hospital were turned 
into the streets, and they have been 
roaming through the city ever since. 
The largest number of patients are in 
the military hospital, where there are 
37 Spanish officers and 431 wounded 
sodiers and sailors. In addition there 
are hundreds of cases of malaria and 
dysentery, and six cases of yellow fever. 
The sailors were wounded in the battle 
of July 1 and 2. They were disem- 
barked from the ships of Admiral Cer- 
yera’s fleet in order to assist in re- 
sisting the attack of the American troops 
by land. These sailors say that when 
the Spanish fleet sailed out of the har- 
bor half of the sailors and marines on 
board had been fighting and working 
in the trenches ashore for 48 hours pre- 
Almiral Cervera, they also 
assert, sacrificed his fleet in obedience 
to the popular clamor, both in Spain and 
Cuba, including Santiago, that he should 
give battle to the American feet.

Prisoners at Portsmouth. 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 20.—The 
Spaniards are becoming accustomed to 
living on the “American plan,” and are 
making rapid advances in learning our 
national airs. The officers dress in 
citizens’ clothes, and apparently are en- 
joying themselves in the freedom they 
have of Portsmouth and vicinity. 

Four deaths as @ result of malarial 
fever marked yesterday’s mortality in 
the Spanish lines. Burial ceremonies 
occurred.in the afternoon. the bodies be- 


‘ng placed in pine boxes. The nameand 
eomplete history of the men are marked 
on each box so that the graves can be 
visited by friends at any time. 

A dispatch was received at the navy 
yard from Whitelaw Reid of New York, 
stating that he had sent six trained 
nurses and 100 cots for the wounded 
Spanish. 

Some question has arisen as to the ac- 
ceptance of parole by the Spanish of- 
ficers, owing to a Spanish law. None 
of the officers has signed a parole, but 
are awaiting a decision on the matter 
from Admiral Cervera, to whom the 
question has been referred. 


Several States Short. 

Washington, July 20.—Fairly good 
progress has been made with the re- 
cruitment for the volunteer army under 
the president's second call for 175,000 
volunteers. The plan adopted was to 
recruit all the volunteer organizations 
in the army to their maximum enlisted 
strength before entering upon the re- 
eruitment of additional troops. The 
tetal number of men required to fill out 
existing regiments was 37,566, and ac- 
eording to the latest returns the total 
enlistments under this plan are 27,519. 

Indiana, Minnesota, MMssourf, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin have exceeded their 
quota, but all the others are behind the 
supply of troops. The worst delin- 
quent is North Carolina, which has 
furnished only 55 soldiers to meet its 
quota of 783. Other delinquents are 
Colorado, Louisiana, Nebraska, Ten- 
nessee and Virginia, each of which has 
supplied less than one-third the number 
of men required. Alabama, Massachu- 
setts, Arkansas, Georgia, Mississippl, 
Oregon and Texas have done very little 
better, and are all very much behind 
in meeting the requirements. Com- 
plaint has been made also that in several 
of the states an effort has been made to 
foist poor material on the government. 

The total enlisted strength of the reg- 
ular army to date is about 44,000 men, 
being about 18,000 short of its legal com- 
plement. The volunteer army consists 
of 183,000 men and is only 17,000 short 
of its maximum authorized strength 
under the two calls issued by the presi- 
dent. The total strength of the army, 
regular and volunteer, is 227,000 as now 
organized. 


News From Havana. 

Havana, July 20.—The Red Cross so- 
elety has established a free kitchen for 
the Havana people. Many instances 
are recorded of fine horses slaughtered 
here of late, whose flesh has subsequent- 
ly appeared in the butcher shops. 

Maximo Gomez Is said to have ordered 
the hanging of an insurgent chief for 
acts of savagery. 

It is reported from Manzanillo that 
the situation there is very bad. There 
is little communication . with other 
places, provisions are vely scarce and 
there is a great quantity of paper money 
which Is so undervalued that the people 
do not know how to quote it. Advices 
from Jovellanos, Ma*inzas, say that a 
group of over 200 people presented them- 
selves to the military commander of 
that place recently, urgently begging 
for something to eat. The commander 
ordered the distribution of rice and 
bread among them. Letters from 
Managuas, Havana province, say the 
situation there is horrible. The grocery 
stores are without the first necessary 
articles, and they cannot import them 
from Havana. Besides this the little 
stock of vegetables gathered in the 
Managua cultivation zone are taken out 
of the town to sell in other places 


The Eagle's Sharp Work. 

Key West, July 20.—The Spanish 
transatlantic liner San Domingo, of 5500 
tons, was totally destroyed by the little 
auxiliary gunboat Eagle on July 12 off 
Cape Francis. This intelligence was 
brought here yesterday by the Nash- 
ville, which came up after the attack 
and found the Spanish ship burned and 
smashed on the reefs. 

The affair offers a striking commen- 
tary on the difference between Ameri- 
can and Spanish spirit. The Santo 
Domingo had two five-inch guns mount- 
ed and loaded; her magazines were 
opened, ang it only remained to train 
her guns and fire them to blow the little 
Eagle out of the sea. The latter, with 
her comparatively feeble battery of six 
pounders, steamed to within two miles 
of the enemy, and pounded shot after 
shot into her until she turned, and, ina 
desperate attempt to get into the nar- 
row channel, grounded on the reef with- 
out having tried to return the American 
fire. 


Sewer Gas Killed Them. 

New Yor, July 20.—William Coleman 
and Michael Duffy, employes of the de- 
partment of water supply, were over- 
come by sewer gas in a manhole and 
perished. Coleman went into the man- 
hole first, and Duffy tried to rescue him, 
but was overcome himself.

BACK FROM DIGGINGS. 


Klondikers Report No Finds of Im- 
portance Thus Far, 


This Season’s Gleanings Esti- 
mated at $10,000,000. 


Miners Seek to Evade Paying Royalty to the 
Canadians. 


Seattle, Wash., July 20—The Samoa 
has arrived from St. Michaels with 3% 
Klondikers, who brought with them 
nearly $400,000 in gold dust. The Samoa 
left St. Michaels July 6. Among her 
passengers was Thomas C. Austin of 
New Whatcom, Wash. Mr. Austin 
states that the cleanup on Eldorado, 
Bonanza and Hunker creeks in the 
Klondike district this season will not be 
less than $10,000,000. This, together with 
about $50,000,000 of last season's output, 
will all be shipped out this year. He con- 
firms previous reports that important 
discoveries have not been made. 

Several passengers were from Minook 
creek, where they worked all winter 
with but little success. When the 
Samoa left St. Michaela many people 
there had decided not to go on to Daw- 
son and were walting an opportunity to 
come back. One misfortune after an- 
other seems to have befallen the craft 
which have started in toward St. Mich- 
aels. Up to the time of the departure 
of the Samoa not one of the numerous 
river vessels had arrived except those 
taken by the steamer New England. 
The Conemaugh, which left Seattle early 
in June with a river steamer and @ 
barge in tow, when more than half way 
on her voyage, encountered a heavy gale 
and lost both, nearly going to the bot- 
tom of the sea herself. She was thrown 
on her beam ends, and in this condition 
wallowed in the heavy sea for 48 hours. 
Her crew and passengers had about 
given up in despair, when the storm 
abated and she righted. She succeeded 
in reaching port in a battered condition. 

The steamer National City, with the 
river steamer Jane Eyre in tow, also 
experienced heavy weather and, not- 
withstanding the heroic efforts on the 
part of her captain and crew to keep 
the tow afloat, they were compelled to 
see her break to pieces. The British 
steamship Carrone, which left Victoria 
with a barge in tow and cargo in bond, 
lost the barge and will now have to re- 
turn without being able to land her 
cargo, owing to some hitch in customs 
regulations. 

The miners are reticent about the 
amounts they brought, as they desire to 
evade the payment of the 10 percent 
royalty exacted by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. Many of them have smug- 
gled larger sums than they will admit. 
The largest amount brought out by one 
person is $110,000. 

Joaquin Miller, the well-known poet, 
briefly expresses the general tenor of 
the stories told by the passengers as 
follows: “The Klondike mines are cer- 
tainly the richest ever found on the face 
of the earth, but this gold is ten fold 
harder to get than In any camp I have 
ever seen.” 

It is said that the shipment of gold 
would have been much heavier had those 
in the interior not felt some apprehen- 
sion of an attack at sea by privateers. 


Charlestown Building Down. 

Boston, July 20.—The entire four 
stories of the brick block known as the 
Samaritan House at 560 to 670 Main 
street, Charlestown, for the space of 
48 feet from the rear of the structure 
were levelled to the ground last night, 
the cause generally assigned, as the in- 
vestigation progresses, being the col- 
lapse of the building owing to its weak- 
ened state. 

There were 25 lodgers on the upper 
floors, but Patrick Hennigan, 84 years 
old, is the only one missing. It is thought 
that he was buried inthe ruins. Mary 
Quinn, employed in a coffee house on 
the street floor, had her skull fractured, 
Others wera hurt slightly. 


Suceessful Experiment, 

Block Island, July 20.—The whaling 
bark, Swallow, Captain B. D, Cleveland, 
which sailed from this port last 
year for Desolation islands on a cruise 
for sea elephants, was sighted off here 
yesterday, bound for New Bedford, with 
a full cargo of sea elephant oll. 

The crut®e of the Swallow was a most 
novel one, and the first of its kind at- 
tempted for years. The industry had 
become obsolete, and the undertaking 
was in the nature of an experiment. 
The success attending it, however, will 
lead to other vessels being sent on sim- 
ilar cruises. The oil brought home by 
the Swallow is valued at about $30,000, 
the greater portion of which will be 
exported to France. 


Chased to Death, 

Philadelphia, July 20.—A man sup- 
posed to be Peter Brown of Greenboro, 
N. C., was instantly killed, and Charles 
H. Craig of Attleboro, Mass., was se- 
riously injured by being struck by a lo- 
comotive on the Pennsylvania railroad 
in West Philadelphia. The men were 
beating their way from Baltimore to 
New York. They alighted from a 
freight train and were about to board 
another, when they were chased by a 
policeman, and in their flight were 
struck by a locomotive,

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'SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


Proposed Rules and Regulations 
Governing the Same. 


As soon as the Ordinance relating 
to house connections with the sewerage 
system, now before the City Council, 
passes which will probably be next 
Monday evening, work connecting 
houses on the line of the sewer already 
built will be commenced. 

The Ordinance in substance provides 
that all applications for entrance must 
be made upon blanks to be obtained of 
the Commissioner of Public Works 
and must deposit the estimated cost 
of this particular sewer from the centre 
of the street with the City Treasurer. 

The size and material used shall be 
that prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Public Works and shall conform with 
the requirements of the Board of 
Health. Sewers shall be laid accurately 
to state lines and grades and if angles 
are unavoidable, manholes or other 
means of access shall be provided. 

The material and labor required shall 
be done by the Commissioner of Pub- 
lie Works or excepting 
that applicants may make excavation 
outside of street lines, The 
material and labor furnished shall be 
paid for by the applicant at the actual 
cost of the city and the difference be- 
tween the estimated and actual cost 
shall be paid by the applicant who will 
not be permitted to use the sewer 
until paid.

CAMP DALTON. 


Brief Notes from Our Corres- 


pondent with Co. K. 


Camp Dalton, July 20. 

Eight companies have now been 
vaccinated and it is expected that the 
last four companies- forming .the 3d 
battalion will all be vaccinated. today, 
thas completing the job. One tall six 
footer fainted at seeing the scarring 
and the bloody arms, but he’s a good 
soldier, just the same. 

About 1200 cycles were checked on 
the field on Sunday, and the receipts 
of the regimental exchange were nearly 
$500. Chaplain House says_he now has 
a surplus of about $600 in profits from 
this exchange to divide among the 
companies, and a dividend will be de- 
clared within a day or two. The 
chaplain says that an average of about 
500 letters are received and that many 
are sent away daily from camp. 

Councilman Packard and his 
were among the visitors from Quincy 
today. 

Colonel Whitney received a telegram 
yesterday afternoon from Adjutant- 
General Corbin, stating that in a few 
days the regiment would be notified 
regarding its destination. Just where 
the intentions of the War department 
will place the regiment is not known. 
The presence of transports in New 
York may have some significance, and 
within the range of possibilities that 
the Fifth will see service in Porto 
Rico. 

Should, however the regiment remain 
at camp for yet another week, the men 
will probably be given a _ practice 
march of twelve miles along the 
splendid roads that abound here 
abouts. This is Colonel Whitney’s 
plan at present. He will also see that 
the regiment indulges in a few tent 
drills. 

The Fifth is now being prepared for 
fighting. As far as marching goes the 
regiment has attained a degree of 
efficiency. Now the officers are putting 
the men through the maneuvres known 
as extended order of skirmish drill. 
They are spending four hours a day 
teaching the men the use of the rifle 
for more deadly purposes than ‘*pre- 
senting arms.’’

Parcels Postage. 

Several foreign governments have moved in 
favor of transmitiing through the mails parcels 
weighing more than four pounds, which is the 
present limit, and have urged the United States 
to agree to do the same, but so far without suc- 
This country has found that there is no 
profit inthe transportation of merchandise, but 
that, where the distance is at all great, the trans- 
mission is always ata considerable loss to the 
postal department.

The government makes a 
uniform charge for a package of given weight, 
be the distance it is to travel great or small, aud 
allows its transmission as a matter of conven- 
ience to its patrons. These will use the mails 
only when the expense is to be less than it 
would be through express or freight agents. 
While for short distances the charge for trans- 
mission is frequently less by express than by 
mail, the express companies increase the charge 
proportionally with the increased distance, while 
the government’s price remains fixed. It would 
be manifestly unfair to the great mass of people 
for the government to go into the general carry- 
ing business simply to decrease the shipping ex- 
penses of the producers and importers, in whose 
the subject is agitated. European 
countries, with their limited territory, may find 
satisfactory regulations which would work to 
the great disadvantage of the United States, 
with its three thousand mile 
Bedford Standard.

Dispatch.

Washington, July 21.—Gene: 
sent a long dispatch to Wa 
yesterday, reporting some of the con- 
ditions prevailing at Santiage by the 
relief of which the Porto Rico expedi- 
tion would be expedited. He described 
the men on thetransports as exceedingly 

restless. They are uncomfortably lo- 
cated, and while confined to the ships 
are in danger of contagion shuld dis- 
ease break out. He clearly intimated 
that he saw no occasion for delay, and 
the tenor of his dispatch was such as to 
| stir up the Washington officials. 

Most of them appeared to be sur- 
prised that discontent and restle 
should exist among the confined sol- 
| diers, and Generel Miles’ dis 
were a veritable revelation to many of 
them. He described the horses as dy- 
ing from the effects of the voyage and 
the failure toland them. He expressed 
the intention of placing the command 
and the animals on shore if there should 
be much further delay. 

He explained that the repeated post- 
ponement of the departure of the 12 
transports, which will form the con- 
tingent from Santiago and Tampa for 
Porto Rico, was caused by the failure of 
| the navy to furnish convoys, and he 
insisted in unmistakable terms that the 
) navy department be requested t 
| such orders to Admiral Sampson as 
| would provide the naval vessel neces- 
| sary for the protection of the troop- 
| slips intended for Porto Rico en reute to 
| that point. 

General Miles’ dispatch conveyed the 

| impression that he did not sympathize 

with or cordially approve of the attitude 

of the naval authorities at Santiago. He 

evidently regarded their policy of delay 

as inimical to the plans of the army. 
The Landing Place. 

It is the plan of General Miles to go 
along the northern coast of Hayti and 
Porto Rico until he reaches the extreme 
eastern end of the latter island. His 
course will then be southward for a few 
miles to the harbor of Fajardo, 34 miles 
from San Juan. After mature consid- 
eration, this point has been decided upon 
as an excellent base from which to direct 
operations. General Miles will not 

move actively upon the interior of the 
| island for two weeks, but will wait for 

the 6200 troops now on the way from 

| Tampa, for Ernst’s brigade, which sailed 

from Charleston last night, and for the 

rest of the troops expected to sail from 

Newport News during the next 10 days. 
A Stitch In Time. 

The army will enter Porto Rico under 
greatly superior conditions than those 
which attended the movement against 
Santiago. There will be no unnecessary 
privations; no starvation; no unseason- 
able clothing, nor any of the other dis- 
comforts experienced at Santiago, which 
have been blamed directly to the neglect 
of the war department and to the inex- 
perience of officials newly appointed to 
responsible positions. The experience 
gained in the Santiago expedition will 
lighten the work of the men operating 
against San Juan. 

Not only is the war department bet- 
ter able to care for the army in the 
field, but the experience of the past has 
been of value to the manufacturers of

ket. Every regiment ordered on the 
Porto Rican expedition takes from its 
own camp the supplies needed during 
the early days of the invasion. Ateach 
camp food and supplies have been con- 
centrated, and as the troops move from 
the camp to the coast to embark on the 
transports, they take with them full 
complements of clothing and food. The 
troops leaving Santiago are not so well 
supplied, but shipments have already 
been prepared for their use. For sup- 
plying the troops after the invasion has 
begun the arrangements are equally 
complete. 
May Be More Fighting. 

The news from Madrid that General 
Parreja, the Spanish commander at 
Guantanamo, refuses to be included in 
the “capitulation” of Santiago, causes 
some concern in administration circles. 
If the terms made by General Toral and 
accepted by General Shafter are re- 
pudiated by the other military com- 
manders in the ceded territory there 
will of course be a renewal of the fight- 
ing and a continuance of the campaign 
in eastern Cuba, with the same result 
which has characterized operations 
heretofore. 

Until this uncertainty is cleared up it 
would be unwise for General Shafter's 
force to be weakened, which is an ad- 
ditional reason why the Fifth army 
corps cannot be heavily drawn upon to 
furnish troops for the Porto Rican ex- 
pedition. 

Awarded to a Spanish Company. 

Arrangements practically were con- 
eluded by the government last night for 
the transportation of the Spanish pris- 
oners at Santiago. from Cuba to Spain. 
The contract was awarded to the Span- 
ish Traysatlantic company, represented 
by J. M. Ceballos & Co. of New York. 
The company agrees to carry the pris- 
oners from Cuban ports to Spain at the 
rate of $20 for each enlisted man and 
$55 for each commissioned officer, sub- 
sistence to be furnished by the company 
on the army ration basis, as provided for 
in the government's advertisement for 
bids. The award provides also that the 
company shall have five ships at San- 
tiago in nine days from today, two more 
in 17 days, and enough to complete the 
transportation of the prisoners in 21 
days. ‘ 

On the basis of 24,000 enlisted men and 
1000 officers, it will cost the government 
$535,000 to transport the prisoners. The 
ships will fly the colors of Spain and will 
be manned, probably entirely, by Span- 
ish crews. It was remarked as one of 
the curious Meyelopments of the war 
that the United States government 
should enter into a friendly contract 
with a company, many of whose vessels 
are auxiliaries to the Spanish navy and 
some of which have been captured or 
destroyed by the navy of the United 
States. 


Situation In Manila. 

Madrid, July 21—Mr. Sagasta and 
General Correa, minister of war, de- 
clare that the latest news from the 
Philippines is of the most favorable 
character, General Correa’s advices 
indicate that the insurgents are now 
displaying “only a lukewarm hostility 
towards the Spanish troops.” 

Captain General Augustin sends an 
official dispatch asserting, under date 
of July 14, that while the blockade is be- 
coming very strict, the enemy has lost 
heavily in several engagements, “by 
which the morale of the American force 
has been weakened and the Spaniards 
have been greatly encouraged.” The 
dispatch alleges also that “‘the garrison 
is ready to fight to the death,” and that 
General Monet and several officers who 
had escaped from Matabele have arrived 
there. 

In case of the bombardment of Manila 
the area to which the Spanish may re- 
tire will be limited to the American and 
insurgent lines surrounding the city. 
There may come the struggle, for the 
Spaniards have burrowed intrench- 
ments, fortified hills and knolls for the 
final fight. It is known that every 
energy is bent within the city to pre- 
pare it for the final struggle. The peo- 
ple are exhorted by the clergy and mili- 
tary authorities, and their hopes are 
buoyed by false reports as to relief from 
Spain, and Spanish triumphs in the 
West Indies and along the Atlantic 
coast. Augusti is credited with an as- 
sertion that he can muster 150,000 troops. 
No one seriously believes that he can 
marshal 20,000. The city seems as nearly 
ready for the conflirt as the material in 
the hands of the Sifanish can make it. 

Bands Played; People Cheered. 

Charleston, July 21.—With bands play- 
ing and 30,000 pegple cheering the first 
expedition to folow General Miles to 
Porto Rico got away from here last 
evening. The expedition is under com- 
mand of Major General J. H. Wilson, 
and when complete will consist of the 
Second and Third Wisconsin, the Six- 
teenth Pennsylvania regiments and two 
companies of the Sixth Illinois. These 
men, together with those of the Sixth 
Illinois and Sixth Massachusetts, who 
sailed from here last week for Santiago, 
constitute the first brigade of the first 
division of the First army corps.

Witl Not Credit Allegations. 

New York, July 21—Counsel H., 8. 
Rubens of the Cuban junta expresses 
his disbelief in the reports from San- 
tiago of American dissatisfaction with 
the Cuban insurgent soldiery. The 
junta had no report that General Garcia 
had refused to attend the flag raising 
at Santiago because the American gen- 
eral had given orders to allow no Cu- 
ban soldiers to enter the town. If 
General Shafter refused Cuban soldiers 
entry to Santiago it was a mere matter 
of military policy for the time being. 

“As for the insurgents looting the 
town,” continued Mr. Rubens, “the 
Spanish soldiers had already done that. 
It would be very poor policy for the in- 
surgents to loot the town because there 
is hardly a Cuban famly there that has 
not a member fighting in the insurgent 
ranks. In Santiago, as probably in no 
other city, are the people loyal to the 
Cuban cause, and the Cuban soldiers 
would not loot that city of all Cuban 
cities. 

“The Cubans took their orders from 
General Shafter, and during the fight- 
ing occupied the position he assigned 
them. I am confident that they did 
what they were ordered to do. Ifany 
party of pacificos refused to aid in road 
building or cutting poles for the litters 
of the wounded their conduct ought not 
be blamed upon the Cuban soldiery. 
The pacificos might have been Span- 
fards. The United States is big enough 
to do justice to all, Cubans and Span- 
iards, and until I hear of the comment 
or affirmation of these reports from 
Miles or Shafter, or from Washington, 
I shall refuse to believe them.” 


Spanish Prisoners Sick. 

Portsmouth, July 21.—There are 260 
sick in the stockade on Seavey’s island, 
beside those who have been confined in 
the hospital. There were six deaths in 
the hosplital yesterday. 

The navy yard officials received a tel- 
egram from Admiral Cervera in regard 
to the parole of the Spanish officers. 
The admiral requested them to accept 
the parole for two weeks. 

Two hundred Red Cross ribbons were 
sent to Camp Long by the wives and 
families of the navy officers. They 
are to be worn by the sick. 


Screening Home Mismanagement. 

London, July 21.—The Times editorial- 
ly, reproaching the Spanish government 
this morning with “moral cowardice in 
endeavoring to screen its own mis- 
management by pretending that Gen- 
eral Toral has betrayed his country,” 
says: “It is incredible that Spain can 
hope anything from Cuba, as it is as lm- 
possible for Blanco as it was for Toral 
to fight against hunger; and it is un- 


likely that the former will have any- 
thing else to fight with for some time 
tocome. Neithercdn anything be hoped 
from European intervention, even if 
Commodore Watson's squadron comes, 
though its arrival would be an unwel- 
come spectacle to more than one Euro- 
pean power. It may be assumed that 
Commodore Watson's authorizdtion to 
visit the Philippines will net weaken 
the disposition at Berlin to cultivate 
friendly relations with America and to 
make light of the escapades of German 
ships at Manila.” 


Squabble Over Peace. 

Madrid, July 21.—Most Spaniards be- 
lieve they are drifting toward the loss of 
all the colonies, and a condition made, 
perhaps, worse by domestic troubles 
which their present rulers are as in- 
capable of averting as they were of fore- 
seeing them The stolid silence and 
imdifference of the public adds to the 
perplexity of Sagasta and his ministers, 
They only meet to squabble over peace 
or war, Gamazo and Duke Almodovar 
leading those who argue for peace, and 
Minister Correa being the chief advo- 
cate of war. 

General Campos said to an _ inter- 
viewer: “I believe the government 
acted too hastily in refusing to accept 
the American ultimatum. I would 
have waited to have received the ulti- 
matum., Apart from that I am per- 
suaded that the Americans wanted noth- 
ing but war. They continued to help 
the insurrection after Spain had granted 
autonomy. Punishment, however, has 
arrived for the Cubans and Yankees. 
The Cubans will wage against the Yan- 
kees the same war they waged against 
Spain. It will be a costly, bloody, 
endless war like ours.” 


Blanco Can’t Cable. 

Washington, July 21.—Two days ago 
General Greely, chief signal officer, 
cabled instructions to his officers in San- 
tiago to seal up and place‘a guard over 
the three cable lines connecting San- 
tiago with Cienfuegos, whence by a 
land line communication is established 
with Havana. Yesterday he was in- 
formed that his orders had been carried 
out. 

The closing of the Cienfuegos cables 
absolutely isolates Havana and Gen- 
eral Blanco from Madrid. Blanco’s only 
means of communicating with the gov- 
ernment at Madrid now is by the Key 
West cable, which is under the strictest 
censorship. Several cipher dispatches 
passing between General Blanco and 
the Spanish government drifted into 
this country. They did not reach their 
destination. 


Gratuitous Counsel From London. 
London, July 21.—The Daily Chronicle 
says editorially: ‘Asstrong supporters 
and sincere well-wishers of the United 
States we suggest a reconsideration of 
the decision to send Commodore Wat- 
son to Europe. It could not materially 
harm Spain, and would only be likely to 
reunite the Spaniards into an impervi- 
ous obstinacy of endurance and a de- 
termination to suffer to all lengths. 
That is their nationa] character. It 
was that which baffled Napoleon, who 
had land forces to overrun the whole 
country; while at every point an Ameri- 
can fleet would touch there would be 

danger ot European complications.”

A MISUNDERSTANDING! 


Members of the Cuban Junta on the 
Santiago Trouble. 


Discountenance Any Display 
of Resentment. 


Faith Expressed In fhe Honesty of American 
Purposes as to the Island. 


Washington, July 21.—Mr. Quesada 
and other representatives of the Cuban 
junta were in consultation with officials 
of the war department yesterday. The 
United States officials were assured that 
there was no dissatisfaction with the 
management of affairs in Cuba so faras 
the Cuban representatives were con- 
cerned, and that if General Garcia and 
other Cubans operating about Santiage 
were not in harmony with the United 
States authorities there it arose from a 
misunderstanding of the president’s 
proclamation and of the intentions of 
the United States government in the 
premises. The Cubans at Santiago, it 
was stated, probably thought that the 
action of General Shafter meant the con- 
tinuation of Spanish rule and Spanish 
authority. It being well understood 
here that such was not the case it was 
the belief of the Cuban representatives 
that when the matter was made plain 
to the Cuban officers in the field they 
would acquiesce in the action of the 
United States and render the United 
States army hearty support. 

The Cubans assured the war officials 
that nothing was further from their de- 
sires than a rupture with the United 
States forces and authority. It also be- 
came known that the junta had sent dis- 
patches to General Garcia and other 
Cuban officers stating that their course 
at Santiago was not approved by the 
junta and if persisted in would result 
in serious injury to the Cubans. It is 
believed that the representations made 
will bring about a better understanding 
between the Cuban officers and the 
Americans. The opinion was expressed 
at the war department that the better 
class of Cubans in the Island will have 
no sympathy with those who would 
bring about trouble, but that it is the 
lewer and vicious classes who desire to 
loot and plunder the city. 


Assignment of a Shoe Company. 

Brockton, July 21.—Harry C. Craw- 
ford of thc Crawford Shoe company has 
signed an agreement for an assignment 
of all the company’s affairs to William 
F. Mullen of Boston. The Crawford re- 
cently purchased George I. Bouve’s in- 
terest in the Bouve-Crawford Shoe com- 
pany, dropping the first name of the old 
firm at the same time. The company 
has four stores in Boston, three in New 
York, two in Brooklyn and one each in 
New Haven, Philadelphia, Providence 
and Baltimore. The assignment covers 
the factory in this city, as well as all the 
machinery and goods, 


High Price For Cotton. 

New York, July 21—The first bale of 
cotton of the crop of 1898, which was 
presented to President McKinley by the 
citizens of New Orleans to be sold for the 
benefit of the United States hospital 
fund, was sold yesterday in front of the 
Cotton Exchange. The first bid was 
$200, rising by $50 bids to $500, at which 
price the bale was sold to the exchange. 
{t will be redonated to the hospital fund. 
The price secured for the bale is the 
highest since the civil war, when cotton 
Was $2 a pound. 


Want a Rule Re-established. 

Washington, July 21.—Major John 
Byrne of New York, president of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Protec- 
tive association, is in Washington in the 
interest of the revival of the law of 1861, 
under which an allotment of the pay of 
soldiers and sailors was made to the 
families of volunteers through the pay 
department of thearmy. Hehadacon- 
ference with the president, Secretary 
Alger, Adjutant General Corbin and 
Attorney General Griggs, all of whom 
feel a deep interest in the matter. The 
president referred the matter to the 
secretary of war, who had it madespecial. 
The attorney general’s department is 
trying to find a way to re-establish the 
rule which proved so effective in the 
civil war. 


Boston Opinion, 

Boston, July 21.—The Post says: “To 
make General Toral the scapegoat of the 
military sins of Spain will only increase 
the respect for his good sense and hu- 
manity among intelligent people.” 

“Whatever seizure the American navy 
may see fit to make on the coast of 
Spain,” The Advertiser states, will be 
made simply as a war measure, and will 
be relinquished in good time, as a matter 
of course, when satisfactory terms of 
yeace have been corftluded.”

FIRST SOUTHERN TORPEDO. 


Used In the James River After the Fight 
at Seven Pines, 


The story of the first torpedo which was 
invented and used by General Gabriel 
Rains during the war with the Seminole 
Indians, April, 1840, ended in the fighting 
of 16 soldiers, who had gone with Captain 
Rains to investigate the cause of the ex- 
plosion, with some 100 or more Indians, 
and among the casualties the wounding 
of the captain and his being carried to 
Fort King in the armsof his men. An- 
other and second torpedo had been previ- 
ously placed at the post by him, and soon 
after the fight 1,000 or more troops were 
collected there, and it became such a dread 
to the whole army that a soldier guard 
was put over it until Captain Rains was 
able to go and take it up. 

**Suppose,”’ said one officer to another 
high in rank, ‘“‘that the captain had died 
of his wound. What would you have 
done?’ ‘‘I thought,’’ said the second offi- 
cer, ‘‘of firing at it with a 9 pounder at a 
safe distance and thus knocking it to 
pieces.’’ 2 

The occasion of his first submarine tor- 
pedo was as follows: Soon after the battle 
of Seven Pines General Lee, commanding, 
sent for General Rains and said to him: 
“The enemy haye upward of 100 vessels 
in the James river, and we think that they 
are about making an advance that way 
upon Richmond, and if there is a man in 
the whole Southern Confederacy that can 
stop them you are that man. Will you 
undertake it?’’ 

“I will try,”’ was the answer, and, ob- 
serving that ironclads were invulnerable 
to cannon of all caliber used and were 
really masters of rivers and harbors, it re- 
quired submarine inventions to checkmate 
and conquer them, so an order was issued 
forthwith putting General Gabriel Rains 
in charge of submarine defenses, and on 
James river bank, opposite to Drury’s 
Bluff, his first submarine torpedo was 
made, the primogenitor and precursor of 
all such inventions, now world renowned, 
as civilized nations have each a torpedo 
corps.—Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle. 


Half Ton Sturgeons. 


I saw a sturgeon here on the cannery 
floor measuring 12 feet by the tape and 
weighing more than 600 pounds. Any 
one wishing to deceive the public by aid 
of a prevaricating camera should pose be- 
side this 12 foot fish. ‘The man who skill- 
fully and laboriously reduced it to sections 
with an ax said it was not an uncommon 
fish, though the biggest on the floor; that 
they often found them far larger and 
weighing as much as 1,200 pounds. 

Two men lifting a half ton fish into 
their boat is the exciting feature of stur- 
geon fishing. The sturgeon is nota lively 
fish, but when lifting hooks are fastened 
in his thick hide he isapt toresentit. He 
shakes his head in emphatic dissent, and 
a head 8 feet long and as big as a log, 
when vigorously shaken by a half ton 
body, is a thing to be avoided, ‘The tail, 
too, isa source of danger, for it not only 
slaps with energy, but can cover a large 
surface with one application. The man 
new at the business is apt to get hurt the 
first time he helps to coax a wriggling 
sturgeon of standard size over a gunwale. 
—Victoria Letter in Toronto Globe.

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BIG CROWD IN ATLANTA 


Annual Reunion of Confederate Vet- 
erans the Attraction. 


Gen. Gordon and Gen. Hooker 
Deliver Addresses. 


Enthusiasm @ver the Work of Southerners Ia 
the Cuban War. 


(Atlanta, July 21.—A conservative esti- 
mate of the people now in Atlanta to 
attend the eighth annual reunion of the 
Confederate veterans is 50,000. Much 
disappointment is expressed at the un- 
avoidable absence of Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis. 

The-interest of yesterday centered in 
the first meeting of the veterans in the 
auditorium of Piedmont park. There 
welcoming addresses wene delivered by 
Major Collier, Governor Atkinson and 
others, The governor in part said: 
“A great many people have miscon- 
ceived our relations to the national 
government. When we surrendered 
to the opposing forces, we granted two 
things—the negro as a free man and the 
adjustment of the doctrine of secession; 
but the state never did surrender the 
strict construction of the constitution 
of the United States. Whenever this 
great question, which divides northern 
and southern statesmen, is submitted 
to the supreme court, it has always de- 
cided in favor of the southern position.” 


GENERAL JORN 6, GORDUM 

Surrounded by 10,000 of his devoted 
followers, General John B. Gordan, com- 
mander-in-chief of the veterans, de- 
livered an address which thrilled his 
auditors: “What is the meaning of 
these confederate pageants?” he asked. 
“Are they due to any covert or sinister 
uims, or in the remotest degree self- 
seeking? Do these reunions and popu- 
lar demonstrations which attend them 
draw their inspiration from any sug- 
gestion of disioyalty to either of the 
tremendous results of the war, the free- 
dom of the slave and the eternal unity 
of the republic? The protection of the 
negro by southern courts, his reliance 
for security upon southern sentiment 
and his education through white tax 
ation in southern schools, furnish the 
south’s answer as to the first. ‘To the 
second, loyalty to a perpetual union of 
the states and to the honor and glory 
of the republic, the south has been con- 
tinually answering since the close of 
our civil war, and she is answering to- 
day by the presence and prowess of 
her heroic sons at the front in the war 
with Spain. Her Wheeler, her Lee, her 
Bagley, her Blue, her Hobson and her 
thousands of volunteers, who sprang to 
arms at their country’s call, are answer- 
ing from their camps, from the Philip- 
pines and from the jungles of Cuba. 
You, my confederate comrades, would 
be there if the country needed you. 
Many of you assembled here would have 
been there but for impaired health and 
failing strength. But our sons and 
grandsons are there. With our prayers 
and blessings they are enlisted in this 
war for high and holy purposes. 

“Among the great ends to be attained 
in this conflict with Spain, the freedom 
of oppressed islands in both oceans, the 
wider influence of America in the coun- 
cils of nations, the increased respect for 
her power on both land and sea, there 
is still another achievement to be at- 
tained, no less glorious and far reach- 
ing,namely, the obliteration of all traces 
of distrust among ourselves and the 
complete and too long delayed: unifica- 
tion of the American people, which shall 
be called in question no more forever.” 

The oration of the day was delivered 
by General Charles E. Hooker of Missis- 
sippi, who said that when the surrender 
was made, the confederate soldiers sepa 
rated with their arms in their hands. 
He said it was a-capitulation, the con- 
federates being allowed to depart in 
peace, unmolested so long as they ob- 
served their parole. There is not one 
confederate but has.kept the terms of 
his capitulation. He spoke feelingly of 
the way in which the president of the 
confederacy, with supreme abnegation, 
took upon himself the sins of all. his 
people. Only one reason, said the gen- 
eral, could be assigned for the failure 
totry President Davis. His prosecutors 
knew he was not guilty. They knew 
his allegiance was first due to his state, 
and, as a loyal citizen of Mississippi 
when she seceded, it was his duty to 
espouse her cause. In commenting on 
the fact that the south’s representatives 
were taking a prominent part in the 
war with Spain, the speaker attested 
to the bravery and gallantry of General 
Wheeler. “They may beat him for 
congress in Alabama,” said the speaker, 
(“They'll never do it,” shouted a score 
of voices.) “but we will erect a mag- 
nificent monument to him.”

MILES HAS HIS WAY, 


Porto Rico Transports Provided With 


an Escort, 


President Thundered; Samp- 
son’s Disavowal. 


Admiral Ready With the Ships Whenever the 
Start Was Made. 


Belief That the Navy Will Be Active Io 


Reducing San Juan, 


Washington, July 22.—Admiral Samp- 
son having at last furnished vessels to 
convoy General Miles’ expedition to 
Porto Rico, the commanding general of 
the army notified the war department 
that he had sailed for the next Spanish 
possession which is to come under the 
protection of the United States. 

At the same time both the navy and 
war departments were informed of the 
fleet of warships accompanying the ex- 
pedition. These vessels are the Massa- 
chusetts, the Cincinnati and Columbia, 
the Annapolis, the Yale and Dixie, and 
the Gloucester, Leyden and Wasp. 

There has evidently been some friction 
between Sampson and Miles; just what 
it is no one in either department knows, 
or if any one knows no one will explain 
it. It transpired that for some reason 
or other Admiral Sampson was opposed 
to sending fighting ships as the convoy, 
and considered that the smaller vessels 
of his fleet were amply sufficient. Miles 
insisted that he should be given more 
important vessels, and it was only after 
the matter had been referred to the 
president, who directed the navy de- 
partment to send a peremptory order 
to Sampton, that he complied with 
Miles’ request. 

A suggestion which may throw some 
light on the differences between the two 
commanders has been made. Inasmuch 
as Spain’s navy has practically ceased 
to exist, and there are no Spanish ves- 
sels in West Indian waters except small 
gunboats, which a handful of our in- 
fantry, armed with their rifles, could 
blow out of the water, Admiral Samp- 
son considered a convoy of armored ves- 
sels unnecessary, and that the vessels 
could better be employed in blockading 
duty on the northern coast of Cuba 
than in being sent to Porto Rico to ac- 
company troopships. 

Admiral Sampson was willing to let 
General Miles have a gunboat or two, or 
one of the auxiliary cruisers, but he 
Was opposed to letting his fighting ships 
goaway. General Miles, itis said, while 
admitting that there was no danger from 
Spanish ships, wanted vessels of war to 
accompany his expedition, so that in 
case it was necessary to shell the Span- 
iards out of a fortified position before a 
landing could be effected the warships 
would be there to do that part of the 
work. 

This is what, according to the person 
who makes the suggestion, Admiral 
Sampson objected to. Practically it 

vould place the naval part of the ex- 
pedition under the command of General 
Miles, and if General Miles should take 
it into his head to make his landing very 
close to San Juan the army would get 
as much credit from the fall of San 
Juan as it did from the capitulation of 
Santiago. 
Telegram From Sampson. 

Admiral Sampson telegraphs to the 
secretary of the navy that there has 
been no delay in furnishing ample con- 
voy to General Miles. A day or two 
ago the Cincinnati and New Orleans 
were placed at his disposal. The Co- 
lumbia and Yale, carrying troops, are 
both powerfully armed, says the ad- 
miral’s telegram, and this is an ample 
convoy for his eypedition and to effect 
his landing. The Annapolis, Wasp and 
Leyden have been ordered from Nipe, 
the Gloucester also added, and the three 
monitors ordered from Key West. 
Under these circumstances there has 
been no lack of assistance. General 
Miles preferred to wait; the delay was 
his own. However, in further answer 
to his request, the Massachusetts and 
Dixie were also added, and he has prob- 
ably started. 

This statement shows that General 
Miles will be backed in effecting his 
landing by a strong squadron of the 
navy. In addition to the vessels named 
in the statement, it is officially admitted 
for the first time that the powerful 
monitors, Terror, Amphitrite and Puri- 
tan, which have been at Key West, are 
under orders to proceed to Porto Rico 
to assist in the reduction of the Spanish 
forts there. It is known also to be not 
unlikely—indeed it is probable—that 
etill other vessels of Sampson's squad- 
yon will participate in the reduction of 
the fortifications of San Juan. 

Secretary Alger believes that General 
Miles on the Yale will arrive at his des- 
tination Sunday morning with 3000 men 
under his immediate command. A day 
later 4000 men on the transports will 
arrive, and the day following that 3500 
more. Whether the landing will be de- 
ferred until the arrival of this entire 


force, or whether General Miles will take 


~ 


the initiative and hoist the fag nimseif 
on Porto Rican soil is left to the dis- 
cretion of that officer. It is the depart- 
ment’s determination that he shall not 
lack for troops or equipment, and this 
first expedition may be followed by 
others as fast as the troops can be gotten 
ready until word comes from the general 
that he needs no more. General 
Schwan's brigade comprising the Fifth, 
the Eleventh and Nineteenth United 
States infantry, a splendid body of 
trained soldiers, sailed from Tampa 
yesterday to join Miles, and if the Porto 
Rican expedition is not an immediate 
success it will not be for lack of dis- 
position in the war department to supply 
every requisite. 
Commodore Watson's Squadron, 

Preparation for the dispatch of the 
Watson squadron to European waters 
is going on uninterruptedly, but the de- 


parture necessarily will await the move- 
ment of the warships at Porto Rico, 
the Massachusetts and other ships being 
required for convoying the troops to 
that island. This disposes of a report 
that the expedition had been abandoned. 
The report was the more mischievous 
at this time, as it indicated a purpose 
to yield to the implied threats of Euro- 
pean sources that a European coalition 
would result if the American warships 
attacked the coast of Spain. Neither tho 
state nor the navy department looks 
for any embarrassment from European 
quarters without Spain asa result of the 
naval movement against the peninsula. 

Had the army troopships been able 
to go to Porto Rico without a naval 
convoy the Watson squadron could have 
got away within the next few days, as 
the war board had wished to close all 
preliminaries by next Saturday; but as 
the Massachusetts, Columbia, Cincin- 
nati, Dixie and Yale, together with 
several lesser craft, were considered 
necessary for a patrol for the Miles ex- 
pedition, this changed plans slightly. 
The Dixie is almost certain to be in the 
Watson squadron, and the Massachu- 
setts is likely to be. Secretary Long 
expressly says, however, that the delay 
of the Watson squadron is incident to 
convoying the troops to Porto Rico, and 
does not mean that the start will be 
postponed until the Porto Rico opera- 
tions are concluded. 


A Cuban Achilles, 

Port Antonio, July 22.—General Cal- 
ixto Garcia, in charge of the Cuban 
forces in the operations about Santiago, 
notified General Shafter that he had 
tendered his resignation as commander 
of the insurgents of the eastern depart- 
ment. This action on the part of Gen- 
eral Garcia is regarded as a ruse, and 
is believed to have as its object the 
drawing a yute of confidence from the 
leaders of the Cuban junta instead of 
an honest declaration of hostility to the 
American plans regarding Santiago. 

That General Garcia has not seriously 
retired from the Cuban army Is disclosed 
by the fact that he has just agreed with 
General Castillo to march their Cuban 
forces against Holguin, and that both 
Garcia and Castillo have joined in a 
request to General Gomez to unite with 
them in driving the Spanish out of all 
the other provinces prior to the Ameri- 
can attack on Havana. General Garcia's 
troops have been withdrawn to the 
mountains. 

In his letter Garcia says: “A rumor 
too absurd to be believed, general, 
ascribes the reason of your measure 
and of the orders of forbidding my army 
to enter Santiago, to fear of massacres 
and revenges against the Spaniards. 
Allow me, sir, to protest against even 
the shadow of such an idea. We are 
not savages, ignoring the rules of civil- 
ized warfare. We are a poor, ragged 
army, as ragged and as poor as was the 
army of your forefathers in their noble 
war for independence, but as the heroes 
of Saratoga and Yorktown we respect 
too deeply our cause to disgrace it with 
barbarism and cowardice.” 


Spanish Vessels Scurry. 

London, July 22.—A special dispatch 
from Madridsays: “Everything is done 
to keep the whereabouts of Admiral 
Camara’s squadron a secret; but there 
is no doubt he is at Cartagena, which is 
the safest and strongest port of Spain 
in the Medi‘erranean. The inhabitants, 
however, have a strong republican ten- 
dency. All the Spanish vessels are 
hurrying away from Cadiz owing to the 
knowledge that most of the guns on the 
forts are useless, in consequence of the 
corruption of the government depart- 
ments. It is believed that a similar state 
of things exists at many other ports. 
The south and east sides of Barcelona 
are well protected, but the north side is 
practically undefended, as are several 
of the northern ports of Spain. 

“General Campos, interviewed at San 
Sebastian, is represented as saying that 
Santiago's fate was awaited at Havana 
and San Juan from the same cause— 
shortness of provisions. He advocated 
peace, the struggle being unequal, and 
expressed the opinion that the suspen- 
sion of the constitutional guarantees 
was fully justified by the Carlist agita- 
tion. Hesaid: “The government which 
made the war must make way for new 
men.’ 

“The latest dispatches from Captain 
General Blanco represented that the 
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insurrection in Cuba had awimaiea to 
insignificant proportions throughout the 
whole island, except in the provinces of 
Santiago de Cuba and Puerto Principe. 
He said that for these reascns it seemed 
to him inadvisable to assume the of- 
fensive against either the invaders or 
the rebels during the rainy season, and 
much wiser to husband the Spanish re- 
sources and to oblige the enemy to take 
the risks of the climate and disease.” 


Desertions In Chickamauga. 

Chickamauga, July 22.—There have 
been very few desertions from the army 
here. A number of men have remained 
away without leave until their money 
was all gone, but there have not been 
20 genuine desertions from the entire 
army. Four men from the Eighth Mas- 
sachusetts have been away overtime, 
but only two of these, it is believed, are 
deserters. The First Pennsylvania 
has four deserters and the Third Ten- 
nessee two. A hurried investigation 
discovered that there had been no de- 
sertions at all in the First Maine and 
not more than one, if that, in the First 
Vermont. 

It is stated at General Brooke's head- 
quarters that in so large a body of raw 
soldiers, unused to the hardships of 
camp life, it is remarkable that so few 
have deserted. The story that there 
have been numerous desertions from 
regiments from any one section or from 
the army at large is untrue. 


Rebels Have Swelled Heads, 

London, July 22.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Cavite, telegraphing 
under date of Puly 17 by way of Hong 
Kong, says: “I visited the rebel en- 
trenchments, which are less than a 
mile outside the Spanish lines at Malate. 
I found the rebels well armed. They 
are provided with mauser rifles, and 
have two field pieces, and they are grad- 
ually forcing the Spaniards back. The 
Spanish prisoners are well treated by 
the rebels, but they are all terribly 
exhausted and emaciated. Some of 
them are suffering terribly from fever. 
The position of the Spanish prisoners 
taken by the Americans is peculiar. Ad- 
miral Dewey, being unable to keep them, 
turned them over to the rebels under a 
proviso that America should bear the 
expenses of their maintenance, General 
Aguinaldo being responsible for thei: 
feeding. The prisoners at Cavite com- 
plain that they receive insufficient food, 
but the rebels are unable to obtain bet- 
ter. 

“I have visited all the prisons and 
hospitals. I found their condition ex- 
tremely filthy. The surgical and medi- 
cal treatment was primitive. Since the 
arrival of General At.derson’s brigade, 
however, the prisoners have been em- 
ployed in cleaning and other sanitary 
work, and there has been a marked im- 
provement all around. 

“The development of the political po- 
sition confirms the belief that the na- 
tives are suffering from ‘swelled heads’ 
and are likely to cause trouble to the 
Americans, whose preparations keep 
this contingency steadily in view. It 
is reported that in an attack upon Ma- 
late the rebels lost 50 killed during a 
charge. A party was surrounded by 
Spaniards and slaughtered to the last 
man.” 


Victory at Manzanillo, 

Playa Del Este, July 22.—The follow- 
ing is the official account of the latest 
victory—that at Manzanillo—modestly 
told by Commander Todd of the Wil- 
mington in his report to Admiral Samp- 
son: “At 7 o’clock on the morning of 
July 18 the vessels on blockade duty in 
this vicinity, the Wilmington, Helena, 
Scorpion, Hist, Hornet, Wampatuck and 
Osceloa, approached the harbor of Man- 
zanillo from the westward. After a de- 
liberate fire, lasting about two anda 
half hours, three Spanish transports, El 
Gloria, Jose Garcia and La Purisima 
Concepcion, were burned and destroyed. 
The Pontoon, which was the harbor 
guard and storeship probably for am- 
munition, was burned and blown up 
Three gunboats were destroyed. One 
other was driven ashore and sunk, anda 
third was driven ashore and Is believed 
to have been disabled. 

“No casualties on board any of our 
vessels. Great care was taken in di- 
recting the fire that as little damage as 
possible should be done to the city it- 
self, and, so far as could be observed, 
little if any was done.” 

All of our vessels were handled with 
sound discretion and excellent judg- 
ment by the several commanding offi- 
cers, which was to have been expected 
from the men commanding the vessels 
of this force. Commander Todd led one 
of the most successful expeditions un- 
dertaken so far by the navy. 


A Reported Escape. 

Atlanta, July 22.—It was reported at 
midnight that four of the Spanish pris- 
cners confined at Fort McPherson since 
the beginning of hostilities with Spain 
had escaped. The officer in charge of 
the barracks refused either to deny or 
confirm the report. 


May Live In Boston, 

Annapolis, July 22.—A rumor, which 
cannot be traced to an authoritative 
source, says that Admiral Cervera had 
expressed a determination not to re- 
turn to his native country at the close 
of hostilities between the United States 
and Spain; that the admiral has de- 
cided to take up his residence in Bos- 
ton, whither he will repair with his son, 
Lieutenant Cervera, who Is also a pris- 
oner here. 


‘Halifax Vessel Seized. 

Halifax, July 22.—The Newfoundland, 
which was seized by the Americans 
while attempting to run the blockade 
at Cienfuegos, cleared here for Jamaica 
and Vera Cruz, and sailed with the fol- 
lowing cargo, valued at $30,360, for the 
Spanish government: Forty-three hun- 
dred sacks, 1640 bags, 1050 barrels fiour, 
200 barrels pork, 150 bags wheat, 200 bags 
corn, 652 cases meats, 39 packages of 
sundries. The news of the Newfound- 
land’s arrest created much excitement 
in Halifax shipping circles. She is 
owned by a local company. 

The Regulus sailed on the same day 
as the Newfoundland, clearing for the 
same ports, and carrying a similar 
cargo. No news has been received from 
her, and her owners await advices with 
much anxiety.

PALMA’S SKEPTICISM, 


Head of the Cuban Junta on the 
Stories of Friction. 


Garcia Expressed Willingness 
to Help Americans. 


General Shafter Said to Think Very Ill of the 
Cubans. 


Washington, July 22.—General Palma, 
president of the Cuban junta, is In the 
city. He does not credit the stories 
about the reported friction between 
Cuban soldiers and the Americans. “I 
think,” he said, “all Cubans recognize 
the nice work of the United States in 
helping the Cubans to attain their in- 
dependence. I cannot think any regular 
soldiers of the Cuban army have re- 
fused to help build roads, or dig trenches. 
I do not know what scattered soldiers 
may have done, but it is not reasonable 
to suppose that any of the regulars un- 
der Garcia have declined to perform 
such service, General Garcia from the 
beginning said he was ready to do all 
that was netessary to aid the Ameri- 
cans, and his soldiers have for years 
been doing just such work as you refer 
to. They have grown accustomed to 
just such work.”

“What do you estimate as the number 
of Cuban soldiers under arms in Cuba 
at this time?” he was asked. 

“I think we have about 65,000 Cuban 
soldiers under arms in Cuba now,” said 


General Palma. “There are probably 
about 4000 to 5000 soldiers with Garcia, 
and the balance of them are scattered ali 
over Cuba, It must be remembered 
that we have possession of a good many 
towns, and there must be a guard main- 
tained over them by our Cuban army. 
All through the provinces there are 
needs for the protection which Is afford- 
ed by these soldiers. Most of our 
cavalry is in Puerto Principe.” 

General Paima does not credit the re- 
ports regarding the death of General 
Garcia. He said he had a letter from 
Garcia a few days ago and believed he 
was still alive, 

Senator Poraker thinks the Cuban side 
should be heard before American senti- 
ment condemns General Garcia and his 
intrepid men. Garcia claims that the 
natives who refused to work in the 
campaign are not soldiers, but pacifi- 
cos, who have become camp followers. 

On General Shafter’s recommendation, 
all orders heretofore issued by General 
Miles for distribution of arms among 
Cubans have been countermanded. No 
attention will hereafter be paid to Cu- 
bans as military allies. Shafter says 
they are sulkers, looters and utterly 
worthless. 


Charged With Fraud. 

London, July 22.—Fred J. Monson of 
Ardlamont, of murder mystery noto- 
riety, who was arrested July 1, waa 
committed for trial yesterday charged 
with insurance frauds. Monson is al- 
so suing his wife for divorce, alleging 
as corespondent Cecil Hambrough, for 
whose murder Monson was tried in 1893, 
the proceedings ending in a verdict of 
“not proven.” 

The Ardlamont murder was the chiet 
court sensation in England and had re- 
markable features. Alfred Monson 
is about 38 years of age, and was al 
one time a favorite in London society, 
He ts the fifth son of the second Lord 
Monson. He graduated at Oxford and 
eventually became a tutor to Ceci! Ham- 
brough, a wealthy man, whose life wag 
insured for $100,000 in Mrs. Monson's 
favor, as security to a debt due her 
husband. Monson and Hambrough 
leased a shooting boc at Ardlamont 
Scotland, and shortly after they arrived 
at Ardlamont in August, 1893, Ham- 
brough went out in a boat with Monson, 
From some inexplicable cause the boat 
sank, but its occupants got safely ashore, 
The next morning Hambrough went out 
rabbit shooting and lost his life by re- 
ceiving a charge of shot in his head. 
Monson was arrested, and the trial, one 
of the most sensational on record, lasted 
10 days in Edinburg, and resulted in 
the Scotch verdict.

It is evident that the now famous 
schooner question as regards to its 
elegibility to compete for the ‘* Quincy 
Yacht Club Challenge Cup” has at- 
tracted national attention. Now comes 
Mr. W. P. Stephens, the New York 
Yachting authority, and the yachting 
editor of the Forest and Stream, with a 
letter to the Secretary of the Quincy 
club in which he says among other 
things : 

““Tt seemed to me in the schooner- 
yawl matter that a certain principle 
was involved, of general interest to 
yachtsmen, and that it was my busi- 
ness to discuss it; I am very glad if 
my work has been of any use. 

*““T note what Mr. Robinson says 
this week in the Globe under Y. R. A. 
rales, whatever they may be. I have 
always admired the energy and good 
judgment that has made the Y. R. A. 
what it is, in so short a time, but I 
have been unwilling to accept the 
views of different Y. R. A. men on 
measurement and similar subjects, for 
the reason that your Boston clubs are 
called on to consider nothing but the 
smaller classes, not over 30 or 35 feet.

How to Make Omelet Souffle.

CARE OF JEWELRY. 


How to Preserve and Keep Brilliant Pre- 
cious Stones. 

Diamonds, the hardest of all miner- 
als, are less trouble and more easily 
cleaned than any of the other jewel fa- 
vorites. A thorough scrubbing of tepid 
water and soap with a good bristle 
brush, and then completely covering the 
jewel in every part, while wet, with 
jewelers’ sawdust, which is allowed to 
iry. 

There is a deeply rooted fear of spoil- 
ing pearls by getting them wet. This is 
an unfounded apprehension, for whole 
pearls are practically impervious. 

The pearl, slowly secreted by shell- 
fish at the bottom of the sea, deterio- 
rates when brought into contact with 
acids. It can be dissolved in vinegar, 
and rings containing pearls should al- 
ways be removed before even the ordi- 
nary lotions for softening and whiten- 
ing the hands are applied. 

Turquoises, as they are mined and 
sold today, are impervious to external 
effects and retain the beauty of their 
luster and coloring for years. If, after 
long and incessant wear, they become 
scratched, they can be polishéd at small 
expense and with perfect satisfaction. 

Sapphires, emeralds and rubies re- 
quire little caution. They neither fade 
nor turn color and are not easily scratch- 
ed and respond quickly and pleasingly 
to an occasional cleansing with water 
and the immersion in jewelers’ saw- 

ust. 

The shimmering, fascinating opal is 
the most sensitive of all minerals, 
equally fearing excessive heat and cold. 
An undue and long continued exposure 
to the warmth of the sun, by dilating 
the minute particles of air inclosed in 
the opal, causes it to lose its color, and 
intense cold produces cracks on the sur- 
face of the gem which sometimes near- 
ly extinguishes its charming rainbow 
tints. 

A little alcohol or ammonia used in 
solution with water improves the 
brightness of any jewelry. 

The care of enamels depends much 
upon the delicacy of their construction, 
and beyond a tepid soapy bath, rinsing 
and sawdust drying will require no oth- 
er cleaning, unless the gold work needs 
a thorough polishing in the hands of .a 
jeweler. 


How to Make Pecan Tarts. 

Beat the yolks of three eggs toa eream. 
Add half a cupful of sugar and beat for 
five minutes. Pound half a pound of 
shelled pecans slightly. Add them to 
the eggs and sugar. Place the mixture 
in patty pans lined with paste and bake 
from eight to ten minutes. Beat the 
whites of the eggs stiff. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Distribute the eggs 
among the tarts, spreading on top, and 
brown nicely in the oven.

How to Polish Bronze. 

The treatment of bronze is a problem 
which many a well meaning housekeep- 
er has failed to solve. Washing bronze 
is a bad plan, as the polish is delicate 
and easily spoiled, but careful dusting 
every day with a soft cloth and a featb- 
er brush and a little sweet oil rubbed 
on occasionally and well rubbed off 
with a soft silk rag are said by a good 
housekeeper to have the best results. 
The various polishes, pastes and pow- 
ders sold for cleaning bronze are about 
as efficacious as the lily white and rose 
red blooms sold fur the complexion— 
some of them do no harm. The good 
housekeeper gives the following recipe 
for bronze that has been stained: Make 
the article very hot by putting it in 
boiling water, then rub ft with a piece 
vf flannel, dipped in suds made from 
yellow soap, polishing it afterward 
with.a soft linen rag.

~ OILED CLOTHING. 


The Waterproof Garments and the Tra- 
ditional Sou'wester of the Sailor. 


A suit of oiled clothing such as is 
commonly worn by sailors, consist- 
ing of a coat and a pair of trousers, 
costs from $1.50 to $2.50, according 
to the quality. An oilskin sou’west- 
er costs 25 to 50 cents. There are 
many makes of oiled clothing, in- 
cluding some whose trademarks 
have been familiar for many years. 
The oilskin coat hanging outside the 
os and supply stores in 
streets along the water front has 
long been a familiar sign. 

The life of an oilskin suit depends, 
of course, primarily upon tap wear 
to which it is subjected, but largely 
also upon the care taken of it. An 
oilskin suit will last longer and keep 
much better if hung up when not in 
use than it will if rolled up, but it 
may be that the user has no place to 
hang it or that he keeps it rolled 
up to be ready to carry with him at 
any time, as a pilot would do. In 
dry latitudes, where a sailor has less 
occasion to wear them, his oilskins, 
if cared for, would of course wear 
longer than where they were often 
worn, Usually the average life of 
an oilskin suit»worn by a sailor 
would be about a year. 

When a sailor’s oilskins crack or 
get worn so that they are not water- 
proof, he oils them. They may need 
oiling two or three times a year. 
There are prepared oil dressings 
made for this use and put up in lit- 
tle tin cans. Some sailors use oils of 
one scrt and another, and some sail- 
ors make a mixture of their own for 
adressing. The sailor is likely to 
have a preference for some one 
brand of clothing and to stick to it, 
and he has his own idea as to the 
best dressing for it, but he carries 
always with him a dressing of some 
sort. It is put on with a brush, the 
garments being hung up and painted 
with it. 

Oilskin coats worn aboard ship by 
men before the mast are cut short, so 
as not to interfere in any way with 
their movements. The coats worn by 
the officers of a ship are cut longer. 
The officers in some cases wear rub- 
ber coats, but the oilskin is the coat 
they commonly wear, 

While oiled clothing and the tra- 
ditional sou’wester are most famil- 
iarly associated in the mind with 
ideas of sailors and of the sea, they 
are also, as matter of fact, very 
largely and extensively worn upon 
the land by truckmen and car driy- 
ers and many other outdoor workers 
and by sportsmen.—New York Sun.

Cold cream may also be made 
by this formula: Take four ounces of 
unsalted butter, four ounces of white 
wax and an ounce of vaseline. Melt 
together and perfume with oil of 
bergamot. The more cold creams 
are stirred and beaten while cooling 
the whiter they become.

HIS BOAT FOR A LIFE. 


An Instance of Real Benevolencs by a 
Poor Kanaka. 

A very curious and beautiful letter was 
once written to President Lincoln that 
would certainly haye given him peculiar 
pleasure if he had read it, but he never 
did. Thisis how it was: In 1863 some 
pirates from Peru captured and carried off 
some natives from the Marquesas islands 
in the south seas. . One of them was a son 
of a powerful chief, and the father made a 
vow that he would, for revenge, eat the 
first white man who fell into his hands. 

A man named Whalan, the first mate of 
a New Bedford whaling ship, was before 
many months captured by the Marquesans, 
He it was who must furnish a feast for the 
cannibal chief, but all the people he ruled 
over were not cannibals. Among them 
was a native missionary from Hawaii 
named Kakela. Kakela had just received 
a present of a boat from religious people 
in Boston, a valuable six oared boat that 
he needed much in his missionary work. 
He set about trying to save Mr. Whalan’s 
life, but the chief would give him up only 
on one condition—that he should have the 
new boat in exchange for the captive. 
Kakela bought him at that price and help- 
ed him to leave the islands. 

The story came to President Lincoln’s 
knowledge, and he characteristically found 
time to send a message and a present to 
the poor south sea missionary. Kakela 
wrote a letter of thanks in return, which 
closed with these sentences: ‘As to this 
friendly deed of mine, its seed was brought 
from your great land by certain of your 
countrymen who had received the love of 
God. It was planted in Hawaii, and I 
brought it here that these dark regions 
might receive the root of all that is good 
and true, which is love. How shall I re- 
pay your great kindness to me? Thus 
David asked of Jonathan and thus I ask 
of you, the president of the United States. 
This is my only payment, that which I re- 
ceived from the Lord—love.’ May the 
love of Jesus Christ abound toward you 
till the end of this terrible war in your 
land.” 

Before the letter reached the White 
House President Lincoln had died.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, 


A Humane Engineer. 

One never knows the value of an amia- 
ble deed till he knows all its consequences, 
and the merit of it is in not knowing 
them all beforehand. 

An engineer of a passenger train on a 
Mississippi railroad was driving through 
a snowstorm, eagerly scanning the track 
as far as he could see, when, half way 
through a deep cut, something appeared 
lying on the rails. It was a sheep with 
her two little lambs. 

His first thought was that he could rush 
on regardless of them, probably without 
damage to his train; but the sight of the 
innocent family cowering in the storm 
touched him, and as they paid no heed to 
his warning whistle he pulled the airbrake 
and sent his fireman ahead.

Work of Scoundrels. 

Washington, July 22.—A report to the 
state department from Vancouver, B. 
C., by Consul Durley says that care 
should be taken by those who contemni- 
g to the gold fields in entering 
into transportations contracts. Certain 
companies have obtained a considerable 
sum of money (generally $500 for each 
person) upon very ingeniously worded 
contracts that the persons paying should 


be transported to the gold fields in the 
north, with all necessary outfit fur- 
nished and expenses paid. In three 
eases in which men have paid their 


money they have been brought at slight 
expense to Vancouver and other ports 
and then abandoned. 

The men who had contracted with one 
of these companies became suspicious 
while at Vancouver, but after an ex- 
planation by the agent they agreed to go 
forward. The consul says he has re- 
ceived a letter from one of the party 
now at Fort Wrangell, Alaska, saying 
that the company induced his party to 
go to Wrangell, and after pulling the 
provisions up the Stikine for 14 miles 
sent them into camp, where they have 
remained ever since. When asked to be 
put ahead they were put off with prom- 
ises, and now feel that the company 
does not intend to do anything. The 


party is far from home and without 
money. It consists of 30 men from the 
bay state.

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NOT GOING TO CURTAIL 


Fall River Mill Men Must Paddle 
Their Own Canoes. 


No Assistance to Be Obtained 
In Rhode Island. 


Manufacturers There Have a Plenty of Orders 
For fhe Summer. 


Boston, July 22—A special to The 
Globe from Providence says that the 
Knights, Goddards, Lippitts and Chaces, 
cotton cloth magnates and millionaires, 
are not going to curtail production in 
August. An effort on the part of the 
Fall River manufacturers to get the 
Rhode Island millowners into an agree- 
ment to shut down for four weeks has 
failed. The manufacturers there have 
orders ahead in plenty, and are just now 
looking for even more improvement. 
It is their present intention to run 
on full time throughout the summer. 
The Goddards are particularly desirous 
of keeping on full time during the war, 
so that all the aid possible can be given 
to the families of men who went to the 
front. 

There is a division of opinion among 
Fall River manufacturers concerning 
the amount of stock reported to be on 
hand there. It is stated on the au- 
thority of a broker who is well posted 
that stock on hand in Fall River is not 
in excess of 1,300,000 pieces, of which 
only 500,000 are regulars. There are 
several mills that have no stock at all. 
It is doubtful, according to one au- 
thority, if there has been a time in 
the history of things when the stock was 
so well concentrated, and if a pool was 
to be formed it could be organized by 
taking just five men into close confi- 
dence. 


Clubs’ Billiard Rooms. 

Washington, July 22.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue holds that al- 
though a social club selling wines and 
liquors to its members and their guests 
is required to pay a special tax as a 
retail liquor dealers, it is not required to 
pay the special tax as a proprietor of a 
billiard room, as the new law specifi- 
cally states that it only relates to bow]l- 
ing alleys and billiard rooms open to 
the public. A social club admitting to 
its privileges only its members and their 
invited guests, the commissioner holds, 
cannot properly be regarded as open to 
the public. 


Suicide of a Soldier. 

New York, July 22.—Sergeant Neal 
Molloy of battery 1, Seventh United 
States artillery, killed himself at Fort 
Slocum yesterday. No reason is known 
for his act.

He had been in the army 17 years. He 
originally enlisted from Bridgeport, 
Conn., where it is said he has relatives 
and at all subsequent enlistments he 
entered himself as coming from that 
city. 

Died After a Fall. 

Providence, July — Lawrence 
Keegan, an employe of the bridge de- 
partment, fell into the water beneath the 
Crawford bridge yesterday and ap- 
peared to have suffered some sort of a 
shock in addition to the effect of the 
water. How he came to slip between 
the joists is not known, though it is 
probable that he was either overcome 
by heat or suffered a stroke. He was 
soon rescued from the water and car- 
ried to the hospital, but was dead before 
he reached the operating room. He was 
about 40 years old.

The Bermuaa, a nlibuster seized by 
the British government in Kingston 15 
months ago, has been freed on the pay- 
ment of all the libels filed against her. 

A fire which started in Cleland’s gen- 
eral store wiped out the business portion 
of Coopersville, Mich. Fifteen buildings 
were destroyed. The loss is over $50,000. 

A dispatch from Havana says that the 
American warships before Manzanillo 
separated Wednesday, five proceeding 
to a point off Cabo Cruz, where they 
bombarded a signal tower, causing dam- 
age.

A tank steamer, Oilfields, which ar- 
rived in Chester, Pa., from Shields, Eng., 
reports having passed a large number of 
bodies of persons while off the New- 
foundland banks a few days ago. Cap- 
tain Sawyer stated that there were fully 
200, and he supposed them to be some of 
the victims of the Bourgogne disaster. 

Dispatches filed at Lisbon, Portugal, 
on July 18, which were suppressed by 
the censor, say that owing to the sus- 
pension of the constitution in Spain the 
Portuguese government has ordered re- 
inforcements of troops to be dispatched 
to the frontier, fearing Spanish upris- 
ings and the entry of revolutionists into 
Portuguese territory.

Ex-Postmaster Burke presided at the 
literary exercises and in opening said: 
Friends and Fellow Citizens: 

We are assembled here this evening 
in order that we may show our devo- 
tion, Joyality, and patriotism to our 
flag. The stars and stripes, upon 
which the eyes of all nations are fixed 
at the present time, watching and 
waiting to hear of the next new piece 
of territory Old Glory will be erected 
upon; the emblem representing seventy 
million of united people. The north 
and south are one, bound together 
with that unity which was sealed by 
each others blood on the altar of 
liberty and justice. 

Thirty-three years have passed since 
then and again Old Glory has taken 
her stand in the name of suffering 
humanity, and the stars and stripes, 
are again found amid the smoke of 
battle adding fresh laurels in the name 
of liberty. 

Three months has lapsed to this very 
day since the present war was declared, 
and hardly had the people of the 
country realized the serious step taken, 
before the wires had presented to our 
eyes a new scene namely: Dewey had 
gained the first American victory. 
Then came Hobson’s gallant deed of 
bravery, second great victory by 
Admiral Sampson and Commodore 
Schley, and third General Shafter com- 
pelling the surrender of Santiago.

When the seal was completed, it was 
found that two words that had been on 
the coin were still legible. The words 
were in Arabic and signified ‘‘The Mes- 
senger of God.’’ Gordon noticed them 
and was much pleased, and in the letter 
in question commented on them, saying 
he prayed he might always remember 
to be as the messenger of God to the 
Sudan people.

\ Many blessings of life are not appre- | 
ciated until they are lost. Then we, 
| realize how much they meant to US. | 
| This seem$ to be particularly true ofa 
happy home. The prodigal son did not | 
realize the joys and comforts of his fa- | 
ther’s house of peace and plenty until 
in a strange land he was compelled to 
do undesirable work for a strange man. 
| From this seventy-ninth chapter of Job 
we learn that the patriarch Job did not 
| fully realize the blessings of home until 
| they were lost. Then, in the midst of 


moaned his lost estate. 

“Oh,” he says, “that 1 were as in the months 
of old, 

As in the days when God watched over me, 

When His lamp shined upon my head, 

And by His light I walked through darkness; 

As I was in the ripeness of my days, 

When the secret of God was upon my tent, 

When the Almighty was yet with me, 

And niy children were about me; 

When my steps were washed with butter, 

And the rock poured me out rivers of oil!”’ 

What a keen sense of the appreciatiop 
of blessings lost is expressed in these 
words! Nothing is more desirable in this 
world than a happy home. Let there be 
pleasantness, peace, harmony and hap- | 
piness in the home and the heaviest 
outside burdens may be borne and trials 
endured, but all manner of worldly and 
business prasperity will not compensate 
for a disagreeable, unpleasant home } 
when strife and contention form the 
principal part of the daily bill of fare. 

The reference in Deuteronomy em- | 
phasizes the importance of the word of | 
God in the home and some 
necessary characteristics of 
home. 

1. A happy home must have God in 
it. Moses commands that the words of 
the law must be kept in the hearts of 
the people. It was God’s word, and if} 
we have God’s word in our hearts we | 
will have Godin our homes. Nothing is | 
sadder in this life than a godless home | 
—a home in which God is not loved, | 
honored and obeyed. | 

2. In a happy home God’s word must | 
be taught to the children. ‘‘And thon | 
shalt teach them diligently to thy chil- 
dren.’’ ‘Thou shalt sharpen them unto 
thy children’’ is nearer the exact mean- 
ing of the Hebrew; ‘‘thou shalt sharpen 
them’’—teach them so they will stick in 
them. God’s word is to be taught in such 
a way that it shall not be forgotten. And 
how do this better than by committing 
it to memory? It isa deplorable fact 
that children do not commit the word 
as they used to or should do. Let it be 
drilled into the childish mind and it is 
never forgotten, and such a child should 
do its part to make the home happy, 
and God’s word learned in childhood 
often keeps children from doing that 
which will make a home sad. 

38. In a happy home God’s word 
should be talked about. ‘*Thou shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thy 
house.’’ Oh, if there was only more 
conversation in our homes about God 
and God’s word! It would make many 
a desert home to blossom as the rose. 
We should not only talk more of God, 
but more toGodin them. All our homes 
would be happier if in them we talked 
more of God and more to God. 

4. In a happy home God’s word 
should be obeyed. It should be bound 
upon our hands to direct them and be- 
tween our eyes to direct our minds or | 
wills. God’s word should thus direct | 
our thoughts, words and actions, and if | 
it does our homes must be happy.

Arbitrary on its Face. 

Washington, July 23. — Postmaster 
General Smith has annulled the award 
to the Purcell Envelope company of 
Holyoke, Mass., of the contract for fur- 
nishing the government with stamped 
envelopes. When the agents of the 
@mpany learned that this action was 
contemplated, they entered suit in the 
supreme court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, seeking to have the postmaster 
general enjoined from taking this ac- 
tion. He was served with a notice to 
show cause why an injunction should 
not be granted, and the case will come 
up for hearing Aug. 2. 

This action of the Purcell company 
could not restrain the postmaster gen- 
eral at this time, and he announced that 
the contract had been annulled and that 
new bids would be asked for. When 
asked his reasons for this, he declined 
ito go into details, but said he considered 
his course best for the interests of the 
public. 

When bids were opened last March it 
was found that the Purcell company’s 
bid was $20,000 lower than any others 
on the government standard paper, and 
Postmaster General Gary, after an in- 
vestigation of the company’s responsi- 
bility, awarded it the contract. The 
Morgan-Plymton Envelope company of 
Hartford began a strong fight to have 
the contract get aside, and the present 
postmaster general, who came into of- 
fice immediately after the award, was 
besieged daily by parties interested. 
After a thorough investigation and full 
consideration he determined to act as 
jannounced.

The situ- | 


ation of all doors should be cara@‘ully stud- 

ied out, so that free and easy communica- 

tion may be had between the different 
| rooms and other parts of the house. Great 

care should also be taken to prevent odors 
from one part of the house prevailing in 
another, and with proper forethought this 
can always be done. All rooms should be 
as square as possible, or partly so, as any 
room that is cramped or distorted makes 
difficult the placing of furniture. By ob- 
serving this rule all space possible may be 
utilized. 

The relative positions of the different 
rooms would depend greatly upon the con- 
ditions of the site and adjoining build- 
ings, so that windows, etc., may be placed 
where they insure the greatest privacy. 
The points of the compass should also be 
carefully observed, especially in the plac- 
ing of radiators or registers for the warm- 
ing of the building. They should always 
be placed well to the north of a building. 
Having the north end of the building 
warmed, the south will take care of itself. 
It is desirable to place the dining room so 
that it will haveasouthern exposure. The 
library or den should, if possible, be se 
designed as to be isolated wholly, or par

tially so, that the occupant may have 
greater privacy. The parlor should be the 
choicest room, command the best view and 
be planned to have direct communication 
with the reception halk The kitchen 
should be placed in the sear, have good 
ventilation, be easily accessible to the din- 
ing room and contain a kitchen or a but- 
ler’s pantry between. This makes the two 
rooms private and at the same time re- 
duces the odor of cooking which more or 
less permeates the rest of the house. By 
having two doors between these rooms this 
disagreeable feature is entirely avoided. 

In the arrangement of rooms on the sec- 
ond floor each chamber should contain an 
ample closet and all rooms have easy ac- 
cess to the bathroom. It is desirable to 
finish as many rooms on the first floor in 
hard wood as the limit of cost will allow. 
The finish and decoration of other parts 
of the house will of necessity be controlled 
likewise. 

The plan shown here is one which in- 
cludes all of these comforts and modern 
improvements and which would suit the 
most fastidious of tastes. The first floor 
consists of parlor, dining room, reception 
hall, den and kitchen. This floor has beer

very carefully studied out, and, as can 
readily be seen, embodies comfort and con- 
venience and utilizes all space possible. A 
spacious veranda covers the entire front of 
the building, and it matters not which 
way the sun shines you will have shade on 
one or more portions. The second floor 
contains four large chambers, with bath- 
room containing water closet, bathtub and 
washbowl. Every room is semidetached 
except the servants’ chamber. A sewing 
room, with balcony covered, over the front 
veranda is a very fine feature. It is also 
intended for use as a children’s playroom 
or nursery. Rear stairs are provided for 
servants’ use. On the third floor are five 
chambers, two for servants and three for 
family use, spare rooms or guest chambers. 
This is a design that will suit almost any 
neighborhood. 


A Library Notion. 


In a library whose wall tapestries were 
rows of bookshelves broken by rare old 
prints a delightful sense of use of the 
volumes was conveyed by the low, narrow 
divans that stood against the shelves at 
intervals. They invited a sinking down 
into a comfortable pose close to the treas- 
ures at hand. Although many of the books 
were rare and all of them valuable, none 
was behind glass, a leather strip of two 
inches being fastened at the end of each 
shelf with leather covered nails This 
offered a good protection against dust.

The use of these methods of re- 
stricting the light necessitates very 
long exposure, and this in turn 
makes requisite the use of plates 
coated on the back with a light ab- 
sorbing material (socalled nonhala- 
tion plates), else the light reflected 
from the back surface of the plate 
would fog the film. Mr. Deville is 
careful] to point out that this coating 
must be in optical contact with the 
surface of the glass—in other words, 
actually painted upon it, the mere 
placing of a black cloth or paper 
against the back of the plate being 
of no serivce whatever. 

Wher all these technical difficul- 
ties of photographic surveying are 
made clear, it no longer seems sc 
strange that the method has been 
but slowly adopted by surveyors, 
even in those districts where its ad- 
vantages would be most marked. 
The surveyors who tried it usually 
failed to get any available results, 
and they did not realize that the 
fault lay with themselves and not 
with the method.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

and Prevent Inflammation. 

A sprain of a joint varies greatly in 
severity. It may consist of a simple 
wrench, without the tearing of any of 
the ligaments, or it may be a more ex- 
tensive injury, stopping just short of a 
dislocation. 

In more severe cases the tendons pass- 
ing over the joint and attaching the 

| muscles which move it to the bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its 
, attachment, bringing with it a sliver of 
| bone. Where so much barm has been 
done to all the parts— bones, ligaments, 
tendons and muscles—it is easy to un- 
derstand that much pain will result 
and that the cure will be tedious. 

In the treatment of a sprain the first 
thing to be aimed at is to relieve pain 
and prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and aft- 
er that to restore the use of the limb. 

The first of these objects is accom- 
plished by absolute rest of the injured 
part, the limb being raised, and by 
lead and opium wash, a spirit lotion 
or such other local applications as the 
physician may prescribe. Swelling is 
prevented in a measure and pain is 
sometimes relieved by firm bandaging 
with a flannel bandage. 

When the swelling, beat and pain 
are gone, the limb should not be used 
too soon, but should be brought gradu- 
ally back to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing—in a direction toward the 
body—and passive motion. It is some- 
times necessary in very severe cases to 
treat the sprain by means of splints, ex- 
actly as if it were a fracture or disloca- 
tion. —Youth’s sh's: Companion.

Boil five ounces of hops slowly in 
nine gallons of water for about three- 
quarters of an hour. Strain over three 
pounds of brown sugar in a large pan, 
add a little bruised ginger, and when 
lukewarm add yeast and let it ferment.

After 24 hours 
strain off and bottle, tie down the corks 
tightly or draw from a stone or wooden 
cask as required for use. 


How to Treat Red Hair Becomingly. 


Instead of being dissatisfied with 
their lot, women with red hair should 
study how to use it becomingly and be 
proud of the distinction of having it. 
There appears to be an impression among 
women with red hair, saysan exchange, 
that almost any shade of blue can 
worn by them, because as a usual thing 
they have fair and delicate complexions, 
but, as a matter of fact, blue is the one 
color above all others that they ought 
to avoid. The contrast is too violent 
and the combination is not harmonious. 
The shades most suitable to be worn 
with red hair are bright, sunny brown 
and all autumn leaf tints. After these 
may be selected pale or very dark green, 
but never a bright green, pale yellow, 
and black unmixed with any other col- 
or. Mixed colors are not becoming to 
red haired people, as they nearly always 
give them a more or less dowdy appear- 
ance. In fact, red hair is usually so 
brilliant and decided that it must be 
met on its own ground and no vague, 
undecided sort of thingsshould be worn 
with it. 


How to Cook Tenderloin of Beef. 

Lard the beef and place in a bake pan 
with cold water about a quarter of an 
inch deep. Spread salt, pepper and a 
little butter on the meat. Cover it with 
a piece of buttered paper. Baste over 
the paper lest it should burn. Keep the 
bottom of the pan covered with juice. 
Turn two or three times, but keep the 
paper on the top. Serve it, decorated 
with sweetbreads and slices of truffles, 
with a madeira sauce. 


How to Make Gloves Last. 

A plan which adds greatly to the life 
of kid gloves has just been brought out 
in New York. A manufacturer of fash- 
ionable gloves who occupies a little 
shop on Fifth avenue has hit upon 
something that makes a glove perspira- 
tion proof. So many of his customers 
complained about ruining their gloves 
that he set to work to find something tu 
eliminate this trouble. It occurred to 
him to linea pair of gloves with very 
thin oil silk, of which fine dress shields 
are made. He tried lining the inside of 
the palm and fingers and found that he 
had a glove which perspiration could 
not penetrate. His customers are en- 
thusiastic over his discovery. They say 
he is a true philanthropist, or, what is 
better, a genuine humanitarian, or else 
he would never have given them the 
benefit of a discovery which is bound to 
be detrimental to his sales. 


How to Make Rye Pancakes. 

One cup of Indian meal, two cups of 
rye flour, one-half tablespoonful of mo- 
lasses, two eggs, beaten light, an 
enough hot milk to make an ordinary 
batter. Scald the meal with the milk, 
stir in the rye flour and the molasses, 
| add the eggs, beat hard and fry. 


How to Make Pepper Mangoes. 

Take 24 large green peppers. With a 
knife extract all seeds and cut off tops. 
Then place the peppers in ajar. Pour 
over them water salted to taste. Let 
them stand overnight. In the morning 
drop them in fresh cold water and allow 
them to stand about ten minutes. Fill 
each one with very finely chopped cab- 
bage. Salt to taste and a very little 
white mustard mixed in the cabbage. 
Sew the tops on and place in a stone 
jar as close as possible. Pour cold vine- 
gar on them. They will be ready for use 
in about two weeks.

His plans were promptly 
into execution, but the Spaniards, quic 
ly recovering from the demoralization 
caused by the opening shots, fought 
fiercely, and General Garcia’s ambus- 
cade was a failure. 

Although unsuccessful in his plan to 
trap the Spaniards, General Garcia sent 
word to them demanding that they sur- 
render forthwith. To this demand the 
Spanish commander returned an em- 
phatic refusal. “General Toral,” he 
notified Garcia, “has surrendered to 
the American army, not to the Cubans.” 

Despite the information that these 
Spanish troops were a part of those in- 
cluded in Toral’s surrender, Garcia 
ordered his troops to prepare to fight. 
The Cubans quickly took the position 
to which they had been assigned and 
the order to fire was passed along the 
line. Garcia had decided to attempt to 
carry the Spanish position by assault, 
and his troops pressed forward when the 
word was given. Their progress was 
firmly resisted at every point by the 
Spaniards, who, after several hours’ 
fighting, put the Cubans to rout, witha 
loss of 41 killed and many wounded. 
The Spanish suffered a smaller loss. 

This disastrous defeat of the insur- 
gents is the first result of General 
Garcia's petulant disagreement with 
{General Shafter, and of his decision to 
pro longer co-operate with the American 
forces. When the Cuban general with- 
drew his troops to the mountains, he re- 
solved to move on to Holguin, about 60 
tmiles to the northwest of this city. If 
the Americans would not allow them to 
wreak vengeance on the Spaniards in 
Santiago, the Cubans proposed to storm 
some other important place and take 
possession of it on their own account. 

It was with this object in view that 
General Garcia withdrew his troops 
from the American lines and refused 
longer to act as an ally of General Shaf- 
ter. He decided to capture Holguin, if 
possible, and to there set up an insurgent 
government, making that place the 
Cuban headquarters for the eastern de- 
partment. 

It is not yet known how far to the 
northwest of Santiago General Garcia's 
jarmy had pyoceeded upon this mission 
when the Oefnish troops were encoun- 
ftered. They had been marching for 
many hours, however, and must have 
been well started on their journey. I 
jam told it is a question as to which were 
the more surprised, the Cubans or the 
Spaniards, when the two bodies of troops 
met on the road between Santiago and 
Holguin. The Spaniards had been 
gathered from the fortified towns in the 
vicinity, and were proceeding to San- 
tiago under the terms of surrender 
agreed to by General Toral. They were 
seeking to carry out in good faith the 
agreement made with Shafter. 


TALK OF PEACE.

Genera! Gare 
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Warlike Preparations Going on as Vig- 
orously as Ever. 
Washington, July 23.—The continued 
talk of peace negotiations finds no en- 
couragement in Washington. The ad- 
ministration is not paying the least at- 
tention to them, and by its action in 
sending troops to Porto Rico, consider- 
ing the advisability in still further re- 
inforcing the army in the Philippines 
and making ready for the sailing of 
Watson's fleet, shows in the strongest 
manner possible that it does not be- 

lieve peace to be in sight. 

Massachusetts may take pride in the 
fact that her troops in the Porto Rican |! 
campaign are again in the vanguard, as | 
they were in the Santiago campaign. 
The Second Massachusetts regiment 
and the Seventy-first New York were 
the first of our volunteer troops to land 
on Cuban soil, and the reports from 
Sampson show that the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts regiment is with General Miles, 
and will be, in all probability, the first 
volunteer regiment to land at Porto 
Rico. As the Eighth Massachusetts 
regiment, now at Chickamauga, is under 
orders to proceed with General Brooke 
to Porto Rico, Massachusetts will have 
two of her regiments in that campaign, 
while the Second will remain for a w hile 
with Shafter at Santiago. 

The orders issued show that the forces 
bound for Porto Rico will be large 
enough to overwhelm the Spanish gar- 
rison at San Juan. General Miles has 
insisted, and has carried his point, that 
a competent naval force shall proceed 
with him to Porto Rico and aid in the 
operations before San Juan. Apparent- 
ly, none of the flag officers, Sampson, 
Schley or Watson, is to go with the con- 
voy, and so the command of the marine 
force, unless additional orders are made, 
will devolve upon Captain Higginson 
of the battleship Massachusetts. 

The proclamation issued by Agui- 
naldo, declaring a dictatorship and mar- 
tial law over the Philippine islands, also 
received the attention of the cabinet. 
This information was not entirely unex- 
pected. The administration has never 
had much confidence in the sincerity 
of Aguinaldo, who more than once has 
been suspected of intriguing with the 
Spanish officials, while professing to be 
in entire sympathy with us. The ad- 
ministration, however, has no intention 
sf recognizing Aguinaldo at this juno-

ture, or of permitting him to set up aj 
dictatorship or form of government of 
his own. 

“A Friendly Visit.” 

The visit of the German ambassador 
to the president and to the secretary of 
state was a basis for a belief that he 
had called to make some representation 
on that subject, and as well on the 
question of peace as affected by the| 
program laid down by Watson's pro- 
jected voyage to European waters. If 
so, official confirmation was not obtain- 
able, and “a friendly visit” was the only 
explanation offered by Secretary Day 
for the appearance of the ambassador 
in the dog days in Washington. The 
embassy people were no more com- 
municative, so that if anything of im- 
portance passed during the meeting of,

the president and Dr. Von Holleben it 
probably will be revealed only in the 
shape of action later on. It would not 
be surprising if it should develop that 
European influences are being brought 
to bear to dissuade the navy depart- 
ment from dispatching Watson's fleet 
to Europe, but so far they appear to 
have been ineffectual, for it is officially 
stated that the departure of the squad- 
ron is only delayed, not abandoned. 
Hobson In Washington. 

The last and most agreeable event of 
the day was the arrival at the navy de- 
partment of Lieutenant Hobson. The 
officials were not informed of his ap- 
proaching visit except through the news- 
papers. Consequently when he reached 
the railway station there was no official 
there .te meet him, and his reception 
was truly democratic. He succeeded 
{in escaping observation as he passed 
through the train shed, coat and um- 
brella in hand, followed by a porter 
proudly carrying his bag, but before 
he emerged from the station some one 
spied him, a hurrah went up from one 
throat close by, and in a moment the 
station resounded with vociferous shout- 
ing. The cry of “Hobson, Hobson,” 
rang out, and the crowd closed about 
him, shaking his hand and pushing him 
about until he was rescued by the po- 
lice and escorted to a carriage. 

Concerning the efforts that are being 
made to save some of the Spanish ships 
he informed Secretary Long that the 
Reina Mercedes and the Infanta Maria 
Teresa would be saved certainly, and he 
expressed the utmost confidence that 
the Cristobal Colon could be saved also. 
Lieutenant Hobson differs with the 
wrecking experts sent from the United 
States, who are of opinion that the 
Colon cannot be saved. He is par- 
ticularly anxious that every possible ef- 
fort be made with the Colon, as he re- 
gards her as the finest of her class that 
was ever constructed. He is enthusias- 
tic in his efforts to save the ships and, 
declining to remain in Washington for 
even a day, hurried back to New York 
to take up the subject of his mission 
with the wrecking company. 

Although General Miles reported by 
cable from Nicholas, Hayti, that he was 
“moving along well” with the first de- 
tachmem of the military expedition 
against Porto Rico, the body of his dis- 
patch preceding this statement gave 
rise at first to the apprehension that, 
like Shafter at Santiago, Miles was 
threatened with a costly delay in land- 
ing his expedition on Porto Rican soil 
owing to the absence of lighters and 
tugs. It was said at the war depart- 
ment later on that some of these lighters 
were on their way from New Orleans 
and New York, and that no delay would 
arise on that score. It appears from 
Miles’ first statement relative to Col- 
onel Hecker that he was not acquainted 
with the necessity that had arisen for 
that officer’s presence in Washington 
in order to provide for the speedy trans- 
portation to Spain of the troops sur- 
rendered at Santiago. The following 
troops are with him: Four light bat- 
teries of the Third and Fourth artillery; 
battery B, Fifth artillery; Sixth Illi- 
nois, Sixth Massachusetts, 275 recruits 
for the Fifth corps, 60 men of the signal 
corps, and the Seventh hospital corps, 
3415 men all told. 


Peace to Satisfy the Army. 

Madrid, July 23—In an_ interview 
printed in the organ of the army, ME: 
Gamazo is .quoted saying: “The 
suspension of constitutional liberty can- 
not be agreeable to the press because 
it abrogates freedom and prevents the | 
publication of news which costs much; 
but at this moment, what can the gov- 
ernment do but check the hostile cam- 
paign waged against it? I was the 
first to beg the cabinet to treat the ques- | 
tion as urgent, and I do not regret my | 
action. I will say from my seat in| 
parliament that I am convinced I did 
a real service to my country. At the 
same time, I ean give you news which | 
will please the press. The suspension 
of the constitution will not last long 
for several reasons. One of them is 
the calmness displayed by the people 
and the army. It is not for me to con- 
ceal the intentions of the government, 
which are to conclude an honorable 
peace which will in the first place satisfy 
the aspirations of thearmy. After that, 
if Mr. Sagasta thinks fit, he will ask 
the queen regent if she still has confi- 
dence in her present advisers.” 


Blanco Thankful For Anything. 

Havana, July 23.—On the morning of 
July 18 seven American warships ap- 
peared before Manzanillo. Among them 
were two monitors. The Spanish flotilla, 
consisting of three transports, was there, 
but had very little ammunition and was 
™much inferior in force to the Ameri-

The Spanish 
sailovs went ashore and occupied the 
land trenches, where they cpened a very 
lively fire upon the American ships, and 
the latter withdrew. They had fired 350 
shots of various caliber. The Spanish 
forces lost three soldiers kiiled and three 
officers and 12 soldiers wounded. Cap- 
tain General Blanco publicly congratu- 
lated everyone who took part in the qe- 
fense, and notified the commander of 
the garrisor, Sanchez Parron, that he 
must defend the place to the very last. 

The recent amnesty resolution adopt- 
ed by the colonial authorities has been 
extended to the province of Pinar Del 
Rio and the city of Cardenas, and several 
political prisoners have been pardoned 
and released from imprisonment. 


To Be Greater Than Russia. 

London, July 23.—The first lord of the 
admiralty, George J. Goschen, reported 
yesterday on the supplementary naval 
program in tne house of commons. He 
reviewed the original program, which 
was considered sufficient when it was 
framed, being based upon the two- 
jpower system, that the navy of Great 
Britain must be equal to the combined 
fleets of any two powers. In conse- 
quence of the action of Russia on the 
same system, the government was com- 
pelled to present a supplementary pro- 
gram, paralleling the Russian increase 
of six battleships which Russia pro- 
posed to begin in 1898. Only two battle- 
ships were taken into account in the 
original British program and the lord 
now asked the house to grant four more 
battleships. 

Continuing, Mr. Goschen remarked: 
“The Russian program provides for four 
cruisers. We propose to build four, and 
also 12 destroyers. It is estimated that 
jthe cost of the new program will be 
£8,000,000, making the entire expendi- 
ture for the new ships £15,000,000. The 
battleships will be especially adapted 
for the passage of the Suez canal.’”’ Mr. 
Goschen pointed out, during the course 
ef his remarks, that her majesty’s gov- 
ernment desired Europe to note that the 
iproposal was not aggressive, but es- 
‘sential to maintaining a principle laid 
down; nor was Russia's action a menace 
to Great Britain. She had the right to 
build such a fleet as she thought her 
position required. 


Dispatches From Shafter. 

Washington, July 23.—The Madrid 
government has officially recognized the 
proposed return by the United States of 
the Santiago prisoners to Spain. This 
fact was communicated to the war de- 
partment in the following dispatch from 
General Shafter: “I am just in receipt 
of a letter from General Toral, saying 
the Spanish secretary of war desires 
‘the troops landed at Vigo, Corunna, on 
the Atlantic, and at Santander on the 
bay of Biscay.”’ The request of the 
Spanish government will be complied 
with unless something unforeseen 
should prevent. 

In another dispatch Shafter says: 
“Sent two troops of cavalry with Span- 
lish officers and Lieutenant Miley to re- 
ceive the surrender of Spanish troops 
at San Luis and Palmas. They had not 
heard of the loss of Cervera’s fleet or of 
Toral’s surrender, and declined to sur- 
render unless they could come in and 
see for themselves. A detachment of 
officers and men came in and returned 
apparently satisfied.” 


A Necessity Recognizea. 

New York, July 23.—Vice President 
Capote of the Cuban republic has made 
a public statement respecting the 
trouble with General Garcia, in which 
‘he says: ‘According to the spirit per- 
vading the president's proclamation, the 
only authority will be the military gov- 
ernor and his aids, and the municipal 
fauthorities of the locality. We our- 
selves recognize the necessity of con- 
tinuing ad interim in operation all laws 
other than political. I have, with other 
lawyers, been engaged in formulating 
Pese laws, with certain slight changes 
necessary to the new regime.” 

The Cheek of It. 

London, July 23.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Daily Newssays: ‘The 
powers, with the exception of Great 
Britain, have agreed not to allow an 
American annexation of the Philippines 
or an Anglo-American protectorate over 
the islands.” 


Blockade Runner Taken, 

Charleston, July 23.—The French 
steamer, Olinde Rodriguez, has been 
brought into port in charge of a prize 
crew from the New Orleans, having 
been captured off San Juan, Porto Rico, 
July 17, while making for the harbor. 
The New Orleans sent two shots across 
her bow and brought her to. She had 
23 cabin and 14 steerage passengers, and 
a cargo of coffee and tobacco. 

From Santiago. 

Santiago, Juty 23.—The city is quiet 
and ordinary business is being resumed. 
From various points in the provinee 
Spanish troops continue to arrive daily 
and are sent to camp, to await embark- 
ation, the date of which has not yet been 
decided.

have been appointed resident physician 
at Randall’s island, and this appoint- 
ment she resigned to accept that confer- 
red by the Newark board of health. 
Marie Lefort was graduated from the 
Newark High school in 1893 and im- 
mediately after began her studies in the 
Woman's college of the New York In- 
firmary For Women and Children. She 
remained in the metropolis after taking 
her degree and had considerable expe- 
rience in tenement districts. 

“Oh, no, lam nota bit afraid to go 
out nights,’’ she said. ‘‘A doctor’s 
satchel is the only weapon I need carry. 
Emergency calls must be attended to at 
all hours, and I am quite accustomed 
to going out at any time.’’ 

The honor conferred on Dr. Lefort 
will probably be followed by others 
from local educational and philanthrop- 
ic anxious to count among 
their honorary members the most suc- 
cessful and progressive woman at pres- 
ent in the public eye in Newark.—New 
York Herald.

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PEARS IN GARDENS. 


Sumr,er Pruning to Induce Fruiting—In- 
fluence of Soil and Location. 

“‘Among large fruits the pear finds 
more room accorded it in the gardens of 
amateurs than any other. It has much 
torecommend it. In city gardens where 
space is circumscribed the pear just fits 
the situation. It is nota spreading tree, 
its growth tending more to an upright 
form, and for this reason alone it can 
be given a place which could not be ac- 
corded the apple. Its early bearing and 
the certainty of an annual crqp are very 


| much in its favor,” says such excellent 


authority as Joseph Meehan, in Garden- 
ing, from which the following, with 
the illustration, is reproduced: 

The soil in many gardens is often 
very rich, causing the pear to grow s0 
vigorously that fruiting does not take 
place for years. A little root pruning 
will generally throw the tree into bear- 
ing, and this may be practiced by those 
who are impatient. Another plan, and 


one to be preferred, I think, is to sum- | 


mer prune it. This consists of cutting 
back some of the young shoots of the 
season to within a few eyes of their 
base. This causes the formation of flow- 
er buds on the small spurs in the vicin-

ity of the cut branches and very often 
on the branches themselves. It often 


|happens that the mere topping of a 


growing shoot will cause it to makea 
flower bud at its apex for the following 
season. Besides the benefit in this way, 
summer pruning is the best of all for 
shaping the tree. When the object of 
the pruning is to induce the formation 
of fruit buds, do it when growth is 
about half accomplished, toward the 
close of June, say. 

Soil and situation play an important 
part in the selection of many fruits, but 
not so much with pears. There are cer- 
tain kinds esteemed as of the best from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, varying but 
little in quality no matter where plant- 
ed. The most marked difference is in 
the season of maturity. What is a sum- 
mer pear in the far northern states be- 
comes an autumn one a little farther 
south. Thus the indispensable Anjou, 
an early winter pear in New York, is 
an autumn one in Delaware. 

Were I asked for a list of a dozen ex- 
cellent standard pears for an amateur’s 
garden I would present the following 
list, named in the order I have found 
them to ripen: Clapp’s Favorite, Bart- 
lett, Howell, Seckel, Lucrative, Super- 
fin, Sheldon, Kieffer, Clairgeau, Anjou, 
Lawrence and Josephine de Malines. I 
would say in regard to Kieffer that I 
place it on the list because of its value 
for cooking and preserving. Standard 
pears thrive well in deep, heavy, good 
soil. 

The Banksian Rose. 

The Banksian rose, a lovely, dainty 
thing when well grown, is far too sel- 
dom seen under those circumstances. In 
its time of blossoming it should look 
like a mass of creamy, flowery foam. 
Sometimes it happens that a late frost 
is responsible for failure in the case of 
this flower, but more often it is want 
of thought for it that brings about this 
sad condition. Now this rose should not 
be touched with a knife till June, when 
its rank growths should be entirely re- 
moved and the tipsof the remainder 
shortened. This is how it should be 
pruned. But here is another thing, a 
secret which an English woman feels she 
must tell. This is it: As long as the 
shoots are allowed to grow straight up 
flowers will be few and far between. 
As soon as they are all trained down, 
espalier way, flowers spring from every 
shoot. The branches cannot be trained 
too horizontally. This treatment holds 
good with a great many roses, but es- 
pecially so in thecase of their most 
quaint and beautiful variety. 


The Remontant Roses. 
Undoubtedly the most satisfactory 
class of roses for general planting, as 
The National Stockman remarks, is the 
Hybrid Remontant, sometimes, though 
incorrectly, termed Hybrid Perpetual. 
They are not perpetual bloomers, al-

near it. Under favorable conditions of 
soil, weather, etc., they will send up 
new shoots after flowering in June and 
produce a moderate crop of roses later 
in the season. This will be assisted ma- 
terially by taking off the flowers before 
they fade. Seed production, much more 
exhausting than flowering, will then be 
prevented, and the vitality of the plant 
will be directed to the formation of an 
increased number of blossom buds for a 
later bloom. 


A Cause of Trouble In Dahlias, Etc. 

Many people fail with dahlia, aster 
and cosmos on account of a worm that 
eats through the stem just below the 
surface of the ground. One first notices 
the injury done the plants by the leaves 
wilting during the heat of the day. A 
correspondent of Vick’s Magazine has 
found a remedy for this trouble in paris 
green: I use a level teaspoonful of paris 
green to three gallons of water and ap- 
ply it freely around the collar of the 
plant. Pour enough on to well soak the 
earth for three or four inches deep 
wt the stem and repeat once a

Should Watson cross the Atlantic and 
drive Camara into a Spanish port, it 
might b@found that we should have to 
repeat on Spanish soil the tactics of the 
Santiago campaign, and that in destroy- 
ing the enemy's ships we should be 
forced to bombard fortifications, land 
troops, and take possession of a city. 
Any possibility of this kind would be 
Sure to alarm the European powers, 
which are interested in preserving the 
integrity of the Spanish peninsula, and 
they might be depended on to use all 
jtheir influence with the government at 
Madrid to render such a demonstration 
Superfiucus. 

To Overrun Porto Rico. 

It is the hope of the administration 
that the occupation of Porto Rico may 
be accomplished without compelling the 
island to suffer in a great measure the 
horrors of war. It is with this object in 
view that the army of occupation has 
been made so largé as to reduce to a 
minimum the possibility of a long re- 
sistance by the Spanish garrison. Gen- 
eral Miles will have an opportunity to 
show to the people of Porto Rico that 
the American invasion does not mean 
an increase in their burdens, and that 
it is something far better for them than 
f& mere change in masters. 

The Spaniards will be evicted, but 
it will be the aim of our ships and troops 
to evict them with as little damage as 
possible to the island for which they 
have proved such bad tenants. Porto 
Rico will be overrun with American 
troops, but they will take with them 
their own commissaries and will not} 
depend in any way upon the invested 
country for support. It will be 
ject lesson to the native population of 
the difference between the despotic 
military rule of Spain and the civilizing 
control of the great American republic.

Third Month of the War. 

With the week just closed the United 
States saw the end of the third month 
of the war with Spain, and the respon- 
sible officials, from the president down 
to the lowest employe who has had to do 
with shaping of events, feel 
nothing but satisfaction at the progress 
made. Anarmy of a quarter ofa million 
oZ men has been mobilized, armed and 
equipped, and much of it has seen 
service. The batiles preceding 
ture of Santi ave heen remarkable 
in many and in the opinion of 
military experts have covered the United 
States army engaged with imperishable 
glory. Mocern 
veloped in these engagements was abso- 
lutely new and untried, not only to the 
United States army, but to the world. 
No such charge is recorded in history 
as that made upon the stone fort and the 
blockhouses crowning the hills of El 
Caney. There have been engagements 
between trained troops and savage 
races in the jungles of India and on the 
hills of South Africa of late years that 
conveyed in a slight manner the possi- 
bilities of modern weapons, but the 
battles fought by the Fifth army corps 
have been the first in which large bodies 
of troops of civilized nations on both 
sides have been engaged with all the 
implements of modern warfare. They 
are bound to be highly instructive to 
the military students and to evoke ad- 
miration for the splendid fighting quali- 
ties of the United States soldiers from 
the most unwilling critics. 

Few officers in any army have had 
more experience in hard fighting in 
rough country than that other Indian 
fighter, General Henry, so that some

Will Try Hobson's Plan. 

Lieutenant Hobson had a long con- 
ference Sunday with Assistant Secretary 
Allen, Captain Bradford and other of- 
lficers of the navy department regarding 
the raising of the Cristobal Colon. The 
lieutenant succeeded while in New York 
in arranging with the Merritt & Chap- 
man Wrecking company for the execu- 
tion of the plans he had prepared for 
saving the vessels. The wreckers have 
promised to get together the pontoons, 
air bags and compressed air apparatus 
which will be required to lift and right 
the vessel, and expect to ship this ma- 
terial for Santiago this week. Lieuten- 
ant Hobson is confident that if the work 
can be undertaken before a cyclone sets 
in it will result successfully. 

Secretary Long said that the lieuten- 
ant’s plan for raising the Colon seemed 
entirely feasible. It involves methods 
and appliances outside of those usually 
employed in wrecking. They necessi- 
tate the use of air appliances of various 
kinds in righting and raising the ship 
that rarely, if ever before, have been 
used on vess¢ls of the size and weight 
of the Colon. Although there is some 
doubt of its success the navy depart- 
ment officials think the prize well wortk 
‘tthe experiment. 


Wade Succeeds Brooke. 

Chickamauga, July 25.—Although Gen 
eral Wade assumed command at Camp 
Thomas Saturday as the succ@3sor ot! 
General Brooke, he has not yet selected 
a location for his headquarters. The 
general expects to carry forward the 
work at the park without making ma- 
terial changes in the plans as they now 
exist.

The only movement Sunday in con- 
nection with the Porto Rican expedition 
was the departure for Newport News of 
four batteries of light artillery. Each 
had six guns, 100 horses and mules and 
from 140 to 175 officers and men. 

One hundred and sixty-two patients 
belonging to the volunteer army were 
removed from the Leiter hospital to a 
special train and taken to the McPher- 
son barracks hospital in Atlanta. Ow- 
ing to the limited supply of surgeons and 
medical assistants at this point, it has 
been deemed best to send those of the 
sick who have so far recovered as to be 
able to be safely moved to other points 
where they can be cared for, and at the 
same time make room in the Leiter hos- 
pital for the sick in the division and regi- 
mental field hospitals. 


Will Do as McKinley Directs. 

Jacksonville, July 25. — Lieutenant 
Charles Fritol of the Cuban army, who 
was a member of the Cuban expedition 
on the Florida, and who recently re- 
turned from Cuba, stated that the ex- 
pedition was met by General Gomez, 
with whom he hada talk. When asked 
what message he had for the American 
people, Gomez said: “I have oniy to 
say that the only man that has any- 
thing to say in the direction of matters 
is Mr. McKinley, and we shall do what- 
ever he says. I have given orders to all 
my forces to co-operate with the Ameri- 
cans, to whom we are much indebted.” 


To Attack Manila. 

London, July 25.—A special dispatch 
from Madrid says that General Au- 
gustin, captain general of the Philip- 
pines, has telegraphed to the govern- 
ment as follows: “The Americans are 
about to attack Manila. Grave events 


are impending.” 


Spaniards Gave Cheers. 

New York, July 25.—Prisoners of war 
cheering the flag of their captors was 
the unusual sight witnessed in Brook- 
lyn Sunday. The 254 prisoners cap- 
tured on the four prize steamers now in 
port were about to sail for home under 
the British flag. They were on board 
the Hesperia of the Anchor line, and just 
as she backed out of the dock one of 
the patrol gunboats came by. With 
one* accord the prisoners raised three 
cheers, which startled the people on the 
Brooklyn shore, and could be heard to 
Governor's island.

It was a quick, brave deed, and had

have brought him a Victoria cross to 
wear on his breast. 

During the sepoy war a young cap- 
tain of artillery saw an ignited shell 
fall near his battery. Instantly he lift- 
ed it up, carried it to a distance and 
flung it away. Just then it burst, shat- 
tering his left forearm. 

In the Crimean war Captain Peel 
of the royal navy, son of the former 
prime minister, Sir Robert Peel, com- 
manded a naval battery in front of Se- 
vastopol. One day a large shell, its fuse 
burning, fell into the battery near 
where Peel was standing. Picking it 
up, he carried it to the rampart and 
tossed it over. It exploded before it 
reached the ground.—Exchange. 


Efficacy of Olive Oil. 

Medical authorities are generally 
agreed as to the value of olive oil med- 
icinally, finding it also a potent agent 
for any defects of the excretory ducts, 
especially the skin. Eczema has rapidly 
disappeared upon a discontinuance of 
starch foods and the substitution of a 
diet of fresh and dried fruits, milk, 
eggs and olive oil. The beneficial effects 
of the latter, when thus taken in con- 
junction with a fruit diet, have fre- 
quently been remarked in respect to the 
hair, nails and scalp, supplying to the 
sebaceous glands the oily substance 
which they secrete when in a healthy 
condition, and the absence of which is 
the cause of debility of the hair, fre- 
quently ending in baldness, says The 
Scientific American. It has long been 
observed that those who treat olive oil 
as a common article of food and use it 
as such are generally healthier and in 
better condition than those who do not, 
and its therapeutic and prophylactic 
properties are very favorably regarded 
by medical men. It is known to be de- 
structive to certain forms of micro or- 
ganic life, and for the eradication of such 
from the system its internal use has 
been successfully resorted to. 


Thunderstorms. 

Do not imagine that because a heavy 
thunderstorm is far away to leeward 
it is not likely to arise and wet you. 
Even if the wind is blowing right 
against the cloud it will come your way 
all the more surely, for thunderstorms 
always travel against the wind. 

The reason for this is that’ there is 
invariably a countercurrent of air 
above the breeze that you feel close to 
the earth, and this sky high wind blows 
in the opposite direction to the one 
which alone you can detect. Thus the 
tempest seems to work its way right 
through the wind’s eyes in a very con- 
trary sort of way. 

Fog never does this; neither does 
ordinary rain—at least very seldom— 
but snow or sleet some time works its 
way up wind just as the tempest does. 
Sheet lightning, by the way, is not a 
distinctive sort of light, but merely the 
reflection in the sky of a forked flash 
many miles away. You can tell how 
far away a tempest is by counting the 
number of seconds that pass between 
the flash and the peal. Each second 
stands for about a mile.—New York 
Herald.

More Soldiers Give In. 

Washington, July 25.—The war de- 
partment has posted the following from 
Shafter: ‘General Miles has returned 
from San Luis and Palma Soel, where 
he went four days ago to receive the sur- 
render of Spanish troops. The num- 
ber surrendered was larger than Gen- 
eral Toral reported, for 3005 Spanish 
troops and 350 volunteer guerillas gave 
up their arms and gave parole and have 
gone towork. Three thousand stands of 
arms were turned in loaded on ox-carts 
and started to the railroad. The Span- 
ish troops accompanied him to San Luis 
and all apparently were greatly delight- 
ed at the prospects of returning home. 
They were on the verge of starvation, 
and I have sent them rations. If the 
numbers keep up as they have there will 
be about 24,000 to ship away—nearly 12,- 
000 here, 3000 from San Luis, 6000 from 
Guantanamo, and over 2000 at Sagua 
and Baracoa.” 


Foed Kitchens In Havana. 

Havana, July 25.—The free kitchens 
for the poor, the number of which is 
being steadily increased, feed thousands 
of destitute persons, and more than ever 
are shown the charitable sentiments of 
a city whose generosity has always been 
proverbial. The commercial establish- 
ments are continually making donations 
for this work, and the government has 
zanctioned the expenditure of large 
sums to relieve the prevailing distress. 

The insurgents are reduced to the ut- 
most in the provinces of Santa Clara, 
Matanzas, Havana and Pinar del Rio, 
where the railroad trains are moving ag 
in normal times, and give very little 
proof of their existence. 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, July 25.—The Journal declares: 
“In its purely military aspect this 
Porto Rico campaign is far more im- 
portant than the attack on Santiago. 
It will be a much more interesting ef- 
fort, and its success wil! produce greater 
results than the capture of Santiago— 
always excepting, of course, the marvel- 
ous feat of the destruction of Cervera’s 
squadron.” 

In the opinion of The Post: “The 
patriot army may not be as large as its 
leaders have boasted, and when seen 
at close quarters its troops may not 
present as fine an example of discipline 
as we would like to see; but the Cubans 
are brave men, as they have shown in 
three years of fighting single-handed 
against Spain.” 

The Globe says: “President McKin- 
ley doesn’t seem to be in the least afratd 
of ‘dot Ieedle Sherman band’ of war- 
ships in Manila waters. He knows he 
can put implicit trust in Dewey.”

Hates to Face the People From Whom 
He Stole, 


No Information Given as to 
Disposition of Spoils. 


Said to Have Offered $10,000 to a Detective 
to Be Liberated. 


Louisville, July 25.—Louis Warner, the 
Massachusetts bank wrecker who was 
captured here Saturday, talked freely 
regarding his case. He spent a rest- 
less night, rising several times and walk- 
ing to and fro across the floor, running 
his hands nervously through his hair. 
In the morning he asked the turnkey 
if they could not allow him to sit in the 
parlor awhile before breakfast. The 
privilege was granted him, and heseated 
himself comfortably in an easy chair. 
He bought all the morning papers, and 
read carefully every line that had been 
written about him. “I guess I'm the 
worst man in the United States,” said 
he laughingly. 

Detective Tom Maher, to whom War- 
ner first confessed his identity, says the 
embezziler offered him $10,000 in cash to 
release him. He and Warner were sit- 
ting in Captain Sullivan's private office. 
Warner drew his chair close to Maher 
and, placing his hand on the officer's 
shoulder, said: “If you will let me go 
I'll give you $10,000in cash. I have not 
the money now, but will get it in short 
order.” Maher says Warner had a 
fixed expression on his face, which told 
him that he meant exactly what he said. 

When seen at the jail, the prisoner 
was in good spirits. “I suppose you 
want me to tell you all I know,” he said, 
laughingly. “I will not do that, for 
then you would know as much as I; 
but I will talk to you. Ido not intend 
to touch upon my relations with the 
two Northampton banks except to say 
that Iam Louis Warner and am wanted 
for embezzling a large amount of money 
I do not know the exact amount. From 
all accounts, however, the shortage 
must be over $600,000. Furthermore, 1 
do not intend to say how I lost my 
money and became entangled. It is 
sufficient to say that I am charged with 
embezzling the funds of the two banks 
I see by the papers that the banks are in 
the hands of receivers and all my prop- 
erty. has been sold to pay shortages. 
My residence was one of the finest in 
Northampton. I hate to think that my 
old home is gone, but that is only one of 
the things which trouble me. My 
manufactories cannot bring more than 
one-fifth of the total indebtedness of the 
banks.” 

“Have you any 
asked. 

“T have not a dollar,” replied Warner 
“TI am penniless, and it hurts me very 
much te deny myself the many luxuries 
which I formerly enjoyed.” Warner 
strongly denied that he had offered any 
officer $10,000 to be released. 

“Do you want to be taken to North- 
ampton?” asked the reporter. 

“Well, I can't say that Ido. I hate 
to face those who were depositors in the 
banks. It will be difficult for me te 
€0 among the people who so often 
honored me and elected me to positions 
of trust. I should much rather be 
taken to Boston. I am in a serious po- 
sition. No one recognizes that fact 
more than I. Prison stares me in the 
face. I regret my downfall all the 
more on account of my two children 
My wife died three years ago. I d& 
not expect to find any friends in Mas- 
sachusetts. Those who once courted 
my favor and sought my endorsemeni 
will turn their backs on me. 

“Yes, I was once one of the mosi 
prominent men in Massachusetts, and 
now I am a prisoner in the hands of the 
detectives. I told no one of my in- 
tentions when I left Northampton. 1 
did not even tell my son where I was go- 
ing. I went from Northampton to Al- 
bany, and took a train for Cleveland.

Father Happily Surprised. 

Clinton, Mass., July 25.—A remarkable 
case of mistaken identity is at present 
occupying the minds of the residents of 
this town, more especially those who 
have a direct interest in the affair. 
Last Thursday a man was killed by the 
cars in Lewiaton, and parties there pos- 
itively identified the body as that of 
Edward Hoffman of this town, al- 
though he was known in Lewiston by 
another name. The authorities no- 
tified Charles E. Hoffman of Clinton 
that his son had been killed, and as 
the young man had been away from 
home for several years, his whereabouts 
being unknown, Mr. Hoffman ordered 
the body to be sent here for burial. It 
was met at the station by relatives and 
friends and conveyed to the cemetery, 
where a short funeral service took place. 

Just before the remains were to be 
deposited im the grave, Mr. Hoffman 
insisted that the casket be opened to 
enable him to take a final look at the 
deceased. When his request had been 
granted, he was happily surprised in 
discovering that the body was not that 
of his son, and did not in any way re- 
semble him. The casket was imme- 
diately placed in a tomb, and today was 
returned to the authorities in Lewiston. 


Heavy Loss at a Small Fire. 

Hyde Park, July 25.—The fire depart- 
ment was called out yesterday afternoon 
to a fire in the 1-story building of the 
Brainard milling machine shop. The 
rear of the main building was prac- 
tically destroyed, causing a loss of about 
$20,000, there being an insurance of 80 
percent of the loss. One hundred men 
ure temporarily thrown out of employ- 
ment, yet it is thought business will be 
fully resumed within a few days in 
another building.

PROSPECT IS BRIGHTER 


Spanish Government’s Efforts Have a 
New Phase, 


Direct Negotiations For Peace 
a Probability. 


General Whe May Serve as the Savior of 
the Dynasty. 


London, July 25.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: “Peace 
prospects have greatly improved dur- 
ing the last 48 hours. The diplomatic 
exploration of Duke Almedovar, the 
foreign minister, has been more practi- 
cal than was supposed, and it is now 
tolerably certain that the government's 
efforts are entering a new phase, which 
may gradually lead to tangible results. 
The precise nature of the change is a 
secret, but there is little doubt that it 
tends to direct negotiations between 
Spain and the United States, there being 
no inclination to seek the mediation of 
any neutral power. The moment has 
arrived when America, having reached 
the parting of the ways, must choose 
between war with a specific object and 
an indefinable war of conquest. The 
present pause in hostilities is held to 
prove that the United States is re- 
luctant to plunge into a wide sphere of 
action, and it may be confidently pre- 
{dicted that, if direct’ negotiations are 
opened without delay, both countries 
will find their views on the main point— 
the future of Cuba—far from irrecon- 
cilable. 

“The growing dissensions between the 
Cuban insurgents and the American au- 
thorities are noted here with great sat- 
isfaction, and on all sides I hear it said: 
‘If we must lose Cuba, it is better that 
the island should be annexed by Amer- 
ica, because the traitors would thereby 
be punished and the enormous Spanish 
interests in the island would be protect- 
ed.’ The French embassy at Washing- 
ton seems the most likely channel for 
opening negotiations, and the semi- 
official statement that America intends 
to retain Porto Rico is regarded here as 
a hint to Spain to hurry up. 

“It is still an open question whether 
{the present cabinet in Madrid daresito 
conclude peace upon even the most 
moderate terms that President McKin- 
ley is bound to require; but within the 
past week evidence has accumulated 
that Sagasta’s intention is to go as far 
as possible and then hand over the 
negotiations to a military or combina- 
tion ministry, preparations for which 
are now well advanced. General Pola- 
vieja is the man whom the friends of

the present regime turn to as its possible! 
savior. He is deeply attached to the} 
queen regent, is almost the only public 
man in Spain with clean hands, and for 
years has denounced the iniquity ot! 
‘Spanish rule in Cuba; but the task is 
one which would appal the strongest of | 
great leaders. 

“Prophecy in regard to the form the} 
inevitable denouement at Madrid will 
take remains difficult. No man has yet 
appeared on the political horizon who is 
sufficiently strong to handle matters 
firmly, and whose policy would be con- 
sistent enough to allow a logical fore- 
cast. Under the present circumstances 
Robledo seems likely to be the strongest 
influence when the settlement comes. 
If General Weyler joins him Robledo! 
will be the predominant partner. Both| 
have given indications of republican | 
leanings, but Robledo refused to make 
the definite statement which the leaders 
of his party tried to extract from him!

Rocks, loose 
and jagged, fill the roadway and render 
the footing unsafe. Branches reach out 
from the brush and whip your face. It 
is uncanny. Strange insects are singing 
here and there, and far off you hear the 
call of the cuckoo which so often be- 
tokens the presence of Spaniards lying 
in wait for the invaders. Then there 
comes the answering cry still farther 
on, and you wonder what is going to 
happen to you. Your imagination 
grows vivid. Dark figures appear down 
the road. They look like men crouch- 
ing. Adash of moonlight through a 
rift in the overhanging clouds of trop- 
ical foliage falls on the dewy blade of a 
palm and changes it into the gleaming 
bayonet of a Spanish soldier. The scenes 
of the bloody day just done have been 
such as unstring nerves, and while you 
chide yourself for your foolish fancies 
you hurry along, hurry along, hoping 
for the end. 

And by and by itcomes. You have 
reached the level sandy stretch behind 
the ridge on which sits Siboney, and 
rounding the end through the ravine 
which cuts down to the sea you have 
before you the tents and campfires of 
the soldiers at the base and the cottages 
of the Cubans. It has rot been a pleas- 
ant journey, but you have seen one of 
the phases of warfare, and that is much.

Washington, July 27,—Spain has at 
last consented to sue oe peace, Today 
perhaps marks the cémmencement of 
the of the Whether 
these hopes are realized depends upon 
the sincerity of Spain, and how far her 
efforts to have peace are made in good 
faith. 

Spain's offer of peace was made di- 
rectly and without the intervention of 
any other power. The French ambassa- 
dor, who since the severance of diplo- 
matic relations between this country 
and Spain, and who, therefore, is vir- 
tually the Spanish ambassador at the 
present time, was the mediary em- 
ployed. 

The Spanish government knew that 
it would have been useless to have 
sought the Intervention of any other 
power. Such interference would have 
been rejected. It was well understood 
in diplomatic circles that if Spain want- 
ed peace she must deal directly with the 
United States, and that no other course 
would be tolerated. 

Although peace rumors have been cur- 
rent almost daily since the war began, 
none of them had the shadow of founda- 
tion, and until the French ambassador 
received instructions from Paris no over- 
tures of any kind had been received. 
Shortly before midnight Monday night 
a dispatch to the French embassy made 
it known that the ambassador would be 
charged with the mission of opening ne- 
gotiations in behalf of Spain. The com- 
plete instructions, including an official 
letter from Duke Almadovar, Spanish 
minister of foreign affairs, was received 
yesterday morning. Thereupon Mr. 
Thiebeaut, first secretary of the em- 
bassy, called at the state department 
and asked that an hour be appointed for 
a call by Ambassador Cambon on the 
president. The purpose of the call was 
not stated. It was arranged that the 
call should be made at 3 o’clock. Mr. 
Cambon first went to the state depart- 
ment, where he was joined by Secretary 
Day, and the two then proceeded to the 
White House. 

The call lasted about half an hour, and 
after the first formalities had been 
executed by Mr. Cambon the talk be- 
‘came general and quite informal, the 
president, the ambassador and the sec- 
retary of state discussing the outlook for 
a conclusion of hostilities. The proposi- 
tion submitted by the ambassador was 
quite general in‘terms, and was confined 
to the’essential point of an earnest plea 
that negotiations be opened for the pur- 
pose of terminating the war and arriving 
at terms of peace. The communication 
of the Spanish government did not sug- 
gest specific terms, nor was there any 
reference to Cuba, the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, or other Spanish possessions. 
The evident purpose of the Malrid au- 
‘thorities was first to learn whether the 
United States would treat on the sub- 
ject of peace, and after that to tdke up 
such terms as the two parties might 
suggest. There was no suggestion from 
the Spanish that an armistice be estab- 
lished pending the peace negotiations. 
It seemed natural, however, from the 
proposition that when formal negotia- 
tlons are entered upon and pending their 
conclusion a cessation of hostilities 
would occur. 

Owing to the importance of the com- 
munication the ambassador adopted the 
usual procedure of reading the com- 
munication from the original in French, 
the translation being submitted by Mr. 
Thiebeaut. In the conversation which 
followed neither the president nor the 
ambassador entered upon the question 
of the terms of peace. It was evident 
that the president desired to consider 
the proposition to open negotiations be- 
fore giving a definite reply. It was 
finally determined that the president 
would consult the members of his cab- 
fnet concerning the proposition, and after 
ta decisiorf had been arrived at Mr. Cam- 
bon would be invited for further confer- 
ence and for a final answer from the

brieY of the memorandum was agreed 
upon in order to set at rest misleading 
conjecture and to give to the public in- 
formation on a subject which had ad- 
vanced beyond the point where diplo- 
matic reserve was essential. 

Secretary Long arrived at the White 
House shortly after the ambassador had 
departed and had a talk with the prest- 
dent, during which the proposal was 
gone over briefly. Mr. Long said after- 
wards that it was an initial move, but, 
in reply to inquiries as to whether it was 
likely to bring a speedy cessation of 
hostilities, he expressed some doubt, 
saying that no decision on the points in- 
volved had been reached thus far. 

During the afternoon and evening the 
president conferred with most of the 
members of the cabinet, and the proposi- 
tion to open peace negotiations was 
thoroughly canvassed. No intimation 
came from any official source as to the 
probable character of the answer. There 
were strong intimations, however, that 
there would be no acceptance which 
would imply the stopping of the war 
When the American arms were adding 
victories on victories, and the embark- 
ing on vague negotiation. It was felt 
that this government had everything to 
lose in a subtle game of diplomacy in 
which the only certain element would be 
the inaction of ourarmyandnavy. For 
this reason there was a disposition in 
dfficial quarters to know what terms were 
in sight before entering upon general 
negotiations, 

From what was told by members of 
the cabinet who have consulted with the 
president, it seems practically deter- 
mined to accept the offer for negotia- 
tions. It was stated that in effecting a 
settlement some beginning had to be 
made. The offer was to be such a be- 
ginning. Nothing could be known abaut 
the terms upon which the negotiations 
will be conducted or proposals to be 


ee 


made until there had been a further con- 
ference by those having the matter in 
charge, Seoretary Alger again stated 


when he left the White House that there 
would be no change in the plan of the 
campaign, and the war would go forward 
with vigor. 

A prominent official said, after talking 
with cabinet officers, that in his opinion 
the situation was not materially changed 
by the Spanish proposition and that the 
war would be pressed with unabated 
vigor until something more tangible in 
the way of terms was at hag. In case 
the negotiations were opened, the means 
by which they will be carried on are not 
determined, nor have they been officially 
considered. It is understood, however, 
that one means likely to be proposed is 
to authorize direct negotiation between 
Spain and this country, Spain being rep- 
resepted by Leon Castillo, the Spanish 
jambassador in Paris, and the United 
States by General Horace Porter, our 
ambassador to France. 

Mr. Castillo is one of the foremost 
diplomats of Europe, and since the war 
began his chief mission has been to go 
from capital to capital and endeavor to 
awaken foreign intervention in behalf of 
Spain. Failing in this, he has turned his 
attention to the peace movement as the

Castillo is a linguist and speaks English, 

While not a veteran in diplomacy, 
General Porter is regarded as able and 
tactful, and moreover he would be 
guided by very explicit instructions from 
Washington. This plan is quite tenta- 
tive, however, and it is rather doubtful 
whether the United States government 
would consent to have such negotiations 
removed so far from Washington and 
conducted in a European capital, where 
the atmosphere might not be conducive 
of forwarding the desires of this country. 

Naturally the pléa of Spain to open 
peace negotiations opens up a wide field 
of conjecture as to what the terms will 
be. Thus<ar there is not official warrant 
for saying what terms Spain will pro- 
pose, or what terms the United States 
will offer oraccept. Sofar as this coun- 
try is concerned, it is the general impres- 
sion that the complete Spanish evacua- 
tion of Cuba and Porto Rico will be in- 
sisted upon as a prerequisite. There is 
not the same certainty as to the Philip- 
pines, Ladrones and Carolines, although 
the belief is growing that the terms of 
the United States will include coaling 
stations in these groups. It is believed 
that Spain now has reached such a

Serious, If True. 

Havana, July 27.—The following is 
the official report of an engagement be- 
tween the Spanish forces and the Amer- 
ican marines Saturday, July 23, near 
Bahia Honda, 65 miles west of Havana, 
on the north coast of the province of 
Pinar del Rio: “On July 23 Mr. Man- 
zanal, mayor of Bahia Honda, left the 
town about sunrise, with forcts of all 
arms, proceeding in a northerly direc- 
tion toward Manimani creek and Gober- 
nadora beach, to the west of the en- 
trance of the bay on which the town 
of Bahla Honda 1s situated. It had 
been reported that American ships had 
been seen there on Friday. On arrivy- 
ing the Spanish forces opened with ar- 
tillery and musketry fire, compelling the 
American ships in the offing to with- 
draw with several losses on board. Of 
the !anding party four were killed, 
among them a lieutenant, as ascertained 
from documents on his person, Our 
troops also sank the boat used in the 
landing, with eight men, and captured 
one new remington, a berdan and 100 
cartridges. The Spanish loss was three 
slightly wounded.” 

Gomez Is Sulking. 

Santiago, July 27.—General Garclaand 
his atmy have withdrawn in disgust to 
Baire, Garcia's favorite haunt. Two 
Americans arriving from the interior 
say the Cubans are very resentful, and 
even talk of fighting the Americans 
lateron.

CUBANS AS SOLUVLEKS 


KENNETT F. HARRIS DESCRIBES THE 
INSURGENT RANK AND FILE, 


General Shafter’s Men Regard Them With 
Good Natured Contempt, but They Have 
Their Good Points— Cubans Admire 
Americans—Shoes Are a Sign of Rank, 


For the Cuban insurgent the Amer- 
joan private soldier has, generally speak- 
ing, a sort of good natured contempt. 
He considers him a loafer and has not a 
high opinion of his fighting ability, al- 
though he concedes that he might make 
a pretty good ‘‘bushwhacker.’’ In this, 
of course, he has been judging the Cu- 
ban by a somewhat superficial observa- 
tion. He has seen the tattered patriots 
swinging in their hammocks by the 
roadside, regarding the marching regi- 
ments and trains of artillery as they 
passed with indifferent, lackluster 
eyes, and he has concluded that green 
cocoanuts and coffee comprise their 
highest ideal and sole ambition. 

On the other hand, the Cuban has a 
profound admiration for the Amer- 
icanos. He shows this by emulating 
their drill and by the air of pride with 
which he wears a discarded soldier’s 
blouse. He has learned to say ‘‘good 
morning’’ and ‘‘hard tack’’ and is begin- 
ning to understand that a 50 cent piece 
is worth more than three nickels. He is 
willipg at any time to whip out his 
machete and knock off the top of a co- 
coanut for one of his deliverers from 
Spanish misrule, and he will climba 
palm and throw the nuts down fora 
consideration. 

It would be unfair and untrue, how- 
ever, to say that the Cubans are un- 
grateful for the intervention of the 
Americans. Some striking instances to 
the contrary have come under my no- 
tice within the last few days. A Cuban 
muleteer recently brought up a load of 
provisions for our party from Siboney, 
nine miles distant from El Paso, and 
absolutely—almost indignantly—refus 
ed to accept payment for the service. 
Another sent word toa man who had, 
as he supposed, hired his mule that he 
would like to have the animal back, for 
his family were suffering hunger and he 
had to work for them. He was offered 


| money, but refused to take it, saying, 


“T would not be a good Cuban if I 

should sell my help to you, but let me 

have my mule if you can spare him.”’ 
Again, a ragged young negro came 


}inte camp the other morning with a 


basket of ripe mangoes, which he offer- 
ed to a group of soldiers. One of them 
took a mango and held out a nickel. It 
was a beautiful thing to see the courte- 
ous smile with which the young gentle- 
man waved aside the proffered coin. ‘‘It 
is my gift, senor,’’ he said. ‘‘It is very 
little, but it is my gift, and I hope you 
will take some.’’? And the soldier did. 

On the whole the Cuban is not a bad 
fellow. He is amiable if a trifle blood- 
thirsty, and obliging, although afflicted 
to a great extent with the ‘‘manana’’ 
habit. The number of wounded insur- 
gents that have been brought in is of 
itself proof that they will fight, and it 
seems impossible that they would choose 
the life of constant privation and dan- 
ger they now do for the mere pleasure 
of hacking an occasional Spaniard to 
pieces. They must necessarily be actuat- 
ed by motives of patriotism. 

When we were on board the Yucatan, 
@ Visiting naval officer from Sampson’s 
fleet was asked what the Cubans looked 
like and how they were armed. His re- 
ply was, ‘‘They look like the devil, and 
they are armed with anything they can 
get.’’ It was a sufficiently accurate de- 
scription. Nearly all of the insurgents 
of Santiago de Cuba are negroes, with 
perhaps a slight infusion of Spanish 
blood. The more Spanish: blood a man 
has the higher as a general thing is his 
rank, though this is indicated toa great 
extent by the dress of the officer and his 
degree of cleanliness. Castello’s uni- 
forms are washed quite frequently, and 
as he shaves daily he presents a very 
strong contrast to most of his command. 

No one under the rank of lieutenant 
wears shoes. A sort of canvas moccasin 
with a rope sole is worn by the inferor 
officers and some of the men, but they 
are getting scarce. Sixty per cent of the 
men are barefooted, and the rest fasten 
rawhide sandals on their feet with a 
thong around the great toe in the an- 
tique fashion. Their trousers are of 
some cotton material, originally white, 
and open to ventilation by every breeze 
that blows. Usually a fringed remnant 
of undershirt and a roughly plaited hat 
of straw complete the costume, but 
many of them march naked to the waist. 

As for arms, every man has his ma- 
cohete, which ranks next in general utili- 
ty to the hairpin, and anything in the 
way of a gun that will explode powder 
and carry a ball. It has been a perpet- 
ual wonder to every one who has seen 
these troops or bands how and by what 
system they obtain ammunition for 
their pieces. They have old Spring- 
fields, muzzle loading rifles, fired with 
percussion caps; Winchesters, Reming- 
tons, Martinis—almost everything but 
Indian matchlocks—and their ammuni- 
tion belts are always full. 

In addition to arms and ammunition 
every man carries a basket of plaited 
rushes, holding about 100 pounds 
weight of provisions and camp utensils, 
a brown, well polished gourd or goat- 
skin bottle filled with water and two or 
or three cocoanuts. Obviously their 
marches cannot be rapid. One thing 
they do not impede themselves with is 
bedding. On arriving in camp each man 
proceeds to cut a bundle of sticks of 
various lengths, which in about ten 
minutes are framed into neat shelters, 
xidges, poles, roofsandall. A few handy 
palm leaves are then laid on for a 
thatch; two more form a protection 
from the dampness of the ground, and 
with a dozen dexterous sweeps in the 
tall grass with his machete your insur- 
gent bas a luxurious couch and a rain- 
proof roof. Then he pillows his head on 
his pack and sleeps sweetly until his 
broken vo bugle blows reveille.— 
Kennett F. Harris in Ohicago Record.

SPANISH CRUELTY. 


What G. E. Monte Underwent at the 
Hands of Spanish Guerrillas and Officers. 

Perhaps no better proof could be 
found of Spanish brutality than that 
furnished by the person of Mr. G. E. 
Monte, who has recently arrived in 
Boston from Santiago. Mr. Monte’s 
body is marked in several places. A 
deep gash running from the crown of 
his head to his eyebrows shows where a 
machete of Lieutenant Sienz of the 
Spanish guerrilla forces reminded 
Monte of the tyranny of Spain. A deep 
furrow across his cheek shows the 
marks of a Mauser bullet which mirac- 
ulously passed his eye. He was also 
shot in the back, the bullet being still 
in his body. 

Mr. Monte was a wealthy tobacco 
planter four miles outside of Santiago. 
He was born in Rio Janeiro. The enmi- 
ty of the Spanish soldiers was directed 
against him because of his house being 
& meeting place of the Cubans. He dis- 
obeyed the order that a white flag 
should be flown from every house 
friendly to the government. He con- 
stantly slept with his revolver in his 
hand. Marauders, under the guise of 
soldiers, committed all sorts of outrages. 

Mr. Monte tells how Lieutenant Sienz 
acted the part of the vandal. On one 
occasion they destroyed a $1,000 piano 
bought in Paris. They burned the roof 
over his head, stole all his cattle, de- 
stroyed his crops and wrecked his fac- 
tory. The climax was reached when 
Lieutenant Sienz said he had conclusive 
evidence against Mr. Monte that he was 
an insurgent. Sienz broke into Monte’s 
house in the night, shot at him several 
times and struck him repeatedly with 
his sword. Monte’s servants battled 
with the officers and were all killed or 
wounded. Monte was tied hand and 
foot and carried into Morro Castle. He 
was shut up only a short while, his 
friend, Gabriel Francois, and the Bra- 
zilian consul having some weight with 
the government. Monte says he is in 
the United States to stay. He has suf- 
fered enough in Cuba, and he is now on 
the brink of neryous prostration.—Bos- 
ton Herald. 


CON DITION OF HAVANA. 


Starving People Given "¥ood as Pay For 
Work on Intrenchments, 

The New York World correspondent 
has succeeded in getting reliable infor- 
mation of the state of affairs in Havana. 
General Blanco on Monday, Jnly 18, 
made a speech from the balcony of his 
palace to several thousand people. He 
implored their unconditional support 
and proffised them that whatever terri- 
tory the Spanish government surrender- 
ed they would regain ; that Spain would 
never suffer the loss of any territory 
while there was a Spaniard living. He 
promised that the American navy would 
be Gestroyed if it attacked Havana. The 
promise to destroy the American navy 
aroused the most frenzied enthusiasm, 
all present swearing they would die 
rather than surrender. 

The work of fortifyiag tho city is be- 
ing pushed without intermission. Sand 
batteries have been raised all along the 
coast from Mariel to Havana and from 
Havana to Marianao. Deep trenches are 
being dug around the city. These are 
the work of starving people, who are 
paid for their labor with food. Food is 
80 scarce that moneyed people are un- 
able to purchase what they can pay for. 
General Arola’s edict regulating the 
prices of the necessaries of life is caus- 
ing great trouble. Not a retailer abides 
by it, all charging their own prices 
and many of them being arrested. The 
reconcentrados get no help. Women and 
children are found dead on the streets. 
Cattle have been brought from the Isle 
of Pines, as well as large quantities of 
tobacco and vegetables. It is actually 
the base of supply of Havana. Stores 
are deserted, and many have been closed 
by General Blanco’s orders. The thea- 
ters are kept open every night, playing 
to empty houses. 


Uncle Sam Trusted Him, 

A letter was received in North Ad- 
ams, Mass., recently from Harry Brown 
of Company M, Second Massachusetts, 
before Santiago. He wrote on the en- 
velope in place of a stamp. ‘‘Kind Un- 
cle Sam, please pass this through. I’m 
a soldier, broke, with money due.’’ The 
letter was forwarded all right, and it 
made his people glad.—Springfield Re 
publican. 


Has One Ally Left.

His Revolver Spoke. 

Blackstone, Mass., July 27.—The awful 
tragedy of Monday night, when Bernard 
F. Boylan fatally shot his mother-in- 
law, Kate Maroney, serlously wounded 
his wife and then sent a bullet through 
his own brain, is still uppermost in the 
minds of the people of Blackstone. Mrs. 
Boylan recovered consciousness and 
gave the first idea of the scene of those 
few minutes in the Maroney kitchen. 
Boylan entered the house after- 
her mother had arrived from the mill, 
and Mrs. Boylan stood near the door 
with her back towardsit. Her husband 
said: “I have something for you,” and 
without further warning commenced to 
shoot. The first shot entered Mrs, 
Boylan's back over the left kidney, and 
as she turned to flee he fired again, the 
shot entering her abdomen. Mrs. Boy- 
lan ran from the kitchen down the back 
stairs, and her mother ran out of the 
pantry. Boylan fired another shot, 
which took effect in Mrs. Maroney’s side 
winder the left lung and went into her 
abdomen. As the women ran the mur- 
derer sent the fourth shot after them 
without effect. The fifth bullet he put 
into his own head. 


Murder and Suicide, 

Rutland, Vt., July 27.—Katherine Rob- 
inson and her little daughter were found 
dead in bed at their home in Fair Haven 
with bullet holes through their heads. 
Mrs. Metheney, a sister of Mrs. Robin- 
Son and a cousin of Mrs. Robingon’s 
husband, died at Lake St. Catherine 
Monday night in a tent where Mr. Rob- 
inson and she had been camping, and it 
is thought that grief led to the crime.

OUR FAMOUS VICTORY. 


Statement by the Admiral on How It 
Was Done. 


CHARY ABOUT PRAISING ANYON.E 


Work of All of a Character to 
Elicit Commendation. 


—-—— 


MODEST SCHLEY TAKES NO CREDIT. 


Achievement Big Enough For Everybody to 
Share In the Glory. 


Washington, July 27.—The reports on 
the destruction of Admiral Cérvera’s 
squadron, written by Admiral Sampson, 
Commodore Schley and the other officers 
of the American fleet, were given out 


by the navy department yesterday. Ad- 
miral Sampson says in part: 
Admiral Sampson says: “The en- 


emy’s vessels came out of the harbor 
between 9:35 and 10 a. m., the column 
appearing around Cay Smith at 9:31, 
and emerging from the channel five or 
six minutes later. The positions of the 
vessels of my command off Santiago at 
that moment were as follows: The 
flagship New York was four miles east 
of her blockading station and about 
seven miles from the harbor entrance. 
She had started from Siboney, where I 
intended to land, accompanied by sevy- 
eral of my staff, and go to the front and 
consult with General Shafter. A dis- 
cussion of the situation and a more defi- 
nite understanding between us of the 
operations proposed had been ‘rendered 
necessary by the unexpectedly strong 
resistance of the Spanish garrison of 
Santiago. 


interview with General Shafter, who 
had been suffering from heat prostra- 
tion. I made arrangements to go to 
his headquarters, and my flagship was 
in the position mentioned above when 
the Spanish squadron appeared in the 
channel. The remaining vessels were 
in or near their usual blockading po- 
sitions, distributed in a semi-circle 
about the harbor entrance. 

“The men of our ships in front of the 
port were at Sunday ‘quarters for in- 
spection.’ The signal was made simul- 
taneously from several vessels, ‘Enemy's 
ships escaping,’ and general quarters 
were sounded, The men cheered as 
they sprang to their guns and fire was 
opened probably within eight minutes 
by the vessels whose guns commanded 
the entrance. The New York turned 
about and steamed for the escaping 
fleet, flying the signal, ‘Close in towards 
harbor entrance and attack vessels,’ and 
gradually increasing speed, until to- 
wards the end of the chase she Was 
making 16 1-2 knots, and was rapidly 
closing on the Cristobal Colon. She was 
not at any time within the range of the 
heavy Spanish ships, and her only part 
in the firing was to receive the undivided 
fire from the forts in passing the harbor 
entrance and to fire a few shots at one of 
the destroyers, thought at the moment 
to be attempting to escape from the 
Gloucester. 

“When about 10 miles west of Santiago 
the Indiana had been signalled to go 
back to the harbor entrance, and at 
Ascarraderos the Iowa was signalled to 
‘Resume blockading station.’ The Iowa, 
assisted by the Ericcson and the Hist, 
took off the crew of the Vizcaya, while 
the Harvard and the Gloucester rescued 
those of the Infanta Maria Teresa and 
the Almirante Oquendo. This rescue 
of prisoners, including the wounded, 
from the burning Spanish vessels was 
the occasion of some of the most daring 
and gallant conduct of the day. The 
ships were burning fore and aft, their 
guns and reserve ammunition were ex- 
ploding, and it was not known at what 
moment fire would reach the magazines. 
In addition to this a heavy surf was 
running inside of the Spanish ships; 
but no risk deterred our officers and men 
until thelr work of humanity was com- 
plete, 

“Where the Vizcaya went ashore the 
Colon was about six miles ahead of the 
Brooklyn and Oregon, but her spurt was 
finished and the American ships were 
now gaining upon her. Behind the 
Brooklyn and Oregon came the Texas, 
Vixen and New York. It was evident 
from the bridge of the New York that all 
the American ships were gradually over- 
hauling the chase, and that she had no 
chance of escape. At 12:50 the Brook- 
lyn and Oregon opened fire and got her 
range—the Oregon's heavy shells strik- 
ing beyond her—and at 1:20 she gave up 
without firing another shot, hauled 
down her colors and ran ashore at 
Torquino, 48 miles from Santiago. Cap- 
tain Cook of tue Brooklyn went on board 
to receive the surrender. While his 
boat was alongside I came up in the 
New York, received his report and 
placed the Oregon in charge of the wreck 
te save her, if possible, and directed the 
prisoners to be transferred to the Res- 
olute, which had followed the chase. 
Commodore Schley, whose chief of staff 
had gone on board to receive the sur- 
render, had directed that all their per- 
sonal effects should be retained by the 
officers. This order I did not modify. 
The Cristobal Colon was not injured by 
our firing and probably is not much 
injured by beaching, though she ran 
ashore ata high speed. The beach was 
so deep that she came off by the work- 
ing of the sea; but her sea valves were 
opened and broken, treacherously I am 
sure, after her surrender, and despite 
all efforts she sank. When it became 
evident that she could not be kept afloat, 
she was pushed by the New York bodily 
upon the beach—the New York’s stem 
being placed against her for this purpose 
—the ship being handled by Captain 
Chadwick with admirable judgment, and 
sank in shoal water and may be saved. 
Had this not been done she would have

been to a certainty a@ total loss. 

“I regard this complete and important 
victory over the Spanish forces as the 
successful finish of several weeks of 
arduous and close blockade, so stringent 
and effective during the night that the 
enemy was deterred from making the 
attempt to escape at night and deliber- 
ately elected to make the attempt in 
daylight. That this was the case I was 
informed by the commanding officer of 
the Cristobal Colon. 

“I enclose, for the information of the 
department, copies of orders and mem- 
orandums issued from time to time re- 
lating to the manner of maintaining the 
blockade. When all the work was done 
so well it is difficult to discriminate in 
praise. The object of the blockade of 
Cervera’s squadron was fully accom- 
plished, and each individual bore well 
his part in it, the commander in com- 
mand of the second division, the cap- 
tains of ships, their officers and men. 
The fire of the battleships was powerful 
and destructive, and the resistance of 
the Spanish squadron was, in great 
part, broken almost before they had 
got beyond the range of their own forts. 
The fine speed of the Oregon enabled 
her to take u« front position in the chase, 
and the Cristobal Colon did not give up 
until the Oregon had thrown a 13-inch 
shell beyond her. This perrormance 
adds to the already brilliant record of 
this fine battleship and speaks highly 
of the skill and care with which her 
admirable efficiency has been main- 
tained during a service unprecedented 
in the history of vessels of her class. 

The Modesty of Schley. 

Commodore Schley, in his report to 
Admiral Sampson, after declaring that 
the signal was first given by the Iowa 
and then by the Brooklyn, remarks: 
“T have never before witnessed such 
deadly and fatally accurate shooting 
as was done by the ships of your com- 
mand as they closed in on the Spanish 
squadron, and I deem it a high privilege 
to commend to you for such action as 
you may deem proper the gallantry and 
dashing courage, the prompt decision 
and skilful handling of their respective 
vessels of Captain Philip, Captain 
Evans, Captain Clark and especially 
of my chief of staff, Captain Cook, who 
was directly under my personal observa- 
tion, and whose coolness, promptness 
and courage were of the highest order. 
The dense smoke of the combat shut out 
from my viéw the Indiana and the 
Gloucester, but as these vessels were 
closer to your flagship, no doubt thelr 
part in the conflict was under your im- 
mediate observation. 

“T have never in my life served with 
a braver, better or worthier crew than

Short Skirmish on Porto Rican Soil,

St. Thomas, July 27.—The stars and 
stripes waves on Porto Rican soll, the 
event Tuesday afternoon, 
when representatives of General Miles’ 
expedition landed at Guanica and took 
the.preliminary stemp for the subjuga- 
tion of the island. Little resistance 
was offered by the Spanish, who fired a 
few shots and then skedaddled to safety 
after our guns had laid four of them 
lifeless.

Course as to Peace Under Presiden- 


tial Consideration, 


Matter of Suspending Hostili- 
ties In the Interim. 


Oaly Hitch Probable Over the Colony In the 
Pacific. 


Washington, July 28.—The adminis- 
tration is carefully deliberating over 
the formal deply to be made to the 
peace message presented through the 
French ambassador. Secretary of State 
Day and Postmaster General Smith 
went over the situation with the presi- 
dent yesterday and reviewed the course 
to be taken. Weight is given to the 
counsels of the pestmaster general ow- 
ing to his diplomatic experiences and 
study of international questions. 

A final conclusion will not be reached 
until the cabinet has an opportunity to 
take up Spain’s note and our projected 
answer. There will be no extra ses- 
sion of the cabinet and the matter will 
not be placed before the president's ad- 
visers until tomorrow, when a reply will 
be definitely settled. The Spanish gov- 
ernment will have the answer of this ad- 
ministration in its possession by Friday 
night or Saturday morning. 

The Spanish proposition is clothed 
with all the solemnity and formality of 
a@ government act. The official in- 
structions to Mr. Cambon bear the offi- 
cial signature of Duke Almadovar, the 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, and, 
besides expressing the desire of the cab- 
inet and government that the negotia- 
tions be opened, they are given the add- 
ed solemnity of approval and earnest 
personal request by the queen regent. 
The instructions bear the date of Mad- 
rid, July 25. These formalities dismiss 
all question in the minds of officials here 
as to the wishes of the government of 
Spain. Aside from this, Cambon is 
too much of a veteran in diplomatic 
affairs to have embarked on ‘private 
overtures toward peace. 

Naturally the first point of inquiry was 
the exact shape taken by the Spanish 
presentation. Curiosity on this point 
remained ungratified and must probably 
so continue for some days to come, the 


president having decided that nothing 


more definite than the statement issued 
from the White House shall be given 
to the public at this time. The motive 
is a prudential one, and the president has 
even gone so far as to suggest to the 
Madrid authorities the expediency of 
keeping the text of the Spanish overture 
from publication for the present. 
Character of the Demand. 

The next point of interest was the 
character and extent of the demand 
likely to be made by the United States 
as the condition of peace. It is felt that 
the statement of terms both from Spain 
and from the United States may be some 
days off, as there doubtless will be con-

im all likelihood also regarding an arm- 
istice, for itis the distinct purpose of the 
Spanish authorities to secure a sus- 
pension of hostilities pending the ne- 
gotiations for peace. It may be that the 
application will be granted, but if so it 
will be only under the most effective 
safeguards to prevent loss of any ad- 
vantage to the United States and upon 
binding pledges that certain well de- 
fined objects are to be conceded to us. 
The president discussed this complex 
subject all day with various members 
of the cabinet as they called in the 
course of ordinary business. Secretary 
Day and Postmaster General Smith 
spent some time at the White House. 

It is virtually admitted by leading 
members of the administration that upon 
only one point in the peace negotiations 
is there likely to be serious friction, and 
that relates to the future of the Philip- 
pines. As to Cuba and Porto Rico, all 
believe that there is a reasonable 
certainty of encountering little oppost- 
tion to our demands. The Spanish gov- 
ernment might insist upon the proposi- 
tion thrown out by the vatican, namely, 
that the United States shall annex Cuba, 
the ostensible purpose being to secure 
further protection for the Spanish ele- 
ment left in the island; but while this 
would be a vexatious point, it would 
yield to adjustment. As to the Philip- 
‘pines, there is a full expectation of 
greater difficulties to be surmounted. 
There is reason to believe that these dif- 
ficulties will be rather interna! than In- 
ternational in their character, at least 
from the outset. The president is firm- 
ly of the opinion that the United States 
has no use for the islands as a permanent 
possession. The gravest problems of 
government would result were the at- 
tempt to be made to annex them owing 
to the heterogeneous and ill-favored 
character of the large population of the 
islands, while any effort to unite with 
other powers in a joint administration 
might be fairly expected to result as 
unsatisfactorily as the tripartite ar- 
rangement between the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany for the gov- 
ernment of the Samoan group. How- 
ever, there are evidences that a large 
element in the United States is of the 
opinion that the islands should be ac- 
quired by the United States, and it is 
hoped by the president that before it 
comes to the formulation officially of the 
United States’ demand public sentiment 
in this country, through newspaper dis- 
cussion and otherwise, will have so far 
crystalized as to enable the government 
to perceive the popular demand clearly. 

Early Agreement Povrsible. 

It may be stated that it is confidently 
expected that when the governments 
arrive at the point of actually fixing 
terms they will be found much closer 
together than is generally supposed. It 
fis felt by officials that with the diplo- 
matic formalities out of the way the 
actual peace terms would require little 
time for arrangement; and it is «ven sug: 
gested that the anomalous curdition 


thight be pisented ot Spain's conceding 
as much or more than the United States 
felt justified in demanding. ‘There is 
little reason to doubt that Sin has 
made up her mind to give up Cuba. Itis 
almost equally certain that she recog- 
nizes that she must consent also to the 
abandonment of Porto Rico. With those 
two vital points passed, there is every 
disposition here not to press with un- 
due severity. About the only reason 
which would impel this government to 
insist upon an indemnity would be a 
further resistance by Spain. Speaking 
broadly, the statement is made that a 
settlement in which Spain conceded two 
vital points, namely, Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and at the same time gained free- 
dom from a war indemnity and a re- 
tention of her control of the Philippines, 
would appear to be a just balance of 
‘equities. 
. Defers to Miles’ Judgment. 
Nothing was heard from the Miles ex- 
pedition, but Captain Higginson, the 
senior officer of the naval convoy, for- 
warded a brief cablegram that gave keen 
delight because of the unstinted praise 
it accorded to a popular and dashing 
young officer, “Dick’’ Wainwright, the 
commander of the Gloucester. Wain- 
wright, having been commended by 
Higginson for his actions at Guanica, 
enjoys the solitary distinction of being 
the only officer attached to Sampson's 
fleet who has been twice officially com- 


mended since the war began,

The war department has reconciled 
itself to the summary change in its plans 
made by General Miles when he landed 
at Guanica instead of on the northeast 
coast of Porto Rico. Itis surmised that 
he was led to make this change by reason 
of the detention of his lighters, and fore- 
Saw a week's delay in effecting a land- 
dng unless he went in where he did and 
ran his troops and artillery directly 
ashore. He thus has avoided exposing 
his troops to the hardships suffered by 
Shafter’s men as they lay for so many 
days off Santiago. It is also suggested 
that the general has scored an important 
advantage in setting foot upon Porto 
‘Rican soil before the first overtures had 
been received from Spain looking to- 
‘wards peace. * 

The departure of General Brooke and 
General Hains from Hampton roads to 


reinforce Miles in Porto Rico 1s a very 
Substantial evidence of the purpose of 
the government not to abate the prose- 
cution of military operations at this 
Stage of the negotiations. The two gen- 
erals are embarked on rapid liners and 
should reach General Miles by Monday, 
jutting him in possession of a sufficient 
force to begin the movement upon San 
Juan at once. 
Cabled to Dewey. 

The president has sent a dispatch to 
Admiral Dewey asking him to give his 
views as to the value of the Philippine 
islands to the United States, what por- 
‘tion, if any, should be retained by us for 
naval and strategical purposes, the pros- 
pects of the insurgents being able to 
eStablish and maintain a stable govern- 
ment, and his general views on the situa- 
tion. It is understood the president will 
be guided largely by Dewey’s views. He | 
has the greatest confidence in the ad- 
miral’s sound judgment, and he has 
shown himself to be not only a great 
naval commander but a man of such 
conspicuous tact and diplomatic ability | 
that the president feels he is a safe | 
counselor, and the country will accept } 
his advice without question and follow | 
his counsel. 


Sweet to Die For One's Country, 
Havana, July 28.—The bishop of Ha-!/ 
vana, Mer. Santander, has published a| 
pastoral in which he says that there 
are times when war is justifiable, and 
reminds his people how Saint Louis, 
St. Maurice and Saint Fernando became 
perfect in military exercises. The pas- 
toral proceeds: “The war which Spain 
is sustaining against the United States 
is a just war. Spain is doing nothing 
but defending her rights over her pos- 
sessions. When the United States pro- 
voked a war to take away Spanish prop- 
erty, what should a brave, proud and 
righteous people do? Should ihey give 
away their rights to a stronger or more 
populous claimant? Conscience arises 
against such injustice, and the appeal 
is to the justice of God. 

“It is sweet to die for one’s country 
and in behalf of God's justice. Life 
without honor is a thousand times worse 
than death. It is impossible to ask the 
heroic Spanish army to lay down its 
arms without a struggle. The Catholic 
religion does not enjoin upon its vo- 
taries such humility as that. Other- 
wise nations would be but the play- 
things of those who do not believe in 
God. The right to repel force by force 
is not merely a permissible right; it; 
is an obligatory right. In this case it 
is all the more so because the United 
States declared the war. In the days 
of Pelayo and the times of Isabella, 
Spaniards cared nothing about the num- 
ber of theirenemies. It wasashameto 
surrender, and they did not give up their 
rights. They fought to the death. 
Neither the army nor the people is the 
authority to settle the issues involved. 
When the word goes forth for resistance | 
to Invasion, all must obey without mur- 
muring or without finding fault.” 

The pastoral calls upon the people to 
give alms to the poor, and to help them

Promoter Hooley Tells How He Was 
Fleeced, 


Peers and Newspaper Men 
Victimized Him. 


Had to Buy Introductions and to Silence Sor- 
did Journalists. 


London, July 28.—The public examina- 
tion in the bankruptcy court into the 
affairs of Ernest Terah Hooley, the 
company promoter, for whose property, 
on his own application, a receiver was 
appointed July 23, attracted a big crowd 
of people Wednesday. The debtor at-

business by drawing out £500,000 within

In detailing the flotation of the Dun- 
lop Tire company, Mr. Hogley said the 
names on the directorate cost from £80,- 
000 to £100,000, including Lora Albe- 
marle, £12,500, and Lord De La Warr, 
£25,000. He lost £63,000 on “press 
calls,” these being “shares intended for 
people connected with newspapers.” 
Mr. Hooley detailed the payments he 
had made to newspapers, including, it 
appears, The Pall Mall Gazette, The 


| Financial Post and a number of smaller 


papers. When questioned about £10,- 
000 paid to Harry Marks, editor of The 
Financial News, Mr. Hooley denjed that 
it was connected with insertions of 
“puffs” in that paper. 

As a matter of fact the supposed 
profit on the flotation of the Dunlop 
company, amounting to £1,700,000, had 
been “sweated” away to under £200,000. 
Mr. Hooley further asserted that he 
gave many thousands of pounds for 
introductions to Lords Ashburton, War- 
wick, Norbury and others, and he testi- 
fled that the Earl of Winchilson received 
£10,000 for acting as chairman of one of 
the bicycle tube manufacturing con‘ 
cerns. 

The testimony is creating even more 
of a flutter in the west end than in the 
city proper. The revelgtions concern- 
ing such men as the Earl of De La Warr 
and the Earl of Albemarle have been 
received with astonishment. Numerous 
instances were disclosed by Mr. Hooley 
in which a peer bearing a proud title 
would charge the promoter a sum rang- 
ing from £500 to £2000 for an introduc- 
tion to another peer. Thus, Mr. Hooley 
said, the Earl of De La Warr received 
£2000 for an introduction to Lord Gre- 
ville, while Lord Doerhurst was pald 
£2000 for an introduction to Lord Ash- 
burton.

Passengers Who Were Hogs. 

New York, July 28.—The steamship 
Arandhu of the Tweedie line, trading 
between the West Indian ports and this 
city, arrived yesterday with a heavy 
list to starboard and the cargo stood in 
her lower hold on fire. The fire made 
its appearance at 9:30 o'clock Monday 
night. The wildest excitement followed, 
and several of the steerage passengers, 
all Jamaicans, endeavored to seize the 
lifeboats. Third Mate Saunder was 
forced to draw his revolver to prevent 
the men from the steerage leaving \he 
burning steamer in #&e.three lifeboats, 
which could have easily accommodated 
the other 45 passengers and members of 
the crew. When discipline was re- 
stored preparations were first made for 
the saving of the lives of the women and 
children on the vessel. The lifeboats 
were lowered intothe sea. Thusa panic 
was avoided and the safety of the 56 
persons on board assured until the 
flames were controlled.

They shal’ declare 
dividends and prepare tabulations of 
dividends for the trustees of the bank- 
rupt; they shall examine into schedules 
of the bankrupt’s property and his list 
of creditors, and cause the correction 
of defective schedules or lists; they 
shall furnish such information about 
estates before them as may be re- 
quested by the parties in interest; they 
shall, when requested, make up records 
embodying the evidence and their 
findings and transmit them to the 
court; they shall see’to it that the 
bankrupt files his schedule of property 
and his list of creditors, and they shall 
transmit to the clerk o° court papers 
filed with him.

“Mango Bellied Degenerates” Name Given 
Them by Our Soldiers. 


Santiago, July 28.—Geneva} Shafter, 
in an interview, throws much light on 
this controversy with Garcia, the Cuban 
jeader, and now makes public for the 
first time the fact that he and the Cuban 
general had some correspondence about 
their difficulties prior to the open break 
between them. “The fact is,” said he, 
“I did recognize General Garcia, as far 
as I could, by inviting him to be present 
at the surrender of Santiago as my guest. 
He declined to come, sending this mes- 
sage: ‘I cannot be your guest under the 
Spanish flag.’ I have the most kindly 
feeling for General Garcia, and sincerely 
regret that he found cause for com- 
plaint. It is idle, however, to argue the 
point, for, no matter how warmly one 
may sympathize with the Cubans, the 
proposition to install them in power im- 
mediately after the surrender of the 
Spanish is untenable and lacks support 
among the Cubans themselves.” 

Incident of Santiago Fight. 

So terrific had been the slaughter of 
our men, 90 percent of whom were then 
under fire for the first time, that the 
fact is, though comparatively few know 
it, that on the night of July 1 officers of 
high rank, brave soldiers, too, went to 
General Wheeler, who was in command 
at the front (General Shafter being still 
aboard his ship), and appealed to him to 
withdraw. They predicted an awful 
disaster to our arms if we attempted to 
hold the position we had earned so 
dearly; but the intrepid old leader of the 
Confederacy said: “No.” Hespoke re- 
assuring words to those who came with 
dire forebodings. “‘We are in an un- 
po mfortable position, but the Spaniards 
are more uncomfortable than we. Pass 
that word down the line.” General 
Wheeler even sent back a dispatch to 
General Shafter, telling of the pressure 
that was being brought to bear upon 
him. “I presume the same influences 
are being brought to bear on you,” he 
wrote in effect, “but it will not do. 
~American prestige would suffer irre- 
trievably if we gave in aninch. We 
must stand firm.” 

When Dr. Goodfellow and Captain 
Stuart Brice, son of ex-Senator Calvin 
Brice, took wounded Spanish into the 
enemy’s lines a few days ago, one of the 
Spanish officers who met them, speaking 
of the storming of San Juan hill, ex- 
pressed keen curiosity to know what 
command the American officers gave 
astheycameon. “Wecould hear them,” 
said he, “shouting at the head of their 
men something which sounded like 
‘Johnson's breeches.’ We looked in our 
dictionaries afterwards, but could make 
nothing out of it.” Captain Brice and 
Dr. Goodfellow professed ignorance of 
‘what it could have been, whereupon one 
of the troopers who were in the escort 
explained that the command given was 
“Charge by rushes,” a command invent- 
ed since the deadly fire of modern rifles 
has made open order formation neces- 
sary. 

“Mango Bellied Degenerates.” 

The Cubans have proved a sorry dis- 
appointment throughout this campaign, 
even to their warmest friends. They 
have been everywhere except where the 
battle raged, but their chief and favorite 
Station has been near the commissary. 
So persistently have they hung about 
the supply Stations tlrat they have come 
to be known and described, in language 
more forcible than elegant, as the 
“mango bellied degenerates.” During 
the various actions since the army landed 
only seven Cubans, so far as is known, 
have been wounded. At El Caney, when 
the pack train brought up supplies for 
the starving refugees, the Cubans crowd- 
ed out women and children and de- 
manded rations, not as a privilege, but 
as a right. Captain Brice, who was in 
charge, was compelled to knock down 
two Cuban officers. They were highly 
indignant, but when they looked at the 
captain's stalwart frame and saw the 
flash of determination in his eye; they 
did not seek to assuage their wounded 
vanity by trying conclusions with him. 

Even as sources of information the 
Cubans have proved unreliable. They 
could not be trusted. One of the offi- 
cers attached to General Shafter’s staff 
is authority for this illustration of their 
untrustworthiness. Several 
desired certain information from San- 
tiago. In each instarfce the Cuban of- 


ficers, with much profusion, assured him |

“We go to the interior to hold the 
towns we have taken ourselves,” Gen- 
eral Castillo said to an interviewer. 
“Our soldiers, disheartened, have in 
many instances left us. Our long cher- 
ished dream, a Cuban republic, free, in- 
‘dependent, is apparently again van- 
ishing in the dim distance. Our men, 
unpaid in three years, serving entirely 
for the love of country, deserve some re- 
ward. We do not want office or posi- 
tions. We wish cordial recognition, as 
brothers in arms, on equal terms, but 
throughout we were treated with scant- 
est courtesy. 

“General Garcia was never made aware 
of the terms of surrender, or consulted 
in regard to negotiations or acts. His 
relation to the town was entirely set 
aside. When the refugees arrived at El 
Caney, we considered them as forming 
the town of Santiago. General Garcia 
gave me a commission as governor, 
which was confirmed by a popuiar vote. 
I acted as such, regulating and control- 
ling affairs, issuing orders and appoint- 
ing officers. This commission was not 
even recognized, and I am here, lying 
on the outskirts of Santiago, with 100 
followers, actually prohibited entry. 

“Our grievances In no way weaken 
our faith in the honest purpose of the 
‘American people, expressed in the reso- 
lution of congress. On this we now rely. 
I am no opponent of annexation, and 
firmly believe it will solve the Cuban 
problem with the greatest benefit, and 
to the material advantage of the island, 
but we desire first the establishment of 
our republic, the realization of the ob- 
ject of our long fight, and then let the 
will of the liberated people decide.” 


Still More Rulings. 

Washington, July 28.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has held that 
merchandise brokers are not required 
to stamp both buyers’ and sellers’ con- 
tracts under the new act. The original 
note or memorandum of sale is alone 
heid to be subject to the tax, and fur- 
ther, a mere memorandum accompany- 
ing an offer to purchase Is subject to the 
fax only when the offer is accepted. 
Merchandise brokers are held to be com- 
mercial brokers, and as such are sub- 
ject to the tax provided for in section 2 
of the new revenue act. The commis- 
sioner also has held that merchants, 
warehousemen, auctioneers and cattle 
brokers who receive goods, produce of 
any kind or livestock are not com- 
mercial brokers within the meaning of 
section 2 of the new revenue act, and 
therefore are not subject to a special 
tax. 

In declaring on the medical schedule, 
the commissioner says: “Any med- 
icinal article which is compounded by 
any formula, published or unpublished, 
will be held to be taxable under schedule 
B, when it is put up in style or manner 
similar to that of patent, trademark or 
proprietary medicine in general, or is 
advertised on the package or other- 
wise as a remedy or specific for any 
ailment, as having any special claim 
to merit, or as having any peculiar ad- 
vantage in mode of preparation, quality, 
use or effect.” 


Prince Bismarck’'s Sickness. 

Berlin, July 28.—The reports of Princes 
Bismarck's serious illmess are unfor- 
tunately verified so far as can be as- 
certained. The family feared the worst 
yesterday. The prince is weaker today, 
but as he slefit well last night it is hoped 
he may again improve. The whole 
family is assembled at Friedrichsruhe. 

From the best available sources it 
may be gathered that Bismarck's con- 
dition is one of diminishing strength 
and power to fight against chronic dis- 
ease rather than of sudden collapse or 
change. His vital organs are sound, 
and as active as is usual in a man of his 
age. Although his weight diminishes 
and is now only 187 pounds, he may live 
for sometime unless sudden weakness 
of the heart sets in. The inflammation 
of the veins of the leg is causing in- 
creasing trouble. Some reports say 
that an open, painful sore on one leg 
has prevented him from sleeping and 
has caused general weakness. 

Dr. Schweninger, in a public state- 
ment, denies alarmist reports. Prince 
Bismarck’'s spirits are good, and the 
doctor distinctly asserts that there is 
no immediate danger. 

The athletes participating in the inter- 
national tournament had hoped to have 
the privilege of offering greetings to 
the prince, but in view of his condition 
they could not be admitted for the inter- 
view. 

Honotulu Broke Loose, 

San Francisco, July 28.—When the 
Coptic arrived with the news that the 
senate had adopted the Newlands reso- 
lution making Hawaii a part of the 
United States, whistles of foundries, 
mills and steamers were turned loose 
and pandemonium reigned. Fireworks 
were set off and 100 guns were fired on 
the grounds of the executive building. 
At the same time the Hawaiian band 
marched throught the streets to the 
wharf playing American patriotic airs. 
An immense procession was formed, and 
a march was made to the executive 
building. 

President Dole was at his beach home 
when the steamer was sighted. He 
hurried into town and reached the wharf 
as the steamer tied up. Captain Seal- 
by of the Coptic was presented with a 
silver cup by the citizens of Honolulu 
for bringing the news. The cup bore 
the inscription: “Annexation. Pre- 
sented by the citizens to Captain In- 


| man Sealby, R. N. R., who brought the 
| good news to Honolulu.”

He 
reached Saranae Lake badly intoxi- 
cated, and quarreled with his wife, who 
lay almost helpless on the bed with the 
new born babe in her arms. In his frenzy 
he pulled a revolver and fired three shots 
at her, one of which took effect in the 
abdomen, inflicting a fatal wound. 

McLean was arrested, but before he 


| went his dying wife asked him to kiss 


her, and later in an ante-mortem state- 
ment tried to exonerate him. McLean 
‘when he came to his senses was mad 
with grief and remorse, and is making 
évery endeavor to commit suicide.

CHANLER ON GOMEZ. 


HE THINKS THE GENERAL’S ARMY 
COULD GIVE US VALUABLE AID. 


Can Blockade Havana on the Land Side 
Without Trouble — With Ammunition 
and Provisions Gomez’s Men Would Be- 
come Splendid Soldiers. * 


Winthrop Chanler has returned to 
New York after his successful expedi- 
tion to aid General Gomez. He was 
shot through the right arm when the 
supplies were loaded, but beyond the 
bandage he wears there are no indica- 
tions in his appearance of the lively ex- 
perience through which the Florida and 
Fanita went at Palo Alto. Mr. Chan- 
ler brought additional details concern- 
ing the trip. He is anxious to return on 
another expedition as soon as the gov- 
ernment can be persuaded to send one. 
He believes that General Gomez and 
his forces will prove most valuable 
allies and in ca of peace would sup 
ply the best kind of puiice for the island 
until the questions certain to arise have 
been finally settled. 

‘‘General Gomez and his men could 
blockade Havana on the land side with- 
out trouble and make the blockade 
much more complete than it bas been 
yet,’’ he said to areporter. ‘*The block- 
ade of Havana has been run, and cattle 
are frequently landed on the small keys 
neur the town. This may be no longer 
possible, ‘since there is not now a Span- 
ish fleet for the ships of the navy to 
watch. Provisions have not been landed 
at Havana in great quantities, but there 
bas been enough beef taken in to feed 
the soldiers. If General Gomez were 
supplied with ammunition and provi- 
sions by our government, he would be 


‘able to make the blockade absolute. He 


would do it in the best possible way— 
by seizing the railroad system and pre- 
venting all communication with Las 
Tunas, Cienfuegos and other towns. 

‘‘We found the Cuban officers with 
General Gomez to be cultivated gentle- 
men. Many of them were in a wretched 
condition. The insurgent army which 
he has is composed of excellent fighters 
who are willing to meet the Spaniards 
man to man and could defeat them 
then. There has been little fighting of 
late, largely because the Spaniards are 
intrenched in the towns and never come 
out. The Cubans are not able to take a 
town, as they are poorly equipped. The 
blockade has had nearly as bad an effect 
on them as on the Spaniards. Formerly 
they were able to obtain anything they 
needed from the Spaniards if they had 
the money to pay for it. They bought 
their clothes and provisions until the 
blockades at Havana and Cienfuegos 
made that impossible. There has been 
no meeting betwecn Gomez's forces and 
the Spanish army partly because the 
Spanish generals are perfectly willing 
to remain in the towns, sending out an 
occasional detachment for a skirmish 
with the Cubans in order that their men 
might be killed and they be enabled to 
draw the pay of the soldiers. 

‘‘For the last three months General 
Gomez did no fighting because his men 
had neither ammunition nor provisions. 
Since we landed supplies for them Gen- 
eral Gomez has attacked several towns. | 
When I met General Gomez, he had| 
only five pistol cartridges left, and the 
rest of his men were equipped in about 
the same fashion. Now they have two 
dynamite guns, with 350 30 pound pro- 
jectiles to fit them, and two full bat- 
teries of light fieldpieces, ten 8 inch 
rifles of regular ordnance patterns and 
8,500 cartridges. In addition to this the 
expedition tuok down 4,000 Springfields 
with 954, 000 cartridges and 200 Mausers 
with 200,000 shells. 

“If the United States could be per- 
suaded to send down another expedition 
now, it would make most valuable al- 
lies of General Gomezand his men, All 
they need are ammunition and provi- 
sions to become splendid soldiers. Now 
they are half starved and naked. What 
they need is regular help, relief at reg- 
ular periods, and this can best be ren- | 
dered to them by sending several expe- 
ditions and not one. If necessary, the 
supplies can be landed at different 
points, and the soldiers most in need of 
relief can be sent to get them while 
the army which has already been pro- 
vided for is busy in another part of the 
Santa Clara province. 

“The Cuban officers we met on Gen- 
eral Gomez’s staff are willing to do ev- 
erything in their power, but any such 
thing as a general uprising of the insur- 
gents is looked upon by everybody as a 
very foolish piece of business. What 
could a lot of half starved men, women 
and children do against the Mauser 
rifles of the Spaniards? If they were 
properly equipped, some such action 
might be taken when the American 
forces come to their assistance. But it 
is now out of the question, considering 
the condition of the Cuban army. 

“*I think that General Gomez believes 
that the United States merely mean to 
drive out the Spaniards and turn the 
country over to the Cubans, but that ig 
not the opinion of many other Cuban 
officers. They believe that the army has | 
simply come there to take possession of | 
their country, and they have got that 
impression from the treatment they 
have received. They have been made to 
feel that the Americans regard them 
even with less favor than the Span- 
iards. They are made to feel that the 
soldiers look upon them as ‘dagoes’ 
and class them generally with all dark 
skinned people. That makes them sus- 
picious of the purpose of the army. 
Nothing of the kind has happened in 
the case of the navy, and there has been 
no complaint from the officers of any 
lack of bravery or co-operation among 
the Cubans. . It is ridiculous to say that 
the Cubans want to loot the towns. Gen- 
eral Gomez would never allow anything 
of the kind. Besides, the towns have 
been looted by the Spaniards already. 
The Cubans feel as all men would who 
are returning to their own homes, from 
which they have been driven out.’’—

PRIGE OF OBSTINACY, 


Terms Upon Which Hostilities Will 
Be Ended. 


Coaling Station In the Philip- 
pines One. 


A Guarantee of Good Government For the 
Islands Must Be Given. 


Washington, July 29.—According to 
the best information obtainable the 
terms to be submitted to Spain as the 
price of peace will be: The cession of 
Porto Rico to the United States: the 
independence of Cuba, with a recogni- 
tion of the protectorate of the United 
States over the island until a stable 
fovernment has been established; the 
cession of the Ladrone islands to the 
United States; cession of sufficient ter- 
ritory in the Philippines for the purposes 
of a coaling station and naval depot, 
With the declaration that the govern- 
ment of the islands hereafter shall be 
satisfactory to the natives of these isl- 
ands; the Cuban and Porto Rican debts 
to be assumed by Spain, which pledges 
its responsibility therefor. 

The president has been seeking for 
light. He has been informed by the 
Republican leaders in the senate that it 
is extremely doubtful whether the sen- 
ate will ratify a treaty which contem- 
plates either a joint protectorate of the 
Philippines or the restoration of any 
part of the island of Luzon to Spain. He 
has observed that the press of the coun- 
try in the past two days, especially the 
Republican press, has been substantially 
unanimous in favor of the retention of 
the Philippines, and he hesitates to make 
any admission now at the threshold of 
the negotiations for peace which will 
embarrass us later, or which will lead 
to conditions of peace which are not ap- 
proved by congress or the country. Helis 
aware that in naming terms at all the 
administration will be playing with 
edged tools; and that while the purpose 
of offering terms to Spain may be to test 
her sincerity and determine whether she 
is ready to accept certain indispensable 
conditions, it is possible that with her 
well known diplomatic subtlety she may 
turn our frankness and generosity to 
our disadvantage. 

One of the cabinet members said 
Thursday: “I believe that for this gov- 
ernment to restore the Philippines to 
Spain after having once freed the isl- 
ands from the ye of tyranny, would be 
a crime against civilization and an ex- 
hibition of moral cowardice which would 
bring us into contempt. The idea that 
the problems presented there are too 
difficult for us to grapple with is almost 
too petty for consideration. Holland, 
with a population of 4,000,000 people, has 
governed Java as a colony with a popu- 
lation of nearly 20,000,000 for 200 years, 
and it would be a curious confession of 
weakness if the United States, with their 
80,000,000, were to withdraw from the 
Philippines because of a fear that the 
8,000,000 Philippinos presented too grave 
a problem for the American people to 
grapple with. I am not sure that we 
jvant to keep the Philippines, but Iam 
sure that we ought to keep them. Itis 
as much a auestion of moral] obligation 
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as it fs of political or commercial a& 
vantage.” 
A Very Opportnne Thing. 

The recent agitation of the Philip- 
pine question with Germany in the fore- 
ground as a self-appointed party to its 
settlement is regarded by the Spanish 
government, as ours happens to know, 
as a very opportune thing. The idea 
is that the fate of the Philippines is one 
of the matters to be decided when the 
terms of peace come up for considera- 
tion, and that Germany’s attitude has 
placed us in an embarrassing posifion. 
Having no desire to rush into another 
war if it can be avoided honorably, Spain 
believes that we would be disposed to get 
out of our Philippine muddle as cheaply 
as possible, and that would be by heed- 
ing Germany's disguised warnings and 
making terms which will practically 
hand back the islands to Spain: This 
covers the motive for her choice of a 
time, and has made our government 
rather more independent than it would 
ordinarily be in the manner of receiving 
Spain's overtures. Recent events have 
contributed, also, to the ease with which 
we could relinquish our grip upon the 
Philippines as a whole without loss of 
dignity or cause of self-reproach. The 
party chiefly responsible for relieving 
us of our embarrassment is General 
Aguinaldo himself, who, while he has 
justly commended himself to our ad- 
ministration by his course of modera- 
tion and ordinary adherence to the rules 
of civilized warfare, has had his undis- 
ciplined vanity unduly swelled by his 
success at arms. 

Where Sagasta Falsified. 

In diplomatic quarters it is stated that 
the peace propositions took form in 
Madrid on Friday last and that not until 
then had the Spanish cabinet itself de- 
termined to risk a direct proposition for 
peace. Before that day there was 
doubtless more or less talk in the liné of 
peace, but it was not flually agreed upon 
as the government policy of Spain. On 
that day Duke Almadover drafted the 
proposal to this government, and it was 
formally agreed that it should be pre- 
sented direct to President McKinley, the 
French ambassador at Washington act- 
ing as a medium of communication. The 
proposal was cabled to Ambassador 
Cambon in cipher, but before acting he 
advised with his government as to its 
wishes. In the meantime, the state de- 
partment received no intimation from 
the ambassador that Spain was about 
to present a proposition. The instruc- 
tions from Paris came last Monday 
night, too late for the presentation of 
Spain's proposal thatday. Tuesday the 
State department was asked to arrange 
for a call by the ambassador on the 
president, and this being set for 3 o'clock, 
the proposal for peace for the first time 
was made known to the United States. 
{Until then there was not even an inti- 
mation to this government that the 
proposition was to be made, so that all 
cognizance of Spain's purposes to sue 
for peace dates from 3 o'clock on Tues- 
day afternoon. It may be cai@, also, in 
this connection that «t no time previ- 
ously had the French at).wassador or any 
representative of the French embassy 
spoken on the subject of peace to any 
official of this government. The French 
government had not—and has not now— 
authorized peace overtures or inquiry 
relating to peace, nor had the Spanish 
government, prior to the written com- 
munication of last Friday, reached a 
definite determination to sue for peace. 

With these facts established beyond 
question, the statement attributed to 
Premier Sagasta, that ‘We [Spain] re- 
Solved on peace many days ago, and 
made known our resolutions to the 
United States government,” is dis- 
credited with great positiveness in those 
circles having the most intelligent 
knowledge of thesituation. The report, 
it is pointed out, comes by way of Lon- 
don, which is regarded as furnishing a 
reason for this indirect effort to prejudice 
the negotiations. 

Place For the Sick and Wounded. 

Secretary Alger is deeply concerned 
over the welfare of the gallant troops 
under Shafter’s command now encamped 
on the outskirts of Santiago. The health 
report shows a surprisingly large num- 
ber of cases of sickness, but army sur- 
geons authorize the statements that 
these figures are misleading in a certain 
Sense and that the situation may not be 
nearly so bad as they would seem to in- 
dicate. The slightest ailment of the most 
temporary nature suffices to place a 
soldier’s name on the sick reports, which 
in their present shape would not dis- 
tinguish between such a case and one of 
mortal illness. The inference is that 
many of these cases in Shafter’s camp 
are of a trivial nature, but go to swell its 
grand total of sick and wounded. Not- 
withstanding this mitigating fact, Sec- 
retary Alger is going to remove the sol- 
diers at the very earliest opportunity to 
a more healthful clime. 

The surgeon general a few days ago 
inspected a tract of land adjoining 
{Montauk Point, L. L, belonging to the 
Long Island Railroad company, which 
the road offered to the government as 
suitable for a large encampment. The 
tract is three miles square, contains an 
abundance of fresh water, a considerable 
lake, a hill 150 feet in height and other 
advantages, including salt water bath- 
ing. The necessary orders to equip this 
as a camping ground will go forward 
immediately, and every advantage will 
be taken of the experience gained in the 
formation of the great camps at Chicka- 
mauga and Camp Alger to make the 
conditions as comfortable as possible for 
the battle-scarred veterans of Shafter’s 
army. The time for their removal is left 
to General Shafter, the only limitation 
placed upon him being that he shall not 
delay the homeward sailing of his troops 
beyond the moment when it shall be safe 
for them to leave Santiago, having re- 
gard to the fever conditions. Mean- 
while, details are being made of troops 
to supply the force that shall garrison 
Santiago so long as it shall be found 
necessary to continue troops there. 
This force will be made up almost alto- 
gether of immunes. 


Statement a Canard. 
Washington, July 29.—Secretary Long 
gaid that so far as he knew no cable 
request had been sent to Admiral Dewey 
to give his views on the political future 
of the Philippines. Moreover, the sug- 
gestion that the administration desired 


the advice of Dewey as a preliminary to 
the answer to Spain's peace proposal is 
manifestly improbable, as it would take 
féur or five days for a dispatch boat to 
get the government's message from 
Hong Kong to Admiral Dewey at Manila, 
and as much longer to get back the reply, 
whereas the government's Answer to 
Spain's proposal will be made immedi- 
ately. 


Fevers and Dysentery. 


Santiago, July 29.—Cubans who hang} 


about the town declare that it is not yel- 
low fever at all, but a severe form of 
malarial fever. The physicians, how- 
ever, are treating the disease as genuine 
yellow fever, and the success of this 
treatment is considered highly gratify- 
ing by all in the camp. 

One of the regiments which suffered 
most from exposure and uncomfortable 
conditions is the Ninth Massachusetts, 
and, therefore, it is not regarded as sur- 
prising that there is a good deal of sick- 
ness in the regiment; but officers and 
physicians are gratified at the fact that 
of the 400 or 500 reported on the sick list 
@ great majority of the cases are com- 
paratively mil@ and harmless. 
them are swamp fevers, and there are 
also a large number of cases of dysentery. 

Up to the present there has been 
searcely any yellow fever in the Ninth, 
and the few cases reported have proved 
very mild. This is shown by the fact 
that up to the present there has been 
only one death from yellow fever in the 
regiment—that of Private J. H. Farrell 


of company H of East Boston, which | 


was reported yesterday. The mild 
character of the fever cases is also shown 
by the fact that so many are daily re- 
turning to duty. The number of fever 
cases returned to duty yesterday was 
542. 


Condition of Bay State Injured. 

Washington, July 29.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin made public last night a 
statement of the condition of the officers 
and men who arrived at Fort Monroe on 
the steamship Hudson, July 27, from 
Santiago. While some of the cases are 
reported by the surgeons to be serious, 
the majority of the patients are con- 
valescent. 

Captain W. S. Warriner, Second Mas- 
sachusetts volunteer infantry—Perfor- 
ating gunshot wound, entrance lower 
anterior border of left clavicle, exit three 
inches above left iliac crest; condition, 
convalescent. 

Second Lieutenant Oscar D. Hapgood, 
fecond Massachusetts—Perforating gun- 
shot wound in chest, entrance three 
inches above right nipple, exit three 
inches from spine on line with 10th rib; 
condition, convalescent. 

Captain Henry McDonald, Second 
Massachusetts—Coccygeal sprain sacral 
joint from fall during battle; condition, 
convalescent. 

Second Lieutenant Daniel J. Moyni- 
han, Second Massachusetts—Perforat- 
ing gunshot wound, entrance middle 
axiliary region, right side, through both 
lungs, exit middle region left side; con- 
dition, convalescent. 


Culver Not .o Blame. 

Washington, July 29.—The war de- 
partment officials declare most posi- 
tively that Colonel Culver of the Fifth 
Illinois volunteer regiment at Chick- 
amauga is an innocent victim of mis- 
represeniation, It is reported that be- 
cause this regiment was turned back 
from the Porto Rican expedition many 
men had deserted, the morale of the 
regiment had been destroyed and the 
failure to secure active service had been 
charged up to the secret efforts of Col- 
onel Culver to keep it from going to the 
front. Asa matter of fact the colonel 
has done all in his power to meet the 
demands of the regiment in that respect, 
but he has been a victim of circumstan- 
ces of which he had no control. 

After the Fifth Illinois had been or- 
dered to Porto Rico a delegation of 
Indiana people waited on the president 
and pointed to the fact that although 
there were three Indiana regiments fully 
equipped and ready for service none had 
been ordered to the front. It happened 
that of three Iil'inois regiments avail- 
able two had been sent forward in ad- 
vance of the Fifth, so the department 
felt obliged in order to avoid a charge 
of discrimination to substitute one of the 
Indiana regiments for the Illinois regi- 
ment. 


At Seavey'’s Island. 
Portsmouth, July 29.—The 
prisoners confined at Seavey’s island 
were paid off by the Spanish govern- 
ment, the money being received from 
Admiral Cervera. The men received 
from $4 to $10 each in American money. 
The official report to the surgeon gen- 
eral shows that there has not been a 
death among the Spaniards on the Is- 
land during the past five days. Ad- 
ditional clothes and shoes will be fur- 
nished those who need them at the ex- 
pense of the United States government.

BISMARCK'S ILLNESS, 


Pain Continues, but No Ground For 
Anxiety Exists, 


Another Inquiry Into «he Loss 
of the Burgogne. 


French Parliament to Legislate on the Safety 
of Ocean Travel. 


Hamburg, July 29.—Prince Bismarck’s 
condition still gives employment to his 
physicians, but there is no ground for 
anxiety. The pain from which he has 
been suffering continues, but the last 
two nights have been comparatively 
good. His appetite begins to increase 
and his spirits are good. When told that 
foreign athletes who had taken part in 
the turnfest had called at the castle to 
pay their respects he said: “Tell them 
I myself have been standing on my head 
for a week.” 


Peace Prospers Peru. 

Lima, July 29.—The speech of Presi- 
dent Pierola at the opening of the Peru- 
vian congress yesterday was notable, 
and at its conclusion he was loudly ap- 
plauded. The president said that the 
national life of Peru wis calm and prog- 
perous, and that the foreign relations of 
the government were friendly, with the 
solitary exception of an issue raised be- 
tween Peru and the United States, daf- 
fing from 1885. With respect to this, he 
said, Peru had been compelled to ac- 
cept arbitration under somewhat vexa- 
tious conditions in order to avoid a rup- 
ture. Negotiations were also progress- 
ing with the United States, he asserted, 
respecting a modification of tariffs. 
Without discounting the future, the ex- 
ports for 1897 showed an increase of 50 
percent over the previous year, exceed- 
ing by $13,000,000 the importations, 


Somebody Is Lying. 

London, July 29.—Counsel for the Earl 
of, Winchilsea, in a letter published in 
the newspapers here, makes a formal 
denial of the statement made by Mr, 
‘Hooley, the bankrupt company pro- 
moter, that he had paid the earl £10,000 
for acting as chairman of one of the 
bicycle tube manufacturing concerns. 

In the house of commons today Robert 
Ashcroft, Conservative, asked the gov- 
ernment whether, in view of the reve- 
lations made by Hooley as to payments 
‘made to peers and others, the govern 
ment, at the next session of parliamen. 
will appoint a committee to consider 
means for protecting company investors. 


A Bombardment Unlikely, 

Colon, Colombia, July 29.—The pres- 
ence of the Italian squadron at Carta- 
gena is doubtless connected with the 
payment of the Cerruti claim, but a 
bombardment of Cartagena is exceed- 
ingly unlikely, as the matter fis certain 
to be settled without harsh measures. 
The amount said to be still due is $125,- 
000, the paynrent of which is being 
pressed, not by Cerruti himself, but by 
some of his creditors. 


Fresh Inquiry Ordered. 

Paris, July 29.—The minister of marine 
has decided to order a fresh inquiry into 
the loss of the Bourgogne. If itis found 
that any of the crew failed of their duty, 
they will be punished. He has also de- 
cided to submit to the chamber of depu- 
ties a bill providing measures for the 
better safeguarding of ocean navigation. 


In Boston Yesterday. 

Boston, July 29.—The First battalion 
of cavalry, companies A and D, Boston, 
and company F of Chelmsford, will go 
into camp Aug. 27 for an eight days’ 
tour of duty. 

Simon McPherson, for assault on Will- 
iam Gross with intent to kill, was held in 
$5000 yesterday. In his turn Gross was 
held in $1000 for an assault on his wife 
and on McPherson. Gross, objecting to 
attentions paid his wife by McPherson, 
attempted to stop it by force. Mrs, 
Gross was shot twice and McPherson 
was badly injured. It was at first 
thought that Gross fired the shots, but 
it was learned later that McPherson had 
a revolver, while Gross used a bottle as 
@ weapon. 

After an investigation into the cause 
of the collapsg of the building in Charles- 
town July 19, in which Patrick Henni- 
gan was killed and seven others were 
‘injured, the inspector of buildings finds 
tthat the accident was the result of an 
explosion.

Boston, July 29.—The second part of the 
fifth volume of the census of Massachu- 
setts shows that the average number of 
persons employed for the state was 
432,272, ranging from 375,249, the num- 
ber employed at the periods of employ- 
ment of the smaliest number, to 518,744, 
the number employed at the periods of 
employment of the greatest number. 
The total amouat paid in wages has risen 
rom $147,415,316 in 1885 to $192,970,059 in 
1895, an increase of $45,554,743, or 30.90 
percent. Boston shows the largest num- 
ber of persons employed, namely, 57,108, 
the city’s salary roll having doubled since 
1885.

Shell Was Loaded. 

Playa Del Este, July 29.—The body of 
Karl J. Anderson, a seaman of the 
Brooklyn, was buried Thursday. He 
was killed by the accidental discharge 
of a Spanish 1-pound shell, smuggled 
from one of the destroyed Spanish 
cruisers against the orders of Captain 
Cook. The shell exploded while An- 
derson was hammering it in an effort to 
separate cartridge and shell. Several 
of the Brooklyn's men were around at 
the time, but all escaped the flying frag- 
ments except Anderson. A number of 
pieces entered his abdomen. The ma- 
rineés paid the last honors. The mis- 
fortune had a special accent of pathos 
because the day of death was Ander- 
son’s 24th birthday. 

Kansas Volunteer Embezzled, 

San Francisco, July 29.—Quartermas- 
ter Sergeant Young of the Twentieth 
Kansas regiment has been ordered un- 
der arrest by Colonel Funston, charged 
with embezzling government property. 
He is alleged to have sold stores issued 
as food for the regiment. Young ad- 
mits his guilt and gives the excuse that 
he was only doing what every other 
commissary officer of Camp Merritt has 
been doing all along. The regimental 
commanders deny that such a state of 
things exists in their commissary de- 
partments, but the matter will be in- 
vestigated at once. 

Well Enough to Come Home, 

Boston, July 29.—Early next week a 
detachment of wounded Massachusetts 
soldiers will leave Fort Monroe for their 
homes. Sherman Hoar of the executive 
committee of the Volunteer Aid associa- 
tion visited these men in the hospital at 
that place recently, and, finding that 
many were able to travel, reported to 
the association to thateffect. Arrange- 
ments were made for furloughs with the 
war department. 

The names given by Mr. Hoar of men 
able to come north are as follows: Scan- 
nell, Larkin, Squires, Smith, Carey and 
Gagnon, Worcester; Nolan, Northamp- 
ton; Coates, Greenfield; Fortier, Hol- 
yoke; Kent, Gardner; Ferier, Spring- 
field; Le Plant, Lawrence; McDonald, 
Lowell; Marston, Boston; Willard, 
Orange. These men are doing well, and 
a speedy recovery is looked for in each 
case. 

Diplomacy Wher Backed by Force, 

South Framingham, Mass., July 29.— 
The principal address of the day at the 
Chautauguan assembly yesterday was 
by Rear Admiral Kimberly, who spoke 
on “Our Navy.” In course of his ad- 
dress the admiral said: “Diplomacy 
is good, but there are times when it 
is impotent unless backed up by a 
strongnavy. Weare now going to build 
up our navy to a proper size, andIam 
glad ofit. Butno matter how fneships 
we have they will be practically useless 
unless they are manned by capable offi- 
cers.” 

The rear admiral then took up the 
matter of the disposition of the Philip- 
pines, saying: “This victory of ours in 
the far east not only means continued 
supremacy, but it means the carrying 
into Manila of 19th century civilization, 
The only way to solve the problem is 
to take the islands ourselves, or to set 
them free after establishing the best 
form of government we cam We can- 
not shut ourselves off from the rest of 
the world any longer. This opportunity 
has been given te us; we must grasp 
it.”

“It is a question whether the Spanish 
rule, bad as it is, is not as good as any 
that Aguinaldo and his associates can 
establish. By simply withdrawing and 
leaving affairs statu quo, we neither 
shirk any responsibility nor betray any 
trusts.” 

The Advertiser says: “The Ameri- 
can people wish to mind their own busi- 
ness; but if Europe attempts to inter- 
fere in American affairs, it is likely 
to follow almost as a direct consequence 
that the United States will promptly 
consider the advisability of interfering 
in European affairs.”

Show Up Plumbing. 


The following open letter has been 
forwarded for publication: 

To the Board of Health of the City of 
Quincy: 

On May 11, 1898, I addressed an open 
letter to your Honorable Board, rela- 
tive to the charges of neglect of duty 
preferred by me against the Inspector 
of Plumbing, Mr. J. J. Keniley, and 
the admission of guilt of Mr. Keniley 
and his counsel, and his remarkable 
plea that ‘‘he wouldn't do so any 
more.’’ At that time, I endeavored 
to point out the absurdity of your 
decision that a self-confessed public 
Officer still had the ‘‘full confidence”’ 
of your board. 

Possibly you may have answesed my 
letter of May 11, but I have failed to 
receive it, either by mail or tosee any 
reply thereto through the press. As I 
stated in my last letter, this case will 
not be settled until it is settled right, 
if it takes all summer. In the interest 
of public health and good government, 
I do not propose;to let the guilty man 
escape, and will not submit to such a 
whitewashed verdict as rendered by 
your board, without a thorough 
ventilation of this cut and dried affair. 
ways thatare dark, and tricks that 
are vain, should not be practiced by 
any board of city officials, however 


much it may be the desire to establish | 


‘‘a Tammany’’ at City Hall. 

If you thought that silence was the 
better part of valor, and that the 
matter would blow over and in time be 
forgotten, you have certainly made a 
mistake, for I have only just com- 
menced my work of disclosing the in- 
efficiency, irresponsibility, and guilt 
of the present Inspector of Plumbing. 
The retention by your board of a self- 
convicted city official bodes no good to 
the public, and certainly will not 
bring renown to the present city ad- 
ministration. The citizens of Quincy, 
know not when they are safe, or where 
they are at, under the present regime. 

Mr. Keniley admits inspecting over 
one thousand plumbing jobs which he 
has been liberally paid by the city. 
What has the city to show for the ‘‘full 
confidence’’ bestowed and the work 
alleged to have been done? Nothing 
but anxiety in the future. I 
that over sixty per cent. of these 
plumbing jobs are nothing less than 
death-traps. This inspector, even after 
your star-chamber proceedings, has 
allowed lead pipe to be used for back 
venting behind partitions and under 
floors, where he admitted that he knew 
these lead pipes would be concealed 
from view. These pipes are exposed 
to ravages of rats, and nail holes made 
by carpenters, which will allow the 
deadly sewer gas to escape into the 
house without the knowledge of the 
occupant. Malaria, typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, and other diseases are 
inevitable. The doctor is called in, and 
if he is young and knows it all, he 
looks wise, shakes his head, prescribes 
for the disease, but does not locate 
the cause, because he does not know 
that behind the partition, or under 
the floor, there isa lead pipe with a 
rat hole or a nail hole allowing deadly 
poison to escape into the house. The 
result is a lerge doctor’s bill and 
possibly the loss of a dear friend, all 
because your present inspector has 
neglected his duty. 

It will require many thousands of 
dollars to Smake right this defective 
plumbing which has been allowed and 
passed by your Inspector of Plumbing. 
And who is to pay to make it right? 
Suppose the parties who have these 
vent pipes behind’ the partitions 
demand that their plumbing shall be 
made right, and the ordinances of the 
city complied with? Who is respon- 
sible for this state of affairs, if not the 
Board of Health? 

There is not another city in Massa- 
chussetts, with a population as large 
as ours, that has an Inspector of 
Plumbing who is himself engaged in 
the plumbing business, You cannot 
serve two masters; one must suffer. 
Brockton, New Bedford, Newton, 
Lynn, ‘Taunton and Somerville, in 
fact, every city has an Inspector of 
Plumbing who gives his whole atten- 
tion to the best interests of the city, 
and does not devote the larger part of 
his time to his own private business 
to the neglect of the city’s interests. 
The office is the most important from 
any standpoint in the gift of the city, 
and should have an inspector who 
would give value received, and should 
have not only the ‘‘full confidence’’ of 
your honorable board, but also the full 
confidence of every citizen of Quincy. 

It is too serious a position to trifle 
or fool with. It is not necessarily 
essential that the Inspector of Plumb- 
ing should be a man who has a 
political pull, or one who claims to 
control a certain class of voters, for 
in this enlightened age men are scarce 
who are able to carry votes in their 
vest pocket, and they are not always 
able to ‘‘deliver the goods.’’ The 
people of Quincy want and demand the 
best qualified and practical person to 
be obtained, and it is your duty with- 
out fear or favor to see that such a 
person is appointed to the office of 
Inspector of Plumbing. Many of our

Mow to Make Goose Terrapin. 

Chop enough cold goose to fill two 
large cups. Add one cold boiled sweet- 
bread, also chopped. Blend a quarter 
cup of butter with two teaspoonfuls of 
flour, and pour over it one cup of boil- 
ing cream or milk, Add the goose and 
sweetbread, a saltspoonful of salt and 
dust of cayenne. Let it heat five min- 
utes, and just before serving grate over 
two hard boiled egg yolks. 


How to Clean Lace. 

The following isa good method for 
soiled blond lace. This lace, i: may be 
noted, demands much care in cleaning. 
First shake the lace gently, then in an 
absolutely clean and greaseless vessel 
boil it in enough water to cover, with a 
trifle of blue added to it. Boil for one 
hour and repeat the operation twice 
more; on the last occasion, however, 
omitting the blue. Do not wring the 
lace when taking it from the water the 
third time, just gently press it between 
the hands. While still damp pass the 
lace through weak gum water with a 
little brandy and alum, and fron gently 
while damp. 


Bildge Was Weak. 

Still Pond, Md., July 29.—A wrecking 
train plunged through a bridge at Wor- 
ten yesterday, and Fireman Clark was 
killed and five-men were badly injured.

Essex, Mass., July 29.—The state police 
boat Lexingten was successfully 
launched yesterday at 5:40 p.m. Amidst 
the plaudits of 2000 spectators, the blocks 
were knocked out from under her, and as 
the craft slid down the ways, Mildred 
Proctor, daughter of Captain Proctor 
of Swampscctt, who is to command the 
steamer, broke the customary bottle, 
which in this instance contained Essex 
water, over the starboard bow.

A FEELING UF RELIEF. 


Announcement of Peace Overtures 
Well Received. 


Little Probability of Popular 
Discontent. 


Pretender’s Chances Made Dubious by Span- 
ish People’s Attitude. 


London, July 29.—The Madrid corre 
spondent of The Daily Mail, remarking 
the “feeling of satisfaction and relief the 
peace overtures have produced,” says: 
“There is little probability of popular 
discontent, and none at all if Spain is 
allowed to retain the Philippines and is 
not compelled to pay indemnity. The 
attitude of the people makes the chances 
of the pretender small. Moreover, the 
Carlists are said to disagree about the 
advisability of rising. Nevertheless, it 
is feared that Charles will insist upon 
carrying out the plans.” 


Terms “Much Too Hard.” 

London, July 29.—The Berlin corre- 
epondent of The Times says: “The 
terms of peace which America imposes 
occasion surprise here as much too hard. 
The National Gazette remarks that the 
United States has not won a victory 
signal enough to warrant such terms and 
expresses the opinion that the prospects 
of peace are in consequence gloomy.” 

The Times, commenting editorially 
upon the above suggestion,says: ‘This 
suggestion from would-be friends of 
Spain merely shows that these critics 
entirely fail to grasp the military sig- 
nificance of America’s sea power. Oniy 
by prompt and straightforward dealings 
with President McKinley can Spain hope 
to prevent the fruition of American im- 
perial policy in the Pacific, the advan- 
tages of which even peace-loving, mod- 
erate Americans cannot ignore.” 


Searching For Their Dead. 

Halifax, July 29.—The Hiawatha sailed 
last night on a cruise in search of bodies 
of victims of the Burgogne disaster. 
She will call at Sable island and cruise 
on the Grand banks and vicinity in 
search for remains. The expedition is 
fitted out by John Dillon of New York 
and W.C. Perry of Kansas City, both of 
whom lost their wives and children. 
The Genera! Transatlantic company had 
been asked to institute a search, but 
declined, and the work was undertaken 
by the two gentlemen at their own ex- 
pense, limiting the quest for members 
of their own families. The Hiathawa 
is provisioned for three weeks and car- 
ries caskets for enclosing possible re- 
mains and men to hermetically 
them if required. 

Responsibility for the collision has 
been placed on the sunken steamer by 
the court of inquiry.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The project of a European conference 
regarding the Philippines was brought 
forward long ago, and there is every 
prospect that the conference will meet in 
Paris. 

There is a probability of an inter 
national question arising over the diffi- 
culty of dealing with the Cuban debt, 
since a majority of the Spanish bond- 
holders are Frenchmen. 

After a long trip, made miserable by 
prevailing headwinds and lack of fresh 
food, the Carrie and Annie of Boston ar- 
rived in San Francisco yesterday. The 
vessel is bound for Seattle, but she was 
forced to put in for repairs and sup- 
plies. 

On July 20 the executive council of 
the Hawaiian government signed a con- 
tract with the Pacific Cable company 
to lay a cable between the United States 
and Hawaii and Japan, China and the 
Philippines, the contract being for a 
period of 20 years. 

A Berlin newspaper professes to 
know that the Porto Rican colonial leg- 
islature has adopted autonomy and has 
resolved to protest against American 
occupation of the island as a violation of 
the principles the United States went 
to war to enforce, 

The British steamship, Adula, cap- 
tured off Guantanamo bay by the Mar- 
blehead, has been declared a lawful 
prize. She was chartered by a Span- 
iard, and was on the way to Guantana- 
mo to take out refugees. An appeal ta 
the supreme court will be taken. 

The war department has awarded the 
contract for furnishing beef to the troops 
in Porto Rico to Swift & Co. of Chicago. 
The price paid is $9.39 per 100 pounds, 
The beef is to be of the same quality 
furnished the regular army, and in such 
quantity as the department may de- 
mand. 

Admiral Cervera has forwarded to the 
Spanish government, through the 
French embassy, his full report of tha 
naval engagement which resulted in the 
annihilation of the Spanish squadron. 
It is very long and treats of the great en- 
gagement even more elaborately than 
Sampson's report to the navy depart- 
ment. 

Joseph F. Moss, representing Howe 
& Hummel of New York, counsel for 
Martin Thorne, who is under death sen- 
tence for the murder of Guldensuppe, 
the bath rubber, and who is to be elec- 
trocuted next week, appeared before 
the governor yesterday to ask to have 
Thorn's sentence commuted to impris- 
onment for life. Governor Black teok 
the matter under advisement. 

The government of Hayti has declined 
to permit this government to establish 
a weather station on its domain. Its 
action follows a request for this privi- 
lege made by the secretary of state at 
the instance of the secretary of agri- 
culture with an express explanation of 
the purposes sought and that the Hay- 
tien government would thus get the ben- 
efit of our weather service. 


Surgeons Call Them Humane — Patients 
Recover if Not Killed Outright. 

Lieutenant Colonel Charles Smart, 
surgeon of the United States army, was. 
recently asked whether it was true, as 
has been stated in some reports from 
Cuba, that the Mauser bullet lacerates 
the wounded to a greater extent than 
the bullets fired from the American 
side. 

‘* After the fight at La Guasima and 
the battles of the Ist, 2d and 3d of 
July, a report became current that the 
Spaniards were firing explosive bullets 
and then that their bullets spread in 
such a way as to cause great laceration. 
That was the first report, and it has 
been repeated constantly ever since. 
The fact is,’’ he continued, ‘‘the Mauser 
bullets used by the Spaniards in the 
battles we have had in Cuba make what 
surgeons call a ‘humane wound.’ They 


drop the man at the time he is struck | 
and take him from the firing line, but 


if they do not kill him then and there 
he gets well. 

“Of all the men wounded in General 
Shafter’s command I have heard of only 


one case of an amputation of a limb as 


the result of a bullet wound. The am- 
putations made there have followed a 
wound by a bursting shell, where the 
bone has been shattered.

A FEELING OF RELIEF,| 


Announcement of Peace Overtures 
Well Received. 


Little Probability of Popular 
Discontent. 


Pretender’s Chances Made Dubious by Span- 
ish People’s Attitude. 


London, July 29.—The Madrid corre 
spondent of The Daily Mail, remarking 
the “feeling of satisfaction and relief the 
peace overtures have produced,” says: 
“There is little probability of popular 
discontent, and none at all if Spain is 
allowed to retain the Philippines and is 
not compelled to pay indemnity. The 
attitude of the people makes the chances 
of the pretender small. Moreover, the 
Carlists are said to disagree about the 
advisability of rising. Nevertheless, it 
is feared that Charles will insist upon 
carrying out the plans.” 


Terms “Much Too Hard.” 

London, July 29.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says: ‘The 
terms of peace which America imposes 
occasion surprise here as much too hard. 
The National Gazette remarks that the 
United States has not won a victory 
signal enough to warrant such terms and 
expresses the opinion that the prospects 
of peace are in consequence gloomy.” 

The Times, commenting editorially 
upon the above suggestion,says: ‘This 
suggestion from would-be friends of 
Spain merely shows that these critics 
entirely fail to grasp the military sig- 
nificance of America’s sea power. Oniy 
by prompt and straightforward dealings 
with President McKinley can Spain hope 
to prevent the fruition of American im- 
perial policy in the Pacific, the advan- 
tages of which even peace-loving, mod- 
erate Americans cannot ignore.”

IN BRIEF. 


The project of a European conference 
regarding the Philippines was brought 
forward long ago, and there is every 
prospect that the conference will meet in 
Paris. 

There is a probability of an inter 
national question arising over the diffi- 
culty of dealing with the Cuban debt, 
since a majority of the Spanish bond. 
holders are Frenchmen. 

After a long trip, made miserable by 
prevailing headwinds and lack of fresh 
food, the Carrie and Annie of Boston ar- 
rived in San Francisco yesterday. The 
vessel is bound for Seattle, but she wags 
forced to put in for repairs and sup- 
plies. 

On July 20 the executive council of 
the Hawalian government signed a con- 
tract with the Pacific Cable company 
to lay a cable between the United States 
and Hawaii and Japan, China and the 
Philippines, the contract being for a 
period of 20 years, 

A Berlin newspaper professes to 
know that the Porto Rican colonial leg- 
islature has adopted autonomy and hag 
resolved to protest against American 
occupation of the island as a violation of 
the principles the United States went 
to war to enforce, 

The British steamship, Adula, cap- 
tured off Guantanamo bay by the Mar- 
blehead, has been declared a lawful 
prize. She was chartered by a Span- 
iard, and was on the way to Guantana- 
mo to take out refugees. An appeal ta 
the supreme court will be taken. 

The war department has awarded the 
contract for furnishing beef to the troops 
in Porto Rico to Swift & Co. of Chicago 
The price paid is $9.39 per 100 pounds. 
The beef is to be of the same quality 
furnished the regular army, and in such 
quantity as the department may de- 
mand. 

Admiral Cervera has forwarded to tha 
Spanish government, through the 
French embassy, his full report of the 
naval engagement which resulted in the 
annihilation of the Spanish squadron. 
It is very long and treats of the great en- 
gagement even more elaborately than 
Sampson's report to the havy depart- 
ment. 

Joseph F. Moss, representing Howe 
& Hummel of New York, counsel for 
Martin Thorne, who is under death sen- 
tence for the murder of Guldensuppe, 
the bath rubber, and who is to be elec- 
trocuted next week, appeared before 
the governor yesterday to ask to have 
Thorn’s sentence commuted to impris- 
onment for life.

WOULD CONTINUE WAR. 


Spain Wholly Unwilling to Part | 
Vith the Philippines. 


Other Terms Likely to Be Ac-| 
ceded To. 


Sacrifice of West Indian Possessions Involved 


In the Acceptance. 
| 


Washington, July 30.—It was stated in 
a high diplomatic quarter, in such a 
manner as to give semi-official char- 
acter to the expression, that if Ameri- 
can control or supervision of the Phil- 
ippines it to be an indispensable con- 
dition as the basis for peace negotia- 
tions, it is practically certain that the 
Spanish government will not accede to 
this condition, but will decide rather to 
continue the war. 

As to the other peace conditions un- 
derstood to have been decided on by 
the cabinet yesterday, those who are 
best able to judge the disposition of 
the Spanish government feel that while 
the terms are hard, yet they do not pre- 
sent an insurmountable barrier to the 
speedy restoration of peace. While 
there is no authority for saying that 
Spain would accept and retire from 
Cuba and Porto Rico, there is every in- 
dication that the nation would yield} 
rather than continue a disastrous war. 
The future of the Philippines appears to | 
be of as much concern to the Spanish 
government as itis to the American cab- 
inet, and there is even greater insis- 
tence on the continuance of Spanish sov- 
ereignty over this group than there is} 
over Cuba and Porto Rico. 

It is also said that the failure to 
demand a money indemnity would be 
appreciated by the Spanish authorities 
as an act of noble generosity by the 
victors, and that this will in part recon- 
cile the government to a compliance 
with the other terms laid down. 

The disposition of the Philippines is 
the question that caused the members 
of the cabinet to adjourn Friday until 
today, after five hours of deliberation. 
On all the other issues unanimity 
‘developed. There was to be indepen- 
‘dence for Cuba; Porto Rico was to be 
ceded to the United States, and coaling 
stations were to be acquired at Guan in 
the Ladrone and the Caroline islands. 
These propositions were disposed of 
quickly, but when it came to the Philip- 
pines some diversity of opinion was re- 
tvealed. As year as can be gathered this 
did not relate mainly to the retention of 
the islands, on which proposition a ma- 
jority of the cabinet was speedily re- 
corded in the negative; but accepting the 
broad proposition that Spain was to be 
allowed to kcep these possessions, other 
questions of importance developed, and 
it was felt that these must be answered 
definitely before the subject could be 
disposed of. There was no question as 
to the propriety of demanding a station 
in the Philippines, and, while there 
reasonably might be a difference of opin- 
ion as to the location and extent of this 
station, little difficulty was expected to 
be encountered in solving that problem, 
because the matter could be referred 
ito the naval war board, whose members 
are competent to deal with the subject. 

The perplexing problem was what form 
of government should be instituted in 
the Philippines, and what should be the 
nature of the guarantee required of Spain 
that the new government should be 
iiberal and autonomous in character. 
These two questions hinged on the 
primary decision to interfere at all in 
prescribing a change in the conditions 
in the Philippines. Some members of 
the cabinet felt that the insurgents un-| 
der Aguinaldo, having acted indepen- | 
dently of the United States from the very 
beginning of the insurrection, and havy- 
ing lately shown a disposition t » make | 
trouble for us, had no moral claim upon | 
the United States in the settlement of the 
terms of peace. On the other hand it was 
urged that our government should lose | 
'no opportunity to extend its principles 
throughout the world and that this could | 
be done in the present case by requiring | 
Spain to extend genuine autonomy to} 
the Philippines. It was on such points | 
@s these that the discussion proceeded |

A point which was quickly established | 
was that there should be no reference of 
any phase of the question of the dis- | 
position of the islands to any concert or 
individual action by outside powers. 
Another point that was settled, though |

Nees From the Front. 

The most important news received at} 
the war department yesterday was a| 
cable dispatch from General Miles an-| 
mouncing the excellent progress being 
made in southern Porto Rico and the 
capture of Ponce.The navy department 
also received a dispatch announcing that 
the navy had captured the city of Ponce 
and landed the forces under General 
Miles. Both departments are very much 
satisfied with what has been accom- 
plished, and the tone of both dispatches 
indicates that the rivalry between the 
army and navy for honors in the Span- 
ish war is not at an end. The depart- 
ment expects an easy conquc-_t of Porto 
Rico and, notwithstanding the over- 
tures for peace made by Spain, the war 
will be prosecuted vigorously in that 
island. 

The results thus far achieved by Gen- 
eral Miles and by Captain Higginson, 
who is in charge of the naval squadron, 
jn the occupation of Porto Rico have 
created a feeling of intense satisfaction 
among officials. General Miles tele- 
graphed as follows: “Spanish troops 
are retreating from southern part of 
Porto Rico. Ponce and Playo have a 
population of 50,000, and are now under 
the American flag. The populace re- 
ceived the troops and saluted the flag 
with wild enthusiasm. The navy has 
several prizes, also 70 lighters. Rail- 
way stock that was partly destroyed is 
now restored. Telegraph communica- 
tion is also being restored. The cable 
instruments were destroyed; I have sent 
to Jamaica for others. This is a pros- 
perous and beautiful country. Thearmy 
will soon be in the mountain region. The 
weather is delightful, and the troops are 
in the best of health and spirits. I an- 
ticipate no insurmountable obstacles in 
the future. Results thus far have been 
accomplished without loss of a single 
life. 

“In an affair of the 26th before Yauco, 
which has been captured, Captain Ed- 
ward J. Gibson, company A, was wound- 
ed in the left hip; Captain J. H. Prior, 
‘company L, slightly wounded in the 
hand; Private James Drummond, com- 
pany K, two wounds in the neck, and 
Private Benjamin F. Bosbick, company 
L, slightly wounded in the right arm. 
All are of the Sixth Massachusetts, and 
doing well. The Spanish retreat from 
this place was precipitate, they leaving 
rifles and ammunition in barracks and 
40 or 50 sick in the hospital. The peo- 
ple are enjoying a holiday in honor of 
‘our arrival.” 

The navy department posted the fol- 
lowing bulletin from Captain Higginson 
of the Massachusetts: “Commander 
Davis with Dixie, Annapolis, Wasp and 
Gloucester left Guanica July 27 to block- 
ade Ponce and capture lighters for the 
United States army. City of Ponce and 
Playa surrendered to Commander Davis, 
upon demand, at 12:30 a. m. July 28. 
American flag was hoisted at 6 a.m. 28th. 
Spanish garrison evacuated. Provis- 
ional articles of surrender until occu- 
‘pation by army; first, garrison to be al- 
dowed to retire; second, civil govern- 
ment to remain in force: third, police 
and fire brigade to be maintained with- 
out arms; faurth, captain of port not to 
‘be made prisoner. Arrived at Ponce 
from Guanica with Massachusetts and 
Cincinnati, General Miles and General 
Wilson and transport at 6:40a. m. onthe 
28th. Commenced landing army in cap- 
tured sugar lighters. No resistance. 
Troops welcomed by inhabitants with 
great enthusiasm. Captured 60 lighters, 
20 sailing vessels and 120 tons of coal.” 

The surrender of Ponce, practically 
without a struggle, is regarded by the 
war officials with especial satisfaction. 
dn importance, it is the second city of 
the island. It has a population of 22,000, 
with a jurisdiction numbering 47,000. 
Yauco, mentioned in General Miles’ dis- 
patch as having been occupied by the 
American forces, is only 15 miles from 
Ponce, and was seized because it is the 
seat of an important jurisdiction of 
24,500 inhabitants. The war authorities 
say General Miles took possession of 
Yauco early, because at that point it 
was known that a large supply of pack 
mules and carts could be had. These, 
it pointed out, will be of immense 
value to American expedition in its 
march upon the capital, San Juan.

With respect to the proposition te 
require Spain to grant an autonomous 
form of government to the Philippines 
in the event that she is allowed to re- 
tain those islands, it is suggested that 
little opposition can be expected from 
Spain. It has been reported already 
that in their desperation the Spanish 
officials hemmed in at Manila, with the 
consent of the Madrid government, have 
made the broadest promises to the na- 
lives if they would return to their 
allegiance to the crown. Inasmuch as 
the insurgents are so firmly established 
in the islands as to make it improbable 
that Spain could overc6éme them un- 
aided, it seems only probable that the 
Spanish government would be willing 
to make any pledges in the direction of

FOR LOSS OF ANTILLES. | 


Spanish Sovereignty In the Philippines 
Would Probably Compensate. 

London, July 30.—A_ special from 
Wadrid says: “Though it is not likely 
that the government will decide to pro 
long the war because of Porto Rico, | 
considerable feeling is manifested, and 
every possible diplomatic effort will bs 
made to retain it. Apparently there 
is little objection to ceding a coaling| 
station in the Philippines provided 
Spanish sovereignty is respected in the 
islands, which, in the opinion of the 
government and official circles gen- 
erally, will afford compensation in com- 
merce for the loss of the Antilles, be- 
side procuring occupation for the West 
Indian army in re-establishing Spanish 
rule. 

“The American reply is still anxiously 
awaited. Judging from press opinions 
anything beyond the cession of Cuba 
will be considered harsh and unjust. 
This is the unanimous feeling among 
even the strongest advocates of peace. 
The people are beginning to realize that 
pace will mean almost a total loss of col- 
onies and, looking to the delicate and 
difficult position of the queen regent, 
great care is necessary to induce the 
nation to accept the terms. It is feared 
that the peace negotiations will not be 
very smooth or expeditious. Already 
there are premonitory symptoms of 
agitation against the inevitable conces- 
sions, and the correspondent considers 
it ‘very doubtful whether all the min- 
isters have the moral courage to accept 
the responsibili,y and to face boldly a 
certain amount of unpopularity.’ ” 

The Carlist and Republican newspa- 
pers are making the most of the situa~- 
tion, while many of the Catholic prel- 
ates decline to comply with orders from 
the vatican to censure the Carlist agi- 
tation. The Impartial’s Rome cor- 
respondent says the pope is so displeased 
with the attitude of the priests that he 
has washed his hands of the whole 
affair. 

According to The Liberal the govern- 
ment would not allow even the loss of 
some Philippines to hinder the conclu- 
sion of peace, because it is very doubt- 
ful whether the country would endorso 
sending an army of 40,000 men to crush 
the rebellion. 

The Herald publishes a warning as to 
the necessity for closely watching the 
Carlists as peace approaches. 

It is estimated that there are over 20,- 
000 persons out of employment in Cat- 
alonia. 


Message Was Delayed. 

London, July 30.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times explains that the 
function of the French ambassador in 
Washington in Spain's approach to the 
United States was merely that of a 
transmittingagency. The message was 
dispatched from Madrid Thursday 
night. The delay in its delivery at 
Washington arose from the fact that 
when Mr. Polo, the Spanish minister 
to the United States, retired, on the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations and 
confided the interests of Spain to France 
and Austria, he left only a single copy 
of the diplomatic cipher. When Cam- 
bon received the peace message this 
cipher happened to be in the possession 
of his Austrian colleague, who was out 
of town. The idea is current here that 
but for this delay the Porto Rico expe- 
dition might have been indefinitely de- 
ferred. This will not, however, stand 
the test of careful examination.” 


Prize Money For Sailors. 

Washington, July 30.—The sailors 
from Sampson's fleet who participated 
in the destruction of the of 
Cervera’s squadron probably will have 
to wait sometime for their prize money. 
The navy department had prepared lists 
of all the crews of the Spanish vessels 
and of the vessels of our own fleet that 
participated in the engagement who 
were entitled to prize money for the 
use of the auditor of the treasury in 
settling the accounts, but the treasury 
cepartment officials, in their care to 
prevent any misapplication of the funds, 
required that they be supplied with fur- 
ther information. 

To prevent further trouble and delay 
on this score, Secretary Long has is- 
sued a circular to all commanding offi- 
cers of the navy, laying down the rules 
for the preparation of the prize lists as 
suggested by the order from the navy 
department.

Non-Receipt of Mail, 

Washington, July 30.—The war de- 
partment has received large numbers 
of complaints from persons all over the 
country of the non-receipt of mail from 
the soldiers in Cuba. The postmaster 
general has completed arrangements 
for regular trips for carrying the mail, 
and will not depend as heretofore upon 
the irregular trips of transports. Mail 
deliveries, however, will be retarded by 
quarantine regulations owing to yellow 
fever. 


London Weekly Papers. 

London, July 30.—The weekly papers 
credit the United States with a desire 
to deal generously with Spain. The 
Saturday Review says: ‘We are con- 
tvinced that America will not play the 
part of shylock, but now that she has 
fearned to gppreciate the bravery and 
fighting qualties of the Spaniards, as 
well as the worthlessness of the Cuban 
rebels, she will make obvious atonement 
for the precipitancy with which she 
entered upon the war by dealing gener- 
ously with her opponents.” 

The Spectator takes a line quite un- 
usual in the English press, most strong- 
ly urging the United States to assume 
direct control of both Cuba and ths 
Philippines. It implores the Washing- 
ton government “rather to break an in- 
judicious pledge to congress than to al. 
low Cuba and the Philippines to be inde- 
pendent or to return to the cruel Span- 
ish dominion. Since it is equally inad- 
missible,” says The Spectator, “to grant 
independence or to transfer the Philip. 
pines to any other power, it is best that 
the United States should assume the 
heavy responsibility involved, which will 
Serve to bring out the best qualities of 
the American nation. England does not 
desire the Philippines, and if she did she 
would not take them because she wishes 
to prove that her Sympathy for the 
United States is quite disinterested.”

Yellow Fever Imported Into the 
Army In Ambulances. 


Drivers Gave Santiago Refu- 
gees a Lift. 


Food, Sick and Wounded Hauled In the Same 
Vehicles Afterward. 


Chicago, July 30.—The first definite 
statement as to how yellow fever wag 
brought into the ranks of the Ameri- 
can army in Cuba was made yesterday 
by H. L. Beach, who represented the 
Associated Press among the fighting 
lines at Santiago and who has just re- 
turned to Chicago. 

“It is an actual fact—something I saw 
with my own eyes,” he said, “that our 
army ambulances were used to carry 
Cuban refugees who had fled from San- 
tiago and who were carrying the germs 
of the dread fever with them. 

“When General Shafter sent word to 
Santiago that he intended to bombard 
the city, the people all began to flee, 
and most of them went at El Caney. 
This is a town of about 500 people, but 
15,000 refugees went thither and occupied 
the houses in which there was room for 
only 500. ¢ The town was overflowing, 
there was no food for the Cubans and 
the army had not enougttospare. So 


these people had to go out and forage! 


for themselves. 

“Santiago is known as the worst yel- 
low fever port in Cuba, and those peo- 
ple who did not carry it with them soon 
had it, for their condition, huddled to- 
gether as they were, was terrible and 
brought on the pest almost immediately, 
1 know it to be a fact, having seen it 
myself, that the military ambulances 
were used to haul these refugees from 
El Caney so they might get food. The 
people waded through the mud and were 
picked up by the ambulances. Then 
eur sick and wounded were hauled in the 

me ambulances. 

“Worst of all, it seems to me, is the 
fact that the commissary wagons, which 
always were going to Siboney and back 
carrying food, went out with food, re- 
turned loaded with refugees and went 
back again with food. No yellow fever 
appeared in the army before the lines 
were opened to these people from San 
tiago, and Dr. Ducker of Chicago, who 
was with the correspondents, told us 
just two days before yellow fever ap- 
peared that it must come in 48 hours.

“He Lies In His Throat.” 

Salem, July 30.—About 175 members of 
the Essex club attended the anniversary 
meeting at Salem Willows yesterday 
afternoon. M. P. Frye of North An- 
dover, the vice president, presidgd. 
Speeches were made by Congressmen 
Moody and Knox. After eulogizing the 
tariff for having “brought back pros- 
perity to the nation,” Mr. Moody said: 
“The events of the last two months are 
also reasons for pride on the part of 
the Republicans. The magnificent ex- 
hibition of national power and the ob- 
literation of sectional lines are causeg 
for national rejoicing. Massachusetts 
is in the front in both army and navy. 
A son of Massachusetts, as a cabinet 
officer, has made a record unsurpassed 
by any official since the days of Wash- 
ington. Right here I want to say that 
through all the excitement the house of 
representatives stood by the president. 
No man on tee floor of the house 
worked harder in the president’s sup- 
port than your representative [meaning 
himself], and if any man says to the 
contrary, he lies in his throat. Had 
the president asked for more time 
would have had it from the house of 
representatives.” Mr. Moody did not 
believe that the president was forced 
into the war. 


Dukedom at Stake. 

London, July 20.—The chancellor of 
the diocese of London has ordered that 
application should be made to the presi- 
dent of the probate, divorce and ad- 
miralty division of the high court of 
justice to say whether the faculty ought 
to issue an order empowering Mrs. Anna 
Druce to open the vaults and inspect the 
coffin which is alleged to contain the 
remains of T. G. Druce, who, the ap- 
plicant asserts, was really the fifth 
duke of Portland. 

Mrs. Druce claims that the father of 
her late husband was no other than the 
Duke of Portland, who was supposed to 
have died unmarried, and that her son 
is the rightful duke of Portland. She 
claims that her husband's alleged death 
and burial under the name of Druce 
were deceptions, and that he finally 
lived and died, after having been in a 
lunatic asylum, as Dr. Harmer. 


Bade a Prisoner Godspeed. 

Louisville, July 30.—Lewis Warner, the 
defaulting banker, has departed for 
Northampton in charge of Sheriff Clarke. 
A draft for $1000 was handed Chief of 
Detectives Sullivan when the officers 
took Warnerincharge. The money was 
paid as a reward by the officials of the 
bank which Warner looted. 

A number of the detective force ac- 
companied the party to the depot to bid 
the banker godspeed. The parting be- 
tween them and Warner was very af- 
fecting. During Warner's confinement 
the men had shown him every considera- 
tion, and that he appreciated what they 
had done for him was shown when the 
time for parting came. 


Girls Couldn’t See It. 

Woonsocket, July 30.—Eighty spooler 
tenders in the Glenark Knitting com- 
pany’s mill struck yesterday afternoon 
because of a contemplated change in. 
the system of payment from day to piece 
work. The management claimed that 
the girls could make better wages by 
the change, but they could not see it, 
and refused to work. About 75 knit- 
ters, all men, veted to stand by the girls, 
Superintendent Payne finally agreed to 
continue under the old system of pay- 


ment. The girls will return to work 
Monday.

Topic.—The evils of covetousness.—E-2%. Xx,

Covetousness is an inordin»te and un- 


lawful desire for that which 1s not ours. 
It usually leads to an effort to possess 


what we wish for most inordinately, 
whether by fair means or foul ones. 
Covetousness is forbidden by the law of 
God. ‘‘Thou shalt not covet’’ is the 
final command of God in the summary 
of the moral law given to Moses. 
Covetousness is selfishness. It does 
| not consider the rights of God or the 
rights of man, but only self. The rich 
fool, who had such abundance that he 
did not know what to do with it, did 
not inquire, ‘‘What would God have 
me do?’ or ‘What do my obligations 
to humanity demand that I should do?’’ 
Fe only ‘‘What shall I do?” and the

“This will I do. 
barns and build greater, and there will 
I bestow all my fruits and goods,’’ not 
to use for God or humanity, but for his 
own ease for many years. That which 
leads us to disregard God and to fail to 
consider our fellow men is a great and 
| grave evil. 
Covetousness is one of the most dan- 
gerous evils to which humanity is heir. 
It is asin of the heart and is not so 
easily seen and its dangers realized. It 
creeps upon us gradually and has us in 
its toils before we are aware of it, and, 
in fact, while its prisoners many never 
realize the fact. No sin is so insidious, 
and in this fact lies one of its greatest 
dangers. It is alsoa prevalent evil. It 
affects, more or less, the whole human 
race. Man naturally desires that which 
is of value and attractiveness to him, 
and it is an easy step from the natural, 
proper desire to an inordinate, sinful 
desire. Being so prevalent, it is lightly 
treated by men generally. It is forbid- 
den by the law of God, but not by the 
law of man. It is often called by other 
names, and applauded the world 
rather than condemned by it. 
no less an evil in the sight of God. God 
looks at the heart and not or the out- 
ward man. The world’s standard of 
judgment is not God’s standard. We 
may escape the judgment and punish- 
meat of men, but when we stand before 
God we will be judged by what we are 
and not by what we seem. 

The cure for covetousness is Chris- 
tianity. Christianity teaches men to 
live for God and for humanity rather 
than for self. Such a man can never be 
covetous. Christianity shows us the ab- 
solute deceitfulness and uncertainty of 
the riches of this world and of the folly 
of sacrificing eternity for time. Chris 
tians themselves are often too much ab- 
sorbed in the things of this world. As 
Christians and as Endeavorers let us 
prove to the world by our lives and 
teachings that godliness with content: 
ment is the most desirable of all pos- 
sessions.

It is by no means inconceivable of 
Spanish statesmen that they should 
think it a good stroke of home policy 
to conciliate the party of peace by pro- 
posing a settlement at the present 
stage. Much of our military plans is 
as yet unaccomplished, and nearly all 
we shall claim has yet to be actually 
won—-a fact which, in negotiating, 
would certainly be no help to our case. 
If the United States government 


| 


should accept an armistice, our troops 
at Porto Rico and in the Antilles 
would lose their enthusiasm, our fight- 
ing progress would be arrested, and 
Spain would gain time and an oppor- 
tunity for recuperating her fighting 
strength. Should Sagasta discover 
that our terms are unacceptable and 
that he dare not take the risk of pro- 
voking serious disturbance by adopt- 
ing them, then, having done what he 
could to satisfy the peace faction he 
would be free to play to the war party 
by declaring’ that a peace with honor 
to Spain is at present impossible and 
appealing to the country to stand by 
the army to the last extremity of en- 
durance. Itis certainly not beneath 
what may be fairly expected of Span- 
ish statesmanship that Spain should re- 
sort to dilatory tricks of this character; 
on the contrary, it is the kind of action 
we might reasonably look for ; and the 
fact that the present incipient stage of 
our operations has been chosen for 
making peace offers is suspiciously 
suggestive that this may prove to be 
her game. 

It smacks strongly of a Castilian trick 
that we should be asked for an armis- 
tice and a possibly long suspension of 
hostilities within a few days of our}

The work is 
not large and public monuments are 
not very plentiful, but there are stacks 
of orders for small and medium sized 
work. Ask any manufacturer you 
meet and he will tell you that he is 
busy. Ask him what he has for large 
work and he will reply that he has 
nothing Jarge worthy of special men- 
tion but he has a number of orders for 
medium sized work. 

Usually the rush of work is over the 
first of June and there isa dull spell 
until the middle of August. But this 
year work has hung on remarkably 
well, and fall orders are coming in s0 
that itis anticipated that there will be 
plenty of work until late in the fall. 

Prout Bros. & Co. will ship the Ux- 
bridge Soldiers’ monument, which they 
are cutting, early in August.

high explosive. Gun cotton, either wet 
or dry, or any high explosive, may be 
used in the projectiles, but the com- 
pound ordinarily used for loading the 
projectile is known as Nobel’s gelatin. 

“Itis a high explosive remarkable 
for two peculiarities,’’ the company 
says. ‘‘First, that it can be handled, 
stored and used with greater safety and 
security than any other explosive con- 
taining nitroglycerin; second, that 
when it is properly detonated, so as to 
produce an explosion, its destructive ef- 
fect is greater than that of any other 
explosive known.’’ 

Projectiles loaded with Nobel’s gela- 
tin have been used in connection with 
the Sims-Dudley gun by the Cuban in- 
surgents, and the Cuban junta has writ- 
ten many letters in which the deadly 
work of the destructive machine has 
been spoken of. 

The gun consists of two tubes, one 
placed over the other, the upper and 
longer one being known as the project- 
ile tube. These tubes are made of a 
specially manufactured composition 
metal possessing a tensile strength of 
about 80,000 pounds to the square inch. 
The diameter of the bore of this tube is 
216 inches, and its total length is about 
14 feet. Below the projectile tube is the 
expansion or combustion chamber, 
which consists of a tube 414 inches in 
diameter and 7 feet long. 

Fascination of Light. 

Many theories have been suggested as 
to why light attracts moths, but per- 
haps the best explanation is that it fas- 
cinates them as a serpent does a bird. 
So much is this the case that traps have 
been devised for their destruction based 
on this fact. One 
consists of an electric searchlight in 
connection with a blowing fan. The in- 
sects, completely fascinated, are attract- 
ed by the light and fiy close to the lan-

For Measuring Distances 

The telemeter is an invention the 
purpose of whichis to measure distance 
in a very easy aud accurate way. The

Climbing cutworms have at times 
proved very destructive to the buds and 
foliage of vines, and in northern New 
York and in the raisin district of Fres- 
no, Cal., as much damage has been done 
by them as by any other insect enemy. 
Uf the several species which in different 
localities have been troublesome the 
worst record may be assigned to the 
dark sided cutworm (Agrotis messoria) 
and the variegated cutworm (A. saucia). 

Cutworms remain concealed in the 
ground during the day and climb up 
and strip the vines at night. They may 
easily be destroyed by the use of a poi- 
soned bait of bran, arsenic (or paris 
green) and water, preferably sweetened 
with a little sugar. It should be dis- 
tributed about the base of each vine in 
the form of a mash, a handful or so in 
a place, according to C. L. Marlatt of 
the United States department 6f agri 
culture, from whose report on insect 
enemies of the grape the foregoing is 
learned. 


Overfeeding Roses. 

Many persons complain that though 
their indoor roses have a thrifty growth 
and dark green foliage they fail to pro- 
duce blossoms. A correspondent of 
American Gardening says: Very often 
the trouble is from overfeeding with 
nitrogenous manures—in fact, this is the 
most common cause. It is well known 
that the rose is a gross feeder and that 
it responds quickly to applications of

At all times the 
greatest care should be exercised in the 
application of liquid manures. A good 
rule in the application of nitrogenous 
fertilizers, nitrate of soda in particular, 
is to use not more than a pound to 50 
gallons of water and to apply this not 
oftener than once in three weeks. Older 
plants growing in the benches and in 
the same soil for more than two years 
may toward spring be given a slightly 
stronger dose or what amounts to about 
the same thing, an application of the 
above formula, say once in two weeks. 
But it is advisable to apply sparingly 
even to these, to make the mixture half 
as strong as usual and to apply less fre- 
quently, but to give the bed a thorough 
drenching. The food then being very 
dilute can be utilized at once by the 
plants, which will respond very quickly. 


Canterbury Bells. 

Cantertury bells make such a bril- 
liant display at this season that some 
preparation should now be made with a 
view to having a supply of plants next 
year. These plants are biennials, varie- 
ties of Campanula medium, and the 
seeds should be sown in July, wintering 
the plants in a cold frame where the 
climate is rigorous. The cup and saucer 
forms are perhaps the most showy, and 
the flowers come white, pink, purple, 
blue and striped, with the white and 
pink as the most effective. A plantation 
of the various colors in mixture is de- 
cidedly attractive. The plants bloom 
but once, and provision should therefore 
be made to replace them, especially as 
they are not in any sense decorative, 
when they cease to bloom.—Gardening. 


Propagation of Gooseberries. 

Gooseberries are propagated to some 
extent by cuttings, but generally by 
layers. The earth is heaped in a mound 
around the bushes and the young sprouts 
will strike foots. They should be 
planted in rows 4 by 4, on a rich, 
heavy soil, well cultivated and heavily

Eow to Make Bromide Enlargements. 
Auimals That Cycle-A Mon- 
ument to Eey. 


Enlargements may be made either by 
day or by ar®ficial light, but daylight 
enlarging is the simpler and less expen- 
sive. To make enlargements by daylight 
one must have a suitable room, ce 
which can be darkened completely, 
with the exception of a small opening 
the size of the negative from which the 
enlargement is to be made. A room on 
the second or third floor and one with 
a north light is to be preferred. If an 
unobstructed view of the sky cannot be 
obtained, a reflector must be placed 
outside of the window to throw the 
light against the negative and to dis- 
tribute it evenly. In fact, it is better to 
use the reflector in either case. The re- 
flector should be about 24 inches square, 
and may be of white cardboard or a 
piece of board covered with white pa- 
per. Fasten it to the outside of the win- 
dow sill at an angle of about 45 degrees. 

Cover the window with black needle 
paper or#.ny other opaque material, cut- 
ting ont an opening just the size of the 
ground glass of the camera. Take the 
ground glass from the frame and fasten 
in its place the negative from which 
the enlargement is to be made. It 
should be put so that the glass side of 
the negative is toward the window, and 
if it is reversed the image thrown on 
the screen will be right side up and 
much easier to focus. Set the camera 
on a table drawn close to the window 
and of sucha height that the ground 
glass of the camera will exactly fit the

UIAMONDS FROM SUNBEAMS. 


Investors In Shares of a Gold Extracting 
Process In Misery. 

Eastport, Me., July 30.—For the past 
four months there has been much urging 
of speculaters through the United States 
to buy shares of the Electrolytic Marine 
Salts cémpany, which possessed the 
secret of extracting gold from salt water, 
Less than three months ago these shares 
could have been bought at the rate of 
three shares for $1, and at that time the 
company had issued but 150,000 shares, 
Woday the company has a capitalization 
»f 10,000,000 shares at a par value of $1 
each, although it is understood that but 
2,250,000 shares have been issued. With- 
in the last two weeks there has been a 
demand for the shares at $1.40 and $1.5¢ 
each. 

The entire scheme was worked by two 
or three men, who represented that thera 
were “millions in it,” at the same time 
producing tangible proof of what they 
alleged. 

Those who invested do not know 
‘whether to be sorry or not. Circum- 
stances are not encouraging, for the 
factory at Lubec was shut down Friday 
afternoon and the 600 employes were 
paid off. There is much anxiety in Lubec 
and Eastport, many business men having 
been induced to subscribe for stock, and 
some Lubec people have mortgaged their 
homes to buy shares. The inventor of 
the process is on his way to Europe and 
the accumulators do not work. The 
manager in Lubec has been served with 
papers in civil suits. 


Solid Business Returns. 

New York, July 30.—While as yet show- 
ing little actual effect upon distributive 
trade, there is evidence that the im- 
proved prospects for peace, with prob- 
able wider markets for American prod- 
ucts, have given a more hopeful tinge to 
the trade outlook, more particularly at 
the east. Bradstreet's says that this is 
reflected in active preparations by ship- 
pers and coasting trade interests to share 
in the expected widening of demand from 
the West Indies. Reports of solid busi- 
ness returns, however, come mainly from 
the western part of the country, and in 
the markets of that section are reported 
signs of the ground swell of fall demand. 
‘Business in the central west continues 
of a satisfactory volume, and the same 
is true of the northwest, where harvest- 
ing is completed at many points, with 
the fall trade outlook regarded as satis- 
factory. 

The textile situation is as yet a rather 
clouded one, a shutdown of print cloth 
mills being regarded as probable in an- 
other effort to restore the lost balance 
of this trade. Woolen goods are still 
slow of sale, while the relatively low 
range of wool prices at eastern markets 
‘and the improved inquiry by manufac- 
turers have stiffened values, with the 
‘effect of discouraging sales. Raw cot- 
ton is firmer in reports of excessive rains 
affecting crops. 

Business failures in the United States 
remain at a low point, aggregating for 
the week 189, against 188 last week and 
comparing with 259 in this week a year 
ago. 

Bank clearings evidently reflect in- 
active speculation at leading markets 
and the completion of government op- 
erations in connection with the bond 
issue in a total aggregating $1,039,000,000, 
a decrease of 9.8 percent from last week, 
about equal to the clearings in this week 
a year ago. 


Boston News Condensed. 

Boston, July 30.—Dana J. Flanders, 
general passenger and ticket agent of 
the Boston and Maine railroad, and one 
of the most prominent Masons in New 
England, was taken suddenly ill in his 
office. The doctors attribute his illness 
to the heat. 

Frank Mack, 28 years old, while at 
work for the New England Telephone 
company, touched a live wire, receiving 
a severe shock and being terribly burned. 
He died a few hours later. 

The roof of the plant of the Boston 
Electric Lighting company, in process 
of construction in South Boston, col- 
lapsed yesterday, carrying down seven 
or eight men. Morris Breen and James 
Sullivan, laborers, were crushed by the 
timbers and probably instantly killed. 
All the other workmen were more or less 
injured. 

Charles W. Morse, teamster, was found 
dead in his room at his home in Dor- 
chester. According to the belief of the 
police he committed suicide by gas as- 
phyxiation. 


House of Commons. 

London, July 30.—In the house of 
commons yesterday during the debate 
on the home office, Michael Davitt 
broached the question of the imprison- 
ment of Mrs. Maybrick and represented 
that she was in ill health. Mr. Davitt 
said in the course of his remarks that 
“to release this American woman would 
be a small step in the direction of es- 
tablishing good feeling between Eng- 
land and the United States.” 

The home secretary replied that he 
thought the reports of ill-health were 
exaggerated, but he promised to make 
inquiries. 

The secretary of state for the colonies 
said that Du Bosc, the former Spanisn 
charge’ d’affairs at Washington, was 
formally requested by the Canadian 
premier, Sir Wilfred Laurier, to leave 
Canada. ‘This was done atthe direction 
of the imperial government and on the 
ground that there was reason to be- 
lieve Du Bose was using Canada for the 
purpose of belligerent operations against 
the United States. 


The Tennis Players. 

Boston, July 30.—Good weather finally 
favored the Longwood tennis players, 
and there were excellent plays. The 
‘match of the day was that between G. 
L. Wrenn, 37., and S. E. Millett, which 
Wrenn won. It was a very close and 
hard-fought match, but no brilliant 
tennis was seen. Neither player took 
chances, and though they did not seem 
to be relying on each other’s mistakes, 
each preferred not to hit the balls too 
near the line. Ware won from Ewer in 
straight sets, as did Marvin from Pier 
without any trouble.

WAR AND SURGERY. 


Sew Conditions Developed by the Im- 
provements of Recent Years. 

It is quite likely that during the 
progress of the present war there will 
be entirely new experiences in the char- 
acter and treatment of the wounds in- 
flicted in battle as compared with those 
of 30 yearsago. Since that time the de- 
structive machinery of the battlefield 
has been brought to such a degree of 
perfection in regard to distance of range, 
accuracy of aim and power of penetra- 
tion that the percentage of such as may 
receive slight wounds, from which re- 
covery may be possible, will be exceed- 
ingly small in proportion to such as are 
destined to be killed outright. It will 
be a question of wholesale slaughter, in 
which the winner can show the greatest 
amount of annihilation in the shortest 
possible time. The mill that has the 
best grinding power will be the first to 
receive the prize. The game is to be 
played with stakes in job lots. It is to 
be a wholesale business entirely, the 
mere retail exhibitions of personal bray- 
ery, individual tact or military genius 
being virtually unnecessary for the de- 
sired end. The best equipped machine 
shop will turn out the most goods. 
Hence it will be impossible to estimate 
the amount of damage that may be done 
or the number of lives that may be sac- 
rificed. The wounds will be on a large 
scale and numerous in proportion. 
Especially will this be the case on the 
battleships under fire. Extensive lacera- 
tions from exploding shells, submarine 
mines and torpedoes and splinters of 
steel and wood will be therule. The 
wide areas of tissue involved and the 
corresponding intensity of shock will 
necessitate new rules for operative in- 
terference and new methods of surgical 
technique. Comparatively speaking, 
amputation will be more necessary thap 
resection. 

When once the danger of operation 
itself is past, aseptic surgery will 
abundantly demonstrate its opportuni- 
ties. What is lost in one direction will 
be gained in another. Hospital gan- 
grene, the dreadful bane of wound treat- 
ment in our late war, will be virtually 
impossible, and suppurating stumps 
will no longer propagate their poison- 
ous influences. Intestinal surgery has 
also elevated itself almost to a science, 
and death on the field, virtually inevita- 
ble before, is now most effectually 
thwarted by the modern and ingenious- 
ly skillful methods of the present day. 
Thus, while the war may inflict larger 
apd more dangerous wounds than ever 
before, there is a comfort in contem- 
plating the compensatory balance of 
odds in favor of the corresponding ad- 
vances in operative methods and the im- 
proved technique of wound treatment. 

The experiences along the new lines 
of surgical procedure will be of the 
greatest interest to the profession in 
demonstrating on a large scale the value 
of those general principles upon which 
the recent surgical advances have been 
based. Every pains will be taken to 
give all available information on these 
points to the readers of The Medical 
Record. Aside from arrangements for 
special correspondence from the field, 
we are particularly gratified to state 
that a representative of this journal, 
himself one of the operating surgeons 
on the Solace, the new hospital ambu- 
lance ship, will furnish our readers 
with such surgical data as may be in- 
teresting, suggestive or instructive.— 
Medical Record.
